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SUMMARY  tlEPORT  OF  THE  BOARD. 


To  Tlis  Excellenq/,  John  M.  Hamilton,  Governor: 

Sir:  The  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
OF  Illinois,  herewith  submitted,  covers  a  period  of  more  than  ordi- 
nary interest  in  the  history  of  the  Board.  An  effort  to  improve  the 
standard  and  methods  of  medical  education,  begun  early  in  its 
existence,  and  still  largely  an  experiment,  has  reached  a  stage  which 
makes  a  review  of  the  situation  practicable  and  pertinent. 

Boards  of  health  are  created  and  maintained  for  the  conservation 
of  the  interests  of  health  and  life.  Ordinarily  their  functions  are 
limited  to  dealing  with  sanitary  questions;  with  the  removal  of  the 
causes  of  preventable  disease  and  premature  death.  This  Board, 
however,  is  also  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  act  to  regulate 
the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  State ;  and  thus  the  medical  profes- 
sion, one  of  the  most  important  agencies  which  is  concerned  with 
the  interests  of  health  and  life,  is  brought  within  the  scope  of  san- 
itary legislation. 

To  improve  the  status  of  the  individual  practitioner,  and  to  de- 
velop a  well-trained  and  thoroughly  educated  medical  profession, 
must  result  in  increasing  the  value  of  this  force  in  sanitary  science 
and  public  hygiene;  a  force  which,  in  the  nature  of  things,  must 
always  exist  so  long  as  there  are  physicians  and  patients;  and  the 
character  and  influence  of  which  must  always  hold  a  direct  rela- 
tion to  the  tone,  the  attainments,  and  the  competency  of  those  by 
whom  it  is  exerted.  A  legitimate  and  fundamental  branch  of  the 
Board's  work  is  thus  seen  to  be  necessarily  devoted  to  the  subject  of 

BiEDICAL  EDUCATION. 

Within  the  present  generation  there  has  been  not  only  a  marked 
improvement  in  curative  and  palliative  medical  practice,  but  the  scope 
of   medical   science  has  been  widened  by  the  conception  that  many 


of  the  diseases  which  afflict  mankind  may  be  prevented ;  that  many 
of  the  causes  of  premature  death  may  be  removed;  that  the 
cure  of  disease  is  not  the  only  function  of  the  physician.  From  this 
improvement  in  practice  and  widening  of  the  scope  of  medical  effort 
and  knowledge  there  logically  resulted  a  necessity  for  better  systems 
and  longer  periods  of  medical  instruction  and  study — a  demand 
which,  owing  to  causes  not  necessary  to  recite  in  this  connection, 
led  to  a  great  diversity  in  the  methods,  requirements  and  character- 
istics of  medical  colleges,  and  consequently  to  the  relative  value  of 
diplomas  as  evidences  of  the  professional  attainments  and  compe- 
tency of  their  possessors. 

The  act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Dlinois  makes  it 
the  duty  of  this  Board  to  issue  certificates  (authorizing  practice  in 
the  State)  to  **all  who  furnish  satisfactory  proof  of  having  received 
diplomas  or  licenses  from  legally-chartered  medical  institutions  in 
good  standing.''  To  determine  what  should  constitute  **good  stand- 
ing"— a  duty  equally  imposed  upon  the  Board  by  the  terms  of  the 
act — was  a  grave  question,  the  answer  to  which  was  sought  by 
addressing  leading  members  of  the  medical  profession  and  the  fac- 
ulties of  medical  colleges  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  a  circular 
making  the  following  inquiries: 

r.  In  the  present  state  of  medical  science  and  education  in  this  country,  what  prepa- 
ration Is.  and  ought  to  be,  required  for  admission  to  the  lectures  of  a  medical  college,  to 
entitle  it  to  "firood  standing?" 

II.  On  what  branches  of  medical  and  cognate  science  ought  courses  of  lectures 
to  be  provided,  and  what  length  of  course  in  each  to  entitle  the  college  to  "good 
standing?" 

III.  What  requirements  as  to  full  attendance,  reading  and  quizzes,  or  other  ex- 
aminations, occasional  or  final,  ought  to  be  maintained  in  such  colleges? 

IV.  What  attendance  on  lectures,  as  to  time,  number  of  terms  or  courses,  and 
intervals  between  courses,  are,  and  ought  to  be,  required  by  such  colleges  as  con- 
ditions of  graduation  ? 

V.  What  other  conditions  of  graduation,  such  as  hospital  practice,  or  practice 
under  preceptors,  attendance  on  clinics,  and  dissections,  are.  and  ought  to  be,  re- 
quired for  graduation? 

In  the  Third  Annual  Beport  there  was  published  a  digest  of  the 
replies  received  to  the  above  inquiries,  accompanied  by  a  table 
showing  "the  courses  of  study,  fees  and  requirements  of  the  medi- 
cal college  whose  diplomas  are  recognized  by  the  Board."  Based 
upon  a  consensus  of  these  replies,  and  upon  the  usages  and  re- 
quirements of  the  majority  of  the  schools,  thus  ascertained,  and 
excluding  the  exceptionally  best  and  most  advanced— a  Schedule 
of   Minimum   Bequirements  was  promulgated,  which,  in  effect,  pre- 
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scribes  that  a  medical  college,  in  order  to  be  held  in  good  standing 
for  the  admission  of  its  graduates  to  practice  in  Illinois,  shall  exact 
such  a  general  preliminary  education  of  the  intending  student  be- 
fore his  admission  to  the  lecture-room,  as  will  enable  him  to  com- 
prehend the  instruction  therein  given*;  and  shall  issue  its  diploma 
conferring  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  only  upon  the  completion  of  such 
a  curriculum  of  study — as  to  the  branches  of  medical  science 
taught,  the  duration  of  reading-  and  of  lecture-terms,  and  the 
amount  of  practical  instruction  in  hospital  and  at  the  bedside — as 
obtains  in  the  average  medical  school. 

Less  than  this  the  Board  could  not  conscientiously  accept  as  en- 
titling a  medical  institution  to  be  classed  **in  good  standing"  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Medical-Practice  Act;  more  than  this,  it  was 
not  believed  to  be  practicable  to  attempt  at  the  time.  With  the 
general  improvement  which  might  reasonably  be  expected  to  follow, 
if  this  effort  should  prove  successful,  it  was  hoped  that  a  further 
advance  in  the  standard  entitling  to  recognition  would  be  a  natural 
and  logical  sequence. 

After  three  years  publication  and  notice,  compliance  with  this 
Schedule  is  now  made  the  test  of  recognition ;  and  diplomas  issued 
at  the  close  of  the  sessions  of  18S3-84  are  accepted  or  rejected,  as 
qualifications  for  practice  in  Illinois,  as  the  colleges  issuing  them 
have  complied,  or  failed  to  comply,  with  the  terms  of  this  Sched- 
ule. Of  the  forty-seven  colleges  whose  diplomas  have  been  presented 
under  these  conditions,  twenty-six  have  so  far  complied  with  the 
Schedule  as  to  warrant  the  acceptance  of  their  diplomas.  In  the 
remaining  twenty-one  cases  the  diploma  has  been  accepted  as  evi- 
dence of  the  applicant's   proficiency   in    the    branches    or    subjects 


*It  is  humiliating  to  be  compelled  to  acknowledge  that  medical  colleges  can  be 
found  willing  to  admit  to  their  lecture-classes,  and  thence  to  gradud,te,  men  so 
illiterate  as  some  of  those  who  have  come  before  the  Boabd.  armed  with  a  diploma 
and  demanding  thereon  the  certificate  entitling  them  to  practice  medicine  in  Illinois. 
Some  specimen  illustrations  of  such  cases,  given  on  pages  60  and  61  of  the  Abstract 
or  Proceedings,  may  be  referred  to  as  evidences  that  this  requirement  of  the 
Board's  bchedule  is,  unfortunately,  only  too  well-founded.  On  pages  37  and  39,  ibid., 
are  illustrations  of  the  literary  attainments  of  some  of  the  medical  faculties  of  the 
baser  sort;  but  these  are  succumbing  to  the  pressure  of  a  higher  standard  in 
medical  education,  to  the  well- merited  effects  of  exposure,  and  to  the  enforcement 
of  legislative  enuctments  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine. 

Of  the  fraudulent  institutions,  which  existed  only  for  the  sale  of  the  potent 
"diploma,"  it  is  not  known  that  a  single  one  now  remains  in  existence— the  bogus 
Boston  "  Bellevue,"  exposed  by  the  Board,  in  1882,  and  the  Milwaukee  College  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  exposed  in  18S3,  were  the  last  of  the  brood. 
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claimed  to  be  taught  by  the  given  college;  but  certificates  are  is- 
sued to  such  applicants  only  after  they  have  passed  a  satisfactory 
examination  by  the  Board  in  the  branches  or  subjects  omitted  by 
their  respective  schools. 

In  this  connection  some  mention  must  be « made  of  a  widespread 
and  mischievous  delusion,  which  has  been  found  to  obtain  even 
among  some  college  faculties  and  editors  of  medical  journals ;  a 
delusion  concerning  the  **powers  and  rights"  conferred  by  a  diploma 
in  this  country.  To  your  Excellency  it  is,  of  course,  entirely  un- 
necessary to  say  that  a  diploma  carries  with  it  no  right  of  any 
character  whatsoever ;  that  it  is  merely  "a  document  bearing  record 
of  a  degree  conferred  by  a  literary  society  or  educational  institu- 
tion" (Webster) ;  and  that  the  right  to  practice  medicine  is,  intrin- 
sically and  essentially,  a  statutory  right,  subject  to  whatever  con- 
ditions the  law-making  branch  of  the  government  may  see  fit  to 
impose,  in  the  interest  of  human  health  and  life,  as  restraints  upon 
the  ignorant,  incompetent,  unprincipled  or  dishonorable.  It  was, 
however,  found  necessary  to  say  all  this,  formally  and  authorita- 
tively by  the  Secretary  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  for  the  reason  that 
medical  students  and  practitioners  in  other  States  were  being 
advised,  in  effect,  that  the  diploma  of  any  chartered  medical  col- 
lege entitled  its  possessor  to  practice  in  Illinois  regardless  of  the 
provisions  for  the  regulation  of  such  practice  enacted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  The  text  which  called  forth  this  exposition  of  the 
value  of  a  diploma  and  of  the  right  to  practice  medicine  is  quoted 
on  page  39  of  the  Abstract  of  Proceedings. 

What  the  improvement  in  medical  education  and  in  the  standard 
of  attainments  necessary  to  obtain  a  diploma  has  been,  during  the 
last  four  years,  may  be  inferred  from  the  following  comparative 
statement:  In  the  table  already  referred  to — giving  the  courses  of 
study,  fees,  requirements,  etc.,  of  medical  colleges  in  1880 — there 
are  listed  fourteen  (14)  schools  in  the  United  States  which  then 
required  evidence  of  a  suitable  preliminary  education;  in  the  Con- 
spectus OF  Medical  Colleges,  accompanying  this  report,  there  will 
be  found  the  titles  of  ninety  (90)  schools  in  the  United  States  which 
now  announce  a  preliminary-education  requirement  as  a  condition 
of  admission  to  their  classes.  In  1880,  seventeen  (17)  schools  gave 
more  or  less  prominence  to  the  study  of  Hygiene,  or  Preventive 
Medicine;  in  18S4,  eighty  (80)  schools  give  instruction  in  this  im- 
portant  branch  of   medical   science.      In  1880  there  were  eight  (8) 
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schools  which  exacted  attendance  upon  three  or  more  courses  of 
lectures  as  one  of  the  conditions  of  graduation;  in  1884  there  are 
twenty-three  (23)  which  make  this  obligatory,  and  fifty-six  (56) 
others  are  making  such  tentative  efforts  in  this  direction  as  to  pro- 
vide for  and  recommend  a  three-  or  four-years'  graded  lecture- 
course. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  en  parenthese,  tlpat  the  Board  has  not  yet 
made  a  three-years'  lecture-course  obligatory,  but  it  does  insist  upon 
the  preliminary-education  requirement  and  the  study  of  Hygiene. 
The  difference  in  the  ratio  of  increase  in  the  number  of  colleges 
making  these  three  improvements  in  their  methods  is  shown  by 
these  figures,  based  upon  the  present  number  of  schools  in  the 
United  States:

While  the  increase  in  the  two  items  of  the  above,  which  are  em- 
braced in  the  Board's  Schedule  of  Minimum  Requirements,  is  about 
six  and  one-half  times  for  the  first,  and  nearly  five  times  for  the 
second,  it  is  less  than  three  times  for  the  item  not  included  in  the 
Schedule ;  but  the  tendency  is  in  the  direction  of  a  full,  graded  and 
systematic  course  of  study,  such  as  obtains  in  all  other  branches  of 
education. 

There  is  noted,  also,  an  improvement  in  the  character  and  amount 
of  practical  instruction  given  at  the  bedside  and  in  hospital  wards 
and  amphitheatres ;  in  dispensaries,  and  in  anatomical,  physiological, 
chemical  and  pathological  laboratories. 

It  may  be  urged  that  much  of  this  improvement  is  in  seeming 
only;  that  it  reads  well  in  college  prospectus  and  announcement — 
addressed  to  the  eye,  and  ignored  in  the  spirit  and  in  practice.  To 
a  certain  extent  this  is,  doubtless,  true ;  but,  prima  facie,  the  Board 
accepts  the  published  announcement  of  every  reputable  college ;  and 
in  its  Conspectus  has  put  upon  record,  accurately  and  impartially, 
the  exact  claims  of  each  college  for  itself.  It  can  do  no  less  in 
dealing  with   the   ofiicial   and    deliberate    utterances   of   a   medical 
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faculty — members  of  one  of  the  learned  professions.      The  assump- 
tion is  in  favor  of  their  honorable  action  and  the  trustworthiness  o£^ 
their  statements. 

But  after  making  whatever  allowance  the  most  skeptical  may 
demand,  there  still  remains  a  substantial  gain  in  the  methods  and 
practices  of  medical  education  in  this  country  during  the  past 
four  years— a  gain,  in  which  there  is  promise  for  the  future.  In 
the  best  class  of  medical  schools  in  the  United  States,  medical  educa- 
tion is  as  thorough  as  anywhere ;  facilities  for  instruction  are  abundant, 
the  teachers  are  competent  and  accomplished,  and  the  graduates 
^re  fully  equipped  for  their  labors  in  the  promotion  of  health,  and 
''for  the  unending  battle  with  disease  and  its  causes.*'  Such  schools 
and  such  graduates  are  becoming  less  rare  year  by  year;  and  Illi- 
nois has  been  accorded  a  very  gratifying  recognition  of  its  efforts  in 
the  direction  of  making  them  more  numerous.  To  an  Illinois  school 
belongs  the  distinction  of  having  been  the  first  in  the  United  States 
to  provide  a  three-years'  graded  course  of  medical  instruction — the 
pioneer  effort  at  reforming  the  old  custom  of  granting  a  diploma 
after  attendance  upon  two  courses  of  lectures  identical  in  subject, 
length  and  cost;  and  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  in  his  report 
for  1882-83,  cites  the  regulation  of  the  practice  of  medicine  in  this 
State  as  a  solution  of  the  * 'problem  of  protecting  the  public  without 
assailing  the  right  of  personal  medical  judgment;"  and  says  that, 
under  the  method  of  procedure  adopted,  ''it  is  obvious  that  men  of 
inferior  attainments  will  be  forced  to  prosecute  their  studies  till 
they  have  acquired  a  sufficient  amount  of  knowledge  to  satisfy  the 
,  requirements  of  the  Board;  that  medical  colleges  in  the  State  and 
in  surrounding  commonwealths  will  be  stimulated  to  increased  exer- 
tions in  order  to  prepare  their  students  for  the  ordeal;  and  that 
quacks,  pretenders  and  rascals  will  be  gradually  forced  out  of  the 
State."* 

The  situation,  however,  is  by  no  means  rose-colored.  Much  yet 
remains  to  be  done,  and  in  some  respects  the  work  has  only  been 
fairly  entered  upon.  But,  on  the  whole,  there  is  encouragement  for 
continued  effort. 

THE   MEDICAL   PROMISSION   IN   ILLINOIS. 

Some  interesting  figures  concerning  the  present  personnel  of  the 
medical  profession  of  the  State,  as  contrasted  with  1877 — when  the 
law  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  was  enacted— will  be  found

of  the  Official  Register — see  Appendix.)  There  has  been  a  dimi- 
nution, since  July  1,  1877,  of  over  twenty  per  cent,  in  the  total 
number  of  persons  then  claiming  to  be  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
medicine;  and  this,  notwithstanding  an  average  increment  of  about 
475  per  annum,  or  a  total  of  8,825  during  the  period.  The  change 
in  the  professional  status  is  even  more  striking  than  this — for, 
whereas,  the  proportion  of  graduates  and  Ucentiates  of  legally  char- 
tered medical  institutions  in  good  standing,  amounted  to  only  forty- 
eight  per  cent,  of  those  engaged  in  practice  in  1877 ;  in  1884  it  has 
risen  to  eighty-five  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number.  This  change 
will  be  better  appreciated  by  a  comparison  of  the  actual  figures: 
In  1877  there  were,  in  round  numbers,  3,600  graduates  and  licen- 
tiates, and  8,800  non-graduates,  claiming  to  be  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  medicine ;  in  1884  there  are  5,082  graduates  and  licentiates 
and  only  858  non-graduates  in  the  State. 

The  cosmopolitan  character  of  the  medical  profession  in  Illinois 
is  set  forth  on  pages  vii-ix  of  the  Official  Register.  In  addition 
to  graduates  or  licentiates  of  188  medical  institutions  in  twenty-four 
of  the  States  of  the  Union  (including  the  District  of  Columbia)  and 
10  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  Great  Britain  has  representatives 
from  England,  Ireland  and  Scotland;  the  Continent  from  Austria, 
Bavaria,  Denmark,  France,  the  German  Empire,  Hungary,  Italy, 
Norway,  Poland,  Russia,  Spain,  Sweden  and  Switzerland ;  and  South 
America  is  represented  from  Bolivia,  and  Africa  from  the  Madeira 
Islands. 

Five  hundred  and  forty  physicians  have  been  admitted  to  prac- 
tice during  the  year,  of  which  number  515  were  furnished  certifi- 
cates upon  diplomas  of  recognized  medical  colleges,  and  25  upon 
evidence  of  sixteen  or  more  years'  practice  in  the  State.  Including 
those  of  candidates  for  certificates  upon  examination  by  the  Board 
— none  of  whom  succeeded  in  attaining  tlje  required  standard— there 
were  174  applications  for  certificates  rejected  or  withdrawn  by  those 
who  could  not  comply  with  the  law. 

Of  the  18  non-graduate  candidates,  who  appeared  at  the  April 
meeting  for  examination,  none  attained  the  required  percentage  of 
correct  answers,  and  the  entire  class  was  consequently  rejected. 
The  Board  has  issued  certificates  upon  examination  to  a  total  of 
219,  out  of  over  600  candidates,  and  of  this  number  117,    or   more 
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than  one-half,  have,  in  compliance  with  the  advice  of  the  Board, 
subsequently  attended  lectures  and  graduated  from  reputable  medical 
colleges. 

As  THE  profession  and  the  public  become  familiar  with  tbe 
Medical-Practice  Act  and  the  mode  of  procedure  thereunder,  the 
fraudulent  advertising  quack  finds  that  his  lot  in  Illinois  is  not  a 
happy  one.  Except  a  few  individuals  who  are  shielded  from  the 
operation  of  the  law  by  reason  of  the  ten-years'  prior  practice 
clause,  this  class  is  now  almost  extinct.  Time  will  ultimately 
remove  the  exempts,  and  a  reasonably  diligent  enforcement  of  the 
Act  will  prevent  their  ranks  being  recruited  from  the  quacks  and 
charlatans  of  other  States. 

Desperate  efforts  are  made  by  these  outsiders,  from  time  to  time, 
to  secure  a  foothold  in  Illinois.  Unable  to  procure  the  necessary 
certificate  legalizing  their  professional  presence  in  the  State,  they 
have  in  some  instances  succeeded  in  inducing  graduates  of  reputable 
medical  colleges,  holding  certificates  from  the  Board,  to  enter  part- 
nership, and  to  prostitute  themselves  to  the  unprofessional  and 
dishonorable  vocation  of  preying  upon  the  credulity  and  the  weak- 
nesses of  the  unfortunate.  Prompt  revocation  of  the  certificate  follows 
proof  of  such  facts,  and  thus  far  every  attempt  of  the  kind  has 
been  successfully  frustrated — although  at  considerable  expense  and 
some  annoyance. 

In  one  flagrant  instance,  revocation  of  the  certificate  was  followed 
by  a  suit  against  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  for  $50,000  alleged 
damages.  The  suit  was  brought  in  the  United  States  District  Court 
of  another  State,  in  the  city  where  the  quack  employers  had  their 
headquarters ;  and,  after  it  had  served  its  purpose  in  advertising 
these  latter,  it  was  allowed  to  drop.* 

Acknowledgment  of  the  valuable  counsel  and  assistance  of  the 
Attorney-General,  the  Hon.  James  McCartney,  must  be  made  in 
this  connection.  Pages  C5-G7  of  the  Abstract,  contain  one  of  bis 
contributions,  covering  the  mode  of  procedure  in  the  indictment, 
and  the  trial  of  a  suit,  for  violation  of  the  statute  regulating  the 
practice  of  medicine.  It  furnishes  a  much-needed  code  of  instruc- 
tions and  digest  of  authorities  for  use  in  the  prosecution  of  these 
cases.

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THE    PUBLIC    HEALTH. 


An  unusually  low  death-rate  and  a  remarkable  freedom  from  any 
wide-spread  prevalence  of  the  contagious  and  infectious  diseases, 
have  characterized  the  year.  Typhoid  fever,  scarlatina  and  diph- 
theria have  appeared  from  time  to  time  in  various  localities,  but 
without  attaining  epidemic  proportions.  Small-pox  has  practically 
disappeared  from  the  State,  the  only  cases  recently  occurring  being 
due,  in  every  instance,  to  contagion  brought  from  outside  our  own 
boundaries.  Such  an  importation  from  Cincinnati  into  Crawford 
county,  was  the  result  of  a  mistaken  diagnosis  as  to  the  character 
of  the  disease.  The  occurrence  was  made  the  occasion  for  calling 
the  attention  of  physicians  and  sanitary  oflBcers  to  an  obvious  duty 
whenever  suspicion  is  excited  as  to  the  nature  of  a  ease  which  may 
possibly  be  one  of  contagious  disease,  namely :  To  resolve  any  doubt 
which  may  arise  or  be  suggested,  especially  with  reference  to  such 
a  disease  as  small-pox,  in  favor  of  the  community  rather  than  of 
the  individual ;  and  to  act  on  the  positive  assumption,  and  not  upon 
the  negative,  until  the  developments  decide  the  character  of  the  case. 

The  series  of  Preventable-Disease  publications,  prepared  and  dis- 
tributed by  the  Board,  has  been  added  to  by  circulars  upon  the 
Prevention  and  Control  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  of  Diphtheria,  and 
upon  the  Sanitary  Features  of  Typhoid  Fever  and  the  Prevention 
of  its  Spread.  The  appreciation  of  this  series  of  publications  is 
attested  by  the  prompt  demand  for  them,  and  their  frequent  repub- 
lication in  local  journals  and  otherwise,  whenever  one  of  these 
domestic  pestilences  makes  its  apppearance  in  a  community. 

Whether  as  cause  and  efifect,  or  as  a  mere  coincidence,  it  has 
been  repeatedly  noticed  that  their  distribution  and  republication 
have  been  followed  by  a  speedy  and  marked  subsidence  of  the  out- 
break. Whatever  may  be  this  relation,  there  can  be  no  question  as 
to  the  wisdom  of  the  legislation  which  provides  for  the  "dissemina- 
tion among  the  people  of  such  knowledge  respecting  diseases  and 
such  instruction  concerning  hygiene."  So  many  and  urgent  requests 
have  been  received  for  these  publications  in  other  languages  that  the 
Board  has  been  compelled  to  issue  a  German  edition  of  those  specified, 
and  of  the  one  on  the  Prevention  of  Small-Pox,  both  in  German  and 
Scandinavian. 

Early  in  March,  1883,  the  Secretary,  in  preparing  his  notification 
for  the  annual  session  of  the  Sanitary  Council  of  the  Mississippi 
Valley,  took  occasion  to  call  attention  to  the  continuance  of  Asiatic 
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cholera  in  threatening  proximity  to  lines  of  travel,  and  to  the  pro- 
longed existence  of  a  fatal  form  of  cholera  nostra  in  some  parts  of 
Menico.  During  the  spring  and  summer,  inspections  of  the  Illinois 
and  Michigan  canal  and  of  the  Chicago  river  and  water-supply  were 
made  from  time  to  time,  with  the  same  conditions  in  view,  the  im- 
portance of  which  was  emphasized  by  the  Damietta  outbreak  of 
cholera  and  the  consequent  menace  to  Southern  Europe.  The  de- 
tailed reports  of  these  inspections  and  of  the  action  taken,  will  be 
found  on  pages  75-78  and  93-101,  of  the  Abstract  of  Fbocbedikos. 
The  inability  of  the  National  Board  of  Health — from  lack  of  funds — 
to  maintain  its  River  and  Rail  Inspection  Service  in  the  Mississippi 
Valley  after  the  close  of  June,  threw  the  responsibility  of  continu- 
ing this  safeguard  of  the  public  health  upon  the  Sanitary  Council, 
of  which  body  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  continues  to  be  the  sec- 
retary and  executive  oflBcer;  an  J  upon  him  devolved  the  labor  of 
supervising  the  administration  of  the  Service  in  the  valley  between 
St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans.  For  the  first  time  since  1877,  yellow 
fever  was  entirely  excluded  from  the  Mississippi  Valley,  and  there 
was  complete  freedom  during  the  whole  season,  from  the  interrup- 
tion and  losses  to  travel  and  traflBc  which  the  recurrence  of  this  dis- 
ease had  entailed  for  so  many  years.  Aside  from  the  occasional 
access  of  the  disease  to  Southern  Illinois,  the  interest  of  the  State 
in  its  exclusion  is  of  an  economic  and  commercial  character.  This 
is  true,  of  course,  as  to  all  questions  pertaining  to  sanitary  matters, 
although  in  no  other  to  so  marked  an  extent  as  in  this  case.  An 
account  of  the  action  of  the  Council  and  of  its  executive  committee 
is  given  on  pages  c6-58 ;  and  of  the  operations  of  the  Service,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Secretary,  in  his  quarterly  report  to  the  Boaj&d 
at  the  October  meeting,  pages  72-74. 

Occasion  was  taken  at  the  January  meeting  to  again  place  the 
Board  on  record  as  urging  Congress  to  create  a  permanent  National 
health  organization ;  and,  pending  this,  to  enact  the  legislation  nec- 
essary to  secure  an  extension  of  the  act  of  June  2,  1879,  charging 
the  provisional  National  Board  of  Health  with  the  duty  of  co-operat- 
ing with  and  aiding  State  and  local  boards  of  health  in  their  efforts 
to  prevent  the  introduction  and  to  limit  the  spread  of  contagious 
and  infectious  diseases  of  foreign  origin — such  legislation  to  embrace 
a  provision  for  making  any  unexpended  balances  of  appropriations, 
standing  to  tho  credit  of  the  Natioqal  Board,  immediately  and  con- 
tinuously available  for  this  purpose.      Subsequently,   a  number  of 
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other  State  boards  and  the  Sanitary  Council  took  similar  action; 
but  the  only  response  which  was  made  to  these  various  requests  was 
to  put  a  contingent  appropriation  of  $100,000  at  the  disposal  of  the 
President  for  use  in  the  event  of  an  epidemic;  and  on  the  last  Of 
June  the  National  Board  of   Health  was   compelled  to   suspend  its 

work  for  want  of  means. 

Exposed  as  is  this  country  to  imported  contagion  from  every 
quarter  of  the  globe,  through  its  commercial  relations  and  enormous 
immigration,  the  duty  of  the  Federal  Government  in  the  premises  is 
obvious.  Illinois  asks  no  assistance  against  domestic  disease  and  its 
causes.  With  our  legitimate  sanitary  problems  we  have  thus  far 
demonstrated  our  ability  to  deal.  But  against  exotic  pestilences— the 
yellow  fever  of  the  tropics,  the  cholera  of  Asia,  the  small-pox,  and 
typhus,  and  relapsing  fevers  of  the  Old  World — there  remains,  in  the 
absence  of  an  efficient  National  health  service,  only  such  protection 
as  may  be  afforded  by  the  voluntary  co-operation  of  neighboring 
States,  with  a  disparity  of  resources,  authority  and  interests,  which 
must  seriously  impair  the  efficiency  of  such  defence,  and,  possibly, 
compel  resort  to  the  costly  and  demoralizing  measure  of  non-inter- 
course quarantine. 

Owing  to  want  of  adequate  legislation  concerning  the  diseases  of 
domestic  animals,  the  Board  has  been  called  upion  to  take  action 
for  the  suppression  of  outbreaks  of  contagious  glanders  among  horses 
in  various  parts  of  the  State.  Authority  was  conferred  upon  the 
State  Veterinarian,  and  the  necessary  instructions  to  county  and 
town  authorities  were  issued— the  expenses  of  the  State  Veterinarian 
being  defrayed  from  the  contingent  appropriation  for  the  suppression 
of  epidemic  contagious  diseases.  Two  fatal  cases  of  the  disease  in 
the  human  subject  furnished  the  Board  with  the  necessary  warrant 
for  its  action ;  and  the  General  Assembly,  then  in  session,  promptly 
amended  the  so-called  pleuro-pneumonia  act — which  created  the  office 
of  State  Veterinarian  —so  as  to  make  its  provisions  apply  also  to 
glanders. 

Deaths  from  trichiniasis,  occurring  toward  the  close  of  the  year, 
temporarily  renewed  interest  in  this  disease ;  and  the  action  of  some 
of  the  European  governments  in  interdicting  the  importation  of 
American  pork  and  its  products,  led  to  the  publication*  of  the  re- 
sults of  the  investigations  made  by  the  Secretary,  during  the  last 
eighteen  years,  concerning  the   prevalence  and  sanitary  importance

of  the  parasite.  These  results  are,  substantially,  that  American 
pork  is  less  subject  to  trichinsa  than  that  of  other  countries ;  that 
every  case  of  disease  arising  from  trichinous  pork  which  was  in- 
vestigated, was  proven  to  be  caused  by  eating  raw  or  imperfectly- 
*  cooked  meat ;  that  thorough  cooking  will  render  the  most  badly-infected 
trichinous  meat  absolutely  harmless;  and  that,  therefore,  the  ques- 
tion is  one  of  economic  and  commercial  importance,  rather  than  of 
sanitary  interest. 

A  comprehensive  statement  of  the  measures  which  have  been  en- 
acted from  time  to  time  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  of  other 
provisions  and  agencies  for  the  conservancy  of  food-producing  ani- 
mals from  contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  was  prepared  in  May 
in  response  to  a  communication  from  the  French  Consul  at  Chicago, 
asking  for  information  which,  it  was  understood,  was  to  be  laid  be- 
fore the  French  government  as  part  of  the  basis  for  legislation  con- 
cerning the  importation  of  American  food  animals  and  their  pro- 
ducts into  France.  From  the  hostile  character  of  such  legislation 
by  some  of  the  Continental  powers,  it  seemed  proper  to  make  this 
information  as  complete  and  exact  as  possible ;  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  reply  conclusively  shows  that  the  interests  of  the  purchaser 
and  foreign  importer,  at  least,  have  been  and  are  well  protected. 
Such  additional  legislation  as  may  be  needed  on  this  subject  vrill  be 
found  to  lie  rather  in  the  direction  of  protecting  the  vast  interests 
of  this  country,  engaged  in  the  breeding,  fattening,  handling,  pack- 
ing and  transportation  of  food  animals,  against  the  losses  and  in- 
jury which  already  seriously  affect  or  threaten  them  in  some  regions, 
by  the  introduction  of  the  foreign  contagion  of  such  diseases  as 
contagious  pleuro-pneumonia,  the  foot-and-mouth  disease,  and  the 
cattle-plague  or  rinderpest  —  no  one  of  which  is  indigenous  to  our 
native  cattle. 

MISCELLANEOUS   MATTERS. 

A  summary  of  the  work  in  the  office  of  the'  Board,  of  the  certi- 
ficates and  licenses  issued,  refused  and  revoked,  and  of  other 
kindred  matters,  will  be  found  on  pages  80  and  81  of  the  Abstract 
OF  Proceedings.  While  the  aggregate  of  mail  matter  received  and 
sent  is  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year  it  has  been  of  a  more 
varied  character,  and  has  involved  fully  as  much  labor  as  usual. 
In  connection  with  the  issue  of  certificates  and  licenses,  the  corres- 
pondence resulting  from  the  examination  of  the  diplomas,  licensee, 
affidavits  and  other  papers  in  the   applications  from  787  physicians 
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and  midwives,  and  the  necessary  action  thereon,  amounted  to  1,252  let- 
ters written  and  mailed,  together  with  the  necessary  printed  forms 
of  affidavits  and  certificates  filled  up  and  furnished;  and  4,011  doc- 
uments, affidavits,  letters  of  recommendation,  diplomas,  etc.,  per- 
taining to  the  same  matters,  wei:e  received,  examined,  and  filed  or 
returned. 

Of  the  other  office  correspondence,  the  majority  was  devoted  to 
the  subject  of  medical  education  and  to  matters  affecting  the  pub- 
lic health;  a  total  of  4,036  letters,  reports  and  other  communica- 
tions being  received,  and  5,157  written  and  sent  on  these  and  mis- 
cellaneous subjects.  Printed  reports  (annual  and  quarterly,)  regis- 
ters, preventable-disease  circulars,  instructions,  blanks  and  other 
publications  of  the  Board,  aggregating  over  76,000  copies,  were  also 
distributed. 

Betums  of  births  and  deaths  from  the  offices  of  the  various  county 
clerks  have  been  received,  and  much  preliminary  labor  performed 
in  their  tabulation  for  a  volume  of  vital  statistics.  As  has  been 
previously  stated,  however,  the  law  is  so  defective  concerning  this 
subject  that  there  is  a  wide  disparity  in  the  character  of  the  returns 
made  under  its  provisions. 

The  available  resources  of  the  Board  during  the  fiscal  year  ended 
September  30,  1883,  amounted  to  $9,864.87,  of  which  sum  $8,959.96 
was  derived  from  the  regular  and  contingent  appropriations,  and 
$904.91  from  fees  received  for  certificates,  licenses  and  examinations 
— ^including  $684  received  from  these  sources  during  the  year,  and 
a  balance  of  $220.91,  remaining  to  the  credit  of  this  account  at  the 
close  of  the  last  fiscal  year.  Payments  on  all  accounts  aggregated 
$9,101.31.  An  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriations,  amount- 
ing to  $574.50,  lapsed  into  the  State  Treasury  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  had  an  unexpended  bal- 
ance of  $189.06  remaining  in  his  hands  at  the  same  date.  These 
three  sums,  viz:  $9,101.30  payments,  $574.50  unexpended  appro- 
priations lapsed,  and  $189.06  remaining  in  the  Treasurer's  hands, 
balance  the  sum  of  the  resources,  $9,864.87.  An  itemized  state- 
ment of  the  expenditures  on  all  accounts,  and  the  annual  report  of 
the  Treasurer,  will  be  found  on  pages  102  and  103. 

The  records  of  the  Thirtieth  General  Assembly,  adjourned  May 
14,  1877,  bear  witness  to  the  interest  with  which  your  Excellency, 
then  a  Senator  from  the  28th  District,  pushed  to  final  enactment 
the  bills  to  create  and  establish  a  board  of  health,  and  to  regulate 
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the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  The  records,  here- 
with submitted,  of  the  labors  of  the  Board  thus  created,  and  of  the 
results  of  its  efforts  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine,  may,  it 
is  hoped,  serve  to  show  that  the  legislation  you  were  then  so  largely 
instrumental  in  securing  has  inured  to  the  benefit  and  the  welfare 
of  the  citizens  of  the  State  in  the  interests  of  health  and  life.

The  Sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Health 
was  held  in  the  office  of  the  Board,  in  the  Capitol  building  at 
Springfield,  the  members  being  called  to  order  by  the  President  at 
7  p.  m.,  Thursday,  January  11,  1883.  Present :  John  M.  Gregory, 
Newton  Bateman,  W.  A.  Haskell,  John  H.  Rauch. 

After  the  reading  and  approval  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meet- 
ing, October  5,  1882,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Secretary,  the  regular 
order  of  business  was  suspended  to  give  opportunity  for  the  imme- 
diate examination  of  the  cases  of  certain  medical  colleges  against 
whose  standing  charges  had  been  made — members  of  the  several 
faculties  being  present  and  desirous  of  returning  home  promptly. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  the  Board  went  into  executive  session 
on  these  matters,  and  adjourned  at  11 :40  p.  m.,  to  meet  on  the 
following  morning. 

January  18,  1888,  10  o'clock  a.  m. — The  Board  met,  pursuant  to 
adjournment;  present  as  before,  together  with  Dr.  John  McLean. 
In  the  regular  order  of  business  Dr.  Kauch  presented  the  following 

QUARTERLY  REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

During  the  quarter  ended  December  81,  1882,  there  were  received 
in  the  Secretary's  office  1,085  communications,  letters,  reports,  etc., 
and  1,880  letters,  postals  and  other  communications  were  sent  out, 
in  addition  to  508  copies  of  the  Fourth  Annual  Report  distributed, 
and  14,558  copies  of  blanks,  circulars  and  other  printed  matter  per- 
taining to  the  registration  of  vital  statistics,  to  the  vaccination  of 


school  children,  to  the  history  of  the  small-pox  epidemic,  to  the 
''Boston  Bellevue"  diploma  manufactory,  etc.,  etc.  Of  the  matter 
sent  out,  141  packages  were  forwarded  by  express  and  the  remain- 
der by  mail.    Forty-one  telegrams  were  received  and  88  sent. 

There  were  issued  67  certificates  entitling  to  practice  medicine  and 
surgery — 60  on  diplomas  of  medical  institutions  in  good  standing  and 
7  on  length  of  practice  in  the  State.  Only  23  out  of  the  total  num- 
ber of  applicants  for  certificates  were  rejected  during  the  quarter — a 
smaller  proportion  than  usual.  In  fact,  there  is  a  very  steady  and 
uniform  improvement  in  this  respect.  Certificates  to  midwives  were 
also  issued,  as  follows:  13  on  diplomas  from  schools  of  midwifery^ 
10  after  examination,  and  2  on  length  of  practice  in  the  State. 

With  the  advent  of  cold  weather  a  few  scattering  cases  of  small- 
pox have  appeared  in  the  State,  but  without  creating  excitement  or 
manifesting  any  tendency  to  become  epidemic.  At  three  points  in 
Cook  county,  and  in  Aurora,  Kane  county,  the  infection  is  attrib- 
uted to  Chicago.  At  Marshall,  in  Clark  county,  the  disease  was 
brought  from  Cincinnati,  and  at  Cambridge,  in  Henry  county,  it  was 
brought  from  Pennsylvania.  So  far  as  the  history  of  these  cases 
has  been  ascertained,  it  is  found  that  the  victims  were,  in  every 
instance,  either  unvaccinated  or  not  vaccinated  since  infancy  or 
childhood.* 

There  have  been  no  cases  among  immigrants  during  the  quarter — 
none,  in  fact,  since  the  single  case  in  the  early  part  of  June  last, 
oon  after  the  sanitary  inspection  of  immigrants  was  begun.  Stren- 
uous efforts  have  been  ^made  to  secure  the  continuance  of  these 
inspections,  or,  at  least,  their  prompt  resumption  at  the  opening  of 
the  immigrant  season.  Among  other  contributions  to  this  end,  I 
have  prepared  and  published  a  paper  on  the  **  Immigrant  Introduc- 
tion of  Small-pox  into  the  United  States,**  in  which  I  think  is  dem- 
onstrated— from  the  history  of  small-pox  in  Chicago  during  the  past 
thirty-two  years,  from  the  consensus  of  statements  of  leading  health 
officials  concerning  the  origin  and  spread  of  the  recent  epidemic, 
and  from  the  results  of  the  operations  of  the  Immigrant-Inspection 
Service — 

1.  That  the  immigi*ant  is  a  prime  factor  in  the  origin  and  con- 
tinuance of  small-pox  in  the  United  States. 

2.  That  State  and  local  boards  of  health,  acting  independently, 
can  not  suppress  the  disease,  when  once  introduced,  so  long  as  the 
influx  of  unprotected  immigrants  continues. 

3.  That  the  immigrant-inspection  system,  in  addition  to  furnish- 
ing a  practical  mode  of  cooperation  by  the  various  State  and  local 
boards  of  health,  has  proved  entirely  adequate  to  the  remedy  of  the 
defects  arising  from  want  of  international  quarantine  laws  and  of 
uniformity  in  the  administration  of  our  own  maritime  and  boundary 
quarantines.

In  the  interests  of  this  Service,  which  has  been  of  so  much  benefit 
to  oar  own  State,  I  visited  Washington  during  the  meeting  of  the 
National  Board  of  Health,  December  12-14,  and  subsequently  pre- 
sented the  matter  to  various  members  and  Senators,  urging  upon 
them  the  necessity  of  prompt  appropriations  for  the  further  mainte- 
nance of  the  inspections."^ 

Immigrant' Inspection  Service, 

Hy  final  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  National  Board  of  Health, 
in  which  are  summarized  the  operations  of  the  Service  in  the  West- 
ern District  during  the  season,  shows  that  a  total  of  115,057  immi- 
grants were  inspected  in  the  District  between  June  1  and  December 
81,  1882.  Of  this  number,  l7,302  were  found  to  have  been  satis- 
factorily vaccinated  before  sailing  or  during  the  voyage,  and  3,127 
were  found  to  have  had  small-pox — making  about  53  per  cent,  of 
the  total  number  protected.  There  were  28,408  of  the  remainder 
vaccinated  or  revaccinated  after  arrival  and  before  reaching  this 
District;  and  21,618  similarly  treated  by  the  Western  inspectors, 
leaving  4.602  unaccounted  for,  including  those  whom  it  was  deemed 
inadvisable  to  vaccinate. 

At  the  close  of  August  I  made  a  table  of  the  results  obtained  up 
to  that  time.  There  had  then  been  an  aggregate  of  63,962  persons 
inspected,  of  whom  it  was  found  that  54  per  cent,  were  imperfectlv, 
or  not  at  all,  protected  against  small-pox  on  arrival ;  and  that  only 
22  per  cent,  were  vaccinated  on  shipboard.  These  figures  have  been 
changed,  by  the  pressure  and  influence  of  the  Inspection  Service 
upon  the  steamship  companies  and  their  surgeons,  so  that,  for  the 
whole  season,  the  percentage  of  ** susceptible"  was  reduced  to  forty- 
seven,  while  the  proportion  of  ship-vaccinations  was  increased  to 
twenty-nine,  in  the  hundred. 

This  latter  figure  (twenty-nine  per  cent.)  represents  an  actual  in- 
crease of  fully  42,000  •  vaccinations  secured  on  shipboard  by  this 
means,  during  the  latter,  as  compared  with  the  first,  half  of  the 
season ;  and  indicates  the  increasing  value,  eflBciency  and  influence 
of  the  Service,  both  directly  and  indirectly,  at  the  time  when  its 
operations  were  suspended. 

Prior  to  the  preliminary  steps  taken  to  secure  this  Service  (includ- 
ing the  notification  of  Dr.  Smith,  Health  Ofl&cer  of  the  port  of  New 
York,  to  the  steamship  companies  last  spring),  vaccinations  on  ship- 
board— except  in  rare  instances — were  confined  to  the  occasions  of 
the  actual  appearance  of  small-pox  eases  on  board.  So  that,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  an  aggregate  of  174,000  vaccinations  on  shipboard 
have  been  obtained  among  the  arrivals  at  all  ports,  simply  as  a 
result  of  the  existence  of  the  Service,  and  independently  of  those 
performed  by  the  inspectors  after  arrival. 

For  further  details  of  this  subject  reference  may  be  had  to  the 
report  ai)0ve  mentioned,  to  the  series  of  monthly  reports  heretofore 
published,  and  to  the   action  (taken  in   July   last)  indicated  in  the

Illinois  State  Boabd  of  Health. 
Office  of  the  Becbetabt,  Bnringfleld,  111..  July  15.  UBL 

To  the  Immigrant'Seri^ice  Inspectors,  Western  District: 

Gentlemen  :  For  the  first  time  in  eighteen  months  small-pox  is 
practically  under  control  in  Illinois.  That  is  to  say,  there  has  been 
but  one  solitary  new  importation  of  the  disease  into  the  State  since 
the  Inspection  Service  was  begun  on  June  1.  There  are,  however, 
fully  1,500  immigrants  arriving  and  passing  through  the  State  every 
day,  and  one-third  of  these  are  even  yet  found  susceptible  to  the 
disease  and  capable  of  i)ropagating  the  contagion.  From  the  expe- 
rience of  the  past  year  it  is  within  bounds  to  say  that  there  would  have 
been  at  least  thirty  separate  cases  of  infection  developed  in  this 
State  alone  during  the  past  six  weeks,  had  it  not  been  for  this  In- 
spection Service. 

The  refusal  of  Congress  to  appropriate  the  funds  necessary  to 
enable  the  National  Board  of  Health  to  continue  this  work  has 
caused  the  latter  body  to  order  a  suspension  of  the  Service  on  and 
after  to-day.  Such  a  suspension  means  a  renewal  of  the  exx>o8are 
of  Chicago,  of  Illinois,  and  of  the  region  beyond,  to  the  imported 
infection  by  which  they  have  always  been  threatened,  and  frequently 
invaded,  whenever  there  was  much  immigration.  Hitherto  it  has 
been  found  impossible  to  prevent  the  repeated  introduction  of  the 
disease  by  this  class  of  persons. 

Reliance  on  the  seaboard  quarantines  has  proved  as  baseless  for 
the  Northwest  with  regard  to  small-pox  as  for  the  Mississippi  Valley 
with  regard  to  yellow  fever,  or  the  country  at  large  with  regard  to 
Asiatic  cholera.  As  a  rule,  whenever  any  one  of  these  diseases  has 
been  epidemic  in  countries  in  close  commercial  relation  with  our 
seaboard  or  Gulf  ports  it  has  speedily  passed  sucli  ports  into  the 
Interior.  The  seaboard  quarantine  laws  are  imperfect,  and  their 
administration  is  inefficient.  The  Interior  should  no  longer  be  asked 
to  endure  the  sufferings  and  losses  entailed  by  such  defects  and  in- 
efficiency, or  forced  to  quarantines  of  detention  and  exclusion  which 
are  only  less  costly  and  vexatious  to  the  quarantiner  than  to  the 
quarantined. 

A  feasible  and  successful  method  has  been  demonstrated  for  the 
protection  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  against  yellow  fever,  and  of  the 
West  and  Northwest  from  small-pox— namely,  a  system  of  sanitary 
inspection  carried  on  without  obstruction  of  commerce  or  travel; 
covering  the  whole  of  the  exposed  territory  without  regard  to  State 
boundaries ;  regulated  by  a  National  organization  independent  of 
other  considerations  than  those  of  the  public  health;  and  main- 
tained, as  such  a  Service  legitimately  should  be,  by  the  National 
government— as  legitimately,  at  least,  as  a  light-house,  or  harbor 
improvement,  or  life-saving,  or  any  other  service  for  the  general 
welfare. 

With  the  present  defective — in  many  cases  obsolete — local  and  State 
quarantine  laws  and  their  vacillating  and  inefficient  administration,

and  especially  in  these  days  of  rapid  transit,  when,  in  point  of 
time,  Chicago  is  nearer  Europe  and  its  epidemics  than  New  York 
was  thirty  years  ago,  and  southern  Illinois  nearer  the  indigenous  zone 
of  yellow  fever  than  Louisiana  was  when  the  principles  of  ner  present 
quarantine  system  were  first  adopted,  some  such  system  of  con- 
tmuous  sanitary  surveillance,  operating  between  the  ports  of  arrival 
and  points  of  destination,  has  become  absolutely  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  the  Interior  from  the  introduction  of  foreign  contagion. 

The  abolition  of  the  Inspection  Service  at  the  very  time  when  its 
value  has  been  unquestionably  proved,  is  an  excusable  trifling  with 
the  health  interests  of  thirty  millions  of  people,  aside  from  any 
consideration  of  the  effect  upon  commerce  and  the  great  grain  and 
provision  markets  of  the  withdrawal  of  what  had  already  come  to  be 
relied  upon  for  truthful  and  authoritative  announcements  of  the 
presence  or  absence  of  danger. 

That  no  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  now  exists  in  the  Southern 
States,  or  that  the  small-pox  epidemic  in  the  West  and  Northwest 
is  at  length  under  control,  is  no  justification  for  abandoning  the 
principal  agency  by  which  the  one  has  been  prevented,  and  the  other, 
to  a  great  extent,  suppressed. 

The  very  essence  of  State  Medicine  lies  in  prevention;  and  it 
would  be  as  wise  to  disband  a  fire  department  and  dismantle  the 
engines  and  water-service  while  a  fire  was  still  smouldering,  but 
ready  again  to  break  into  flames,  as  it  is  now  to  close  inspection 
and  refuge  stations  and  abolish  this  Service  while  yellow-fever  ships 
are  arriving  at  Southern  and  Gulf  ports,  and  cargoes  of  small-pox 
material  are  daily  being  distributed  throughout  the  Northern  States. 

Actuated  by  the  foregoing  considerations,  and  in  the  interest  of 
the  public  health,  not  alone  of  Illinois,  but  of  all  the  region  beyond, 
the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Health,  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
health  departments  of  Indianapolis,  St.  Louis  and  Chicago,  will  as- 
sume the  responsibility  of  continuing  the  inspection  of  immigrants 
Arriving  in  this  District  for  the  present. 

The  withdrawal  of  inspectors  from  the  stations  east  of  this  Dis- 
trict will  necessitate  a  careful  personal  examination  of  each  indi- 
vidual; and  the  number  requiring  vaccination  or  other  preventive 
treatment,  as  well  as  of  actually  developed  cases  of  small-pox  likely 
to  be  met,  will  be  greater,  since  little  or  none  of  this  work  will  have 
been  done  previously.  This  will  make  the  Service  much  more 
onerous  both  for  the  inspectors  and  for  the  railways,  and  more  time 
will  be  required  for  inspections  than  hitherto. 

If  necessary  to  accomplish  the  work  properly  before  arrival  in  the 
eities  above  mentioned,  the  side-tracking  and  detention  of  any  train 
is  hereby  authorized.  As  heretofore,  small-pox  cases  in  transit  will 
be  removed  from  the  trains  and  duly  cared  for  at  the  nearest  ap- 
propriate point  after  discovery.  Weekly  reports  will  be  continued, 
and  in  these,  in  addition  to  nationalities  of  immigrants,  names  of 
fiteamships,  dates  and  ports  of  arrival,  condition  of  individuals, 
cars,  etc.,  special  mention  will  be  made  of  the  character  and  results 
of  the  work  performed  by  steamship  surgeons. 
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The  steamship  companies  have  the  power  to  secure  the  almoBt 
absolute  immunity  of  their  steerage  passengers  from  small-j^x,  or 
their  Uability  to  convey  the  disease.  If  they  notoriously  fail  in  this 
regard,  justice  demands  that  such  publicity  be  given  to  the  failure 
and  its  results  as  \vill  tend  to  limit  the  evil  in  the  future. 

As  far  as  practicable,  the  movements  of  trains  will  not  be  inter- 
fered with.  The  railroad  companies  have  given  such  cordial  support 
to  this  measure  that  they  are  entitled  to  every  consideration  con- 
sistent  with  the  proper  protection  of  the  public  health.  Inspectors 
are  specifically  instructed  to  do  all  in  their  ]>ower  to  avoid  any 
unnecessary  interruption  of  travel. 

Finally,  inspectors  are  reminded  that  their  duties  involve  not  only 
the  protection  of  their  immediate  districts,  but  that  the  exclusion  of 
imported  small-pox  from  Illinois  furnishes  the  largest  measure  of 
protection  to  the  region  West,  Northwest  and  Southwest.    No  immi- 

grant  capable  of  conveying  the  disease,   either  into  or  beyond   the 
tate,  must  be  neglected.

Fourth  Annual  Report. 

As  the  fioARD  is  already  aware,  the  pressure  of  important  duties, 
in  connection  with  the  suppression  of  the  Small-Pox  Epidemic  and 
the  enforcement  of  the  School-Yaccmation  Order,  delayed  the  pub- 
lication of  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1881.  This,  however,  has 
been  accomplished  during  the  last  quarter,  (October-December, 
1882,)  and  over  one-fourth  of  the  edition  has  already  been  dis- 
tributed. 

Some  sections  of  the  Report  have  been  reprinted  separately, 
among  them  that  on  Medical  Colleges,  embracing  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Medical  Education,  the  Schedule  of  Minimum  Re- 
quirements entitling  schools  to  recognition  under  the  Medical  Practice 
Act,  and  a  Directory  of  Medical  Institutions  granting  diplomas  or 
hcenses  in  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

The  rulings  and  decisions  of  the  Board  under  the  Medical  Prac- 
tice Act,  together  with  the  mode  of  procedure  under  the  Act,  have 
also  been  published  separately,  for  a  two-fold  use :  first,  to  facilitate 
the  transaction  of  business  in  the  Secretary's  office;  and,  secondly, 
to  answer,  succinctly  and  comprehensively,  the  increasing  number 
of  requests  from  other  States  for  information  concerning  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  in  this  State. 

Vital  Statistics. 

It  was  found  impracticable  to  secure,  without  undue  delay,  the 
returns  of  vital  statistics  from  all  the  counties  for  publication  in  the 
Fourth  Annual  Report.  With  a  very  few  exceptions  these  returns 
are  now  all  in  hand,  and  it  is  proposed  to  publish  them  in  a  sup- 
plementary volume  as  soon  as  they  can  be  tabulated.  No  definite 
time  can  be  fixed  for  this  with  the  limited  clerical  force  of  the  office, 
which  is  now  taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity  in  dealing  with  current 
business. 


Medical  Edtication. 

The  distribution  of  the  section,  from  the  Fourth  Annual  Report^ 
containing  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Medical  Education  and 
the  Schedule  of  Minimum  Requirements,  has  elicited  a  satisfactory 
number  of  responses  from  college  faculties.  Without  exception 
these,  so  far  as  heard  from,  approve  the  action  of  the  Board  in  this 
effort  to  elevate  the  standard  of  requirements,  and  announce  their 
intention  to  conform  to  the  Schedule  reported  by  the  committee. 
It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  medical 
schools  of  our  own  State  are  according  the  measure  a  ready  support^ 
in  the  spirit  as  well  as  the  letter. 

A  large  number  of  letters  have  also  been  received  from  promi- 
nent physicians,  sanitarians,  publicists  and  others,  commending  this 
action  of  the  Board,  and  evincing  a  lively  interest  in  its  success. 

The  Boston  Bellevue  Medical  College. 

The  exposure  of  the  Boston  Bellevue  Medical  College,  and  its  conse- 
quent disruption,  were  followed  by  some  unlooked-for  developments.  As 
a  result  of  the  correspondence  earned  on  from  the  Secretary's  office, 
the  most  convincing  proof  was  secured  that  the  so-called  ''college" 
sold  diplomas  and  degrees  to  individuals  grossly  ignorant  of  any 
medical  knowledge,  and  either  with  or  without  attendance  upon  its 
alleged  course  of  instruction.  Its  officers  wiere  arrested  for  using 
the  United  States  mails  for  fraudulent  purposes,  and,  on  trial, 
admitted  all  that  was  charged  against  them,  except  violation  of 
the  postal  laws.  To  this  charge  they  pleaded  that  they  were  legally 
incorporated,  and  were  empowered  by  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  to 
issue  diplomas  and  confer  degrees  without  any  restriction  as  to 
course  of  study  or  professional  attainments.  The  United  States 
Commissioner  held  the  plea  to  be  valid,  and  dismissed  the  case 
with  the  following  remarks : 

"The  State  has  authorized  this  college  to  issue  degrees,  and  it 
has  been  done  according  to  legal  right.  *  *  *  rjAj^^  j^^^ 
makes  the  faculty  of  the  college  the  sole  judges  of  eligibility  of 
applicants  for  diplomas.  There  is  no  legal  restriction,  no  legal 
requirement.  If  the  facidty  choose  to  issue  degrees  to  incompetent  per- 
sons, the  laws  of  Massachusetts  autliorize  it.  This  is,  therefore,  not  a 
scheme  to  defraud  under  the  statute.    The  defendants  arc  dismissed.'* 

Since  this  decision  was  rendered — that  is,  within  a  fortnight — the 
"American  University  of  Boston,"  president.  Dr.  Buchanan,  and  the 
"First  Medical  College  of  the  American  Health  Society,  located  at 
Boston,"   have    been  incorporated;  and   Dr.   Alfred  Booth,  the  first 

E resident  and  one  of  the  incorporators  of  the  "Boston  Bellevue," 
as  given  notice  of  his  intention  to  start  the  "Excelsior  Medical 
College.*'  Dr.  Joseph  Corken,  one  of  the  "Boston  Bellevue"  faculty, 
was  arrested  in  November  for  procuring  abortion,  and  charged  with 
carrying  on  a  wholesale  business  in  that  line,  under  the  name  of  the 
"English  Cottage  Hospitals" ;  and  Dr.  C.  J.  Eastman,  the  "dean'' 
of  the  "Boston  Bellevue,"  has  been  identified  under  the  alias  of 
"Old  Dr.  Edwards,  18  Dover  street,  Boston,  no-cure-no-pay-secrecy- 
preserved."

The  "Luders"'  Case. 

At  the  last  meeting  the  Board  ordered  the  revocation  of  the  cer- 
tificate granted  on  the  diploma  of  one  "Henry  A.  Liiders/'  issued 
by  the  University  of  Gottmgen,  and  presented  by  a  man  who,  it 
was  subsequently  ascertained,  was  a  barber  by  trade,  without  any 
medical  education  whatever,  and  whose  real  name  was  Lambrecht. 
The  following  account  of  this  case  has  been  furnished  the  press 
with  the  hope  of  preventing,  by  this  publicity,  the  successful 
resumption  of  his  infamous  practices  in  adjoining  States: 

On  the  6th  day  of  October.  1879.  a  man  calling  hinoBelf  **Dr.  Henry  A.  Luders**  presented 
a  diploma  of  the  University  of  Outtinffen.  to  one  of  the  members  of  the  Htatb  Boabd  of 
Health,  in  Chicago,  for  verlflcation  as  required  by  law  before  a  certificate  is  granted. 
The  upual  affidavit,  with  fee.  was  sent  to  the  office  at  Sprlnfffleld.  but.  owinir  to  some  in- 
formalities  in  the  affidavit,  and  the  want  of  letters  of  recommendation,  no  certlfloate  was 
issued.  The  applicant  was  written  to  twice,  and  finally  replied  that  he  would  in  s  few 
davs  send  the  required  letters  from  prominent  German  physicians  of  Chicago.  These 
not  beinff  received,  after  considerable  delay,  he  was  acrain  wiitten  to.  but  the  letter  was 
returned  from  the  Chicago  postoffice  "not  called  for." 

A  letter  was  then  address^  to  one  of  the  physicians  whom  he  had  mentioned*  who 
replied  that  he  knew  "Luders."  but  doubted  whether  he  was  legitimately  entitled  to  the 
diploma  he  held.  As  there  was  a  possibility  that  this  doubt  whs  the  result  of  prejadioe, 
the  applicant  was  acrain  written  to  on  January  lo.  1880.  and  finally  replied,  from  Bt.  Lioals, 
on  the  Itith;  requestinic  that  the  certificate  ne  forwarded  to  htm  there,  andenoloslng  a 
document  addressed  to  "Peter  Luders."  statinic  that  his  son  "Henry"  had  attended  two 
courses  of  lectures,  in  18<i5-6«>,  at  the  University  of  Gottlncren.  and  was  a  diliffent  student 
In  refusing  the  request,  the  history  of  the  matter  up  to  this  time  was  briefly  recited, 
and  he  was  advised  that  he  must  clear  up  the  doubts  as  to  his  graduation,  and  furnish  the 
necessary  letters  of  recommendation  before  a  certificate  could  be  crranted  to  him. 

In  response  to  this,  he  forwarded,  on  the  aoth  of  January.  1880.  the  diploma  issued  to 
"Holnrich  Andreas  Luders  "  on  the  14th  of  May.  1886.  by  the  University  of  GottinRen;  and 
further  stated  that  he  could  not  furnish  letters  of  recommendation,  owlnff  to  his  want  of 
professional  acquaintance  in  this  country,  but  hoped  the  certificate  would  be  issued  to 
him  at  once,  while  he  would  write  to  Germany  for  the  necessary  letters. 

An  examination  of  the  diploma  showed  it  to  be  a  fcenuine  document  duly  siffned  and 
sealed:  but  the  atmosphere  of  doubt  which  had  gradually  developed  caused  the  Secretary 
to  reply  that  he  had  no  authority  to  issue  a  certificate  until  the  letters  of  recommendation 
were  received:  that  if  the  applicant  knew  no  professional  men  in  theUnited8tates.it 
would  be  necessary  to  wait  until  he  could  obtain  letters  from  Germany,  adding  that  "the 
/  Board  had  been  already  imposed  upon  by  men  who  were  (graduates,  but  who  turned  out 
to  be  profei-sional  scoundrels." 

To  this  letter  no  reply  was  received,  and  nothlnic  more  was  heard  of  the  matter  until 
October.  1881.  when  he  wrote  (on  the  15th.)  from  Collinsville,  in  Madison  county,  inolosinff 
letters  of  recommendation  purporting  to  be  from  reputable  practitioners,  and  asking  that 
the  certificate  be  sent  to  him  at  once,  as  he  proposed  to  practice  in  Collinsville. 

A  certificate  was  finally  Issued  to  him  on  November  1.  1881— over  two  years  after  his 
first  application— but  even  now  with  some  hesitation,  notwithstanding  the  presentation 
of  a  genuine  diploma  from  "a  medical  institution  in  goo<l  standing,"  a  certificate  of 
attendance  upon  lectures,  and  endorsements  as  to  moral  and  professional  character. 

The  certificate  of  the  Boakd  and  the  unscrupulous  methods  of  the  quack  readily  en- 
abled him  to  obtain  considerable  practice;  but  his  steady  avoidance  of  the  company  and 
conversation  of  the  medical  men  of  the  place,  together  with  the  stories  which  were  circu- 
lated concerning  his  practice,  soon  aroused  suspicion,  which  was  further  strengthened 
by  the  discovery  that  he  was  receiving  letters  under  another  name. 

This  suspicion  was  finally  proved  well-founded  by  the  receipt  of  a  letter  bv  Charles 
P.  Ochsner,  of  Collinsville.  who  had  written  to  the  dean  of  the  medical  faculty  of  the 
University  at  Gottingen.  inquiring  concerning  the  diploma  of  "Dr.  Luders."  Prof.  Leber, 
the  dean,  replied  that  "Heinrlch  Andreas  Luders."  of  Riffenbruk.  in  the  Duchy  of  Braun- 
schweig, after  completing  his  literary  studies  at  the  Universit)' of  Eriaugen,  was  gradua- 
ted in  medicine  from  the  University  of  Qottlngen,  on  the  15th  of  May,  \SG6:  that  he  returned 
to  his  native  place,  KilTenbruk,  where  he  practiced  his  profession  until  his  death,  in  No- 
vember. 1878,  being  then  about  :^  years  old;  and  that  the  diploma  presented  to  the  Illi- 
nois State  Boabd  must  have  been  fraudulently  obtained,  and  the  possessor  was  un- 
doubtedly an  impostor. 

Meanwhile,  occasion  had  been  found  to  caution  some  of  the  correspondents  of  the 
Board  concerning  the  fellow,  and  when  the  statements  of  Prof.  Leber  were  communicated 
to  the  8«'cretary.  it  was  determined  to  make  an  example  of  him.  It  was  decided  to  prose- 
cute him  for  felony  under  the  13th  section  of  the  Medical  Practice  Act;  but  in  order  to  do 
this  succei>sfully  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  secure  the  diploma  as  evidence.  Unfortu- 
nately, before  this  could  be  done,  the  sham  doctor  took  the  alarm  and  left  for  parts  un- 
known, two  days  before  the  Secretary's  arrival  in  Collinsville. 

It  has  since  been  learned  that  the  rascal's  proper  name  is  Lambrecht,  and  that  he  is  a 
barber  by  trade;  but  how  he  became  possessed  of  the  real  "Dr.  Luders'"  diploma  and 
other  papers  has  not  yet  been  ascertained.  The  letters  of  recommendation  finally  for- 
warded by  the  fellow  are  pronounced  forgeries. 
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Some  shocking  instances  of  the  miscreant'n  malpractice  have  come  to  liffht  since  his 
fliffht,  amonff  the  most  recent  beinff  the  brutal  butchery  of  a  mother  in  labor  and  her  un- 
born offsprinir.  From  the  testimony  of  friends  of  the  unfortunate  woman,  it  appears  that 
he  used  a  stick  and  piece  of  strinflr,  in  place  of  forceps,  and,  failing  to  efrect  delivery  by 
this  means,  he  eviscerated  the  infant  with  a  common,  rusty  case-knife,  finally  hacking  it 
to  pieces  with  the  same  instrument,  and  taking  it  away  piece-meaL  The  wretched  mother 
was  terribly  injured  during  this  performance,  and  died  shortly  after. 

There  is  little  hope  that  the  villaintwill  be  apprehended  in  this  State,  where  his  career 
as  a  medical  practitioner  is  forever  closed.  But  he  may  go  across  the  State  line,  in  any 
direction,  ana  resume  his  nefarious  practices  without  interference,  since,  in  the  absence 
of  a  medical  practice  act  in  the  neighboring  States,  there  is  no  law  to  punish  him  outside 
of  Illinois,  nor  any  other  method  of  prevention  but  through  such  publicity  as  may  be 
givea  the  facts  by  the  press.* 

Quarantine  Authority  Sustained. 

In  the  early  part  of  December  a  suit  was  tried  in  the  Mercer 
County  Circuit  Court,  in  which  the  plaintiff  charged  the  Board  of 
Health  of  Cable  with  trespass  and  false  imprisonment — damages 
$10,000.  The  damages  were  alleged  to  be  sustained  by  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  quarantine  rules  and  regulations  of  the  local  board, 
which  were  based  apon  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Board, 
contained  in  Official  Order  No.  53.  During  the  trial  the  question 
arose  as  to  the  authority  to  make  and  enforce  such  rules  and  reg- 
ulations. The  verdict  of  the  jury  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the  local 
board,  thus  sustaining  its  authority  to  enforce  such  measures  as,  in 
the  exercise  of  a  wise  discretion,  were  deemed  necessary  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public  health. 

School  Vaccination, 

A  large  number  of  Returns  of  Vaccination  Certificates  have  been 
received  during  the  quarter.  In  many  places  where  the  Order  had 
been  neglected,  or  its  enforcement  delayed  last  winter,  for  various 
reasons,  it  has  since,  either  during  the  spring  or  fall  months,  been 
fully  complied  with.  In  a  few  localities,  however,  it  is  still  ignored, 
owing  to  opposition  or  to  want  of  interest  due  to  freedom  from  the 
disease.  These  cases  are  difficult  to  reach  without  incurring  great 
expense  and  outlay  of  valuable  time.  On  the  whole,  however,  the 
school  population  of  Illinois  is  now  quite  well  protected  against 
small-pox.  Respectfully  submitted.

On  motion  of  Dr.  McLean,  the  Secretary's  report  was  received  and 
approved.  Under  the  call  for  reports  from  committees,  Dr.  Rauch 
presented  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on 

Prevalent  Preventable  Diseases. 

Mr.  Pbestdent:  The  committee  to  which  was  assif^ned  the  duty  of  preparintr  a  circu- 
lar of  instruction  concerning  the  Prevention  aad  Control  of  Scarlatina.  Diphtheria  and 
Typhoid  Fever,  begs  leave  to  report  that  it  has  discharged  said  duty,  and  herewith  pre- 
sents the  manuscript  of  circulars  on  each  of  the  above  named  diseases. 

In  this  connection  it  is  thought  worthy  of  noting  that  of  every  thousand  deaths  in 
the  State  during  the  past  year  it  is  estimated,  on  the  basis  of  returns  in  the  Secretary's 
office,  that  one  hundred  and  thirteen  were  due  to  these  three  diseases.in  about  the  following 

Sroportions:  17  from  scarlatina:  45  from  typhoid  or  enteric  fever:  and  51  from  diphtheria, 
in  the  same  basis  it  is  estimated  that  82  out  of  every  thousand  deaths  were  caused  by 
cholera  infantum;  while  nearly  250  out  of  every  thousand  deaths  were  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age,  and  430  were  of  children  under  Ave  years  of  age. 

♦  Since  the  above  was  written  the  medical  practice  laws  of  Minnesota  and  Missouri 
have  been  enacted,  and  the  public  of  those  States  now  have  the  protection  which  such 
laws  afford  against  this  class  of  fraud  and  ignorance. 
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That  this  enormous  mortalitF  among  children  Is  largely  preventable  can  not  be  qaoB- 
tloned.  and  your  committee  would,  therefore,  susffest  the  preparation  of  a  pamphlet  of 
instructions  upon  the  Hyuriene  of  Infant  Life,  or  tne  sanitary  care  of  infants  and  onildren, 
for  widespread  distribution  before  the  advent  of  the  summer  months,  which  are  so  de- 
structive to  early  life.

On  motion  of  Dr.  Bateman,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  re- 
ceived and  adopted,  and  the  publication  of  the  circulars  ordered. 

National  Board  of  Health, 

Dr.  Haskill  presented  the  following  preamble,  resolutions  and 
memorandum,  which  were  unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas.  The  act  of  Coneress.  approved  June  2, 1879.  by  which  the  National 
Boanl  of  Health  is  chanced  with  the  duty  of  co-operating  with  and  aiding  State  and 
local  boards  of  health  in  the  enforcement  of  their  rules  and  retnilations  to  prevent 
the  introduction  of  contai^lous  and  infectious  diseases  into  the  United  States,  and 
Into  one  State  from  another,  will  expire  by  limitation  on  the  Ist  of  June,  proximo; 
and 

Whereas.  The  said  National  Board  of  Health  has  discharged  this  duty  with  so 
much  of  success,  honesty  of  purpose  and  regard  to  economy— the  specific  details  of 
its  work  being  briefly  summarized  in  the  appended  memorandum— as  to  conclu- 
sively demonstrate  tne  value  of  a  National  agency  for  the  protection  of  the  public 
health;  therefore,  be  it 

Besohed.  That  the  Illinois  State  Boabd  of  Health  earnestly  urges  upon  the 
Senator!^  and  Representatives  from  this  State  to  obtain,  during  the  present  session, 
the  legislation  necessary  to  secure  an  extension  of  said  act,  pending  th«>  creation 
of  a  permanent  National  health  organization— such  legislation  to  include  a  pro- 
vision whereby  the  unexpended  balances  ot  the  original  appropriations  may  be 
re- appropriated  and  made  immediately  available  for  the  purpos«»s  of  said  act, 

liesolvpd.  That  the  Secretary  be,  and  he  hereby  is.  authorized  to  transmit  a 
copy  of  this  preamble,  resolutions,  and  appended  summary  to  each  Senator  and 
Representative  from  this  State. 

Memorandum  to  Accompany  the  Preanible  and  Resolutions  of  the  Illi- 
nois State  Board  of  Health  Relative  to  the  National  Board  of 
Health, 

The  National  Board  of  Health  has  demonstrated  the  value  and 
efficiency  of  the  National  authority  in  the  protection  of  the  public 
health — 

By  initiating  a  reform  in  the  principles  and  practice  of  maritinae 
quarantine,  which,  so  far  as  it  has  been  carried  out,  has  resulted  in 
securing  the  largest  measure  of  protection  against  the  importation 
of  foreign  pestilence  on  the  one  hand,  whilst,  on  the  other,  it  re- 
lieves commerce  from  arbitrary,  and  often  dangerous,  detentions — 
with  their  consequent  costly  charges  and  exorbitant  fees — which  ob- 
tain under  the  old  system,  still  largely  in  vogue. 

By  its  service  of  sanitary  inspection  and  supervision  of  immi- 
grants and  of  inland  transportation  by  river  and  rail,  whereby  the 
introduction  and  spread  of  small- pox  and  yellow  fever  have  been 
effectually  controlled ;  the  barbarities  of  the  **  shot-gun  quarantine  ** 
abolished ;  and  commercial  confidence,  business  interests,  and  travel 
and  traffic  protected  against  needless  interruptions  and  loss  through 
panic  and  unfounded  alarm. 

By  its  researches  and  investigations  into  the  causes  of  yellow  fe- 
ver, diphtheria,  malarial  and  other  diseases ;    into  the  adulterations 
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of  food  and  drags;  into  the  sources  of,  and  remedies  for  air,  soil 
and  water  pollution;  and  into  many  other  problems  of  sanitary 
science  and  preventive  medicine,  the  results  of  which  are  already  util- 
ized by  sanitary  engineers,  legislators,  medical  teachers,  physicians 
and  others,  in  promoting  human  comfort  and  well-being,  in  prevent- 
ing'disease,  and  in  savmg  life. 

By  demonstrating  the  feasibility  of  so  dealing  with  an  infected  lo- 
cality—by temporary  depopulation,  isolation,  and  sanitary  supervi- 
sion of  its  relations  with  exposed  communities — as  to  secure  the 
prevention  of  spread  of  the  infection;  the  limitation  of  its  ravages 
to  the  fewest  number  of  victims  within  the  locality  itself;  and  the 
minimum  of  disturbance  to  the  interests  of  threatened  regions. 

By  its  relations  to  State  and  local  boards  of  health,  through 
which  have  been  secured  co-operation  and  uniformity  of  action  with- 
out regard  to  State  and  local  boundaries  or  jurisdiction,  to  the 
great  advantage  of  common  carriers  and  other  agencies  of  com- 
merce, and  to  the  more  efficient  protection  of  the  public  health; 
^nd  through  which,  also.  State  ana  local  boards  have  been  relieved, 
pro  tanto,  from  the  necessity  and  expense  of  striving  to  guard 
against  the  invasion  of  disease  from  without — a  necessity  for  which 
such  boards,  unaided,  have  neither  adequate  authority  nor  means. 


Thb  remainder  of  the  morning  session,  and  the  entire  afternoon 
session  were  occupied  with  questions  arising  under  the  Medical 
Practice  Act,  in  which  the  status,  methods  and  reputability  of  a 
large  number  of  medical  colleges  and  practitioners  were  involved, 
the  following  being  the  most  important: 

Medical  Colleges. 

A  communication  asking  whether  it  is  necessary  to  insist  upon  an 
entrance  examination  of  students  attending  the  spring  course  of 
lectures,  such  course  not  being  counted  in  the  requirements  for 
graduation.— The  Secretary  had  replied  that,  while  an  entrance  ex- 
amination was  called  for  m  the  State  Board's  Schedule  only  for 
the  course  counted  in  graduation  requirements,  it  would  be  well  to 
examine  also  for  the  spring  course.    Reply  approved. 

A  communication  from  the  Northwestern  Medical  College,  of  St. 
Joseph,  Mo.,  offering  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Board, 
and  to  annul  their  rule  accepting  three  years'  practice  in  lieu  of 
one  course  of  lectures. — Ordered  that  the  diplomas  of  the  college  be 
recognized  on  receiving  satisfactory  proof  of  the  fulfillment  of  these 
promises. 

In  the  matter  of  the  Indiana  Eclectic  Medical  College,  of  Indian- 
apolis, the  Secretary  stated  that  two  of  its  diplomas  had  been 
recognized,  after  much  hesitation,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it 
had  graduated,  at  its  last  commencement,  80  students  out  of  a  class 
of  36— being  over  83  per  cent. — some  inquiry  into  its  status  and 
methods  seemed  desirable. — Ordered,  that  the  Secretary  notify  the 
faculty  of  the  College  that  they  will  be  afforded  an  opportunity,  at 
the  next  meeting,  to  be  heard  in  explanation. 

A  communication  from  Dr.  Thos.  L.  Stoddard,  of  LaCrosse,  Wis., 
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asking  information  as  to  the  status  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  at  Joplin,  Mo.,  and  stating  that  ''two  half-breed  Indians, 
residents  of  Minnesota,  whose  only  occupation,  previous  to  last  year, 
was  the  usual  nomadic  one,  varied  with  an  occasional  attempt  at 
horse-doctoring,  spent  five  weeks  last  winter  in  Joplin  at  said  insti- 
tution, were  graduated,  and  now  advertise  themselves  extensively  as 
'Professors  in  the  Joplin  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons*.** — The 
Secretary  had  replied  that  its  diplomas  were  not  recognized  in  Illi- 
nois, but  that  its  graduates  were,  doubtless,  legally  entitled  to  recog- 
nition in  Wisconsin,  where  the  law  makes  the  diploma  of  any  legally- 
chartered  institution  valid  evidence  of  its  possessor's  right  to  prac- 
tice. The  Joplin  institution  is  duly  equipped  with  a  charter  under 
the  laws  of  Missouri. 

Medical  Practitioners. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  papers  in  the  case  of  August  Legh, 
of  Park  Ridge,  Cook  county — applicant  for  a  State  certificate.  The . 
basis  of  the  application  is  the  usual  afiidavit,  setting  forth  that  said ' 
Legh  is  the  lawful  possessor  of  the  annexed  diploma,  etc.,  which 
diploma,  on  examination,  is  found  to  be  issued  by  the  "Kaiser- 
werther  Hospital  and  Diakonen-Anstalt.**  Not  being  familiar  with 
the  institution,  the  Secretary  asked  Legh  to  meet  him  personally  in 
Chicago,  and  wrote  to  the  dean  of  the  medical  faculty  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Berlin  for  information  concerning  the  legal  and  profes- 
sional status  of  the  "Kaiserwerther."  Legh  met  the  Secretary  and 
explained  as  to  the  Hospital,  but  said  there  was  no  need  of  going 
further  in  the  matter,  as  lie  had  decided  to  remove  from  the  State. 
Prof.  Bardeleben,  dean  of  the  Berlin  University,  writes,  November 
28,  1882,  that  only  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  in  the  University  can 
confer  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  the  Empire. 

Several  communications  alleging  unprofessional  or  irregular  con- 
duct on  the  part  of  various  individuals.  In  twelve  of  the  cases  the 
Secretary  bad  secured  promises  of  amendment,  and  recommended 
that  no  further  action  be  taken  at  the  present  time.  In  others  it 
might  be  necessary  to  summon  the  oflfenders  to  appear  before  the 
Board  to  show  cause  why  their  certificates  should  not  be  revoked; 
but  such  action  was  not  yet  deemed  advisable  on  account  of  incom- 
pleteness of  formal  charges  and  proof.  The  action  of  the  Secretary 
was  approved. 

Sundry  communications  from  individuals  asking,  either  to  be  ex- 
amined for  certificates  in  advance  of  the  time  set  for  the  reg[ular 
examinations,  or  to  be  authorized  to  practice  pending  that  time. 
The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  reply  that  the  Board  saw  no  good 
reason  for  holding  more  than  one  annual  session  for  examination, 
and  had  no  authority  to  grant  permission  to  practice  in  violation  of 
law. 

Miscellaneous, 

The  Secretary  presented  sundry  communications  from  James  A. 
Hawley,  county  clerk  of  Lee  county,  concerning  the  proposed  exten- 
sion of  the  cemetery  within  the  city  limits  of  Bixon  to  within  60  to 
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100  feet  of  residences — the  drainage  being  through  the  residence  and 
business  portion  of  town.  In  response  to  a  request  for  an  opinion 
on  the  sanitary  questions  involved,  the  Secretary  had  furnished  a 
copy  of  his  monograph  on  Intra-Mural  Interments.  To  the  ques- 
tion, *'Can  the  State  Board  of  Health  interfere  to  prevent  the 
proposed  extension  ?" — it  was  decided  that  such  interference  was  not 
called  for;  that  the  proper  course  to  adopt  was  for  those  whose 
property  would  be  injured  and  health  threatened  by  such  extension 
to  apply  through  the  courts  for  relief. 

Also  a  communication  concerning  the  duty  of  medical  men  to  make 
returns  of  births  and  deaths.  The  Secretary  had  replied  by  citing 
the  law,  and  pointing  out  the  obligation  of  the  county  clerk  there- 
under, with  regard  to  its  enforcement. 

A  communication  was  read  from  I.  M.  Browne,  Medical  Director, 
U.  S.  N.,  in  charge  of  the  Museum  of  Hygiene,  asking  for  contribu- 
tions to  the  Museum.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  furnish  a  set 
of  the  publications  of  the  Board. 


At  7 :80  p.  m.  the  Board  again  met  in  executive  session,  at  the 
close  of  which  it  was  announced  that,  after  due  investigation  of 
the  proof  and  testimony  presented,  the  certificate  No.  4,850,  issued 
February  23,  1881,  to  Charles  Gaylord,  then  of  Chicago,  recently  of 
Paris,  p]dgar  county,  was  ordered  revoked,  for  gross  unprofessional 
conduct;  and  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  prepare  a  history  of 
the  case  for  publication. 

After  the  transaction  of  certain  routine  business,  the  reception  of 
the  report  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  (which  had  examined  and 
approved  accounts  amounting  to  $2,048.48),  the  approval  of  the 
estimates  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  of  the  Secretary's  correspon- 
dence, references  and  decisions  during  the  past  quarter,  the  Presi- 
dent announced  that  the  election  of  officers  was  next  in  order, 
whereupon  Dr.  Haskell  offered  and  moved  the  adoption  of  a  resolu- 
tions of  thanks  to  the  retiring  officers. 

In  seconding  the  motion  for  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions.  Dr. 
Bateman  spoke  of  the  work  which  had  been  accomplished,  its  pioneer 
character  in  many  respects,  the  multiplying  evidences  of  popular 
•appreciation  coming  under  his  observation,  and  the  gratifying  recog- 
nition of  the  Board  in  the  following  passage  from  the  Governor's 
recent  message : 

"At  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  Boabd  of  Health,  there  were  doubts  in  the 
mindfl  of  many  fcood  people  as  to  its  necessity,  and,  for  a  time,  much  prejudice  against  its 
work.  The  doubts  and  prejudices,  however,  have  gradually  (dven  way.  as  the  Board  has 
fearlessly  and  with  prudence  gone  forward  in  the  discharfire  of  the  work  before  it,  until  I 
think  there  is  now  an  almost  universal  conviction  that  its  services  in  protecting:  the  people 
from  contai^ious  diseases  and  from  the  evils  caused  by  isrnorance  and  charlatanry  in  the 
practice  of  medicine,  as  well  as  the  ironeral  sanitary  work  of  the  Boabd,  can  not  be  dis- 
pensed with.  The  acts  creating  this  Boabd  and  conferring  its  powers,  would  have  proved 
a  dead  letter  if  not  enforced,  as  they  have  been,  by  a  competent  and  determined  executive 
agency:  and  it  will  be  a  gratification  to  the  people  of  Illinois  to  know  that  in  their  enforce- 
ment the  State  Boabd  of  Health  has  exerted  an  influence  which  has  been  felt  through- 
out the  country  in  various  ways,  in  the  elevation  of  the  standard  of  medical  education, 
the  suppression  of  fraudulent  medical  colleges,  and  the  introduction  of  improved  methods 
of  establishing  and  maintaining  an  effective  quarantine  against  infectious  diseases.  Its 
seryioes  have  done  much  to  add  to  the  reputation  of  our  Btate  at  home  and  abroad." 
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Dr.  Gregory,  in  suggesting  that  the  Board  proceed  to  the  election 
of  a  presiding  officer,  took  occasion  to  thank  the  members  for  the 
honor  they  had  conferred  upon  him  during  his  two  terms,  briefly 
reviewed  the  labors  of  the  Board  during  the  period,  congratulated 
his  colleagues  upon  the  results  already  accomplished  and  upon  the 
promise  for  the  future,  and  closed  by  nominating  the  Hon.  Newton 
Bateman,  LL.D.,  for  President. 

The  result  of  the  election,  then  held,  is  as  follows: 
President,  the  Hon.  Newton  Bateman,  LL.D.,  of  Galesburg. 
Treasurer,  A.  L.  Clark,  M.D.,  of  Elgin. 
Secretary,  John  H.  Bauoh,  M.D.,  of  Chicago. 

On  taking  the  chair.  Dr.  Bateman  in  his  address,  spoke  in  warm 
terms  of  his  predecessor  in  the  office. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  the  members  of  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee, Drs.  John  McLean,  and  W.  A.  Haskell,  were  reappointed 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  the  Board,  at  11  p.m.,  adjourned  its 
Sixth  Annual  Meeting. 
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QUARTERLY  MEETING,  CHICAGO,  APRIL  12-14,  1883. 


The  regular  Quarterly  meeting  of  tbe  Illinois  State  Board  of 
Health  was  held  at  the  Grand  Pacific  Hotel,  in  the  City  of  Chicago, 
the  members  being  called  to  order  by  the  President  at  9:45  a.m., 
Thursday,  April  12,   1883. 

Present :  Newton  Bateman,  President ;  John  McLean,  R.  Ludlam, 
A.  L.  Clark,  and  John  H.  Ranch,  Secretary. 

The  regular  order  of  business  having  been  suspended,  on  motion 
of  Dr.  Clark,  so  as  to  take  up  the  investigation  of  charges  against 
a  number  of  medical  colleges  and  of  private  practitioners,  the  Board 
went  into  executive  session  for  that  purpose.  At  this  session,  which 
•continued  throughout  the  day  and  evening  and  was  resumed  for 
some  time  on  the  following  day,  action  was  taken  on  the  charges 
against  six  colleges  and  seven  individuals,  and  the  following  results 
were  authorized  to  be  made  public: 

Besolved,  That  the  Indiaoa  Eclectic  Medical  College,  of  iDdianapoliP,  Ind..  and 
the  Joplin  Medical  College,  of  Jopllc.  Mo.,  havlog  ^ven  assurances  of  their  inten- 
tion and  determination  to  fully  carry  out  and  abide  by  all  the  requirements  con- 
sidered by  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Health  as  essential  to  the  ffood  standing 
of  a  medical  college,  the  diplomas  of  said  colleges  will  be  recognized  In  the  future 
by  this  Board  whenever,  and  so  long  as.  It  shall  appear  that  their  methods  and 
practices  entitle  them  to  be  classed  among  "medical  Institutions  In  good  stand- 

Ttesolved,  That  in  the  case  of  applications  now  pending  for  certificates  on  di- 
plomas of  the  Indiana  Eclectic  Medical  College,  the  Secretary  be  endowed  with 
discretionary  power  to  act  for  the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  Certificate  No.  142.  Issued  to  Dr.  M.  Morgan,  July  6,  1878.  be,  and 
hereby  is.  revoked. 

The  examination  of  candidates  for  certificates  was  begun  at  10 
a.m.,  and  at  10:80  p.m.  the  Board  adjourned  until  the  following 
morning. 


Friday,  April  13,  9.39  a.m. — The  Board  met  pursuant  to  adjourn- 
ment ;  present  as  before.  The  regular  order  of  business  being  taken 
up,  the  minutes  of  the  Sixth  Annual  Meeting,  January  11-12,  1883, 
were  read  and  approved. 

Under  the  call  for  reports  of  officers.  Dr.  Bauch  presented  the 
following

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QUABTEBLY  REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

During  the  qaarter,  ended  March  81,  1883,  there  were  received  in 
the  Secretary's  office  1,002  communications,  letters,  reports,  etc., 
and  1,371  letters,  postals  and  other  written  communications  were 
sent  out.  Of  printed  matter  there  were  distributed  1,876  copies  of 
the  Fourth  Annual  Report,  and  4(),1)20  copies  of  the  Preventable- 
Disease  Circulars  and  miscellaneous  publications,  blanks,  etc.,  of 
the  Board.  There  were  also  received  57  telegrams,  and  40  were 
sent,  at  a  cost  of  $20.30.  The  postage  account  for  the  quarter  was 
$144,  and  the  express  account  $65.70,  for  which  latter  sum  29B 
packages  were  sent. 

Certificates  and  Licenses. 

State  certificates  entitling  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  were 
issued  to  149  graduates  upon  the  diplomas  of  colleges  in  good  stand- 
ing, and  three  certificates  were  issued  to  practitioners  on  length  of 
practice  in  the  State.  Certificates  to  midwifes  were  issued  to  nine 
graduates,  two  practitioners,  and  to  one  upon  examination.  Six 
candidates  presented  themselves  for  examination  in  obstetrics,  live 
of  whom  failed  to  come  up  to  the  required  standard. 

Two  applications  for  the  hundred-dollars-a-month  license  to 
itinerantH,  both  from  graduates  of  reputable  medical  schools,  have 
been  received,  but  I  have  felt  constrained,  in  the  interests  both  of 
the  public  and  of  the  profession,  to  refuse  the  applications. 

Exempts  and  Non-Oraduates. 

Among  the  certificates  issued  during  the  past  month  a  consider* 
able  number  were  to  practitioners  exempt  from  the  Medical-Practice 
Act,  by  reason  of  length  of  practice  in  the  State,  but  who  have 
recently  graduated  from  reputable  medical  colleges ;  and  also  ta 
others  holding  certificates  based  upon  examinations,  and  who  have 
pursued  the  same  course.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  this 
result  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Board,  whose  policy  it  has 
uniformly  been  to  urge  non-graduate  candidates  for  its  certificates 
to  attend  lectures  and  obtain  tne  diploma  of  a  college  in  good 
standing. 

The  Medical' Practice  Act  and  the  Colleges. 

While  the  public  undoubtedly  profits  by  this  obvious  improvement 
in  the  status  of  the  profession,  tlie  medical  colleges  have  also  bene- 
fited in  this,  among  other  ways,  through  the  operation  of  the 
Medical-Practice  Act.  To  some  extent  this  is  recognized  by  the 
colleges  themselves ;  and  their  reception  of  the  Board's  standard  of 
minimum  requirements  may  be  taken  as  an  evidence  of  their  gen- 
erally favorable  attitude  toward  the  law  and  the  methods  of  its  en- 
forcement which  have  thus  far  been  pursued. 

Since  the  last  meeting  many  letters  have  been  received  from 
colleges,  both  in  this  and  in  other  States,  asking  specific  informa- 
tion as  to  whether  the  Board  would  recognize  diplomas  if  issued  to 
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certain  students  under  the  circumstances  as  detailed.  A  number  of 
inquiries,  both  official  and  personal,  have  also  been  answered  con- 
cerning the  standing  of  colleges  in  various  parts  of  the  country, 
and  the  value  of  their*  diplomas  in  this  State  as  entitling  to  prac- 
tice. This  correspondence  marks  an  increasing  sense  of  accounta- 
bility in  the  teaching  or  educational  department,  and  of  its  respon- 
sibility under  the  law.  If  this  sense  can  be  sufficiently  quickened 
it  may  correct  some  of  the  evils  arising  from  the  want  of  an  exam- 
ining body  independent  of  the  colleges,  and  there  is  reason  to  hope 
for  such  result  in  the  progress  already  made. 

Minimum  Requirements  of  the  Board. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  attention  of  the  colleges  be  again  invited 
to  the  Schedule  of  Minimum  Requirements,  which  the  Board  will 
hereafter  exact  as  a  condition  of  recognition;  and  that  a  communi- 
cation be  authorized  requesting  them  to  furnish  formal  statements 
as  to  their  action  concerning  the  Board's  standard. 

Among  other  reasons  why  such  a  communication  seems  desirable, 
is  the  fact  that  evidences  of  colleges  not  complying  even  with  their 
own  published  requirements  are  increasing  in  the  Secretary's  office. 
Proofs  are  on  file  that  students  are  graduated  without  having  studied 
the  required  length  of  time,  or  without  having  studied  under  a  pre- 
ceptor; who  have  attended  only  one  course  of  lectures;  who  have 
attended  two  courses  in  one  year,  without  the  necessary  reading 
period  intervening;  who  were  not  twenty-one  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  graduation,  and  who,  in  general,  are  not  at  all  competent 
to  practice  medicine. 

As  a  result  of  *  my  own  official  experience  during  the  past  six 
years,  I  think  it  entirely  within  bounds  to  say  that  a  strict  adher- 
ence to  their  advertised  requirements  is  the  exception  among  colleges 
rather  than  the  rule.  In  fully  three-fourths  of  those  who  have  come 
under  my  observation  there  have  been  irregularities  of  more  or  less 
gravity.  It  is  unnecessary  to  attribute  motives,  for  they  are  obvious 
and  the  natural  result  of  the  competition  and  rivalry  between  the 
various  schools.  To  make  the  acquisition  of  the  coveted  diploma 
easy  is  the  sure  way  to  increased  pecuniary  returns  and  large 
classes,  with  a  consequent  substantial  advantage  in  advertising  both 
the  college  and  the  individual  professors. 

That  the  responsibilities  of  the  Board  are  largely  increased  by 
this  evil  is  manifest.  Charges  are  now  being  investigated  involving 
five  different  colleges  whose  diplomas  have  heretofore  been  recog- 
nized by  the  Board,  and  in  the  case  of  three  other  colleges  I  have 
refrained  from  issuing  certificates  upon  their  diplomas,  because  of  a 
conviction  that  they  have  not  the  facilities  to  carry  out  their  pub- 
lished requirements.  In  one  instance,  for  example,  there  have  been 
a  number  of  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  faculty  since  the  an- 
nouncement was  published,  and  the  diplomas  issued  at  the  close  of 
the  session  of  1882-83  bear  the  signature  of  a  graduate  of  1882  as 
the  incumbent  of  three  different  chairs — ^namely,  as  professor  of 
anatomy,  as  professor  of  physiology,  and  as  professor  of  hygiene. 
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Medical' College  Announcements. 

Announcement  literature,  in  itself,  presents  some  features  worthy 
the  serious  attention  both  of  the  Board  and  of  the  profession. 
Aside  from  its  legitimate  function  as  a  medium  of  information  to  the 
student  concerning  his  studies,  the  annual  anhouncement,  so  lavishly 
scattered  throughout  the  country,  is  often  prostituted  to  advertising 
the  college  and  the  claims  of  the  individual  members  of  the  faculty, 
in  terms  and  manner  differing  little,  if  any,  from  those  of  the  ordi- 
nary advertising  quack.  In  the  course  of  the  past  six  years  I  have 
carefully  exammed  nearly  all  the  announcements  issued  in  this 
country,  and  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  manv  of  them  are  of  such 
a  character  that  if  a  private  practitioner  had  been  guilty  of  pub- 
lishing a  professional  card,  making  such  claims  and  couched  in  such 
terms,  he  would  have  been  expelled  from  almost  any  medical  society 
for  a  gross  violation  of  ethics. 

** Unprofessional  and  Dishonorable  Conduct.'' 

While  this  subject  of  ''  ethics "  is  attracting  so  much  attention,  it 
v^ould  seem  to  be  a  fitting  time  for  the  Board  to  consider  whether 
the  granting  of  a  diploma  to  an  unqualified  and  incompetent  person, 
or  in  open  violation  of  the  requirements  of  the  institution,  should 
not  subject  those  concerned  in  it  to  the  odium  and  disqualifications 
which  attach  to  any  other  unprofessional  and  dishonorable  action. 
It  might  be  suggested  that  this  is  a  proper  subject  for  the  consider- 
ation of  medical  societies;  but  it  seems  to  me  that  the  Board  may 
also  fitly  discuss  the  subject. 

Modification  of  Affidavit. 

In  view  of  our  past  experience  of  the  evasions  of  many  colleges, 
even  of  their  own  requirements,  as  well  as  of  the  requirements  of 
this  Board,  I  have  to  suggest  that  it  would  be  well  to  modify  the 
present  form  of  the  afiidavit  so  as  to  require  graduate-applicants  for 
certificates  to  state  whether  the  requirements  of  the  individual  college 
and  of  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Health,  in  the  matter  of  med- 
ical education,  have  been  fully  carried  out.  Among  other  things, 
such  modification  of  the  affidavit  would  be  of  material  assistance  in 
enabling  the  Board  to  determine  the  good  standing  of  colleges,  as  the 
law  directs. 

Importance  of  the  Study  of  Hygiene. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  only  criticisms  on  the  Schedule  of 
Minimum  Bequirements  thus  far  received  are  in  the  nature  of  a  sug- 
gestion that  the  usual  college  curriculum  is  already  so  full  that 
there  is  no  place  for  a  chair  of  Hygiene.  An  examination  of  the 
different  chairs  and  lectureships  in  many  colleges  reveals  the  fact 
that  much  time  and  attention  are  occupied  by  lectures  and  clinics 
on  specialties,  which,  in  many  instances,  are  mere  advertisements 
for  the  lecturer.  A  knowledge  of  Hygiene  and  Preventive  Medicine 
is  of  far  more  importance  to  the  general  practitioner,  as  well  as  to 
the  public,  than  such  superficial  acquaintance  with  many  of  these 
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specialties  as  only  is  possible  except  in  post-graduate  courses.  Con- 
tact with  medical  men  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties  has 
strongly  impressed  me  with  the  value  of,  and  necessity  for,  this  study. 

United  States  Medical  College. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York  has  recently  decided 
that  the  United  States  Medical  College  is  not  a  legally  incorporated 
institution.  In  consideration  of  this,  and  of  the  further  fact  that 
the  school  has  granted  a  diploma  to  a  notorious  ''cancer  doctor'*  of 
this  State  who  could,  under  no  circumstances,  .obtain  a  diploma 
from  any  Illinois  college,  I  suggest  that  the  United  States  Medical 
College  of  New  York  be  placed  in  the  list  of  those  not  recognized  by 
this  Board.  Two  of  its  diplomas  were  recognized  conditionally  some 
time  since. 

Preventable-Disease  Circulars. 

Twenty  thousand  copies  each  of  the  circulars  on  the  Prevention 
and  Control  of  Scarlatina,  Diphtheria  and  Typhoid  Fever  have  been 
printed,  in  accordance  with  the  order  prefviously  made.  The  demand 
for  these  circulars  has  been  unexpectedly  large,  and  a  number  of 
requests  have  been  received  for  them  in  the  German  language. 

SmaU'Pox. 

The  State  remains  gratifyingly  free  from  the  disease.  There  have, 
at  no  time  during  the  winter  and  up  to  date,  been  any  more  cases 
than  may  be  reasonably  expected  among  a  population  so  much  ex- 
posed as  that  of  Illinois.  Since  January  1,  1883,  there  have  been 
cases  at  twelve  different  points.  (The  details  of  these  are  included 
in  the  Small-Pox  Epidemic  section  of  the  Fifth  Annual  Eeport — 
which  see.) 

Olanders. 

On  the  7th  of  April  a  communication  was  received  from  Dr. 
Paaren,  the  State  Veterinarian,  enclosing  a  letter  from  Dr.  R.  M. 
Trumbower,  a  veterinary  surgeon  of  Sterling,  requesting  that  Dr. 
Paaren  should  immediately  proceed  to  Sterling  to  examine  some 
glandered  horses  in  that  vicinity,  and  explaining  that — 

*'  Mr.  Conway,  the  owner  and  keeper  of  said  glandered  horses,  has  for  years  been 
treating  nasal  irleet.  and  now  pays  the  dreadful  penalty  of  a  loathsome  death  by  slanders 
In  his  own  system.  Two  weeks  a«:o  a  son  of  his  died  of  the  same  disease.  His  farm  has 
been  a  center  of  infection  for  years,  and  I  was  called  to-day  by  some  of  his  neighbors  to 
examine  his  horses.  Out  of  13.  I  found  five  sufTerincr  from  inlanders  in  various  stasres  of 
development.  I  had  them  placed  by  themselves,  but  not  having  authority  to  kill  them 
myself,  and  the  neighbors  not  desfrinfir  to  do  it  under  the  circumstances  of  the  family 
alniotion.  we  considered  it  a  proper  case  for  the  supervision  of  the  State  authority.  All 
the  horses  havn  been  runninfir  in  the  public  road  and  have  no  proper  care  now,  as  the 
neighbors  are  afraid  to  go  near  the  place." 

There  being  no  provision  in  the  contagious-diseases-of-animals  acts 
for  the  intervention  of  the  State  Veterinarian  in  the  case  of  such  a 
disease  as  glanders,  it  devolved  upon  the  State  Board  of  Health 
to  take  the  necessary  action.  I  at  once  telegraphed  Dr.  Trumbower 
for  the  name  and  address  of  the  town  clerk,  to  whom  the  following 
order  was  immediately  forwarded : 
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Illinois  State  Board  of  Healtb.

Sib:  By  virtue  of  authority  vested  in  this  Board,  you  are  hereby  direoted  to  conveDO 
your  town  board  of  health  for  the  purpose  of  taking  Immediate  action  conoerniDir  the  ex- 
istence of  glanders  in  your  township. 

Section  127.  of  article  xiv.  chapter  139  of  the  Bevlsod  Statutes,  constitutes  the  snpervl- 
sor.  assessor  and  town  clerk  of  each  township  a  board  of  health,  and  empowers  such 
board  to  make  and  enforce  any  rules  and  regulations  tending  to  check  the  spread  of  con- 
tagious diseases. 

From  such  information  as  Is  in  possession  of  this  offloe.  prompt  measures  should  be 
resorted  to  in  the  present  case.  The  diseased  animals  should  be  killed,  the  premises 
thoroughly  disinfected,  and  if  an  v  persons  are  found  to  be  afnioted  they  should  be  Isolated 
under  the  supervision  of  the  medical  attendant.  The  disease  is  one  of  the  most  oontasioos 
and  loathsome  character,  and  the  fact  that  two  deaths  have  already  occurred  fromi  it  sd- 
monishos  to  instant  action  and  the  employment  of  all  needful  precautions. 

You  are  requested  to  make  a  full  report  of  the  facts,  and  of  the  action  of  your  board,  to 
this  ofnc<3  as  soon  as  pracficable.

Oil  the  9th  iust.,  the  following  communicatioii  was  received  from 
Dr.  Trumbower: 

Steblino.  III..  April  7. 1883. 
Db.  J.  H.  Rauch,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health: 

J.  J.  Reimers,  Veterinary  Surgeon,  of  Morrison,  III.,  and  myself  were  out  to  see  and 
examine  the  glandered  horses  on  the  Conway  farm  yesterday;  we  condemned  six,  one  of 
which  was  shot  immediately.  The  balance  were  placed  in  quarantine  awaiting  the  orders 
of  the  town  board  of  health,  or  the  action  of  the  neighbors.  I  think  the  necessity  and 
consequent  loss  in  killing  the  horses  will  be  compromised  with  the  family— a  subscription 
taken  up  to  reimburse  them  tor  the  loss.  I  left  aeflniie  directions  as  to  hygienio  meas- 
ures to  be  taken  as  soon  as  the  horses  are  removed,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  they  will 
be  carried  out.  except  under  compulHlon. 

George  Conway  was  taken  sick  on  the  11th  of  March  with  evidences  of  catarrhal  fever 
and  a  swelling  over  the  frontal  sinus,  followed  by  induration  of  the  right  parotid  gland. 
discharge  from  the  nose,  pustules  and  buUH>  over  the  face,  trunk  and  limbs.  Died  on  the 
22(1,  aged  17  years  and  a  few  days. 

Wellington  Conway,  the  father  of  the  boy.  was  taken  on  the  Ski  of  March  with  an  attack 
simulating  pleuro-pneumonia.  followed  by  swelling  of  the  glands,  formation  of  pustules, 
ulcers,  etc.;  died  on  the  2d  of  April.    He  was  th^  attendant  of  the  son  throughout  his  siok> 
ness.  and  the  presumption  is  that  he  took  the  disease  from  the  son.       *      *      *      *       * 

There  is  not  the  least  doubt  in  my  mind,  nor  in  that  of  other  competent  men  who  know 
the  history  of  the  cases,  that  the  disease  was  "  equinla." 

The  disease  in  two  of  the  horses  is  so  well  marked  that  no  one  at  all  familiar  with  the 
disease  could  possibly  make  a  mistake.  Two  horses  have  it  in  the  chronic  form  and  are 
apparently  cases  of  long  standing,  one  of  them  probably  extending  over  a  period  of  four 
years.  The  remaining  animals  Hre  just  showing  evidences  of  the  affection  suiflcient  to 
justify  condemnation.  •  ♦         •         ♦         ♦

The  State  Veterinarian  has  been  requested  to  visit  the  infected 
locality,  and  to  institute  such  measures  in  aid  of  the  efforts  of  the 
town  board  as  may  be  necessary — using  the  legal  authority  of  the 
State  BoiiRD  to  that  end,  if  required.  (Subsequent  action  on  this 
subject  will  be  found  detailed   in  the  report  of  the  June  meeting.) 

Burial  Permits  and  Death  Certificates. 

Since  the  last  meeting,  several  towns  have  adopted  the  burial-per- 
mit ordinance  proposed  by  the  Board.  It  is  noted  that  in  some 
instances  the  maximum  penalties  imposed  by  the  ordinance,  as  en- 
acted, are  in  excess  of  the  limit  prescribed  by  the  statutes.  Attention 
is  here  called  to  this  fact  in  order  to  prevent  such  a  sentence  being 
passed  as  would  result  in  its  being  set  aside,  and  thus  defeat  the 
purpose  and  intent  of  the  enactment.  Among  the  powers  granted 
to   city   councils   in   cities,    and   to  the   presidents  and    boards    of 
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iarustees  in  villages,  in  article  v,  of  chapter  24  of  the  Bevised  Stat- 
utes, is  one  authorizing  them  to  pass  all  ordinances,  rules,  etc., 
€itc.,  with  such  fines  or  penalties  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  "pro- 
vided,  no  fine  or  penalty  shall  exceed  $200."  *  *  *  rpj^^ 
validity  of  an  ordinance  is,  probably,  not  afiFected  by  the  fact  that 
its  maximum  penalty  is  more  than  $200;  but  any  sentence  impos- 
ing a  fine  of  tnat  amount  would,  undoubtedly,  be  illegal.  It  would 
be  better  to  amend  any  ordinance,  heretofore  passed  on  this  subject 
where  the  maximum  penalty  excedes  $200,  so  as  to  conform  to  the 
statute;  and,  in  all  cases,  to  secure  the  necessary  publication — that 
is,  at  least  once  within  one  month  after  passage;  ordinances  im- 
posing fines  or  penalties  not  taking  effect  until  ten  days  after  such 
publication. 

• 

Dr.  Jambs  F.  Potts,  of  Whitehall,  President  of  the  Greene  County 
Medical  Society,  in  a  letter  of  the  24th  of  February,^ makes  the 
following  suggestions  concerning  the  physician's  certificate  of  the 
<;ause  of  death: 

That  the  law  be  so  changed  as  to  require  the  undertaker,  or  the  man  who  f  urnishe 
the  oofQn,  to  make  reports  of  death,  tne  physician  last  in  attendance  merely  flilinK  the 
necessary  part  of  it  relating  to  duration  of  sickness,  cause  of  death,  etc.     At  the  last 
meetinff  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Society  of  Western  Illinois.  I  brought  this  matter 
up.  ana  it  met  the  approval  of  every  member  present. 

The  discussion  which  followed  revealed  the  fact  that,  while  reports  of  births  were 

generally  made,  reports  of  death  were  surely  falling  more  and  more  into  desuetude,  and 
lat  something  must  be  done  or  the  Medical  Act  will  fall  even  in  the  house  of  its  friends. 

The  obstetrician  after  the  labor  is  ended  is  on  the  ground  and  has  an  abundance  of 
time  to  make  the  necessary  inquiries,  and  moreover  he  takes  pride  in  doing  so  and  in 
making  reports. 

It  is  far  different  with  the  physician  as  regards  report  of  death.     He  is  hardly  ever 

K resent  at  the  time  of  death,  and.  either  in  a  wide  country  practice  or  in  a  crowded  city, 
e  may  not  see  for  months,  or  may  never  see.  the  friends  or  parents  of  deceased.  These 
4ire  lost  In  a  oonsideral  proportion  of  cases,  especially  chronic  ones,  he  does  not  know 
that  he  was  last  in  attendance,  and  these  are  lost.  Another  considerable  proportion  of 
•survivors  are  so  dissatifled  with  the  physician,  on  account  of  the  unfortunate  termination, 
that  it  is  a  very  delicate  and  unpleasant  topic  for  both  parties,  and  many  of  these  are  lost. 
Sudden  deaths  often  are  not  reported— from  violence,  accidents,  heart  disease,  appoplexy 
etc.,  and  these  are  of  grave  importance  in  vital  statistics.  Many  physicians,  too,  are  bull- 
beaded,  and  will  not  report,  while  others  are  careless  and  will  report  only  is  part 

Vital  statistics,  to  bd  of  any  value,  must  be  full,  and  it  would  seem  impossible  to  get 
anything  like  full  reports  under  our  present  law.  With  the  change  proposed,  we  may 
reasonably  expect  as  full  reports  of  deaths  as  we  now  have  of  births;  for  the  undertaker, 
like  the  obstetrician,  would  have  abundant  time  and  opportunity  to  make  inquiry,  and 
would  take  the  same  pride  in  making  the  report 

This  subject  will  doubtless  be  presented  at  the  coming  annual  meeting  of  the  State 
Medical  Society,  but  I  see  no  reason  why,  if  the  change  is  desirable,  it  may  not  be  made 
•during  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature. 

To  this  letter,  I  replied,  in  substance,  endorsing  the  suggestion  as 
«  good  one  and  eminently  practical,  stating  that  I  had  * 'frequently 
considered  whether  such  a  division  of  the  certificate  could  not  be 
made  under  the  law  as  it  now  stands,  but  without  arriving  at  a 
satisfactory   conclusion,*'  and   adding   that  ''it   is   to   be  hoped  the 

J)resent  General  Assembly  may  do  something  toward  perfecting 
egislation  upon  vital  statistics.**  While  awaiting  such  legislation, 
the  custom  which  obtains  where  burial  permits  are  required — and 
by  which  the  undertaker  practically  does  what  Dr.  Potts  suggests — 
might  be  more  generally  adopted. 

Sanitary  Council. 

On  the  third  and  fourth  of  April,  the  fifth  annual  meeting  of  the 
Sanitary  Council  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  was  held  at  Jackson,  Miss. 
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In  some  respects  the  results  of  this  meetinff  promise  to  be  of 
greater  imi)oitance  to  the  healtli  interests  of  the  Valley  than  thoee 
of  any  other  since  its  organization.  As  stated  in  the  oironlar  letter 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  suspension  of  some  of  the  most 
important  functions  of  the  National  BoBJcd  of  Health — es^eciallr  itB 
Sanitary  Inspection  services;  the  attitude  of  the  Louisiana  State 
Board  of  Health  toward  the  New  Orleans  Auxiliary  Sanitaiy  Asso- 
ciation, and  toward  other  State  Boards  of  Health  in  the  Valley; 
the  continuance  of  Asiatic  cholera  in  threatening  proximity  to  lines 
of  travel,  and  the  prolonged  existence  of  a  fatal  form  of  cholera 
nostra  in  some  parts  of  ^lexico— together  with  other  considerations 
touching  the  pul)lic  health,  have  combined  to  renew  the  interest 
which  originally  attached  to  the  deliberations  and  actions  of  this 
body. 

Fifty  delegates,  from  twelve  States,  were  in  attendance  at  Jack- 
son ;  and  among  these,  in  addition  to  the  various  sanitary  organiza- 
tions, there  were  present  representatives  of  the  leading  business  and 
transportation  interests.  Illinois  was  represented  by  Dr.  W.  A. 
Haskell  and  the  Secretary  of  the  State  I^oard;  Chicago,  by  Dr.  J. 
M.  Hall,  of  the  Health  Department,  and  Dr.  J.  G.  Kienian;  Joliet^ 
by  Dr.  R.  J.  Curtiss ;  Springfield,  by  Drs.  B.  M.  Griffith  and  J.  L. 
Million;  Braid  wood,  by  J)r.  LeCaron;  Danville,  by  Dr.  P.  H.  Bar- 
ton ;  Belleville,  ])y  Dr.  Schlernitzauer ;  ^[artinsville,  by  Dr.  W.  H. 
Doak;  and  Carbondale,  by  Dr.  Heber  Robarts. 

Resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Council  reciting  that,  as  the 
National  Board  of  Healtli  possesses  the  fullest  confidence  of  the 
Valley,  it  is  recommended  that  the  President  of  the  United  States 
place  the  epidemic  fund  of  $10(),(KK)  in  the  hands  of  that  body  for 
use  in  case  of  necessity ;  that  the  river  and  rail  inspections,  hereto- 
fore made  by  the  National  Board,  be  continued,  if  necessary,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Council,  in  the  event  that  the  former  organi- 
zation is  unable  to  do  so,  and  that  the  various  States  interested 
contribute  to  defray  the  expenses  of  such  inspections. 

The  full  report  of  this  meeting  is  at  hand  for  the  information 
of  the  members,  hut  its  reading  at  the  present  time  is  unnecessary, 
attention  having  been  called  to  the  ])oints  upon  which  it  seems  de- 
sirable the  Board  should  take  action  at  this  time.  *

On  motion  of  Dr.  Clark,  the  Secretary's  report  was  received  and 
and  referred  to  a  committee  appointetl  by  the  Chair  (consisting  of 
Drs.  Clark,  Ludlam  and  McLean,)  to  formulate  expressions  of  the 
views  of  the  Boakd  on  its  various  recommendations  and  suj^gestions. 

The  executive  session  was  then,  at  the  instance  of  the  Secretary, 
resumed  and  continued  until  4  o'clock  p.  m.  At  that  hour  the 
regular  order  of  business  was  called,  and  Dr.  Clark,  from  the 
Committee  on  the  Secretary's  Report,  submitted  the  following: 

Mr.  President: 

Your  committer,  to  whom  was  referred  the  qimrtorly  Roport  of  the  Secretary,  be^ 
leave  to  state  that  it  ha?  icivon  due  consideration  to  the  various  mattery  therein  dlHousBeu. 
and  offers  the  foilowine  resolutions  for  the  action  of  the  Boakd: 

For  this  report  see  subsequent  puffes  of  the  present  volume. 
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Resolved.  That  the  Illinois  State  Boabd  of  Health  cordially  approves  th& 
following  actions  and  recommendations  of  Its  Secretary,  as  set  forth  in  his  quar- 
terly report: 

First  The  refusal  to  issue,  in  the  Interests  of  the  public  and  of  the  profession., 
the  hundred-dollars-a-month  license  to  two  itinerants. 

Second.  The  recommendation  that  medical  colleges  be  again  furnished  with 
copies  of  the  Schedule  of  Minimum  Bequirements,  and  requested  to  state  formally 
their  action  thereon— such  request  to  embody  so  much  of  the  Secretary's  argu- 
ment for  the  necessity  of  this  action  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  further  informa- 
tion of  the  colleges. 

Third.  The  recommendation  of  the  modification  of  the  affidavit,  required  to  be 
made  by  applicants  for  certificates,  so  as  to  require  them  to  state  whether  the  re- 
quirements of  their  individual  colleges  and  of  this  Boabd.  in  the  matter  of  medical 
education,  have  been  fully  complied  with. 

Fourth.  The  suggestion  of  the  desirability  of  a  prompt  completion  of  the  re- 
port of  the  Boabd's  investigations  into  the  causes,  and  the  methods  of  preventing 
a  repetition  of  the  late  small-pox  epidemic. 

Your  committee  would  add  that  it  knows  of  no  more  valuable  work  to  the  communitr 
than  that  foreshadowed  in  the  facts  and  figures  concerning  this  epidemic  which  are 
brlefiy  given  in  the  Secretary's  report;  and  that  it  considers  the  prompt  dissemination  of 
such  knowledge  one  of  the  most  Important  with  which  the  Boabd  Is  charged,  both  by  the 
constituting  act,  and  by  the  terms  of  the  contingent  appropriation  for  the  preventioik  of 
epidemics  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases. 

With  reference  to  the  suggestion  that  the  granting  of  diplomas  by  colleges  to  Incom- 
petent or  unqualified  persons,  or  In  violation  of  their  published  requirements,  should  sub- 
ject those  responsible  therefor  to  the  odium  and  disqualifications  attaching  to  any  other 
unprofessional  and  dishonorable  action,  your  committee  concurs  in  the  opinion  ezpressed» 
that  the  subject  is  a  fitting  one  for  the  consideration  of  the  Boabd. 

In  the  matter  of  the  United  States  Medical  College  of  New  York  City,  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution  is  recommended: 

Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of 
New  York— to  the  effect  that  the  charter  of  the  United  States  Medical  College  of  the 
City  of  New  York  is  null  and  void— the  diplomas  of  said  college  can  not  be  legally 
recognized  by  this  Boabd.

The  report  of  the  committee  was  received  and  adopted.  The  Sec- 
retary called  attention  to  the  passage  concerning  the  certificate  of 
death,  and  suggested  that  the  failure  of  physicians  to  make  the  re- 
turns required  by  laW — returns  of  such  vital  importance  to  the  pub- 
lic welfare — partakes  of  the  character  of  unprofessional  and  dishon- 
orable conduct. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  McLean,  the  Board  endorsed  the  recent  action 
of  the  Sanitary  Council  of  the  Mississippi  Valley,  and  empowered 
the  Secretary  to  take  such  steps,  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  as  may 
be  necessary  to  make  effective  that  action  so  far  as  the  State  of 
Illinois  is  concerned. 

Dr.  Ranch  bnefly  alluded  to  the  necessity  of  harmonious  action 
with  the  other  Valley  States — not  so  much  with  reference  to  the 
exclusion  of  yellow  fever  from  the  State,  of  which  he  had  little 
fear,  but  on  account  of  the  demoralization  of  trade  and  commerce 
which  ensues  during  the  existence  of  that  disease  in  the  absence  of 
co-operation  between  the  various  health  authorities  in  the  Valley. 

At  the  evening  session,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Ludlam,  the  Secretary 
was  requested  to  announce  that,  in  future,  examinations  of  non- 
graduate  candidates  for  certificates  from  the  Board  would  be  pre- 
ceded by  an  examinati6n  into  their  general  educational  require- 
ments— such  examination,  in  default  of  a  diploma  or  certificate  of 
graduation  from  a  literar>^  and  scientific  college  or  high  school,  to- 
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embrace  the  usual  branches  of  a  good  English  education,  including 
mathematics,  English  composition,  and  elementary  physics  or  na^ 
urai  philosophy. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Clark,  the  Secretary  was  authorized,  during  the 
interval  between  the  present  and  the  next  meeting  of  the  Boabd — 
regular  or  special — to  take  such  action,  in  the  event  of  a  serious 
emergency  arising  threatening  the  public  health,  as,  in  his  judg- 
ment, may  be  necessary. 

The  remainder  of  the  evening  session  was  occupied  in  the  exam- 
ination and  rating  of  the  answers  of  candidates  in  the  branches  so 
far  as  completed;  and  at  10  p.  m.  the  Board  adjourned  until  Sat- 
urday morning  at  13  o'clock. 


Saturday,  April  14,  1883.  The  Board  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  with  the  members  in  attendance  as 
at  the  previous  session. 

Dr.  Clark  asked  the  opinion  of  the  members  upon  the  feasibility 
of  an  effort  to  secure  one  common  Examining  Board  on  Prelimi- 
nary Education  for  the  six  medical  colleges  in  Chicago.  The  sug- 
gestion was  unanimously  approved,  and  the  Secretary  requested  to 
make  mention  of  the  matter  in  his  published  report  for  the  purpose 
of  bringing  it  before  those  interested. 

The  auditing  committee  reported  that  it  had  examined  and  aud- 
ited accounts,  amounting  to  $2,024.81,  had  found  the  same  to  be 
oorrect,  and  recommended  that  they  be  paid. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  18  candidates  had  presented  them- 
selves for  examination,  of  which  number  five  withdrew  before  com- 
pleting the  answers  to  any  of  the  sets  of  questions ;  and  that,  upon 
tabulating  the  ratings  of  the  remaining  13,  none  were  found  to  have 
attained  the  required  minimum  of  80  per  cent,  of  correct  answers.

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QUARTERLY  MEETING,  SPRINGFIELD.  JUNE  29,  1883. 


The  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Board  op 
Health  was  held  in  the  rooms  of  the  Board,  in  the  Capitol  building 
at  Springfield,  on  Friday,  June  29,  18S3. 

Present:  Newton  Bateman,  W.  A.  Haskell,  W.  R.'McKenzie,  John 
H.  Ranch. 

On  calling  the  meeting  to  order,  the  President  formally  introduced 
Dr.  McEenzie,  of  Chester,  Randolph  county,  appointed  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term  of  Dr.  Gregory,  resigned  to  accept  the  oflBice  of  Civil 
Service  Commissioner. 

Under  the  regular  order  of  business,  upon  the  call  for  reports  from 
oJ£cers,  the  Secretary  presented  the  following : 

QUARTERLY  REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

Thus  far  during  the  quarter  beginning  April  1,  1883,  there  have 
been  received  in  the  Secretary's  office  872  communications,  letters, 
reports,  etc.,  and  949  letters,  postals,  circulars  and  other  written 
communications  were  sent  out.  Of  printed  matter,  there  were  dis- 
tributed about  800  copies  of  the  Annual  Reports,  and  9,720  copies  of 
Preventable- Disease  Circulars,  Quarterly  Reports,  College  Directories 
and  miscellaneous  publications.  One  hundred  and  eighty-nine  pack- 
ages were  sent  by  express ;  82  telegrams  were  received  and  64  sent. 

Certificates  and  Licenses. 

Certificates  entitling  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  were  issued 
to  186  graduates  upon  presentation  of  diplomas  from  colleges  in  good 
standing ;  and  6  to  practitioners  upon  length  of  practice  in  the  State. 
To  midwives,  3  certificates  were  issued  upon  the  credentials  of  rec- 
ognized schools  of  midwifery ;  3  upon  length  of  practice  in  the  State ; 
and  7  upon  examination.  Among  the  certificates  issued  were  3  to 
dentists,  graduates  also  of  medical  schools. 

Twenty-eight  applications  for  certificates  were  refused  during  the 
quarter.  Six  of  these  were  from  *'  cancer  doctors  " ;  one  from  a  non- 
resident, not  proposing  to  practice  in  the  State,  but  desirous  of  the 
prestige  of  the  Board's  certificate;  and  one  from  a  **Naturartzt,"  or 
natural  physician,  of  whose  application,  made  in  German,  the  follow- 
ing is  a  literal  translation:

The  New  Standard  of  Minimum  Itequiretnents. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Boabd  it  was 

Sesolved,  That  the  Indiana  Eclectic  Medical  College,  of  Indianapolis.  Ind.,  and 
the  Joplin  Medical  CoUese.  of  Joplin,  Mo.,  having  siven  assurances  of  their  inten-  . 
tion  and  determination  to  fully  carrf  out  and  abide  oy  all  the  reaulrements  oonsid- 
ered  by  the  Illinofs  Sta.te  Boabd  of  Hsalth  as  essential  to  the  good  standing  of 
a  medical  collecre,  the  diplomas  of  said  colleges  will  be  reooffnized  in  the  fature  hj 
this  Boabd  whenever,  and  so  lon«r  as.  it  shall  appear  that  their  methods  and  prac- 
tices entitle  them  to  be  classed  amons  "  medical  institutions  in  ffood  standinff."^ 

Since  the  adoption  of  that  reHolution  facts  have  come  to  my 
knowledge  which  do  not  encourage  the  belief  that  it  will  be  possible 
to  recognize  the  diplomas  of  Joplin,  at  least,  upon  an^  assurances 
yet  received.  The  announcements  of  this  college  contam,  it  is  true, 
all  that  is  asked  for  in  the  matter  of  requirements  for  graduation. 
€tc. ;  but  the  accompanying  letters  and  documents,  herewith  sub- 
mitted, demonstrate  that  a  compliance  with  our  standard  of  mini- 
mum requirements  in  this  case  will,  to  a  ^eat  extent,  be  merely  on 
paper,  in  the  case  of  other  colleges  additional  instances  of  eva- 
sions of  their  own  published  requirements  have  also  come  to  my 
notice  since  our  last  meeting,  and  it  devolves  upon  the  Boabd  to 
duly  consider  what  weight  shall  attach  to  the  paper  promises  and 
proclamations  of  remote  schools. 

To  recognize  or  reject  the  diplomas  of  colleges  upon  the  mere  fact 
of  their  literal  acceptance  or  non-acceptance  of  our  published 
standard,  could  not  fail  to  work  injustice  in  some  instances.  On 
the  one  hand,  diplomas  would  be  recognized  which  might  be  worth- 
less as  evidence  of  the  real  qualifications  of  their  possessors ;  while, 
on  the  other,  graduates  of  colleges  whose  general  standing  and 
character  are  vastly  better,  might  be  rejected. 

To  rigidly  adhere  to  such  a  rule  would,  in  effect,  be  to  discrim- 
inate against  the  schools  of  our  own  State ;  and  yet  Illinois  colleges, 
as  a  whole,  do  better  work,  furnish  better  facilities,  and  are  more 
thorough  in  their  instruction,  than  those  of  many  other  States.  In 
point  of  fact,  many  of  these  latter  should  be  accorded  recognition 
only  as  preparatory  medical  schools;  since  neither  in  the  qualifica- 
tions or  number  of  their  teachers,  in  their  hospital  and  clinical 
advantages,  nor  in  their  anatomical,  physiological  or  chemical 
laboratories,  do  they  possess   such   an   equipment,  or  furnish  such 

*  A.lthoa(?h  the  lanKuac;e  of  this  resolution  explicitly  says  that  those  college  will  only 
be  recognized  as  in  firood  standini;  "whenever,  and  ho  loner  as"  their  methods  and  prao- 
ticoB  entitle  them  to  such  recognition,  the  action  of  the  Board  has  been  misinterpreted  to 
be  a  direct  and  unconditional  recofcnition  of  the  Joplin  and  Indiana  Eclectic.  The  reso- 
lution is  not  legitimately  susceptible  of  any  such  construction,  nor  was  it  so  intended  by 
the  Board. 

I  have  also  answered  letters,  inquirini;  whether  the  diplomas  of  certain  ooUeipeswovId 
be  recofcnized  in  the  future,  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  this  resolution— to-wit^  that 
recognition  would  depend  upon  a  substantial  and  bona- fide  compliance  with  the  Boabd's 
requirements,  both  as  to  preliminary  education  and  course  of  study. 
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facilities  for  instruction  as  to  warrant  them  in  conferring  the  degree 
of  M.  D.  upon  their  students,  with  the  popular  estimation  of  the 
virtues  which  such  a  title  now  possesses. 

Further,  such  a  course  would  virtually  frustrate  the  object  of  the 
Medical-Practice  Act,  by  throwing  open  the  State  to  any  incompetent 
possessor  of  the  diploma  of  an  institution  which  had  nominally 
complied  with  the  minimum  requirements  for  graduation  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health.  The  obvious  intent  of  the  law  is  to  guard 
the  people  from  ignorant  and  incompetent  medical  practitioners,  and 
it  indicates  the  standard  by  which  to  judge  of  the  fitness  of  claim- 
ants to  the  rights  and  privileges  conferred  by  it. 

In  any  effort  to  define  this  standard,  by  formulating  the  conditions 
which  constitute  the  **good  standing"  of  a  medical  college,  it  must 
be  the  actual  and  bona  fide,  and  not  a  superficial  and  perfunctory, 
compliance  with  the  essentials  of  a  sound  medical  education  which 
shall  be  the  test.  Such,  of  course,  is  the  meaning  and  intent  of  the 
Board  in  its  adoption  of  the  report  of  its  Committee  on  Medical 
Education. 

The  Legislatures  of  Minnesota  and  Missouri  have  recently  enacted 
laws  similar  to,  and  based  upon,  our  Medical-Practice  Act;  and  in 
Missouri  a  State  Board  of  Health  has  also  been  created  under  an 
act  similar  to  our  State  Board  of  Health  Act.  The  schedule  of  the 
minimum  requirements  necessary  to  insure  recognition  as  in  good 
standing,  will  be  adopted  by  both  these  Boards,  and  assurances 
have  been  received  of  their  future  co-operation  in  this  effort  to  im- 
prove the  system  of  American  medical  education. 

Preliminary  Examinations. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  made  at  the  last  meeting, 
concerning  the  desirability  of  securing  one  common  Examining 
Board  on  Preliminary  Education  for  all  the  medical  schools  in 
Chicago,  a  communication  was  addressed  to  the  faculty  of  each 
college,  and  thus  far  letters  of  concurrence  and  approval  have  been 
received  from  four  out  of  the  seven.  I  have  given  some  thought  to 
the  details  of  such  examinations,  and  now  think  a  feasible  course 
to  pursue  would  be  to  have  the  examining  board  composed  of  the 
county  superintendent  and  two  of  the  principals  of  the  Chicago 
high  schools — these  to  act  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Board 
OF  Health.  Candidates  for  examination  to  apply  to  this  Board 
for  the  permit  to  appear  before  the  examiners  and  no  inquiry  to  be 
made  as  to  the  college  which  the  candidate  proposes  to  attend. 
The  examinations  to  be  made  without  exp.ense,  either  to  the  colleges 
or  to  the  candidates. 

The  question  has  arisen  as  to  the  preliminary  education  of  those 
who  have  already  matriculated — whether  the  requirement  of  evidence 
on  this  point  applies  to  such.  My  opinion  is  that  the  effect  of  the 
new  schedule  of  minimum  requirements  should  not  be  made  retro- 
active in  its  application.  Reply  has,  therefore,  been  made  to  a 
number  of  letters  from  students,  to  the  effect  that  where  a  student 
has  already  attended  one  course  of  lectures  prior  to  the  session  of 
1833  84,  evidence  as  to  his  preliminary  education — by  examination 
or  otherwise — would  not  be  exacted.

Floivers,—D\ir'mg  the  past  week  complaints  have  been  again  re- 
ceived from  DuPage  and  Ford  counties  ccmcerning  the  quack  H.  D. 
Flowers,  of  Fulton,  Whiteside  county.  Sometime  in  April,  last,  the 
evidence  on  file  in  the  office  concerning  this  man  was  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  one  of  the  Chicago  correspondents,  who  wrote  him  up 
in  the  following  manner: 

This  man.  his  brotb^'r  lienry  and  son  Itudolph.  tocrether  with  their  aeents,  Hamilton 
and  Henry,  have  swindled  hundreds  of  people  throughout  Fulton.  Jjee.  Whiteside.  Henry, 
Kane.  Knox.  Peoria.  McLean.  Orundy.  Fori.  ('Iiamp.den.  .Macon.  Moultrie,  and  other 
counties.  Thn  mode  of  ooj^ration  is  thus  (iMscril»ed  b\  a  victim:  One  of  the  afrents, 
travt  linif  in  advancH.  distril»ut»*s  cupieM  of  "The  Medical  Kxamin«'r.  publi*»hed  by  H.  D. 
Flower.  >l.  1).,  <»f  Fultr>n  <'ity—term>  tweitv  ••••nts  a  year"— an  a<lverti'»inif  sheet  of  the 
u-u.il  quack  character.  'J'his  ag^'iii  posinhimsHlf  as  to  all  tin*  sick  and  ailtnir  people  in  the 
tliHutfo  s«»lMfteii  for  working:,  .tud  H>pfclailv  informs  hinis''lf  of  their  financial  con- 
dition. Tills  inforniaii«»ti  Is  roiivi-ynd  lo  Flowers,  who  then  appears  on  the  scene  and 
astonishes  th«*  credulous  rusii»«s  with  his*  intuitive"  knowli'dt;**  of  their  eases,  symptoms, 
duration  of  illness,  «Me.  I*ri»niisi!- of  a  eur«' fall  on  n*ady  ears;  the  utmost  c»»nt  in  spot 
cash  is«'xacfed,  and  n«)ter»  f<ir  as  nnnh  moif  as  can  be  extort*  d.  A  bottle  of  worthless 
stuff  is  furnished,  the  not»'s  are  dl.-counNMi  at  tin*  n«*arfst  bank  and  "Dr."  Flowers  disap- 
i>eai>«,  to  re-enact  the  p^'iforniance  hundn'os  of  ujiU's  away.  Inavinfi:  his  duped  victims  to 
nnlplHssly  dis<'over  ihe  swindle.  Ill**  man  lias  ihrf**  IivIuk  wIvhs.  two  of  them  heartleMiy 
deserte<l.  H»' betfan  his  inf.. mous  can  er,  nearly  a  •nuMti'r  of  a  c«»niury  alnce,  by  per- 
formini;  an  abortion  on  a  younv  kIiI.  diiu(;hi»'r  of  a  (uominent  ciiiz*'n  of  Lee  county.  She 
died  a  few  days  after  in  a  suuill  town  in  Iowa.  whlth'M-  h**  had  taken  h«T.  At  the  coroner'i* 
inquest  it  was  found  that  he  had  torn  the  walls  of  the  womb  eidirHly  throuKli  in  several 
places.  Hewa-  arrested,  indi  ted  formaiislauKhter.  but  broke  jail  ihroutrh  the  connivance 
(»f  a  deputy  wht'm  he  bribed,  ami  wtio  aid«'d  hini  as  a  brother  Mason— both  subsequently 
expeiltMl  from  the  fratei nit y— escaped  to  Canada,  wh^re  he  lived  till  he  thou^bt  it  K«f*»  to 
return  to  Illinois.  Since  then  his  career  has  i>een  one  unbrok'-n  chain  of  swindling. 
Infamy  and  beastly  libertinl-m.  One  of  hi-  de«erted  wives,  married  four  years  asro,  la 
DOW  living  in  Dloondn^^on.  Two  weeks  alter  their  marriage  he  was  arrested  for  swin- 
dliuK.  and  only  released  on  paym'^it  of  $4.9eo,  the  bulk  of  the  sum  beinfc  the  weddinff  por- 
tion of  the  bride,  whom  he  at  once  deseited  on  hi'>  ndi^ase.  accompanied  in  his  fliaEt  by 
one  of  the  most  notorious  strumpets  of  Central  Illinois.  He  exhibits  a  diploma,  ostenvibly 
issued  by  the  Medical  Cfdlege  of  Toronto,  but  in  n'ality  purchased  for  the  aum  of  $100 
from  the  equally  notorious  "Dr."^  Whittier.  of  ChicasOf  better  known  as  "Dr.   James.'* 
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Local  papers  have  aided  the  State  Boabd  to  expose  this  ^an^r.  and  their  praotlces  are 
beoomlnff  so  well  known  that  the  last  batch  of  victims  in  Kane  county  have  refused  pay- 
ment on  the  notes  slven.  Attorneys  Hopkins  &  Aldrlch.  of  Aurora,  write  the  Secretary 
concerolDigr  the  result  ot  a  recent  trial  on  one  of  these  notes:  '*Your  deposition  settled 
all  dnubt  an  to  whether  Flowers  obttilned  the  note  of  Cooper  Bros,  through  fraud.  They 
are.  indeed,  fcrateful  to  you  for  your  kindness  in  placlnfc  tnem  in  possession  of  the  facts  in 
the  case,  and  they  will  materially  aid  us  in  dealinfl:  out  justice  to  Flowers  and  his  abettor." 

LightliaU, — ^Yesterday's  mail  brings 'more  complaints  and  copies  of 
the  hand-bills  and  circulars  of  James  I.  Lighthall,  or  ''Kansas  Jim, 
the  Indian  Medicine  man/'  as  he  advertises  himself.  He  ''can  be 
found  at  his  tents  or  upon  the  rostrum/'  and  issues  his  hand-bills, 
etc.,  from  "Indian  Medicine  Lodge,  224  Main  st.,  Peoria,  111." 

Nothhelfer  and  Fitzgerald. — Among  the  certificates  reported  at  the 
last  meeting  as  having  been  issued  during  the  previous  quarter  were 
No.  5,858,  to  Julius  Nothhelfer,  of  701  Pine  st.,  St.  Louis,  issued 
March  14 ;  and  No.  5,891,  to  Joseph  Fitzgerald,  also  of  701  Pine  st., 
St.  Louis,  issued  March  24. 

The  application  for  Nothhelfer's  certificate  was  based  on  an  affi- 
davit that  he  was  a  graduate  of  the  St.  Louis  Medical  College,  and 
this  was  corroborated  by  a  letter  from  a  member  of  the  faculty  of 
that  institution,  in  which  he  says  "I  can  sincerely  endorse  Dr.  Julius 
Nothhelfer,  a  graduate  of  the  St.  Louis  Medical  College,  at  the  ses- 
sion of  1879-80,  as  to  his  moral  and  professional  character  and 
standing."  In  his  first  letter,  March  7,  Nothhelfer  states  that  he 
intends  "to  practice  in  a  country  town  in  Illinois." 

Fitzgerald's  certificate  was  granted  upon  an  affidavit  that  he  was 
graduated  from  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Ireland,  in  1S71. 
The  affidavit  was  accompanied  by  a  number  of  letters  "bearing 
testimony  to  the  capabilities  of  Dr.  Fitzgerald  as  a  medical  man 
eminently  suited  to  take  charge  of  any  institution  requiring  a  cour- 
teous and  skillful  medical  officer."  These  were  all  written  in  Dub- 
lin none  later  than  1874,  and  as  this  was  not  deemed  recent  enough, 
a  rather  cautiously  worded  letter  was  forwarded  by  Fitzgerald  from 
a  prominent  St.  Louis  physician,  its  reticence  being  plausibly  ex- 
plained by  Fitzgerald  on  the  ground  of  the  latter  being  a  stranger 
m  the  city.  Fitzgerald  requested  that  his  certificate  be  sent  to 
Belleville,  St.  Clair  county,  where  he  proposed  to  practice. 

In  the  latter  part  of  April  my  attention  was  attracted  to  a  large 
three-column,  four-page  circular,  headed,  "The  Great  Surgeons,  Drs. 
Nothhelfer  and  Fitzgerald,  late  of  London,  England,  graduates  of 
King  and  Queen's  college,  will  be  at  Commercial  hotel,  100  to  104 
Lake  street,  Chicago,  for  one  month.  Terms  for  treatment,  cash. 
Charges  from  $10  to  $500,  owing  to  the  requirements  of  the  case." 
In  this  circular  they  not  only  promise  to  cure  every  imaginable 
disease,  but  offer  $500  reward  for  an  incurable  case.  Inferentially,  it 
is  the  bulletin  of  the  St.  Louis  Medical  Institute,  an  establishment 
which,  it  is  safe  to  say,  has  no  tangible  existence,  but  which  in  this 
sheet,  at  least,  is  equipped  with  the  "most  perfect  surgical  instru- 
ments and  appliances,  furnishes  the  most  approved  methods  of 
treatment,  and  treats  successfully  the  great  majority  of  those 
diseases  and  deformities  considered  and  given  up  as  incurable. 
Everything  is  done  by  new  methods  of  treatment,  new  and  recently 
invented  mstruments,  and  new  and  recently  discovered  remedies." 
Some    of    the    passages    are     unique    even   in    quack    literature. 
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For  example,  the  section  on  ' 'diseases  of  the  sexual  oi^ganism." 
This  is  headed,  ^'Manhood  and  Womanhood.  The  worst  cases  com- 
pletely restored  to  health  and  the  enjoyment  of  life,"  and  closes, 
after  the  usual  disgusting  recital,  as  follows: 

**We  would  invite  the  atteDtion  of  those  of  either  Bex  afflioted  in  this  manner  to  our 
new  and  successful  method  of  treating  this  class  of  diseases,  and  Kuaranteela  positive 
and  permanent  cure  of  every  case  [of  "Manhood  and  Womanhood.**] 

This  case  was  such  a  flagrant  one  that  the  members  of  the  Boabd 
were  at  once  telegraphed  to  for  authority  to  take  immediate  action, 
which  was  promptly  accorded;  and  on  May  1,  the  individuals  were 
notified  of  the  revocation  of  their  certificates.  Their  bill  distributors 
and  agents  were  arrested  under  a  local  ordinance,  and  a  day  or  two 
after  they  left  the  State.  The  various  papers  in  this  case,  the  cor- 
respondence, and  a  copy  of  the  advertising  sheet,  are  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

Anderson. — An  almost  identical  sheet  with  that  issued  by  Noth- 
helfer  &  Fitzgerald  is  headed,  ''American  Surgical  Institute,  estab- 
lished for  the  treatment  of  chronic  diseases  and  deformities.  Dr. 
J.  E.  Anderson,  proprietor,  Indianapolis."  The  reading  matter  in 
these  two  sheets  is  the  same,  with  an  occasional  change  of  head- 
lines, etc. 

Correspondents  in  Paxton  forwarded  copies  of  Anderson's  sheet 
about  the  middle  of  May,  with  a  statement  that  the  streets  of  that 
town  were  ornamented  with  l)unche8  of  them  tacked  to  posts,  tree- 
boxes,  etc.,  and  accompanied  by  an  announcement  that  '*Dr"  An- 
derson would  be  at  the  Blackstonc  Hotel  in  Paxton,  on  Thursday, 
May  24.  These  correspondents  inquired  if  Anderson  was  authorized 
to  practice  in  this  State,  and  in  this  manner,  and  asked  for  advice. 
I  directed  the  arrest  of  the  man  as  soon  as  he  had  prescribed  for 
any  one,  and  forwarded  the  necessary  form  of  complaint,  instruc- 
tions, etc.  A  letter  of  June  15,  says:  *M.  E.  Anderson  appeared 
on  time,  but  scented  danger  and  absolutely  declined  to  prescribe  for 
any  one.  Several  parties  went  to  see  him,  but  were  informed  that 
he  had  been  called  away  soon  after  his  arrival.  The  hotel-keeper, 
however,  says  that  he  remained  the  entire  day,  and  left  on  the 
night  train." 

McDonald, — The  trial  of  James  L.  McDonald,  of  Rockford,  for 
practicing  in  violation  of  the  Medical-Practice  Act,  was  finally  held 
in  May  last,  and  resulted  in  finding  the  defendant  guilty.  State's 
Attorney  Works,  who  conducted  the  prosecution,  writes,  June  25 : 

Judee  Brown  found  McDonald  guilty,  but  intimated  that  if  he  asiced  for  a  new  trial  it 
would  be  granted,  which  of  course  was  done  forthwith.  The  Judfire  stated  he  thouRht  the 
record  was  not  in  eood  shape  for  either  party  to  go  up  on.  The  defendant  put  upon  the 
witness  stand  a  woman  who  testified  to  havini;  drraduated  from  the  H«^altn  Golleffe.  I 
showed,  upon  cross-examination,  that  Campbell  composed  the  whole  faculty;  that  no  text- 
books were  used  except  Campbell's  book  and  Gray  s  Anatomy:  that  there  was  nodla- 
sectine  done  by  students,  etc..  etc.;  and  attempted  and  off»?red  to  show  by  one  of  our 
local  physicians  that  the  school  could  not  be  in  sood  standing,  and  also  to  show  the  same 
fact  by  the  introduction  of  the  "little  red  book,"  all  of  which  the  Court  would  not  permit, 
but  in  deciding  the  case.  Judnre  Brown  intimated  that  he  had  probably  erred  in  not  allow- 
ing me  to  show  those  facts. 

If  McDonald  does  not  f;ot  out  of  town  before  next  October  I  shall  try  the  case  affaln, 
and  hope  to  be  able  to  show  the  character  of  the  institution. 

The  ''little  red  book,"  above  referred  to,  has  the  following  title 
page: 
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"Yitapathy:  A  vital  System  oQHealth  and  Life  for  the  Cure  of  Disease  and  the  Preven- 
tion of  Death.  Every  Phy.slcian  should  learn  it;  every  siclc  Person  should  employ  it; 
every  Pf^rsoq  should  read  thi^  Book  and  show  it  to  their  Friends  and  Neighbors,  and  let 
every  afflicted  Person  know  that  in  this  System  there  is  Hope  for  all.  Read  every  pa^e  of 
it.  and  learn  and  know  the  Truth.  Power  and  Success  of  Yitapathy.  For  further  particulars 
apply  to.  or  address.  Prof.  J.  B.  Campbell.  IVI.  D.,  Y.  D..  its  Author  and  Founder.  American 
Health  College.  Fairmount,  Cincinnati.  0." 

On  another  page  Yitapathy  is  stated  to  be  "a  true  System  of  Phy- 
sical, Mental  and  Spiritual  Culture,  for  purifying  the  Body,  devel- 
oping the  Intellect,  exalting  the  Soul,  and  preparing  AH  for  ulti- 
mate Immortality,  JPurnishing  the  Key  to  Life  and  Power,  by  J.  B. 
Campbell,  M.  D.,  V.  D.,  Physician  and  Minister,  President  of  the 
American  Health  College,  Cincinnati."  All  this  on  the  following 
terms : 

The  author  furnishes  books,  printed  If^ssons.  formulas,  receipts,  specifics,  and  special 
modes  of  vital  treatment  for  all  diseases,  with  the  sure  method  of  diaflrnosis,  and  all  les- 
sons belonginj?  to  the  Vitapathic  System,  with  diploma  and  full  ri^ht  to  practice,  to  physi- 
cians of  all  schools  and  all  well  qualified  persons  who  can  learn  the  new  system  at  home—

In  an  autograph  letter  from  Campbell  to  the  Secretary,  he  says 
"the  American  Health  College  furnishes  an  opportunity  to  learn  the 
higher  Metaphysical  Theories  and  the  use  of  the  higher  and  impon- 
derable Forces  in  Nature  that  has  not  been  reached  yet  in  the 
Older  schools."  He  adds  that  the  diplomas  of  the  graduates  ojf 
the  American  Health  College  "show  that  they  are  quaUified  to  prac- 
tice and  haYe  equal  Rights  with  Graduates  of  other  Medical  Col- 
leges, and  that  is  All  that  is  required.  They  need  no  further  exam- 
ination indeed  none  but  Vitapathic  Prof/essors  could  fully  examine 
them,  And  that  has  been  Done  here  before  they  graduate." 

This  man  McDonald  holds  such  a  diploma  from  Campbell,  and 
based  an  application  for  a  certificate  thereon.  The  application  was 
rejected.  McDonald  began  to  practice  without  a  certificate,  and  he 
was  thereupon  prosecuted  for  Yiolation  of  the  statute.  State*s  Attorney 
Works  deserves  the  thanks  of  the  community  and  of  the  Board  for 
the  intelUgence  and  vigor  witn  which  he  has  conducted  the  prose- 
cution. 

Another  Diploma  Mill, 

A  few  days  since,  June  20,  I  received  the  papers  and  diploma 
here  shown,  being  the  application  of  Ladislaus  Slominski,  of  Chi- 
cago, for  a  certificate  from  the  Boabd.  Never  having  before  heard 
of  the  institution  issuing  the  diploma  I  wrote  to  correspondents  in 
Milwaukee,  and  have  already  received  the  following  letter  in  reply : 

TT"  Deab  Doctor:— In  reply  to  your  letter,  No.  10,870.  Iwould  say  that  there  Is  In  this  city 
a  "Diploma  Mill."  styling  Itself  the  Milwaukee  College  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  that  has 
from  time  to  time  issued  diplomas.  None  of  the  men  connected  with  it  are  recognized  by 
the  profession,  and  I  do  not  think  any  of  them  have  received  a  regular  medical  education. 
Certainly  most  of  them  are  ilafl:rant  'quacks."  I  believe  they  each  have  a  diploma,  and, 
as  they  have  on;anized  under  a  general  State  law.  they  can  not  be  prosecuted.  They  have 
never  given  anything  like  a  course  of  Instruction.       *      *      •

I  am  tolerably  familiar  with  the  members  of  the  medical  profes- 
sion, and  especially  with  those  engaged  in  medical  instruction  in 
this  country;  but  these  individuals  are  all  unknown  to  me,  and  I 
am  fully  prepared  to  accept  my  correspondent's  statement  that  they 
are  **not  recognized  by  the  profession." 

This  morning  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  Second  Annual 
Announcement  of  the  College,  from  which  it  is  learned  that:  '"This 
College  is  incorporated  under  the  general  law  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin. Its  faculty  have  power  to  issue  diplomas  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery,  and  are  possessed  of  all  rights  and  privileges  granted,  or 
that  may  be  granted,  to  medical  colleges  in  the  country." 

It  is  also  stated  that  "the  qualifications  requisite  for  graduation 
from  this  College  will  be  of  the  highest  standard,  and  eflforts  will 
be  constantly  made  to  render  the  course  of  instructions  still  more 
thorough  and  comprehensive." 

What  is  considered  the  "highest  standard"  of  qualifications  requi- 
site for  graduation  is  shown  in  the  following  paragraphs  from  the 
announcement : 

Provided,  however,  since  many  Htatea  have  legalized  the  status  of  practitioners  by 
Examininer  Boards,  therefore  any  person  otherwise  <iualine<l.  and  holdinc:  certiflcateA  of 
flrnnss  or  authority  to  prat^tiee  from  any  State  Board  of  Health,  may  become  an  applicant 
fur  Kraduatiun  by  Httendiuf;  a  single  course  of  lectures  in  this  College. 

Lilcewiso,  practitioners  of  five  years  of  reputable  and  consecutive  practice,  upon  fup- 
ni^hiniT  a  certificate  of  the  fact  from  the  (.'ounty  (.Merle  ami  three  Kood  and  reputable  clU- 
z«m>*.  Hccordiriif  to  the  following  form,  may  become  applicants  forthe  honors  of  thenchooL 
upon  attendance  of  one  full  term  of  Le^^.tures  and  passing;  a  satisfactory  examination. 

So  far  as  appears  from  this  announcement  the  only  place  pro- 
vided for  clinics  and  lectures  is  at  **Tbe  Hot  Springs  \(edical.  Sur- 
gical and  Vapor  Bath  Institute;"  but  whether  even  this  exists,  ex- 
cept upon  paper,  is  matter  for  conjecture,  since  no  location  is 
assigned  to  it. 

I  recommend  that  the  application  be  refused,  on  the  ground  that 
the  institution  is  not  in  good  standing  within  the  meaning  and 
intent  of  the  Medical  Practice  Act.

This  production  was  called  forth  by  my  refusal,  on  the  18th  of 
April  last,  to  issue  a  certificate  based  on  a  diploma  of  the  St.  Louis 
Eclectic.  • 

Other  routine  correspondence  has  followed,  with  which  it  is  not 
necessary  to  now  occupy  the  time  of  the  Board;  but  this  occasion 
may  be  taken  to  oflFdr  a  word  or  two  of  comment  upon  the  impres- 
sion which  obtains  in  certain  minds  concerning  the  sacred  rights  of 
**legally-chartered  colleges."  and  the  virtues  which  inhere  in  any- 
thing called  a  ''diploma,"  no  matter  whence  it  emanates.  The 
latest  form  in  which  this  has  found  expression  is  as  follows:  "If  a 
physician  be  such  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
has  the  State  of  Illinois  power  to  disqualify  him  for  practice?  If 
she  should  attempt  this,  there  can  be  but  little  question  that  an 
issue  will  be  taken  in  some  case  for  final  presentation  at  the  bar  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States." 

The  question  in  the  above  is  based  upon  an  erroneous  impression 
as  to  the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  which  medical  colleges 
can  confer  with  their  diplomas.  The  assertion  which  follows,  and 
which  seems  intended  to  forestall  answer  to  the  question,  is  based 
upon  want  of  familiarity  with  important  facts  connected  with  the 
medical  profession  in  Illinois.  To  correct  this  latter,  it  is  only  ne- 
cessary to  point  out  that  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Medical  Prac- 
tice Act  in  this  State,  hundreds  of  physicians,  who  were  such  by 
virtue  of  the  laws  of  New  York  or  of  other  States,  have  been  dis- 
qualified from  practice  in  this  State,  during  the  past  six  years;  and 
that  scarcely  a  day — never  a  week— passes  when  one  or  more  such 
physicians  are  not  so  disqualified  and  leave  the  State.  See  the  re- 
ports and  records  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  throughout. 

The  error  as  to  the  rights  conferred  by  the  diploma  of  a  college 
chartered  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  any  given  State — which  is, 
probably,  what  is  meant  by  **a  physician  by  virtue  of  the  laws,"  etc. 
— has  been  corrected  more  than  once  by  the  courts,  and  in  the  pub- 
lications of  this  Board.  "While  it  is  tiue  that  every  man  has  a  natu- 
ral right  to  follow  out  the  bent  of  his  inclination,  and  to  be  a 
clergyman,  a  lawyer,  a  doctor,  a  scavenger,  a  peddler,  an  auction- 
eer, just  as  he  may  choose,  it  is  not  true  that  a  man  can  practice 
any  of  these  professions  or  occupations  except  he  does  it  upon  such 
terms  as  the  law  imposes;  and  the  law  can  impose  just  such  terms 
upon  any  one  of  these  professions  or  employments  as  the  legisla- 
tors in  their  discretion  deem  best  for  the  interest  of  the  commu- 
nity. 
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A  legally- chartered  medical  institution  in  New  York,  or  in  Wis- 
consin, or  in  Ohio,  or  Pennsylvania,  or  in  Missouri,  or  Massacbn- 
setts,*  may  graduate  its  **student8*'  and  endow  them  with  diplo- 
mas conferring  upon  them  the  rights  and  privileges  of  doctors  in 
medicine — subject  to  the  laws,  not  only  of  the  State  but  of  the 
community  in  which  they  practice.  But  when  such  "physicians" 
enter   Illinois   to  practice,  they  must  conform  to  the  laws  of  Illinois. 

The  right  to  practice  medicine  is  not  a  constitutional  right,  nor 
a  right  inherent  in  the  law  of  nature,  nor  an  absolute  right  con- 
ferred by  a  college,  whether  specially  chartered  or  otherwise.  It  is 
a  statutory  right,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Legislature ;  and  the 
Legislature  of  this  State  has  prescribed  the  terms  and  conditions 
upon  which  it  may  be  exercised  in  this  State.  Among  these  terms 
and  conditions  is  one  to  the  eflFect  that  the  practitioner,  if  a  grad- 
uate, shall  present  the  diploma  of  a  college  in  **good  standing'*; 
and  it  devolves  upon  this  Board,  by  the  terms  of  the  law,  to  de- 
termine what  colleges  are,  and  what  are  not,  in  **good  standing,'^ 
Only  the  graduates  of  such  —with  exceptions  not  pertinent  for  con- 
sideration in  this  connection  —may  practice  medicine  in  Illinois,  no 
matter  what  rights  the  laws  of  another  State  may  confer  in  that 
State. 

It  has  seemed  necessary  to  say  this  at  the  present  time — without 
any  special  reference  to  the  president  of  the  St.  Louis  Eclectic — 
for  the  reason,  among  others,  tliat  it  is  a  matter  of  importance  to 
the  student  of  medicine,  intenduig  to  practice  in  this  State,  that 
he  pursues  his  studies  at  colleges  which  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  Board. 

Professional  Decorum. 

Attention  is  occasionally  called  to  certificates,  testimonials,  etc., 
purporting  to  be  signed  by  reputable  physicians,  and  published  by 
the  proprietors  of  patent  medicines,  nostrums  and  appliances. 
Where  these  bear  the  signature  of  any  of  those  holding  our  cer- 
tificates, I  do  not  hesitate  to  address  the  writer  in  the  interest  of 
professional  decorum  and  propriety,  as  well  as  in  that  of  the  pub- 
lic. As  a  rule,  such  testimonials  are  given  without  due  considera- 
tion, and  are  used  for  purposes  not  contemplated  by  the  writers. 
As  one  of  them  says,  in  the  last  reply  received,  in  answer  to  a  re- 
cent letter  of  mine,  **The  fact  is.  I  never  gave  the  matter  a  thought, 
but  will  be  more  discreet  in  the  future." 

When  the  Board  first  began  its  labors  such  breaches  of  profes- 
sional decorum,  as  well  as  a  large  class  of  other  offences — which 
were  usually  submitted  for  adjudication  or  discipline  to  the  various 
medical  societies,  or  else  went  uncorrected — were  much  more  numerous 
than  now.  Whenever  brought  to  my  notice  it  has  been  my  custom 
to  simply  call  the  attention  of  the  offender  to  the  fact,  without  any 
unnecessary  publicity;  and  as  a  rule,  subject  to  very  few  excep- 
tions, this  has  proved  quite  sufficient  to  secure   an  abandonment  of

the  objectiouable  practiceB.  I  think  it  is  very  generally  admitted 
that  there  has  been  a  marked  improvement  of  the  medical  profes- 
sion in  IllinoiB,  in  this  respect,  within  the  past  few  years. 

SmaU-Pox. 

Since  the  18th  inst.,  there  has  been  no  case  of  Bmall-pox  in  the 
State — the  first  time  that  it  has  been  entirely  free  from  the  disease 
since  November,  1879.  Duriog  the  quarter,  reports  of  cases  have 
been  received  from  Streator,  LaSalle  county;  Trenton,  Clinton 
county;  Robinson,-  Crawford  county;  Belleville,  8t.  Clair  county; 
Mound  Junction,  Pulaski  county,  and  Highland,  Madison  county. 
It  will  be  noted  that,  with  the  exception  of  Streator,  these  places 
are  all  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  State.  The  cases  at  Trenton, 
Bdlleville  and  Highland  came  direct  from  St.  Louis,  and  those  at 
Mouad  Junction  occurred  among  two  families  of  destitute  negroes, 
the  contagion  attributed  to  steamboat  hands.  There  was  no  spread 
of  the  disease,  and  the  victims  were  all  unvaccinated.  At  Streator 
the  outbreak  was  more  serious — a  total  of  21  cases  with  five  deaths 
occurring  butween  March  29  and  June  4.  The  contagion  is  at- 
tributed by  some  to  the  same  German  immigrant,  Fritz  Bocker, 
who  spread  the  disease  through  Grundy  and  LaSalle  counties  in 
February  and  March  last,  as  reported  at  the  April  meeting;  by 
others  it  is  attributed  to  a  pack  peddler.  Of  the  21  cases,  1'2  had 
never  been  vaccinated  (the  first  8  cases  occurred  among  these;}  4 
adults  hdd  been  vaccinated  in  infancy  or  childhood  only.  The  5 
deaths  occurred  among  the  12  unvaccinated.  The  actual  cost  of 
the  outbreak  was  $5,703.25,  and  the  loss  to  common  carriers,  busi- 
ness, labor,  etc.,  is  variously  estimated  at  from  $15,000  to  ?20,000. 

The  outbreak  at  Robinson  was  marked  by  some  sensational  fea* 
tures,  with  which  the  Board  is  probably  familiar,  but  which  may 
he  here  briefly  rehearsed  for  the  purpose  of  calling  attention,  both 
that  of  the  profession  and  of  tlie  public,  to  an  obvious  duty  of  the 
attending  physician,  no  less  than  of  a  sanitary  officer,  whenever 
suspicion  is  aroused  that  a  given  case  may  be  of  a  contagious 
nature- 

The  facts,  as  narrated  by  the  attending  physician,  Dr.  T.  N. 
Rafferty,  of  Robinson,  are  as  follows :

Desf>.  Of  these.  Lizzie  Youncr  had  been  vaocinated  eiirht  years  airo.  and  Mrs.  ifo(-«be 
some  twenty  years  aeo.  Both  had  verr  mild  varioloid;  one  liad  two  itoekM.  the  other  flve. 
none  on  tlie  face  in  either  cubo.  Mrs.  Kellar  hud  spurioiiB  vaooine  aisea««e  a  namber  of 
years  hso.  and  waH  vaccinated  when  it  was  ascertained  lier  husband  had  vakrloia.  with 
the  effect  of  modifying;  the  disease  to  some  extent,  althoush  she  was  veir  sick,  bat  it 
now  convalescent. 

Dr.  Bafferty  writes  that  in  this  case  the  vaccination  that  "took" 
was  not  performed  until  seven  days  before  the  initial  variola  fever 
set  in.  Tiie  little  girl  was  unvaccinated  until  after  her  exposure, 
but  the  disease  in  her  case  was  greatly  modified,  and  of  short  da- 
ration.  These  nine  cases,  with  two  deaths,  constitute  the  extent  of 
the  outbreak,  and  were  all  in  the  two  houses  where  the  disease  first 
occurred.  Very  naturally  there  was  intense  excitement  in  Robinson 
and  vicinity;  the  town  is  said  to  have  been  almost  depopulated, 
public  schools  were  closed  and  business  suspended.  On  referring 
to  the  Vaccination  Returns  from  Crawford  county,  it  was  found  that 
the  School  Vaccination  Order  of  the  I^oakd  had  been  very  imper- 
fectly complied  with.  Instructions,  with  new  sets  of  blanks,  etc., 
were  at  once  forwarded  to  the  county  superintendent,  and  the  au- 
thorities  were  advised  that  the  (closure  of  the  schools  would  be 
entirely  unnecessary  if  the  scholars  were  properly  protected  by  vac- 
cination. 

The  antecedent  history  of  Susan  Young*s  case  shows  that  she 
was  attending  a  private  boarding  school  for  music  in  Cincinnati; 
that  after  an  absence  of  some  days  in  Kentucky  she  returned  to 
the  school,  was  taken  ill,  developing  symptoms  which  led  to  a 
diagnosis  of  purpura  hemorrhagica — the  diagnosis  being  concurred 
in  by  two  consulting  physicians — was  treated  for  purpura,  and  died 
on  the  eighth  day.  It  transpires  that  the  ])ossibility  of  the  case 
being  one  of  purpura  variolosa,  or  hemorrhagic  small-pox,  was  dis- 
cussed, but  not  accepted ;  and  that  consequently  no  restrictive 
measure,  no  isolation  of  the  patient,  no  revaccination  of  the  other 
inmates  of  the  house,  was  resorted  to.  Within  two  weeks  after  her 
death  two  of  these  inmates  were  attacked  with  what  was  finally 
recognized  as  small-pox,  and  subsequently  a  tliird  case  developed — 
one  of  the  three  dying  of  purpura  variolosa,  or  hemorrhagic  small- 
pox. 

Diagnosis  of  Contagious  Diseases, 

These  unfortunate  results  of  a  mistaken  diagnosis  have  naturally 
attracted  considerable  attention  fnmi  both  the  secular  and  the  med- 
ical press.  One  of  the  latter,  in  an  elaborate  editorial  defense  of 
the  attending  physician  and  his  counsel,  points  out  that,  **If.  in- 
stead of  inciting  to  ill-timed  and  meaningless  revenge,  the  various 
journals,  wliich  have  found  great  pleasure  in  defaming,  had  spent 
their  energies  in  showing  the  public  the  necessity  for  repeated  vac- 
cination, the  value  of  this  preventive  method,  and  the  dangers  that 
are  incurred,  particularly  in  such  places  as  ])rivate  schools,  by  want 
of  attention  to  this  particular,  then  the  lesson  taught  by  this  out- 
break of  variola  might  have  been  highly  useful." 
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While  deprecating  the  unjust  censure  heaped  upon  the  physicians, 
this  journal  is,  however,  forced  to  admit  that  they  **were  not  al- 
together blameless  in  the  matter.'*  It  was  stated  that  in  their  con- 
sultation they  had  discussed  the  possibility  of  the  illness  being 
purpura  variolosa.  *'If  such  a  discussion  occurred,  and  doubt  ex- 
isted, then  it  was  their  duty  to  take  every  precaution  by  excluding 
their  patient  from  any  manner  of  intercourse  with  her  friends,  and 
by  personally  satisfying  themselves  that  the  other  inmates  had  re- 
ceived adequate  protection.  It  should  warn  all  practitioners  that, 
in  case  of  doubt,  the  wiser  plan  is  always  to  act  on  the  supposition 
of  greatest  contagion,  by  whicii  no  harm  can  be  done  and  many 
persons  may  be  saved  from  serious  danger.'* 

I  wish  to  add  that  it  is  not  only  the  **wiser  plan,"  but  it  is  the 
positive  duty,  both  of  the  practitioner  and  the  sanitarian,  to  resolve 
any  doubt  which  may  arise  or  be  suggested,  with  reference  to  such 
a  disease  as  small-pox,  in  favor  of  the  community  rather  than  of 
the  individual.  This  has  been  my  invariable  rule  during  the  entire 
term  of  my  oj£cial  existence  as  a  sanitarian,  and  it  is  one  which 
I  have  always  enjoined  upon  my  subordinates.  While  Sanitary 
Superintendent  of  Chicago,  instances  frequently  came  to  my  notice 
where  the  most  serious  results  followed  a  departure  from  this  rule ; 
but  I  never  knew  of  any  serious  harm  resulting  from  its  observance. 

The  frequent  diflSculty  of  diagnosis  in  the  early  eruptive  stage  of 
small-pox  only  adds  to  the  importance  of  such  precaution.  I  nave 
known  even  a  professor  of  dermatology  to  be  deceived  by  some  illy- 
defined  cases  of  measles  in  the  early  stage,  and  to  take  very  radi- 
cal measures  concerning  them,  based  upon  a  small-pox  diagnosis. 
This  is  not  cited  invidiously,  nor  did  the  mistake  reflect  upon  the 
skill  or  attainments  of  the  professor.  It  is  sometimes  simply  im- 
possible to  make  a  positive  diagnosis,  especially  in  the  initial  stages ; 
and  yet  patients  may  even  then  give  rise  to  infection.  So  that  it 
is  an  imperative  duty,  where  doubt  exists,  to  act  on  the  positive 
assumption,  and  not  on  the  negative,  until  the  developments  resolve 
the  doubt. 

Such  a  course  is  not  always  easy  or  pleasant  to  follow.  Abuse, 
misrepresentation,  imputation  of  unworthy  motives,  of  professional 
ignorance  or  jealousy,  not  seldom  result.  Nor  is  it  always  neces- 
sary that  the  facts  should  square  with  the  charges  of  the  assailants, 
as  is  shown  in  the  history  of  a  case  which  was  recently  cited  by  a 
misinformed  member  of  the  General  Assembly  on  the  floor  of  the 
House.    I  refer  to  what  is  known  as 


**The  Springfield  Jail  Case,*' 

a  matter  which  has  furnished  occasion  for  much  misrepresentation 
and  abuse,  but  which  I  have  hitherto  refrained  from  noticing,  since 
these  annoyances  were  largely  personal,  and  aimed  at  me  indi- 
vidually. Its  revival,  however,  in  the  shape  of  a  weapon  with 
which  to  attack  the  Board,  calls  for  a  plain  statement  of  the  facts. 

One  evening,  sometime  in  July,  1880,  I  was  informed  by  one  of 
the  prominent  physicians  of  Springfield  that  there  was  a  case  of 
smaU-pox  in  the  county  jail,  and  was  requested  to  accompany  him 
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for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  diagnosis.  I  at  once  Bresented,  and 
together  we  proceeded  to  the  jail.  Before  entering  the  building, 
however,  we  were  informed  that  an  old  small-pox  nurse  had  also 
seen  the  patient,  had  pronounced  it  small  pox,  had  been  engaged  to 
take  charge  of  the  case,  and  that  preparations  had  been  made  for 
the  removal  of  the  patient  to  the  small-pox  hospital.  Entering  the 
cell  I  proceeded  to  make  an  examination  by  the  light  of  a  lamp,  it 
having  then  become  quite  dark.  There  was  a  profuse  eruption 
upon  the  face  and  neck,  but  not  markedly  characteristic.  I  there- 
fore proceeded  to  examine  the  chest,  and,  immediately  upon  expos- 
inj,'  the  thorax,  remarked,  **that  looks  typical" — referring  to  the 
eruption,  which  certainly  was,  in  this  region,  sufficiently  well- 
marked.  From  the  officers  of  the  jail  it  was  learned  that  the  man 
had  been  complaining  some  days,  and  for  about  forty-eight  hoars 
previous  to  the  appearance  of  the  eruption  had  had  considerable 
fever    and    seemed    to    suffer   intensely.     The   eruption    was    quite 

feneral,  extending  to  the  scrotum  and  even  to  the  soles  of  the  feet, 
'or  all  sanitary  purposes  the  evidence  was  quite  enouch  to  warrant 
the  steps  already  taken  for  the  immediate  removal  of  such  a  sus- 
picious case  from  a  crowded  jail  sweltering  in  the  midsummer  beat. 

My  curiosity,  however,  was  aroused  as  to  the  origin  of  the  case. 
No  small-pox  was  known  to  exist  in  the  vicinity  and  the  subject 
had  been  in  confhiemont  for  several  months.  I,  therefore,  pro- 
ceeded, in  company  with  the  ])liysician  al)ove  referred  to,  to  the 
turnkey's  room  and  questioned  him  on  tliis  point.  There  was  also 
present,  during  this  interview  with  the  turnkey,  another  Springfield 
physician,  and  both  of  those  gentlemen  lieard  the  conversation 
which  followed.  Failing  to  get  any  light  upon  tlie  probable  origin. 
1  cautioned  the  turnkey  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  keep  a  strict 
watch  upon  the  patient.  My  own  interest  in  this  was,  of  course, 
purely  professional.  If  it  was  a  genuine  case  of  variola — which, 
notwithstanding  the  obscurity  of  its  origin,  there  seemed  no  reason 
to  doubt — it  was  highly  important  the  fellow  should  not  be  allowed 
to  escape  and  spread  the  contagion.  Such  cases  had  occurred,  under 
my  own  observation,  in  Chicago,  and  this  knowledge  made  me 
solicitous  that  it  should  not  occur  in  this  case.  To  the  turnkey, 
however,  I  stated  that  while  the  eruption  certainly  looked  suspicious 
it  would  not  do  to  be  too  confident;  that  prisoners  sometimes  used 
croton  oil  or  tartar  emetic  for  the  purpose  of  producing  an  eruption 
which  resembled  that  of  small-pox,  and  under  cover  of  the  simu- 
lated disease  managed  to  effect  thoir  escape.  Such  an  argument, 
addressed  to  a  jail  officer,  I  thought  better  calculated  to  secure 
proper  vigilance  than  one  based  on  sanitary  considerations  only. 
With  a  final  admonition  as  to  the  necessity  of  watchfulness,  and 
approval  of  the  steps  taken  to  secure  the  protetrtion  of  the  other 
inmates,  I  left  the  jail,  and  the  same  night  proceeded  to  Chicago 
in  accordance  with  a  previous  arrangement.  The  next  day  the  case 
was  removed  to  the  small-pox  hospital  in  charge  of  the  nurse,  and 
the  following  night  made  good  his  escape  while  the  nurse  was  asleep. 

My  connection  with  the  matter  began,  continued  and  ended  as 
above  stated.  1  think  it  needs  no  defense  or  apology.  Were  the 
same  conditions  to  again  arise  I  should  pursue  the  same  course 
again.      But   the   facts   have   been  so  distorted  by  those  having  a 
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purpose  to  subserve,  and  the  conclusions  thence  derived  are  so 
grossly  unjust  and  injurious,  that  it  has  seemed  to  me  proper  to 
take  the  occasion  of  their  recent  employment,  for  •  the  purpose  of 
adversely  affecting  legislation  on  public-health  matters,  to  make 
this  formal  statement. 

Glanders. 

A  few  days  prior  to  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  the  first  infor- 
mation concerning  what  has  since  proven  to  be  a  wide-spread  out- 
break of  glanders  was  received.  As  detailed  in  my  report  at  that 
meeting,  the  State  Veterinarian  was  specially  commissioned  under 
the  authority  of  the  Board,  and  after  consultation  with  the  Gov- 
ernor, to  visit  the  infected  localities  and  institute  the  necessary 
measures  for  the  suppression  of  the  disease.  In  each  case  he  was 
furnished  a  letter  of  instruction,  in  which,  after  informing  him  of 
the  infected  locality,  he  was  authorized,  in  the  event  that  he  found 
the  report  well  founded,  to  aid  the  local  health  authorities, — town 
board  or  county  commissioners,  as  the  case  might  he— by  giving  all 
needed  directions  and  advice  concerning  the  destruction  of  animals 
actually  suffering  with  the  disease ;  the  quarantine  of  those  that  had 
been  exposed;  and  the  disposition  of  infected  property,  such  as 
buildings,   harness,  halters,   stable  utensils,  fences,   sheds,  hitching 

Sosts,  watering  troughs,  etc.  He  was  also  requested  to  furnish  a 
etailed  report  of  the  state  of  affairs  as  found  in  each  locality  and 
a  statement  of  his  action.  Up  to  the  middle  of  June  he  had  thus 
visited  infected  localities  in  Whiteside,  Perry,  Jackson,  Piatt,  Ford, 
Livingston  and  McLean  counties,  at  a  total  expense  to  the  Board 
of  $212.13,  which  amount  will  be  a  charge  upon  the  contingent 
fund  for  the  suppression  of  epidemic  contagious  diseases,  this  use 
of  the  fund  having  been  promptly  approved  of  by  the  Governor. 
So  far  as  it  is  possible  to  judge  at  this  date,  the  results  of  the  work 
thus  far  done  have  been  successful. 

The  text  of  Dr.  Paaren's  report  on  the  Genesee  township  (White- 
side county)  outbreak  is  herewith  submitted:

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  dated  April  11th. 
1883.  that  I  report  to  ihe  Board  of  Health  of  Genesee  Township.  Whiteside  County.  Illinois. 
I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  the  foUowins  statement,  embodyiniBr  the  result  of  my 
YiBit  to  that  place:— 

On  April  13th.  together  with  Dr.  Trumbower.  veterinary  sureeon.  of  Sterlins.  Illinois, 
I  left  for  Coleta.  distant  about  thirteen  miles  from  Sterling.  I  there  met  in  consultation 
two  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  townnhip.  W.  C.  Hurless,  esq.,  justice  of  the 
peace,  and  8.  R.  Cobb.  ei>q..  clerk  of  the  township:  the  third  memberof  the  said  Board  beinigr 
absent  from  Coleta.  The  infected  farm  of  the  late  Wellin(?ton  Conaway.  distant  about  a 
mile  and  a  half  from  Coleta.  was  visited  the  same  afternoon.  While  all  the  dwellinffs  and 
outhouses  on  the  farms  for  miles  around  bear  evidence  of  prosperity  and  crood  taste,  the 
dwelling  and  outhouses  of  the  Conawav  farm.  Ions  before  it  was  reached,  were  remarka- 
ble by  a  very  conspicuous  contrast  to  all  the  others.  On  one  side  of  the  public  highway,  and 
about  seventy-flve  feet  distant  from  the  latter,  stands  a  dwelling,  two  stories  hisrh.  and  cov- 
ering a  space  of  about 25x60  feet,  the  length  of  the  building  being  parallel  with  the  highway. 
The  floor  of  the  bulldlne  is  rained  about  two  feet  from  the  surrounding  surface,  and  there 
is  a  cellar  underneath,  full  of  putrid  and  decaying  animal  and  vegetable  matter,  skeletons 
of  hoes.  dogs.  etc..  evidently  the  accuraiiUtions  of  years.  A  strong,  penetrating,  inde- 
scribable odor  pervaded  the  dingy  and  filthy  rooms  in  the  house,  in  spite  of  a  very  recent 
sham  performance  of  disinfection  with  chloride  of  lime,  which  was  said  to  have  been 
sprinkled  here  and  there,  but  perhaps  only  in  the  room  that  was  occupied  by  the  deceased 
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father  and  8on  during  thef  r  brlof  nioeB**.  The  adjticent  room^.  and  the  rooms  up  stain, 
weiw  ocou[>ie(i  hy  tho  widow  and  abour  half  adozno  ohildrt»n  of  both  sezeH.  varrlnff  froa 
alMiut  sfx  to  over  twenty  ycarft  old.  'rhHdw»*llinK  is  oiieof  thnold  laiKlmarka  of  the  town- 
ship. b"inK  upward**  of  forty  yf^ar^  old  and  It  h.-i'^  evidently  for  laaov  yuara  back  rMcefT«d 
no  (>th»>r  repairs  tlian  niich  as  were  most  nf t*essnry  to  ward  u(T  the  worM  (if  wind  and  wet.

charfire  from  both  nostrils.  8ame  precautionary  measures  ordered  as  above  stated.  No. 
8.— Bay  (reldlni?,  three  years  old,  owned  by  wm.  J.  Howe,  knpt  at  Joseph  Bushman's 
farm;  had  Klif^ht  enlarfirement  of  the  right  .submaxillary  iympathics.  slight  tumefaction  of 
the  nasal  membranes  on  both  sides.  Bame  precautionary  measures  ordered  as  above 
stated.  No.  9.— Grey  geldiog.  four  years  old.  owned  by  Henry  B.  Bushman,  kept  at  the 
samn  «ibove-mentioned  place.  Had  slight  thickening  of  the  nasal  mucous  membranes, 
swelling  and  tenderness  of  tendinous  bursas  of  the  fetlock  of  the  left  fore-leg.  Hame  pre- 
cautionary measures  ordered  as  above  stated.  No.  10.— Brown  Ally,  one  year  old,  owned 
by  Joseph  Dietz;  manife.stpd  enlarg^^ment  of  the  submaxillary  lymphatics  on  the  left  side, 
somewhat  adherent  to  thn  bone,  and  thickening  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  ala  of  the 
nose  on  the  corresponding  side.  Same  precautionary  measures  ordered  as  above  stated. 
No.  11  —Gray  mare,  owned  by  George  W.  Remage,  Bl.  D..  of  Coleta.  Manifested  infiltra- 
tion of  The  nasal  mucous  membrane  on  both  sides,  tr)gethptr  with  a  slight  puckored  rough- 
ness; granular  aspect  of  the  inferior  surface's  of  the  alee  of  the  nose;  also,  some  charactHr- 
istic  enlargement  of  the  lymphatic  submaxillary  glands  on  the  left  side.  History:— Dr. 
Kemage  bought  this  gray  mare,  at  three  years  of  age,  of  Wellington  Conaway.  in  the  fall 
of  1881.  Soon  afterwards  there  appeared  an  enlargement  of  the  submaxillary  lymphatic 
glands,  with  subsequent  suppurating  abscess.  After  the  abscess  had  healed  she  was  ap- 
parently well.  Exposing  her  to  stormy  and  wet  weather  she  caught  cold  and  discharged 
very  profusely  from  both  nostrils.  Mr.  Conaway  took  her  back  for  treatment,  on  or  about 
the  1st  of  December,  1881.  allowing  her  to  run  at  large  among  his  other  horses.  In  the 
spring  of  1H82.  she  was  extremely  poor  in  flesh,  but  she  was  allowed  to  remain  on  the  Con- 
away farm  until  the  first  week  in  November,  when  the  owner  took  her  home,  and  found 
her  not  entirely  free  from  a  nasal  discharge.  At  the  present  date,  April  14th.  188H.  she  is 
Infairflesh.  Ordered  secluded;  not  to  be  used  by  the  doctor  for  any  purpose  whatever 
during  sixty  days,  or  longer,  if  necessary,  and  not  to  be  sold  or  disposed  of  otherwise. 
No.  12.— Horrel  stallion,  aged  fourteen  years,  owned  by  the  late  Wellington  Conaway. 
No.  13.— Bay  mare,  aged  fourteen;  same  owner.  No.  14.— Bay  gelding,  aged  five  years, 
same  owner.  No.  15.— Old  bay  horse,  broken  winded;  same  owner.  No.  16.— 8«»rrel  geld- 
ing, aged  two  yeHrs;  same  owner.  No.  17.— Sorrel  gelding,  aged  one  year;  same  owner. 
History:— Nos.  12 to  17.  Inclusive,  were  continually  exposed  to  the  glandered  and  con- 
demned horses,  during  the  past  eight  months,  or  longer,  by  running  at  large  on  the 
owner's  farm.  While  none  of  these  six  animals  show  any  decided  symptoios  of  glanders 
at  present,  they  are.  however,  ordered  to  be  kept  secluded,  under  surveillance,  and  the 
widow  of  the  late  Wellington  Conaway  is  ordered  not  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  them 
during  sixty  days,  or  longer,  if  found  necessary.         •         *         * 


Clinical  History  of  Four  Cmes  of  Glanders* 

Was  requested,  on  May  31. 1882.  by  Mr.  Jo<«6ph  Detwiller.  residing  three  miles  east  of 
Sterling,  Whiteside  county.  111.,  to  call  and  examine  his  horses.  The  following  abstracts 
from  case  book  will  explain  their  condition,  etc.: 

No.  1.— Bay  horse,  nine  years  old.  bought  of  Mr.  Harding  early  in  the  spring;  presented 
enlargementof  the  left  submaxillary  lymphatic  glands,  a  viscid  and  purulent  discharge 
from  thn  nostril  of  the  corresponding  side.  No.  2— Bay  hors^.  four  years  old;  swelling 
along  the  course  of  the  lymphatics;  tumefacti'>n  and  t-enderness  of  the  »ight  side  of  the 
face  and  cheek,  together  with  considerable  enlargement  of  the  submaxillary  lymphatics. 
Does  not  eat  well,  and  has  considerable  fever.  No.  3.— Roan  mare,  seven  years  old;  slight 
discharge  from  both  nostril**;  nodular  small  circumscribed  tumors  along  the  upper  lip,  on 
the  right  side  of  the  nose.  No  enlargement  of  the  submaxillary  lymphaMcs.  No.  4.— Gray 
gelding,  twelve  or  fifteen  years  old;  does  not  eat  well;  has  several  small  clrcum'*eribed, 
nodular  tumors  on  the  upper  lip.  and  on  the  side  of  the  face.  No  enlargement  of  the  sub- 
maxillary lymphatics. 

TVpafm^m^*- Prescribed  arsenical  tonics  and  alteratives.    On  June  3d.  found: 

No.  1  had  several  small  glanders  nodules  appearing  on  the  nasal  septum;  losing  flesh 
rapidly.  No.  2  had  swelling  on  the  right  side  of  the  face  increasing,  and  had  several 
small,  circumscribed  tumors  make  their  appearance.  No.  3  had  several  of  the  nodular 
tumors  becoming  soft;  opened  one  of  them  and  cauterized  th«  cavities.  No.  4.— The 
tumors  on  the  lip  had  formed  abscesses,  which  were  opened,  and  more  abscesses  were  in 
process  of  formation;  the  submaxillary  lymphatics  on  the  left  side  now  also  were  some- 
what enlarged.   The  abscesses  were  cauterized. 

Internal  treatment  continued,  and  prescribed  nasal  injection  of  a  weak  solution  of 
chloride  of  zinc,  to  be  used  on  horse  No.  1,  daily.  On  June  5fh.  all  four  cases  about  the 
same,  except  No.  1.  which  now  manifested  unmistakable  symptoms  of  glanders.  On  June 
loth  No.  1  was  ordered  to  be  destroyed,  together  with  his  harness,  halter,  &c..  and  to  b^

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burled;  all  of  which  was  immediately  carried  out  by  the  owner.  No.  2.— The  submaxllUur 
lymphatic  fflands  of  the  riifht  Hide  ealarffed  to  tU»)  size  of  a  hpn'seffflT.  very  seoBltire.  no 
evidence  of  8uppuriitlon;  nmall  tumorn  on  the  riffht  Ride  had  now  undergone  supparatioa 
and  ruptured;  the  lutt<»r  were  cauterized.  PreHcribnd  unst.  hydrars  binlodid.  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  enlarged  Hubmaxlllary  ffian<lH.  No.  .")— Ulcora  preHentlair  a  healthy  f^raoQla- 
Uon;  very  nliffht  onlarffement  of  the  riKht  submaxillary  lymphatic  glands.  Mo.  4.— Uleers 
doinR  well:  glands  about  the  same  as  on  the  3d  of  June. 

Visited  afi:aln  on  the  14th.  19th  and  27th.  and  found  all  urndually  improving,  except  No. 
2.  which  I  considered  so  badly  afTHCt(*d  by  tru*^  Klandnrs  that  I  did  not  want  to  treut  him 
any  lontrer.  Theowncr  requested  mo  t«>  lukH  him  to  my  own  stable  to  treat  him.  but  I 
refused  to  do  si>.  Accompanied  by  Mr.  JhMwlllor.  1  saw  this  horse  airain  on  the  Conawar 
farm,  on  the  LSth  of  March.  I8«l.  .Mr.  i>t>twtll(*r  and  myself  ur»r«Hi  .Mr.  Ooaaway  to  kill  the 
hors»».  upon  my  statement  that  he  wa**  iflandenMl.  ami  that  hv  could  never  reoovwr  from 
the  <lls<Mi'4P.  The  nose.  lips,  autl  submaxillary  ^pace  w«*ro  tMiorniou(«ly  swollen;  the  nasal 
cavities  studdeii  ever  witn  ulf  t?r>«.  and.  owIuk  to  th>>  swHlllnfC.  the  horse  was  unable  to  eat 
Mr.  Conaway  rofiided  t«>  kill  iiim.  stating  that  the  swollinff  was  all  due  to  (iecaylnir  teeih. 
and  that  he  could  yet  effect  a  cure  of  thn  horse.  At  that  saiiio  time.  I  also  exaniiued  two 
other  horses,  then  on  the  Conaway  farm,  and  informed  Mr.  (.-onaway  and  his  fHmily  that 
the^e  two  horses  were  infected  with  »;landers.  and  that  if  Mr.  Conaway  would  not  kiU 
them,  he  should  at  least  keep  them  in  a  stable  separate  from  hisother  hor>ea.  He  laui;h«d 
at  me.  saylnff  "thfy  only  have  a  slight  cold."  One  of  these  ht>rses  I  conderantnl  on  the 
2d  of  April,  and  he  was  shot  on  the  <ith  of  tho  san:e  month.  The  other  horae  whh  con- 
demned by  Dr.  N.  H.  Paaren  on  the  Uth.  and  wa-^  shot  onth'*  14th  of  April.  The  Detwtller 
horse  was  shot  on  the  30th  of  March,  by  order  of  the  physicians  who  attended  to  Mr. 
Wellington  Conaway.  who  meanwhile  had  become  diseased  wlthtflanders  htmaelf. 


Clinical    Hhtory  of  Fatal    Cases  of   Contatjious    Glanders    {Equinia 

Glnndulosa)  in  the  Human  Subject  * 

On  Sunday.  March  11. 1  was  called  to  see  George  Conaway.  aized  17  yearp  and  23  days, 
son  of  WellinflTton  Conaway.  a  farmur.  liviriff  aboiir  a  mile  and  a  half  from  Coleta.  Gene- 
see township,  Whiteside  county.  Ill  He  had  consider  ible  fever,  complained  of  headache, 
and  tliere  was  a  difTused  tuniffactlon  on  tht^  'forelnMul  over  thit  ritfht  frontal  ainus.  Uls 
symptoms  resembled  those  *)t  eatarrhal  fever,  and  an  epiiiemic  of  that  kind  waa  at  that 
time  prevailinfc  in  this  part  of  the  (••.•untry. 

On  March  12  the  symptom:*  were  atrurr.ivated:  the  swelling  nf  the  frontal  reirlon  had 
increased.  The  parents  believi'd  that  the  disease  was  eryhi[M»!as:  but  •ilscoloratlou.  etc.. 
as  in  that  disea-^e.  were  wanilni;.    Thert^  was  no  dischari;i'  from  the  nose. 

On  March  13  the  case  passed  into  the  han«l«»  of  Uobt?rt  Merh»'rson,M.  D.,  who  informed 
nie  that  the  swelllntj  of  the  forehead  h:i<I  inen-aserl  ancl  ext»Mide<i  to  the  nose,  cheeks  and 
litis.  The  eyi'lids  were  aiso  much  swollen,  and  were  closed.  The  Klands  of  the  left  side 
of  the  neck  were  much  swollen. 

T  saw  the  boy  a^ain  on  Tuesday.  Man-h  2<».  an«l  found  pustules,  bulla;  and  tubercles  on 
variou*^  parts  of  the  bo<ly  and  limbs.  (iant;p>ne  liad  al-^o  set  in  on  the  face,  cheeks  and 
forehead,  which  parts  s»»en)e(l  iM>mp|i«tely  inlUtrat«>d  with  pus.  I'he  tuhefcles  and  pus- 
tules had  in  some  places  l>e;;(iii  to  Lireak  down  an  iili»char»;e;  and  a  pr«)fu^e  purul*>ut  dis- 
charge came  from  the  nose.  There  was  also  an  t»xcesslve  perspiration  of  an  ofr*«nsive 
odor  present.  Respiration  was  laliored:  the  voici*  was  Inst;  the  action  of  the  heart  was 
rapidly  failing.  PVom  tlit>  be»:lnnin»?the  patient  pref«'.rred  to  r>'st  in  a  prone  position,  and 
was  very  njstless  from  pain  in  the  head.  About  the  -Juth  of  Mareh  he  preferred  a  supine 
position.  He  seome<l  to  have  his  full  s(inses.  but  from  iln»  be^innln^;.  and  until  the  case 
became  very  much  afrcravated.  he  could  speak  only  in  a  whisper.  About  March  2ii  coma 
ensued,  and  this  be(;ame  t^radualiy  more  profound,  until  he  passed  away  on  the  next  day. 
He  was  buried  on  March  'J2. 


On  March  23  the  father.  Wellington  (-onaway.  atfed  ri  years,  was  taken  ill.  In  fa«!t,  the 
day  before,  at  the  burial  of  his  son,  he  complained  of  beln*?  unwell.  Robert  MoPhernon. 
M.  D.,  who  was  called  in.  diaKno.sed  pleurisy,  and  treati;d  the  case  as  such  until  March  9t, 

On  March  29  I  had  an  interview  with  Dr.  Taylor,  and  apprised  him  of  my  ausplcton 
that  this  case  was  one  of  firlanders;  my  belief  beintf  based  on  the  fact  that  several  run- 
niiiK  sores  had  appeared  on  the  bo<ly  and  limbs  of  the  patient.  1  saw  the  casn  on  the  SiHh. 
in  company  with  Dr.  ScKur,  a  partner  of  Dr.  Tavlor.  On  'ho  2i>th  a  hard,  diffuHed.  swell- 
ing had  appeared  over  the  lett  eyebrow.  The  tubercles  and  pustules  which  had  appeared 
on  the  body  and  limbs  varied  in  size,  some  of  them  being  as  large  as  filberts.  They  were 
breaking  down  hero  and  there,  and  the  discharge  was  purulent,  bloody  and  ichorous  on 
the  30th. 

On  Sunday.  April  Ist.  Drs.  Taylor,  McPherson.  i?reas  and  Remage  met  in  consultation, 
and  all  agreed  that  the  case  was  one  of  glander^^.  On  this  day  the  swelling  on  the  fore- 
head had  much  in<^reased.  and  un  aqueous  fluid  was  sweating  out  from  it.  His  mind  was 
now  wandering,  with  occasional  lucid  Intervals:  the  volee  was  hu^ky,  and  the  fever  had 
assumed  a  low  typhoid  type.  He  complained  of  no  pain,  and  said  li»i  felt  quite  comfort- 
able. Up  to  this  time  t  here  had  been  no  nasal  discharge;  the  eyelids  were  not  inflltrated 
and  his  eyes  stared  wide  open. 

On  April  2d.  in  the  afternoon,  dissolution  wa**  evidently  rapidly  approaching:  there 
was  now  present  a  copious  diseharge  from  the  nose  of  a  characteristic  purulent.  tenMcious 
and  sticky  or  gluey  nature.     Coma  had  appeared  and  wais  increasing.     The  excrements

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were  pafased  involuntarily,  and  there  now  wa8,  as  in  the  case  of  the  son,  an  ezcessiye 
perspiration,  of  a  very  offensive  odor;  in  fact,  the  most  horrible  stench  prevaded  the 
room  occupied  by  the  patient,  who  died  on  April  2. 

It  is  believed  that,  by  attendiniT  in  a  very  careless  manner  upon  his  son.  the  father 
■contracted  the  disease  from  him.

The  undersiflrned,  N.  H.  Paaren.  M.  D.,  State  Yeterinnrian,  represent! oflr  the  Btatb 
Board  of  Health,  by  virtue  of  a  ftpecial  appointment,  dated  Hprincrfleld.  111.,  April  U. 
1883.  by  the  RH id  Board,  has  this  day,  after  a  ciirHful  Hurvey  and  iu^pectiun,  conducted 
durint;  the  13th  and  14th  of  the  present  month,  advised  the  sanitary  measur«^s  hnreinafter 
stated,  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Town  Board  of  Health  of  Genesee  Township,  Whiteside 
County,  Illinois,  vis: 

Isf.  That  the  Town  Board  of  Health  cause  the  dwell! Dflr- house  o<*cup!ed  by  the  Cona- 
way  family,  in  the  township  and  county  aforesaid,  to  be  immediately  vacated,  and  a 
thorough  cleausinfl:  and  disinfection  instituted  and  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  a 
physician. 

2t.d.  That  five  of  the  horses,  owned  and  kept  by  the  Conaway  family,  be  Immediately 
appraised,  destroyed  and  buried  deeply  in  the  ground,  distant  forty  rods  from  the  public 
hiKhway. 

Srd.  That  the  whole  of  the  stables  in  which  the  said  five  horses  were  kept,  together 
with  the  harness,  halters  and  stable  utensils,  be  appraised  and  burned. 

4th.  That  all  of  the  fencing,  together  with  the  fence-posts,  for  a  distance  of  400  feet 
•along  each  side  of  the  public  highway,  also  the  fencing  around  the  barn-yard,  and  all 
the  loose  boards  and  railing,  and  the  watering-trough,  be  appraised  and  burned. 

5th.  That  all  the  hitching-posts  and  railing  on  both  sides  of  the  streets  of  the  village 
of  Coleta.  as  well  hs  the  hitcning-posts  and  railing  adjacent  to  the  churches  of  said  vil- 
lage, be  removed  forthwith  and  destroyed. 

6th.  That  six  horses  remaining  on  the  Conaway  farm,  besides  eight  horses  owned  by 
neighboring  farmers,  and  three  horses  owned  by  three  different  parties  In  the  village  of 
Ooleta,  be  kept  rtecluded  within  enclosures,  during  sixtv  davs,  or  longer,  if  found  neces- 
sary, from  date:  that  the  owners  be  prohibited  from  selling  or  otherwise  disposing  of  the 
same  during  such  period;  and  that  they  be  examined  every  tenth  day  by  Dr.  M.  it.  Trum- 
bower.  veterinary  surgeon,  of  Sterling.  111.  This  for  the  reason  that  these  animals  have 
been,  more  or  less,  exposed  to  contagion. 

All  of  the  above  measures  have  been  recommended  because  of  the  existence  of  glan- 
ders among  the  horses  owned  by  the  late  Wellington  (^'onaway,  who,  together  with  his 
«on,  George  Conaway,  died  from  glanders  or  true  equinia.

In  conclusion,  I  may  further  state  that,  while  glanders  and  farcy  may  hereafter  de- 
velop in  some  of  the  animals,  now  kept  secluded  and  under  snrvelilance,  in  Genesee 
Town<«hIp.  and  thus  continue  to  be  a  source  of  contamination  to  both  man  and  beast, 
this  township  Is  not  the  only  one  In  which  the  said  disease  at  present  exists.  Immedi- 
ately outside  the  limits  of  the  township  are  said  to  be  fourtet>n  horses,  kept  by  one  owner, 
«nd  which  are  said  to  be  all  very  similarly  affected,  and  may  possibly  prove  to  be  another 
center  of  contagion.  Whether  these  animals  have  contracted  tiie  disease  from  contact 
with  glandered  horses  in  this  township,  or  elsewhere  In  this  county.  I  am  not  prepared 
to  state:  but  during  my  brief  sojourn  at  StHriing  my  attention  was  called  to  a  horse, 
which  I  examined  and  found  affected  with  glandeni. 

I  am  In  frequent  receipt  of  letters  and  telegrams  from  various  parts  of  the  fltata  re- 
ferring to  the  existence  of  glanders  among  horses;  and  the  following  two  letters,  just  re- 
ceived, would  seem  to  indicate  the  existence  of  a  formidable  scoui*ge  In  that  locality;  vis: 

DuQuoiN.  III.,  April  18, 1883. 

Sir:— There  Is  a  disease  among  horses  in  this  county,  creating  quite  an  alarm  among 
the  people.    Some  judges  pronounce  it  glanders. 

Will  you  please  come  down  and  look  after  the  matter?  Come  to  OuQuoin.  and  you 
will  be  taken  out  from  there.  Please  let  me  know  by  return  mall  what  you  will  do,  and 
iirhen  you  will  come.

No  doubt  can  exist  of  the  necessity  for  prompt  leeUlative  action  in  resard  to  oonta- 
crious  disi^ases  among  d-)mestic.  animals:  and  it  would  almost  senm  proper  tnat  the  medi- 
cal authorities  of  this  StatH  tak^  th«  matter  in  hand  itfithout  dflay,  to  mawe  it  fioanlble  to 
accompllHh  anything  through  the  present  sesnion  of  our  L^glHlature.  Trade  and  traffic 
of  Huch  dineasHd  animais  Hhould  be  peremptorily  prohibited.  a<«  by  this  soarce.  toflretfaer 
with  the  use  of  Huch  animaN  on  public  highways  and  by-wavs,  and  in  the  towns  aod 
cities  of  the  State,  the  dlseane  is  now  continu  illy  spreading.  When  a  man  bt^comeft  con- 
vinced that  his  horses  are  aff.^cted  wiih  this  loathsome  ami  positively  Inonrable  diaean. 
he  will  endeavor  to  recover  a<<  much  as  possible  of  their  value,  by  trading  and  AetUng  the 
same  to  unsuspecting  and  ignorant  parties,  who  will  bring  them  t  )  other  plaeea,  where 
perhaps  no  such  disease  i^  known.  Thus  there  exlnts  in  this  State,  one  of  the  moat 
malignant  and  contagious  diseases  known,  and  with  that  a  constant  source  of  menaee 
and  danger  to  human  life. 

Hoping  that  the  proceedings  as  stated  in  my  present  report  will  meet  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  I  remain.

As  a  direct  outcome  of  these  investigations  and  of  the  efforts 
made  under  the  authority  of  the  Board,  the  so-called  * 'Pleuro- 
pneumonia Act'*  has  been  so  amended  by  the  General  Assembly,  just 
adjourned,  as  to  make  its  provisions    apply  also   to   glanders. 

It  may  also  be  mentioned  that  a  death  occurred  in  St.  Louis  last 
month  from  this  malady — the  victim  being  a  street-car  driver  said 
to  have  lately  gone  thither  from  some  place  in  this  State. 

Contagion  among  Food-producing  Animals,

I  should  also  b«  very  much  interested  in  learning;  what  m<»ney  is  provided  for  the 
expenses  Incurrnd  in  such  a  ^asn.  and  whether  animals  and  bariiH  are  eared  for,  disin- 
fected or  destroyed  at  the  cost  of  the  owner  or  the  State. 

All  printed  regulations,  circulars  or  advice  you  would  be  able  to  forward  m<)  would 
very  much  oblige  me.

John  H.  Bauch,  M.  D..  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
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These  inquiries  seemed  to  me  obviously  for  the  purpose  of  secur- 
ing information  to  be  laid  before  the  French  Government  as  the 
basis  for  legislation  concerning  the  importation  of  American  food 
animals  and  their  products;  and  in  the  present  hostile  attitude  of 
such  legislation  by  some  of  the  Continental  powers,  it  seemed  worth 
while  to  make  the  reply  as  comprehensive  and  exact  as  the  time  at 
my  command  would  permit.  I  think  I  have  shown  in  the  following 
reply  that  the  interests  both  of  the  producer  and  purchaser  are 
well  protected  under  the  present  system: 

Illinois  State  Boabd  of  Health, 
Office  of  the  Secretary,  Springfield,  May  30,  1883. 

Mt  dear  Sir: 

I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
18th  inst.,  asking  certain  questions  concerning  the  State  Board  of 
Hp:alth,  and  the  measures  provided  by  law  to  check  the  spread  of 
contagious  diseases  among  animals;  and  regret  that  the  pressure 
upon  my  time  has  been  so  great  as  to  delay  reply  until  now. 

Your  inquiries  involve,  as  I  understand  them,  the  general  question 
of  the  conservancy  of  food-producing  animals  from  contagious  or 
infectious  diseases,  with  specific  reference — 

First,  to  the  power  and  authority  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
in  the  matter  of  quarantine,  both  of  exclusion  and  of  isolation ;  in 
the  sanitary  control  of  roads,  markets,  stock-yards,  etc. ;  and  in  the 
direction  of  agencies  for  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  on  these  sub- 
jects. 

Second,  with  reference  to  the  protection  of  the  agricultural  in- 
terests from  the  effects  of  the  introduction  of  contagion  or  infection 
among  animals  from  without,  or  its  spread  within,  the  State. 

The  second  section  of  the  Act  of  May  25,  1877,  creating  the 
State  Board,  and  from  which  section  the  Board  derives  its  powers, 
reads  as  follows : 

Sec.  2.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  have  the  general 
supervision  of  the  interests  of  the  health  and  life  of  the  citizens  of 
the  State.  They  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  pertaining  to 
quarantine ;  and  shall  have  authority  to  make  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations, and  such  sanitary  investigations,  as  they  may  from  time  to 
time  deem  necessary  for  the  preservation  or  improvement  of  public 
health;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  police  ofl&cers,  sheriffs,  con- 
stables and  all  other  ofl&cers  and  employes  of  the  State,  to  enforce 
such  rules  and  regulations,  so  far  as  the  ef&ciency  and  success  of 
the  Board  may  depend  upon  their  official  co-operation.  (See  page 
1C2  of  enclosure,  marked  ''A.") 

This  section  is  held  to  clothe  the  State  Board  with  ample 
authority  in  all  matters  affecting  the  public  health;  to  entrust  it 
with  the  fullest  control  of  quarantine;  to  empower  it  to  conduct 
sanitary  investigations,  and  to  make  rules  and  regulations  based 
thereon;  and  to  place  at  its  disposal  ''all  police  officers,  sheriffs, 
constables,  and  all  other  officers  and  employes  of  the  State,  to 
enforce  such  rules  and  regulations." 
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It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  the  existence  of  any  contagions 
disease  among  food-producing  animals  would  make  it  competent  for 
the  State  Board,  in  its  discretion,  to  investigate  the  facts — ^as  to 
cause,  extent,  etc.— and  to  muke  the  rules  and  regulations  necessary 
for  its  suppression. 

Such  measures  may  involve  condemnation  and  slaughter  d 
diseased  animals;  the  isolation  of  the  suspected  or  compronoiised; 
the  disinfection,  or— where  disinfection  may  be  insufficient — the 
destruction,  of  infected  buildings  and  articles;  and  all  other  action 
necessary  to  eradicate  the  contagion.  If  requisite,  quarantines  of 
exclusion  may  be  declared  for  the  protection  of  threatened  localiti^. 
Losses  and  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  these  measures  are  a 
charge  upon  the  township  or  county  m  which  the  contagion  exists. 

The  agencies  actually  employed  in  the  enforcement  of  such  meas- 
ures are,  usually,  the  local  health  authorities — municipal  and  Tillage 
boards  of  health,  township  officers  or  county  commissioners,  as  the 
case  may  be,  although  the  language  of  the  Act  places  all  police 
officers,  sheriffs,  etc.,  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  for  this  purpose. 

Aside  from  the  public  health  or  sanitary  aspect  of  the  questicm, 
the  protection  of  the  agricultural  interest  from  the  introduction  or 
spread  of  contagious  disease  among  animals,  is  also  the  subject  of 
special  legislation. 

Section  258  of  the  first  division  of  the  Criminal  Code  (Chap.  98, 
Revised  Statutes  of  Illinois,  1880,)  provides  that  any  person  who 
shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  bring,  or  cause  to  be  brought,  into  this 
State  any  sheep  or  other  domestic  animal  infected  with  coutagious 
disease,  or  who  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  suffer  or  permit  sheep 
or  other  domestic  animals  infected  with  contagious  disease  to  run 
at  large,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $100,  and  shall 
be  liable  in  a  civil  action  for  all  damages  occasioned  thereby. 

An  Act  of  the  Bid  General  Assembly,  approved  May  31,  1881, 
creates  the  office  of  State  Veterinarian,  whose  duty  it  is  to  investi- 
gate any  and  all  cases  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  among 
domestic  animals  of  tbe  bovine  species  in  this  State.  It  provides 
for  the  quarantine  and  slaughter  of  animals  in  case  of  an  epidemic- 
Sec.  2;  for  the  appraisement  of  slaughtered  animals — Sec.  8;  for 
the  prohibition  of  the  importation  of  cattle  from  infected  localities- 
Sec.  4;  for  penalties  for  neglecting  to  report  contagious  diseases- 
Sec.  5;  for  official  reports  by  the  State  Veterinarian — Sec.  6;  for 
payment  of  claims  for  slaughtered  animals — Sec.  7 ;  for  the  com- 
pensation of  the  State  Veterinarian  and  for  appraisers'  and  physi- 
cians' fees— Sec.  8;  and  appropriates  §8,0(K)  as  a  contingent  fund 
for  the  purposes  of  the  x\ct.  From  the  prominence  given  to  pleuro- 
pneumonia (pleuro-pnrnmonie  conttujicuHe  de  la  hvte  horine)  in  the 
text  of  the  Act,  this  is  generally  known  as  the  **lMcuro-Pneumonia 
Act,"  but  as  you  will  see  from  the  copy  which  I  have  requested  the 
State  Veterinarian  to  send  you,  all  contagious  or  infectious  diseases 
among  animals  of  the  bovine  species  come  within  its  purview. 

Recent  outbreaks  of  glanders  in  several  portions  of  the  State  have 
led  to  the  introduction  in  both  houses  of  the  present  General  As- 
sembly of   a  bill   amending  this   latter  Act  so  as  to  include  horses. 
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mules  and  asses  within  its  scope.  As  there  is  every  prospect  of  this 
bill  being  enacted  into  a  law,  I  send  you  a  copy  of  it,  marked  en- 
closure **B." 

In  addition  to  these  two,  which  are  still  in  force,  the  ravages  of 
that  form  of  anthrax  known  as  the  Texas,  or  Spanish,  or  splenic 
fever,  led  to  the  passage,  in  1867,  of  an  act  to  prevent  the  intro- 
duction of  Texas  or  Cherokee  cattle  into  Illinois.  This,  being  found 
imperfect,  was  amended  in  li69,  but,  after  the  constitutionality  of 
the  amended  act  had  been  twice  affirmed  in  the  State  courts  (Yeazel 
v.  Alexander,  58  111.  254,  and  Stevens  v.  Brown,  58  111.  259,)  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  held  that  a  similar  law  of  Missouri 
was  repugnant  to  the  Federal  Constitution,  and  overruled  the  Illi- 
nois decisions  (Eailroad  Co.  v.  Husen,  5  Otto,  -.(,5).  The  Act  was 
thereupon  declared  to  be  unconstitutional  by  the  Illinois  Supreme 
Court  in  the  case  of  Salzenstein  v.  Marvis,  11  Chicago  Legal  News, 
S57,  and  has  since  been  a  dead  letter. 

A  GOOD  illustration  of  the  practical  working  of  the  State  Board 
OP  Health  Act  is  afforded  in  recent  action  had  upon  the  outbreaks 
just  alluded  to.  The  preliminaries  upon  which  the  interference  of 
the  Board  was  based  are  detailed  upon  pages  9  and  10  of  the  accom- 
panying copy  of  the  report  of  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board, 
April  12  and  14,  1883,  enclosure  marked  ''  C." 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  State  Veterinarian  had  no 
authority  to  act  under  the  law,  which  confines  him  to  animals  of 
the  bovine  species;  nor  was  the  public  health  threatened  by  an  in- 
fected food  supply.  The  disease,  however,  being  one  capable  of 
affecting  the  human  family — having,  in  fact,  caused  two  deaths  in 
one  locality,  the  State  Board  of  Health,  by  virtue  of  authority 
vested  in  it  by  the  second  section  of  the  Act  of  1877,  already  cited, 
had  ample  warrant ;  and  Dr.  Paaren  was  at  once  dispatched  to  the 
infected  region.  Subsequently,  a  similar  course  was  pursued  in  five 
other  counties  of  the  State.  A  copy  of  Dr.  Paaren's  instructions, 
marked  ''  D,'*  is  enclosed.  The  same  general  course  was  pursued 
in  all  these  cases,  namely :  An  investigation  to  determine  the  char- 
acter and  extent  of  the  disease;  the  appraisal,  condemnation  and 
slaughter  of  all  diseased  animals;  the  isolation  of  those  which  had 
been  exposed;  the  disinfection  or  destruction  of  all  infected  prop- 
erty ;  and  an  interdict  upon  the  sale,  removal  or  other  disposition — 
except  by  destruction — of  all  horses,  mules  or  asses  owned  by  those 
compromised. 

Such  of  the  expenses  incurred  as  are  not  legitimately  a  charge 
upon  individuals,  townships  or  counties,  are  defrayed  out  of  the  con- 
tingent fund  appropriated  by  each  General  Assembly  for  the  use  of 
the  State  Board  in  preventing  the  spread  of  epidemic,  contagious 
or  infectious  diseases. 

In  conclusion,  it  should  be  observed  that  while  the  State  Board 
OP  Health  is  vested  with  the  power  and  authority  already  described, 
in  practice  its  functions  are  largely  those  of  a  co-ordinating,  direct- 
ing and  advisory  body.  Upon  emergency  it  may,  and  does,  assume 
entire  control,  and  may  formulate  and  enforce  whatever  measures  it 
deems  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health,  as  for 
example,    in   its  dealings  with  yellow  fever  during  the  epidemics  of 
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1878-79,  and  with  small-pox  during  the  past  two  years.  What  it 
then  did  with  reference  to  tliose  disease.s  it  would  be  entirely  com- 
petent for  it  to  do  with  reference  to  cattle  plague,  or  rinderpest,  or 
Texas  fever,  should  the  emergency  arise,  as  is  shown  by  its  action 
in  the  glanders  outbreaks. 

In  the  majority  of  instances,  however,  the  local  health  authorities, 
supported  by  the  power  and  authority  of  the  State  Board,  are  able 
to  deal  with  the  questions  and  conditions  which  ordinarily  arise, 
without  appealing  to  the  Board  to  assume  control. 

A  marked  instance  of  the  practical  efficiency  of  a  local  health 
authority  is  afforded  by  the  history  of  the  Texas  fever  in  1838.  At 
that  time  I  was  Sanitary  Superintendent  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  with 
supervisicm  and  authority,  for  sanitary  purposes,  of  an  area  of  five 
miles  beyond  the  city  limits.  The  first  fatal  case  of  the  fever  was 
reported  at  the  Union  Stock  Yards  (m  the  25th  of  July;  another 
death  occurred  on  the  'ilHli,  and  on  August  1  other  cases  were  de- 
tected. By  this  time  the  health  ofiicer  was  investigating  the  out- 
break at  the  Stock  Yards ;  one  of  the  most  efficient  of  my  sanitary 
Inspectors,  with  his  policeman,  had  been  placed  in  charge  of  the 
threatened  area  withm  the  city  limits,  and  I  was  visiting  the  Stock 
Yards  daily  and  the  slaughter-houses  twice  a  day.  A  quarantine  of 
exclusion  was  rigidly  enforced  against  all  cattle  from  infected  dis- 
tricts, whether  native  or  Texan ;  and,  in  order  to  protect  other  points, 
the  removal  of  animals,  concerning  whose  ctmdition  there  was  any 
doubt,  was  strictly  prohibited.  A  thorough  system  of  inspection  was 
instituted,  employing  a  force  of  twenty-one  individuals,  under  whose 
surveillance  all  markets,  shambles,  etc.,  were  placed,  and  in  a  few 
days  the  entire  beef  supply  of  the  city  and  the  cattle  trade  were 
under  the  complete  (control  of  the  Chicago  Board  of  Health ;  the 
spread  of  the  disease  was  arrested;  confidence  was  speedily  restored, 
and  I  have  never  heard  of  a  case  of  the  disease  being  caused  by 
cattle  shipped  from  the  Stock  Yards  after  the  system  of  inspection 
was  inaugurated. 

Regretting  that  I  am  unable  at  this  time  to  devote  more  atten- 
tion to  the  subject  of  your  inquiry,  but  trusting  that  the  foregoing 
may  suffice  for  your  present  i)urpose,  I  am,  my  dear  sir.

I  have  deemed  it  my  duty,  in  view  of  the  amount  of  attention  the 
subject  of  ethics  has  of  late  been  receiving,  to  also  attend  the  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Medical  Association,  which  was  held  at  Cleve- 
land, June  5-8.  The  phase  of  the  subject  which  naturally  interested 
me  most  was  in  its  relations  to  State  Medicine.  The  chairman  of 
this  section,  Foster  Pratt,  M.  D.,  of  Michigan,  paid  a  very  gratifying 
tribute  to  the  Board,  in  his  general  address  before  the  Association ; 
and  Dr.  H.  A.  Johnson,  of  Chicago,  read  a  paper  on  the  Practical 
Work  of  the  Board  and  the  Results  of  the  M.edical-Practice  Act. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading  of  Dr.  Johnson's  paper,  two  mem- 
bers of  the  section  inquired  how  I  could  be  a  member  of  a  Board 
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same  time  retain  my  membership  in  the  Association  under  the  code. 
A  spirited  discussion  of  the  question  ensued,  the  propounders  of  the 
query  not  only  holding  that  it  was  wholly  inconsistent  with  the  code 
of  ethics  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  and  that  no  one 
claiming  allegiance  to  it  could  engage  in  licensing  homeopaths  and 
€clectics  to  practice  without  forfeiting  its  privileges,  but  implying 
that  the  tenaency  of  the  work  of  a  Board  so  composed  was  injuri- 
ous professionally. 

Drs.  Johnson  and  Ingalls,  of  Illinois,  Hopkins  and  Bell,  of  New 
York,  Foster  Pratt,  of  Michigan,  Millard,  of  Minnesota,  and  other 
members  of  the  section  strenuously  opposed  these  views,  and  cited 
the  admitted  results  of  the  Board*s  labors  as  a  sufficient  refutation 
of  the  implied  strictures.  The  chairman  of  the  section.  Dr.  Pratt, 
finally  disposed  of  the  technical  question  by  referring  to  the  formal 
action  of  the  Association  when  the  same  point  was  sought  to  be  made 
against  himself.  8ome  years  ago,  in  the  preparation  of  a  bill  simi- 
lar to  the  Illinois  Medical-Practice  Act,  he  had  met  in  a  convention 
of  representatives  of  the  different  schools  in  Michigan,  including 
homeopaths  and  eclectics.  For  this  he  had  been  arraigned  on  a 
charge  of  violation  of  the  code.  The  Association  then  held  that  the 
code  of  ethics  could  not  be  violated  by  any  action  of  a  member 
which  was  necessary  to  the  discharge  of  an  official  duty  under  the 
law,  and  that  the  fact  of  membership  on  a  representative  Board  did 
not  come  within  the  purview  of  the  code  of  the  Association  govern- 
ing the  professional  relations  of  medical  practitioners. 

Immediately  following  the  adjournment  of  the  Association,  the 
Erie  County  (New  York)  Medical  Society  held  its  semi-annual  meet- 
ing, at  which  the  report  of  a  special  committee  on  medical  legisla- 
tion was  adopted.  This  report,  after  quoting  largely  from  the  paper 
read  by  Lr.  Johnson,  goes  on  to  say: 

An  enthusiastic  speaker,  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  American 
Medical  Association,  said  that  this  Board  had  done  more  to  elevate 
the  standard  of  medical  education  and  efficiency  in  its  short  term 
of  six  years  than  the  Association  had  accomplished  during  the  last 
quarter  of  a  century.        ******** 

Your  committee  deems  this  statement  not  unworthy  the  attention 
of  this  Society,  not  alone  for  the  remarkable  results  accomplished 
by  the  Illinois  Board,  but  more  particularly  for  the  new  and  im- 
portant principle  involved  in  the  formation  of  this  and  similar 
ooards.  It  is  plainly  to  be  seen  that  a  board,  to  do  the  work  done 
by  that  of  Illinois,  must  be  endowed  by  law  with  full  powers,  and 
that  no  sectarian  body  is  at  all  likely  to  receive  such  endowment. 
Such  a  body  must  represent  what  the  people  of  the  State  consider 
to  be  the  medical  profession. 

The  resolutions  submitted  by  the  committee  and  adopted  by  the 
Society  recite — 

First— That  H  is  the  belief  of  this  Society  that  the  present  method  of  truinlDflr 
and  licensing:  physicians  does  not  command  the  entire  confidence  of  the  profes- 
sion or  of  the  people. 

Second— That  thM  srftt^m  of  licenslnir  physicians  by  a  State  Board  of  Exami- 
ners representiDff  the  legally  authorized  medical  profession,  as  f^een  in  operation 
during  the  pant  six  years  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  is  a  decided  improvement  upon 
that  now  pursued  in  this  State. 
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Third— That  this  Society  herebr  endorsAsthe  principle  seen  In  the  formation  of 
mixed  boards  of  HxamlnerH,  that  le.  boardrt  gtvinff  in  one  body  pro  rata  r«*pre8ent«- 
tion  to  all  thediff-^rent  schoolM  of  leeally  aiithorizod  phyrtioians.  and  beUevon  ibat 
it  !•«  through  thn  aff^nf^y  of  Huoh  hoards  that  tlie  st  an 'lard  of  medical  edneatlon 
mnv  be  mo>4t  efni'iently  advaiieod.  the  profession  m<>»t  advantaf^soudly  oontrolied 
and  its  ranlcs  reoruited  by  the  admi^»riion  only  of  pereona  worthy  of  itahitfh  respon- 
sibilities- 
Fourth— That  thin  society  hereby  pledfff'S  its  best  ability  and  endeavor  to  the 
cause  of  securing  to  the  people  of  this  8tnte  the  services  of  such  a  board  of 
examiners. 

The  Overflow. 

It  is  not  at  all  improbable  that  the  general  health  of  the  region 
affected  by  the  recent  crevasses  aLoug  the  Mississippi  bank  of  the 
American  Bottom  will  suffer  to  such  an  extent  as  to  call  for  some 
action  by  the  Board. 

At  one  point  near  Venice,  an  area  of  some  hundreds  of  acres, 
bounded  by  the  National  Stock- Yards,  and  by  the  embankment  of 
the  Chicago  and  Alton  railroad,  is  submerged  to  a  depth  of  six  or 
eight  feet;  and  the  water  is  so  impounded  by  dams,  embankments 
and  other  artificial  obstructions  that  there  is  no  possibility  of  its 
flowing  off  along  natural  drainage  lines  as  the  river  falls.  Its  re~ 
moval  either  by  pumping  or  through  openings  in  the  levee  presents 
such  serious  economic  difficulties  that  it  is  now  proposed  to  await 
the  slow  process  of  evaporation.  This  may  be  attended  with  dan- 
ger to  the  public  health,  and  such  a  contingency  should  be  avoided 
if  possible.  It  may  be  feasible  to  syphon  this  water  over  the  levee 
as  the  river  falls,  and  then  the  exercise  of  a  little  sanitary  care  as 
the  ground  is  exposed  should  suffice  to  prevent  any  deleterious  effects. 

I  shall  keep  informed  of  the  conditions  here  and  elsewhere  in 
Madison,  St.  Clair,  Monroe  and  Randolph  counties ;  and,  in  the  event 
that  it  becomes  necessary  to  do  so,  I  now  ask  for  authority  to  take 
such  steps  on  behalf  of  the  Board  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health 
as  the  occasion  may  demand. 

In  this  connection,  I  think  it  advisable  to  call  the  attention  of  all 
sanitary  authorities  in  the  State  to  the  necessity  of  special  effort 
in  the  direction  of  domestic  and  municipal  sanitation  during  the 
summer  months.  The  unusual  meteorological  conditions  which  nave 
thus  far  prevailed  during  the  year,  and  the  compensating  conditions 
which  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  follow— coupled  with  recent 
developments  in  the  progress  of  certain  epidemic  diseases  elsewhere 
— render  it  of  the  first  importance  that  all  the  adjustable  conditions 
affecting  the  public    health  receive  prompt  and  thorough  attention. 

River  and  Rail  Inspections  Iti  the  Loiver  Valley. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Sanitary  Council  of  the  Mississippi  Valley, 
held  in  Jackson,  Miss.,  in  April  last,  and  to  which  reference  was 
made  in  my  last  (|uarterly  report,  the  following  resolutions  were 
adopted : 

Rfitnlved,  That  in  case  the  National  Board  of  Health  is  deprived  of  the  power 
of  making  ln8p»^i;tion8  of  pcrAonn  and  frelKiit  when  demanded  by  the  local  Boards 
of  Health,  c«»rtlflcaies  Insiied  iind»*r  iho  Hup«rvI»«ion  of  a  reprt»sentative  or  repre- 
senrarivHH  of  the  Sanitary  Council  of  the  MirtHi*<Klppi  Vallny  Hhall  be  accepted  as 
valid  by  the  Boards  of  Health  of  the  Biisbis.sinpi  Valley,  provided  that  f^aid  mapeo- 
tions  be  carried  on  under  the  rules  and  regulations  heretofore  prescribed  by  the 
National  Board  of  Health. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Sanitary  Council  recommends  that  the  Rtates  of  the  Valley 
malce  voluntary  contribiitionH.  to  be  expHnded  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  this  Council,  to  continue  rivnr  and  rail  insnectionH  in  the  event  that 
no  funds  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  National  Board  of  Health  for  that  purpose. 

The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  Dr.  Wirt  Johnston  of  Jack- 
son, Miss.,  Secretary  of  the  Mississippi  State  Board  of  Health, 
President  of  the  Council;  the  Hon.  David  P.  Hadden,  President  of 
the  Legislative  Council  of  Memphis,  Vice-President,  and  myself, 
Secretary  of  the  Council. 

Having  received  notice  from  the  Secretary  of  the  National  Board 
Health  that  that  body  would  he  unable  to  continue  inspections 
after  June  80th,  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  at 
Memphis  on  the  21st  of  June,  at  which  the  following  proceedings 
were  had: 

At  a  meetlnff  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Sanitary  Council  of  the  Mi<>siss{ppt 
Valley,  held  in  Memphis  this  2lRt  day  of  June.  l^S).  the  followinsr  members  were  in  attend- 
ance: Dr.  Wirt  Johnston,  of  Miss.,  President:  David  P.  Hadden.  of  Memphis.  Vion- Presi- 
dent. Dr.  John  H.  Uauob.  of  III..  Secretary.  Dr.  G.  B.Thornton,  President  of  the  Memphis 
Board  of  Health,  and  member  of  the  Tennessee  state  Board,  wai  also  present  by  invita- 
tion. After  thoroughly  canvussinff  the  situation,  which  up  to  this  date  was  considered 
aitofirether  encouraffinff,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Whereas.  The  Inspection  Service  now  conducted  by  the  National  Board  of 
Health  in  the  MissiHsippi  Valley  will  cease  on  the  30th  of  June,  on  account  of  want 
of  funds  for  its  further  maintenance;  and 

Whereas,  The  commercial  welfare,  no  less  than  the  health  interests,  of  the 
Valley  demands  that  these  preoautlans  be  continued  during  the  summer  months; 
.  Therefore,  be  it 

Besolved,  That  the  supervision  of  this  Service,  from  and  after  June  30,  be  as- 
sumed by  the  Sanitary  Council  of  the  Mississippi  Valley,  in  accordance  with  the 
action  of  thn  Council  had  as  its  fifth  annual  meetinir.  in  the  city  of  JaclLSon,  Miss.. 
April  3  and  4.1883. 

Resolved,  That  the  inspection  station  now  maintained  by  the  National  Board 
of  Hnalth,  below  Memphis,  be  continued  at  the  expense  of  the  Taxing  District 
Qovernment  of  Memphis. 

Resolved,  That  the  Mississippi  State  Board  of  Health  should  establish  and 
maintain  an  Inspection  station  on  the  Mississippi  river  at  some  point  between 
Vlcksburff  and  the  Louisiana  State  line. 

Resolved,  That  the  present  corps  of  inspectors  of  the  National  Board  of 
Health,  on  duty  at  the  Mississippi  river  quarantine  station  bf>low  New  Orleans, 
and  on  the  river  and  ruilroads  at  New  Orleans,  be  continued,  unJer  direction  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  from  and  after  June  30. 

Resolved,  That  the  rules  and  recrulations  of  the  National  Board  of  Health,  for 
the  conduct  of  this  Inspection  Service,  be,  and  tue  same  are  hereby,  adopted  for 
its  further  continuance,  under  the  direction  of  the  Sanitary  Council. 

Resolved,  That  the  supervision  of  this  Service,  on  behalf  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  be  assiirned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council.  Dr.  John  H.  Uaucb, 
SprinfiTfleld.  III.,  to  whom  all  reports  of  in*:ipeotors  and  communications  pertaininiT 
to  the  Service  should  be  addressed. 

It  was  further  a^rreed  that  on  and  after  July  1  only  the  certificates  i^ven  by  the  In- 
spectors of  the  Sanitary  Council  of  the  Mississippi  Vallev  would  be  reooirnized  by  the 
Inspection  Stations  aionff  the  river,  and  by  the  health  authorities  of  the  towns  and  cities 
in  those  States  which  are  members  of  the  Council. 

It  is  expected  that  the  other  States  which  are  members  of  the  Council  will  contribute 
to  the  support  of  these  inspections,  as  per  asrreement. 

The  meeting  adjourned  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Secretary,  and  I 
proceeded  to  New  Orleans  for  the  purpose  of  personally  arranging 
the  details  of  the  Service  at  that  important  point.  Everything  is 
now  in  readiness  to  assume  control  of  the  inspections  on  the  Ist  of 
July  without  interruption,  and  to  continue  them  up  to  the  1st  of 
October,  or  longer,  if  necessary. 

Should  circumstances  arise  to  necessitate  such  measures,  Missis- 
sippi will  place  inspectors  on  duty  at  or  near  the  Louisiana  State 
line  on  the  north  and   south  railroad  lines,  and   Tennessee  will  do 
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tfae  same  at  Chattanooga,  Corinth,  Grand  Junction,  and,  possibly, 
Grenada,  or  some  other  point  on  the  Mississippi  and  Tennessee  rail- 
road. Of  course,  this  will  not  be  done  unless  the  health  conditions 
of  the  Gulf  coast  and  Lower  Mississippi  are  such  as  to  make  it 
necessary. 

Our  obvious  interest  in  all  this  work  is  the  protection  of  the 
southern  extremity  of  the  State  from  a  repetition  of  the  experience 
of  1873  and  1878,  as  well  as  the  avoidance  of  commercial  interrup- 
tion which  constantly  threatens  during  the  yellow-fever  season. 
During  the  past  three  years  this  has  been  successfully  done  by  the 
National  Board  of  Health,  following  out  and  extending  the  system 
inaugurated  by  this  Board  and  the  Sanitary  Council,  during  the 
summer  of  1879.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  the  National 
Board  has  been  prevented  from  continuing  the  work  for  which  it 
alone,  among  all  the  sanitary  agencies  thus  far  created  in  this  coun- 
try, has  been  adequately  prepared.  The  responsibilities  are  too  great, 
and  the  interests  too  diverse  and  often  conflicting,  to  entrust  to  State 
and  local  boards,  or  to  volunteer  organ'zations  like  the  Sanitary 
Council ;  and  myself  and  colleagues  on  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Council  assume  the  duties  and  responsibilities  as  an  unavoida- 
ble obligation  which  we  would  gladly  be  relieved  from  in  future. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Ox  motion  of  Dr.  Haskell,  the  report  of  the  Secretary,  which  had 
been  discussed,  section  by  section,  as  read,  was  received,  the  recom- 
mendations and  actions  contained  therein  were  approved,  and  the 
report  was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  meeting. 

The  Board  then  went  into  executive  session,  at  the  close  of  which 
it  was  announced  that  the  certificate  of  Dr.  T.  M.  Eddy  had  been 
ordered  to  be  revoked. 

Drs.  Haskell,  Ludlam  and  Clark  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
draft  an  appropriate  expression  of  the  sentiments  of  the  Board  to 
the  retiring  member,  John  M.  Gregory,  LL.D.,  to  be  presented  at 
the  next  meeting. 

The  auditing  committee  reported  that  it  had  examined  and  audited 
accounts  amounting  to  $2,202.67,  had  found  the  same  to  be  correct, 
and  recommend  that  they  be  paid. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Haskell,  the  Secretary  was  given  discretionary 
authority  to  act  for  the  Board  in  any  case  of  emergency  which  may 
arise  in  the  interims  between  the  regular  meetings. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  McKenzie,  the  Board  adjourned. 
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THIED  QUARTERLY  MEETING,  CHICAGO,  OCTOBER  18-19, 1883. 


The  third  regular  quarterly  meeting,  1883,  of  the  Illinois  State 
Board  of  Health  was  held  at  the  Grand  Pacific  Hotel,  in  the  city 
of  Chicago,  on  Thursday  and  Friday,  October  18-19,  1883. 

Present,  at  morning  session,  on  Thursday:  Newton  Bateman, 
President;  John  McLean,  A.  L.  Clark,  W.  A.  Haskell,  W.  R.  Mc- 
Kenzie,  and  the  Secretary,  John  H.  Ranch.  < 

The  minutes  of  the  June  quarterly  meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. Upon  the  call  for  reports  from  officers,  under  the  regular 
order  of  business,  the  Secretary  presented  the  following: 

Quarterly  Report  of  the   Secretary. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  meeting  and  up  to  the  middle  of  the 
present  month — June  29  to  October  15 — there  have  been  received  in 
the  Secretary's  office  1232  communications,  letters,  reports,  etc.,  ex- 
clusive of  60  diplomas  submitted  for  verification  and  the  papers  ac- 
companying the  applications  for  certificates  in  116  cases ;  and  1  49 
letters,  postals,  circulars,  and  other  written  communications,  were 
sent  out.  This  increase  in  the  office  correspondence  is  largely  inci- 
dental to  the  work  on  the  section  on  Medical  Education  and  the 
Regulation  of  the  Practice  of  Medicine,  which  has  been  substantially 
completed  during  the  quarter.  Of  the  publications  of  the  Board 
there  have  been  distributed  676  copies  of  Annual  Reports  and  Offi- 
cial Registers ;  443  sets  of  advance  sheets  '*Medical  Education"  etc., 
and  8,647  copies  of  Preventable-Disease  Circulars,  Quarterly  Reports, 
Inspection-Service  Reports,  and  miscellaneous  publications.  Three 
hundred  and  seventy-six  packages  were  sent  by  express,  and  the 
remainder  by  mail.  Eighty-four  telegrams  were  received,  and  126 
sent — a  large  number  of  these,  however,  being  under  the  frank  of 
the  Western  Union,  furnished  for  the  use  of  the  Inspection  Service 
in  the  Mississippi  Valley,  of  which  the  Secretary  has  had  the  per- 
sonal supervision  since  July  1. 

Certificates  and  Licenses. 

Certificates,  entitling  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  under  the 
Medical-Practice  Act,  were  issued  io  94  graduates  upon  presenta- 
tion of  diplomas  from  colleges  in  good  standing;  and  7  to  practi- 
tioners upon  length  of  practice  in  the  State.  To  midwives,  6  cer- 
tificates were  issued  upon  the  credentials   of  recognized   schools   of 
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midwifery;  2,  upon  length  of  practice  in  the  State;  and  7,  upon 
examination.  Total  number  of  certificates  issued  during  the  quar- 
ter, 116;   101  to  physicians  and  15  to  midwives. 

Twenty-three  applications  for  certificates  have  been  refused — 
among  them  two  from  *'cancer  doctors;"  three  from  individualB, 
concerning  whom  it  was  learned  that  they  proposed  practicing  in  an 
irregular  manner;  and  the  remainder  either  from  personB  whose 
antecedents  were  professionally  unsatisfactory,  or  who  presented 
diplomas  from  institutions  not  recognized  by  the  Board  as  in  ^Qod 
standing.  I  have  also  declined  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  issa- 
ing  a  certificate  under  the  following  circumstances: 

A.  B.  attended  one  winter  course  of  lectures,  which  began  in  Sep- 
tember, 1882,  and  lasted  24  weeks.  At  the  close  of  this  course  he 
attended  one  term  at  a  summer  school  of  medicine,  beginning  JPeb- 
rurary  10,  1883,  and  continuing  twenty  weeks.  At  the  conclusion 
of  these  forty-four  continuous  weeks  of  lectures,  all  within  the 
same  twelve  months,  he  was  graduated  from  the  latter  school. 
These  facts  coming  to  my  knowledge  I  have  declined  to  take  action, 
%and  deem  it  proper  to  submit  the  case  with  all  the  papers,  for  the 
decision  of  the  Board,  merely  remarking  that  I  think  there  are 
some  mitigating  circumstances. 

Preliminary*  Examination. 

A  number  of  letters  concerning  the  requirement  of  the  Board  as 
to  the  preliminary  education  of  medical  students,  or  illustrating  a 
certain  phase  of  this  subject,  have  been  received  since  the  last 
meeting.  Among  them  is  this  from  a  student  in  attendance  at  one 
of  the  leading  colleges  in  a  neighboring  State.  The  writer  under- 
stands that  the  **state  Medical  board  of  Illinois  prohibits  any  one 
**froni  practicing  medicf^ne  in  the  state  unless  tliey  hold  a  Diploma 
**from  some  recognised  school  of  medicine  that  requires  a  prel^mi- 
**nary  examination  before  comencing  the  study  of  medicine.'

Still  another,  from  a  graduate,  with  the  usual  dislocation  of  cap- 
ital letters,  plural  nominatives  with  singular  verbs  and  vice  versa, 
etc  ,  has  professer,  recognised  (8  times),  cirtificate  (8  times),  Dia- 
ploma  (this  magic  word  is  usually  capitalized),  thes  (twice),  surgeons, 
(twice),  apperes,  there  (for  their),  knot  (for  not),  etc.,  etc. 

In  another  case  the  writer  wishes  to  come  into  Illinois  from  a 
neighboring  State,  where  he  has  been  practicing  for  twenty  years 
or  more.  He  refers  the  Board  to  * 'those  that  is  acquainted"  with 
him  and  his  ''practtice,''  and  trust  that  it  will  be  found  ''consist- 
ant"  with  the  views  of  the  Board  to  grant  him  a  certificate.  One 
of  his  references  writes  that  the  applicant  has  practiced  with  him 
and  under  his  instruction,  "when  he  needed  it,"  during  the  past 
three  or  four  years,  and  that  he  believes  him  well  qualified  to 
"practis  Medicene  further  more  if  he  is  permitted  to  practis  by 
your  authority  he  will  Locate  in  pope  County  and  I  expect  to  as- 
sist him,"  etc.  "In  Conclusion  I  will  say  if  you  can  consistantly 
give  him  a  certificate  you  will  grant  a  Grate  faviour  to   a   worthy 

man."    Seven  other  M.  D.'s — "the  Under  Sign  physicians  of , 

being  personly  and  Proflfesionly  acquainted,"  etc.,  also  vouch  for 
his  skill  and  ability  "to  practis  Medicine  in  its  Yerrious  branches," 
and  commend  him  to  the  kind  attention  of  the  Board. 

Upon  a  sheet  of  the  official  letter  paper  of  a  college  in  another  State, 
a  student  writes  as  follows:

On  the  back  of  this  letter  sheet  is  a  lengthy  advertisement  of  the 
college,  which  opens  with  these  sentences: 

"The  unbounded  success  of  the  ♦  annual  session  of  the  ♦  ♦  places  beyond 
*'all  doubt  its  future  success  as  a  medical  college.  The  improvements  that  have  been 
"made  in  the  college  building  and  the  additions  made  to  the  lecture  room  appurtonances, 
"have  aided  much  in  making  this  session  a  success.  But  thp  principal  elemfut  of  kuccpss 
"fias  been  the  earnestness  ana  fitness  of  the  faculty,  and  the  fine  body  of  students  who  make 
"tip  the  class,** 

[The  originals  of  these  letters  were  presented  to  the  Board,  for 
the  personal  inspection  of  the  members.] 
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To  these  illustrations  of  the  mental  equipment  of  a  certain  claas 
of  medical  students  and  practitioners,  I  append,  as  the  only  com- 
ment, an  extract  from  the  report  of  the  committee  of  this  Boabd, 
appointed  June  25,  1880,  and  the  second  and  third  of  the  Condi- 
tions of  Admission  to  Lecture  Courses,  from  the  Schedule  of 
Requirements  adopted  by  the  Board  as  the  standard  entitling  to 
recognition  (as  the  legal  qualification  for  practice  in  Illinois,)  any 
diploma  issued  after  the  session  of  1882-^: 

The  failure  to  make  adequate  preparation  before  ent«rinff  upon  profesBlonal  fitadlM 
ift  doubtleRH  one  ot  the  most  Berioua  and  even  fatal  defects  in  Amerioan  medical  educA- 
tion.  As  studeniH  ueually  bf'ffin  their  HtuMitts  with  priv -te  proceptom.  the  remedy  lies 
tirnt  with  those  who  conHent  to  act  as  such  preceptors.  Let  them  strenuously  advuM  all 
candidates  to  make  a  liberal  and  th-  rough  scholaHtic  preparation,  and  the  reform  would 
be  well  begun  But  the  failure  of  prlvnte  precepton*  to  n^^rfo-  m  this  obvious  daty  cannot 
exonerate  medical  coIlegHs  from  the  responsibilities  which,  by  implication,  they  toIub- 
tarily  assume.  The  committee  is  glad  to  report  that  so  niany  of  the  leading  medical 
colleges  have  announced  preliminary  examinations  as  conditions  of  admission,  as  to  jus- 
tify including  such  examinations  in  the  requirements  or  marks  of  "good  standitur.** 

After  a  careful  comparison  of  the  usages  of  th**  colleges,  and  of  the  opinion  of  the  pro- 
fession, the  committee  offers  the  following  scheme  of  requirements,  and  recommends  its 
formal  adoption  as  defining  the  colleges  whose  diplomas  shall  be  hereafter  accepted  by 
the  Board  :

T}ie  Medi€al'Pra<:tice  Act. 

Amoug  the  prosecutions  and  other  action  under  the  Medical- 
Practice  Act,  (luring  the  quarter,  have  been  the  following: 

LighthaU.—ln  my  last  report  I  alluded  briefly  to  the  quack,  James 
I.  Lighthall,  of  Peoria,  variously  advertised  by  himself  as  ''Kansas 
Jim,"  **Ra8tic  Jack,"  **The  Indian  Medicine  Man,"  etc.  In  the 
early  part  of  July  he  visited  Decatur,  Macon  county,  with  a  concert 
troupe,  an  Indian  out- tit  and  other  clap- trap  devices,  and  for  a 
time  drove  a  thriving  business,  pulling  teeth  and  selling  "cure-all" 
remedies,  the  secret  of  whose  preparation  he  claimed  to  have  ob- 
tained from  the  Indians.  Among  his  attendants  was  Dr.  W.  O. 
Davis,  of  Peoria,  to  whom  the  State  Board  of  Health  granted  a 
certificate  last  April,  and  under  cover  of  which  certificate  Lighthall 
was  trying  to  shield  himself  from  the  law\ 

Upon  complaint  of  some  of  the  medical  men  of  Decatur,  and 
proof  of  Davis*  conduct  being  laid  before  the  members  of  the 
boARD,  his  certificate  was  revoked,  July  20.  Lighthall  was  arrested 
for  violating  the  Medical-Practice  Act,  but  was  taken  before  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  and  so  escaped  for  the  time  being.  Upon  his 
release  he  announced  his  intention  of  transferring  his  operations  to 
Springfield,  and  opening  up  **right  under  the  nose  of  the  State 
Board  op  Health."  By  advice  of  the  Secretary  complaint  and  in- 
formation were  filed  before  the  county  judge  of  Macon  county,  by 
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whom  Lighthall  was  committed  for  trial  under  bond  of  $503. 
Immediately  after  filing,  his  bond  he  again  opened  his  "medicinB 
tent,**  etc.,  but  learning  that  another  complaint  had  been  entered 
against  him,  involving  the  deposit  of  another  $^00,  and  that  it  was 
the  intention  to  file  a  complaint  for  every  repetition  of  his  swindling 
practices,  he  packed  up  his  traps  and  jleft  town. 

Loose. — Through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  J.  C.  McCormick,  of  Bunker 
Hill,  Macoupin  county,  another  Indian  quack  has  been  compelled 
to  leave  Illinois.  One  "Dr.**  Loose,  claiming  to  have  obtained  his 
medical  skill  and  knowledge  from  the  ** Winnebago,  Chippewa, 
Menominee  and  Ojibway  tribes  of  Indians  of  the  far  North,**  was 
arrested,  September  5th,  on  the  complaint  of  Dr.  McCormick,  for 
practicing  in  violation  of  the  Medical-Practice  Act. 

The  prosecution  showed  the  man  to  be  totally  devoid  of  any 
medical  knowledge  or  skill,  and  an  arrant  humbug  and  imposter, 
fleecing  the  credulous  by  his  claims  of  unusual  powers  acquired 
from  savages.  Loose  was  held  in  the  penal  sum  of  $150  for  his 
appearance  at  Carlinville,  but  has  since  left  the  State. 

Keck. — Following  on  LighthalFs  heels,  Mrs.  Dr.  Keck,  of   Daven- 

?ort,  Iowa,  Peoria  and  elsewhere,  made  her  appearance  in  Decatur, 
'he  sentiment  of  the  community  and  the  action  of  the  medical  men 
in  that  town,  practically  "boycotted**  her,  so  that  it  was  impossible 
to  find  a  patienc  for  whom  she  had  prescribed,  to  be  used  as  a 
witness  in  the  necessary  legal  process.  After  a  pretense  of  fulfill- 
ing her  advertised  stay,  she  left  without  having  done  any  business 
that  could  be  discovered. 
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Nobis. — The  "Naturarzt**  Nobis,  to  whom  reference  was  made  in 
my  last  report  as  having  been  refused  a  certificate,  began  opera- 
tions soon  thereafter,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Barry,  Pike  county. 
His  methods  were  similar  to  those  of  all  quacks — seeking  out 
chronic  cases  of  incurable  diseases,  professing  unusual  skill  and 
claiming  th^  possession  of  secret  remedies.  Among  other  things  he 
boasted  of  his  ability  to  cure  epilepsy  in  a  marvelously  short  time 
with  one  of  the  nauseous  preparations  of  the  Middle  Ages,  and  of 
which  various  indescribable  portions  of  birds,  reptiles,  etc.,  are  the 

Erincipal  components.    Before  it  was  possible   to   secure    his   arrest 
e  became  alarmed  and  left  Pike  county,  ostensibly  for  Iowa. 

Flowers. — Another  of  the  numerous  victims  of  the  notorious  quack 
and  swindler,  H.  D.  Flowers,  of  Fulton  City,  Whiteside  county,  has 
been  heard  from  through  the  following  aflSdavit,  transmitted  to  the 
Board :

Henry  Fox.  of  Thomson.  Carroll  county,  being  duly  sworn,  upon  his  oath  deposes 
and  says  that  on  or  about  the  20th  day  of  November.  1882,  an  asent  representini;  Dr.  H.  D. 
Flowers,  of  Fulton,  Whiteside  county,  came  to  my  place  looking  for  patients  for  said 
Flowers,  and  ffuaranteelne:  a  "cure  or  no  pay."  A  few  days  thereafter  Dr.  Flowers  him- 
self arrived,  and  warranted  to  cure  myself,  wife  and  daughter  for  the  sum  of  sixty  dol- 
lars. He  left  a  lot  of  medicine  for  us  to  use.  and  promised  to  call  every  week  or  two  to 
se*^  how  we  were  Rettini;  aionff.  After  ffettini;  my  note  for  the  amount,  he  cleared  out, 
and  has  not  been  seen  here  since,  now  about  nine  months.  As  for  his  medicine,  it  was 
entirely  worthless,  and  did  neither  myself  or  family  any  ffood;  my  wife  thinks  it  did  her 
barm.    I  denounce  the  said  Dr.  H.  D.  Flowers  as  a  full-fledflred  swindler.

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Other  correspondence  from  Lombard,  DuPage  county.  Roberta, 
Ford  county,  Fulton  and  elsewhere,  has  also  been  received.  Among 
this  is  a  letter  from  a  townsman  and  old  acquaintance  of  Flowers, 
in  which  is  given  the  formula  for  Flowers'  panacea.  It  consistB  dt 
an  infusion  of  mandrake,  gentian,  colomba,  quassia,  bone-set  and 
wormwood,  with  a  little  alcohol  and  susar.  The  writer  says  he  has 
seen  Flowers  "do  up  a  two-bu:4hel  basket  full  of  these  herbs  and 
roots  at  one  time,  and  boast  that  the  result  would  net  him  two 
thousand  dollars  worth  of  notes.  Every  one  gets  the  same  medi- 
cine, no  matter  what  the  ailment  is.  Flowers  chief  concern  is  to 
get  a  note  from  his  victim  for  as  much  money  as  possible ;  to  sell 
this  for  what  he  can  get,  and  then  to  keep  out  of  the  way." 

Advertising  Specialties. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  has  been  called,  during  the  qaarter, 
to  the  advertisements  of  various  persons  setting  forth  their  special 
"isms."  In  nine  cases  the  individuals,  when  addressed  concerning 
the  unprofessional  and  misleading  character  of  these  advertisements, 
desisted  from  the  practice. 

Prosecutions  under  tlie  Act. 

In  connection  with  the  prosecutions  by  State's  Attorneys,  for  vio- 
lations of  the  Medical-Practice  Act,  I  have  addressed  the  follovring 
communication  to  the  Attorney  General :  " 

Illinois  State  Board  of  Health, 
Office  of  the  Secretary,  Springfield,  Oct.  1,  1883. 

Sir — It  being  deemed  necessary  to  put  in  the  complaint,  hereto 
attached,  the  allegations  therein  underlined,  and  it  being  necessary 
to  make  the  same  allegations  in  the  indictment  or  information,  I 
have  the  honor  to  request  t4iat  you  state  whether  it  is  or  is  not 
necessary  that  the  people  should  prove,  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt : 

1.  That  the  accused  did  not  have  an  unrevoked  certificate  from 
this  Board  of  the  genuineness  of  his  diploma  or  license. 

2.  That  the  accused  did  not  have  an  unrevoked  certificate  from 
this  Board,  authorizing  him  to  practice  in  the  State  of  Illinois. 

8.  That  the  accused  did  not  have  a  commission  as  a  surgeon  of 
the  United  States  army  or  navy. 

4.  If  it  is  necessary  the  people  should  prove  any  or  all  of  these 
allegations,  is  it  necessary  to  proJuoe  the  records  for  that  i)urpose? 
If  not  necessary,  how  can  the  allegations  be  proved  otherwise? 

5.  Is  there  any  statute  of  the  State  of  Illinois  which  makes  a 
certificate  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  under  the  seal  of  the 
Board,  to  the  effect  that  a  given  individual  is  not  authorized  to 
practice  by  said  Board,  evidence  in  any  court? 

6.  Is  the  State  Bo\rd  of  Health  such  a  public  office  as  that 
certificates  of  its  records,  duly  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  the 
Board,  can  be  used  as  evidence? 
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7.  Is  the  State  Board  of  Health  vested  with  discretionary 
power  to  determine  what  constitutes  a  legally  chartered  medical  in- 
stitution in  good  standing?

Dear  Sir— I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledsro  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  iBt 
Inftt..  in  which  you  reque<*r  ra«  to  state  whether  it  Is  not  UBcesnary,  in  prosecutions  for  a 
violation  of  the  law  or  1877  reflrulatlnff  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  State  of  lilinois, 
that  the  people  should  prove  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt— 

1.  That  the  accused  did  not  have  an  unrevoked  certificate  from  this  Boabd  of  the 
genuineness  of  his  diploma  or  license. 

2.  That  the  accused  did  not  have  an  unrevoked  certificate  from  this  Boabd  authoriz- 
ing him  to  practice  in  the  State  of  Illinois. 

3.  That  the  accused  did  not  have  a  commission  as  a  surgeon  of  the  United  States 
army  or  navy. 

4.  If  it  is  necessary  the  people  should  prove  any  or  all  of  these  allegations,  is  it  neces- 
sary to  produce  the  records  for  that  purpose?  If  not  necessary,  how  can  the  allega- 
tions be  proved  otherwise? 

r».  Ik  there  any  law  or  statute  of  the  State  of  Illinois  which  makes  a  certificate  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  under  the  seal  of  the  Board,  to  the  eff-^ct  that  a  given  indi- 
vidual is  not  authorized  to  practice  by  said  Board,  evidence  in  any  court? 

G. .  Is  the  State  Board  of  Health  such  a  public  office  asthat<^ertificates  of  its  records, 
duly  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  the  Board,  can  be  used  as  evidence? 

Th*»se  questions  are  very  comprehensive  and  Involve  the  indictment,  trial,  conviction 
and  Kentouce.  almost,  in  a  8uit  for  violation  of  the  statute  regulating  the  practice  of 
medicine.  AllthequestiouHCHn.however.be  answered  by  fixing  the  status  of  tlie  law 
regulating  the  practice  of  medicine  under  which  these  prosecutionb  must  bo  had. 

Foundation  of  the  Law, 

This  law  can  only  be  maintained  under  the  theory  that  it  is  a  proper  exercise  of  the 
police  power  of  the  State— that  power  existing  primarily  m  all  governments— the  power 
to  pass  all  laws  deemed  necessary  to  protect  the  health,  morals,  lives,  limbs,  comfort  and 
auletof  aill  persons,  ami  th»  protection  of  all  property  within  the  State.  Unless  coming 
under  this  broad  power  this  law  would  be  an  unwarrantable  interference  with  private 
rights. 

Conditions  of  the  Law, 

Coming  then,  under  the  police  power  of  the  State,  and  being  maintained  upon  the 
theory  that  thn  law  is  ena<:te(l  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health  from  the  experi- 
ments of  quacks  and  unqualified  persons,  it  must  be  construed  as  an  absolute  prohibi- 
tion :igain>«t  the  practict^  of  medicine  in  this  State,  except  under  the  conditions  specified 
In  the  act.  These  ccndilions  are.  that  the  person  practicing— if  1>«j  pracflc-s  umlnr  a  di- 
ploma from  a  medical  college— shall  have  a  certificate  from  the  Board  of  Health  •)f  the 
State  that  his  diploma  is  genuine;  or,  if  he  is  not  practicing  under  a  dii)loma.  thiit  he  has 
been  examined  and  found  nualified  by  the  State  Board  of  Health;  or  that  he  is  a  com- 
missioned surgeon  of  the  UaitHd  Stares  army  or  navy;  or  that  he  had  b««n  practicing 
medicine  ten  years  in  the  State  of  Illinois  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July.  1877;  or  that  he 
was  a  student  prescribing  under  the  supervision  of  precei)tors:  or  was  performing 
gratuitous  services  in  a  case  of  emergency.  These  are  the  conditions,  and  these  alone, 
under  which  a  person  may  "profess  publicly  to  be  a  physician  and  to  prescribe  for  the 
8ick,  or  to  append  to  his  name  the  letters  of  M.  D." 

Burden  of  Proof  upon  the  Defendant. 

When  the  question  Is  raised  in  any  case,  and  It  has  been  proven  that  a  person  has 
been  practicing  medicine,  it  devolves  upon  him  fo  show  that  he  had  a  right  to  practice 
under  one  of  the  conditions  speclfi')d  In  the  act.  If  he  has  the  certificate  rcqiiired  by  the 
act,  he  can  pro<iuce  it  in  his  defence;  if  ho  Is  a  commissioned  surgeon  in  the  u  nitod  States 
4M'my  or  navy,  he  can  produce  his  commission:  if.he  practiced  medicine  ten  years  prior  to 
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July,  1877.  ho  oan  r«^iidily  provo  that  fa<^t:  or.  if  he  w.is  a  student  prescribinR  under  a  pre- 
ceptor, or  pt^rrormiiif;  KratuitouH  nervict^.s  iu  oaseH  or  t'luerKeucy,  \w  caa  rtiadlly  produce 
thirt  evitJuiicu  in  his  dt^fenKO. 

Th»»ro  uio  several  n.Mi*»onfl  why  tire  l)tinii*n  of  proving  thoso  conditions  Is  oas^t  upon 
the  di'ftMidHiit.  wlien  ohch  it  is  ftliowii  ]»*yond  a  reasijrialilo  tloiibt  that  tlif^  aocusod  hdn 
pnictitrt'd  mMilicinf}  within  tlie  jiirt8<iioti«>n  of  tiio  court.  On^  is,  that  the  he^t  eviderice 
inu^t  alwayr<  he  prrH|ii(*i*ii,  ami  tiit^  liH^t  i^viiiiMioo  in  tliiisf>  ca^<.*^  must  m^ct^Hsarily  be  in  the 
possession  of  ih*'  doromiant.  If  li**  is  pracMl<'in;;  under  a  <*ertiniMLto.  th<*  oerlillcate  is  the 
oest  (^vidfMKM*  of  that  fa<-t.  and  it  is  in  tin;  possc^ninn  of  th**  defi'udant:  if  h(*  is  li  oommis- 
Hionod  surgeon  of  tin*  ruitiMl  States  army  <»r  navy.  Iiis  ••onimission  is  the  liest  f^vidence 
of  tliat  fiiiM.  and  thif  commission  is  )n  his  possession;  if  he  has  praeticuil  medicine  ii*ii 
venrs  in  tliis  Htaite  prior  t.>  July  1. 1S77.  lie  alone  i:nows  liy  whom  lie  can  prove  that  fact; 
if  he  pre^erlbed  as  a  siudent  under  tiie  supervisiixi  of  ii  preceptor,  or  peiforined  i^mtuit- 
ous  services  in  a  case  of  emergency,  it  is  tlio  accused  only  who  knows  the  facts  and  bf 
whom  they  can  bo  pi  oven. 

The  Pfople  Xot  Tieguired  to  Prnre  a  yfgative, 

Afiraln:  It  Is  very  rarely  required  that  any  party  should  bo  compelled  to  prove  a  nega- 
tive. If  the  wliole  burden  of  |»rouf  in  these  cases  was  on  the  People,  they  wuuM  be  re- 
quired to  provo  tliat  the  defendant  had  not  a  certiilcate:  that  he  was  not  a  commissioned 
surgeon  In  the  United  States  army  or  navy;  that  he  had  not  practiced  medicine  ten  years 
in  this  state  prior  to  July  i.  1877;  that  he  was  not  a  student  prescribinff  undt;r  the  super- 
vision of  preceptors;  and  thai  he  was  not  performing  Kratultous  services  in  a  case  of 
emerflreney.  In  each  of  these  cases,  it  will  be  seen,  the  Utate  would  be  required  to  prove 
a  negative. 

Another  rule  (govern I ni;  the  admission  of  evidence  is.  that  where  the  subject-matter 
of  a  negative  averment  lies  pe(;uliariv  within  the  knowlodfre  of  the  other  party,  the  aver- 
ment is  taken  as  true,  unless  disprovt>d  by  that  party.  Thus,  if  it  should  be  chanced  in  an 
indiotment  or  complaint  that  A.  15..  on  etc..  etc.,  etc..  practiced  medicine  without  then  and 
there  possessing  tlie  qualdl(*ations  prescribed  in  the  certain  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  ot  Illinois,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  state 
of  Illinois."  j-pproved  May  2!).  l')77.  and  without  then  and  there  havini;  complied  with  the 
provisions  of  that  act.  and  under  this  cliari;e  the  prosecution  should  prove  OHyond  a  rea- 
sonable doubt  that  the  defendant  A.  it.  did.  witiiin  »>iKhteen  months  prior  to  the  flndinir  of 
the  indictment,  prescribe  for  the  sick  while  publicly  professing;  to  be  a  phyr^iclan.  or  tnat 
he  did  append  to  his  name  the  b-treps  "M.  i).."  a  conviction  niu>t  necessarily  lolloWr 
unless  he  should  produce  his  ifcitiil  •  -e  of  the  Statk  iioAun  or  Health,  his  commission 
as  surt^eon  in  the  United  Stares  aniiyor  navy,  or  prove  iiimself  to  have  so  acted  under 
one  of  the  other  conditions  tiroscril>ed  in  the  statute. 

Full  authority  fcr  this  conclusion  will  be  fountl  in  Ist  (ireenleaf  on  Evidence,  Sec.  79, 
and  in  the  de.'.'isions  of  the  courts  hen-iiiafter  cited,  in  which  the  license  to  prai*tice  a 
pn»fes^ionor  to  transact  other  clas^+i's  of  busin<'ss  is  classed  in  the  same  general  cate- 
Kovy  with  prosecurious  for  sifllin(c  liquor,  in  which  castas  it  iievidves  upou  the  person 
accused  to  show  that  he  has  the  autlioriiy  to  sell,  or  to  do  tlie  act  ciiarged.

Evi'lfuce  of  Want  of  Atithnrity  to  Priictirr.

Uatute  of  the  State  wliieh  uiakes  a  i«i-rlill<-;tti»  of  ili"  Sr.vn:  i>i»\i:i>  or  Hkaltu  under  the 
.?eal  of  tile  iio  \KD  ♦ividenci'  ihai  a  *:iven  indn  iijual  i•^  im'  :iutli«>i  i/«-il  to  jiractice  medicine. 

Th«»  i»nly  certilleate  authoriz'Ml  bytli"  st.itui*'  t<)  be  i-^'-u«'il  by  the  Hoakd  is  a  eortifl- 
cate  that  the  person's  diploma  1^  ^cnnin'-.  ainl  tr«»ni  .i  l"»;a;.v-«'harfeieil  medical  institu- 
tion in  trood  slandintr.  or  that  he  )ias  been  c\iiniin<>d  and  f(>und  qualilled  to  pnu'tiee 
medicine.

had  provid<*ii  that  anypM-ord  slKaild  bv  kept  by  saiii  lioAitP.  l\ii\  it  not  having  so  pro- 
vided, a  coi)y  purporting  to  be  a  «;opy  of  its  re«'ords  wouitl  not  b«»  evidence,  no  matter  how 
autiieniicatcd.  llenee  the  certiflc:it(>s  i?-.sn<Ml  by  tlie  Boaud  under  the  law  are  the  only 
cvidencea  of  authority  from  the  Boaki;. 
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The  law  does  not  specify  how  a  certifloato  may  be  revoked,  but  simply  authorizes  the 
revocation  for  unnrofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct  In  such  cases  the  ordinary 
method  would  bo  deemed  the  proper  one.  viz:  chat  tlie  Boabd  should  pa<«s  a  resolution 
revoking  the  certiflcatw— a  copy  of  which  resolution,  under  the  seal  of  the  Board,  should 
be  served  upon  the  person  holding  the  certifloate,  and  another  certified  copy,  with  proof 
of  service,  would  be  evidence  of  the  revocation  in  any  court. 

The  State  Boabd  to  Determine  the  "Good  Standing"  of  Colleges. 

To  your  final  query— to- wit:  Is  the  State  Soabd  op  Health  vested  with  discretionary 
power  to  determine  what  constitureA  a  "iegally-chartered  medical  InHtituiion  in  e^ood 
Btandinfs."  I  reply  that  it  is  a  universal  rule  of  construction  of  statutes  that  the  whole  law 
must  be  construed  and  taken  together.  It  is.  therefore,  not  proper  to  take  any  sinsrie 
section,  clause  or  sentence,  and  construe  that  alone;  but  all  the  statute  should  be  con- 
strued and  read  as  one  act. 

The  first  section  of  the  law  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  State  of  Illinois, 
passed  May  20. 1877.  declares  that  every  person  practicing  medicine  in  this  State  shall 
possens  one  of  the  qualifications  required  oy  the  act.  If  he  is  a  graduate  In  medicine,  he 
shall  present  his  diploma  to  the  State  Boabd  (^f  Health,  who  snail  certify  to  its  genuine- 
ness: and  this  certificate  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  thn  right  of  the  holder  to  prac- 
tice medicine  in  this  Stare.  This  section  vests  the  Boabd  of  Health  with  no  discretionary 
power,  except  to  determine  whether  the  diploma  is  genuine  or  not;  and  if  genuine,  and 
presented  by  the  proper  person.  It  is  conclusive. 

But  Sec.  3.  of  the  same  act.  defining  more  in  detail  the  duties  of  the  State  Boabd  of 
Health  when  such  a  Boakd  shall  be  established,  declares  that  the  Board  shall  i^sue 
certificates  to  "all  who  shall  furnish  satisfactory  proof  of  having  received  diplomas  or 
licenses  from  legatlu -chartered  medical  institutions  m  good  standing,"  etc.  By  this  section 
the  Boabd  are  not  compelled  to  issue  certificates,  unless  a  diploma  or  license  is  presented 
to  them,  and  it  must  also  be  from  a  "legally-chartered  medical  institution."  and  such 
institution  must  be  also  one  "in  good  standing." 

The  State  Boabd  is  Judge  of  the  Facts, 

Necessarily,  the  Boabd  of  Health  must  determine  both  of  these  facts  primarily.  They 
con  not  issue  the  certificate  unless  the  diploma  is  from  a"legally-chnrtered  medical  insti^ 
tution."  nor  unless  this  is  one  "in  good  standing."  The  Boabd  of  Health  must  neces- 
sarily be  the  judges  of  both  of  these  facts  in  the  first  instance,  and  this  section  must  be 
read  and  construed  in  connection  with  the  first  section,  so  that  both  shall  stand  if  pos- 
sible. It  is  also  a  rule  of  construction  that,  if  it  be  possible,  all  p^rts  of  a  law  must  be 
reconciled,  so  that  no  sentence  or  parts  of  a  sentence  shall  be  rendered  null  or  of  no  force. 
This  can  be  easily  done  in  this  cann  by  reading  in  the  first  section  the  further  conditions 
placed  in  the  third,  as  follow^:    "That  every  person  practicing  medicine,  in  any  of  its  de- 

gartments.  shall  possess  the  qualifications  required  by  this  act.  If  a  graduate  in  medicine 
e  shali  present  his  diploma,/rom  a  legally-chartered  medical  institution  in  good  standing, 
to  the  State  Boabd  of  Health."  etc.  This  reading  would  not  conflict  with  anything 
already  in  the  first  section,  and  would  be  simply  a  reading  authorized  by  the  whole  act, 
and  in  accord  with  its  spirit  throughout. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  State  Boabd  of  Health,  when  a  diploma  is  presented  to 
them  for  certiflcaiion.  have  a  right  under  this  law  to  determine  whether  the  diploma  is 
issued  by  a  "legally-chartered  medical  institution"  or  not:  and  alno  a  right  to  determine 
wheth«»r  it  is  from  one  "In  good  standing"  or  not;  and  if  it  lacks  either  of  these  qualifica- 
tions, I  believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Boabd  to  refuse  the  certificate.  This  accords  also 
with  the  spirit  and  purpose  of  the  act.  which,  as  before  said,  is  intended  to  protect  the 
health  and  lives  of  the  public  atrainst  unqualified  persons,  which  could  not  elTectively  be 
done  if  diplomas  from  colleges  that  did  not  pretend  to  give  a  complete  medical  education 
were  alone  sufficient  authority  to  practice.  If  this  were  permitted,  the  law  could  be  made 
entirely  valueless  as  a  protection.

Office  Correspondence. 

As  was  to  be  expected,  the  action  of  the  Bcard  on  the  subject  of 
Medical  Education  has  given  rise  to  many  letters  of  inquiry,  sug- 
gestion and  comment.  A  large  number  of  applications  for  informa- 
tion concerning  the  status  of  colleges,  both  in  Illinois  and  elsewhere, 
have  been  received  and  answered ;  as  well  as  concerning  the  pro- 
fessional status  of  individuals.  Those  concerning  colleges  are  mainly 
from  students,  inquiring  as  to  the  value  of  the  diplomas  of  specified 
colleges  as  bases  for  certificates  entitling  their  possessors  to  practice 
in  this  State.  Such  inquiries  have  been  answered,  generally,  by 
furnishing  the  student  with  a  copy  of  the  Schedule  of  our  Minimum 
Req^uirements,  and  recommending  him  to  make,  for  himself,  a  com- 
parison of  this  with  the  curriculum  of  study  and  qualifications 
required  by  the  college  in  question. 
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In  addition  to  tbe  letters  from  students,  the  colleges  themselyes 
have  asked  for  information  on  various  matters,  the  most  important 
being  those  concerning — 

The  right  of  a  college  to  grant  diplomas,  after  only  one  course 
of  lectures,  to  men  holding  certificates  of  State  Boards  of  Health 
based  on  years  of  practice  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Medical- 
Practice  Acts. 

The  right  of  colleges  to  grant  diplomas  after  only  one  course  of 
lectures,  to  men  who  present  evidence  of  a  certain  number  of  years' 
practice. 

Some  of  these  letters  I  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  present  to  the 
BoAiiD,  for  its  formal  action  during  the  present  session,  although  I 
think  the  principles  involved  are  already  clearly  defined.  The  fol- 
lowing communication,  however,  I  have  already  acted  upon,  to  a  cer- 
tain extent,  in  a  personal  interview  with  the  writer:

We  do  not  wl«h  to  take  anv  unfair  advantage  of  the sehool.  nor  do  we  wish 

to  place  oursi'lves  "out  of  line"  so  far  as  tho  n^icul.itions  of  your  Bo.vui)  are  concerned.  I 
havt»,  therefore.  d«»t«*rmined  to  submit  the  matter  to  you  and  ^liall  await  your  reply  before 
lakinf?  further  action.       ♦        ♦       • 

I  met  Dr. personally,  during  the  enrly  part  of  this  month, 

and  discussed  the  question  with  him.  Fully  convinced  of  his  good 
faith,  I  suggested  that— in  view  of  the  fact  that  students  who  had 
attended  only  one  term  of  a  three-years*  graded  course  had  not 
received  the  equivalent  of  a  single  term  in  a  two-course  college 
(that  is,  in  the  number  of  branches  taught) — the  only  practical  way 
to  lueet  the  difiiculty,  which  occurred  to  me,  would  be  by  having 
an  examination  of  the  candidate  in  the  branches  that  he  had  not 
attended  the  full  number  of  lectures  upcm;  and  base  his  admission 
to  the  graduating  class,  other  conditions  being  satisfactory,  upon 
the  result  of  such  examination. 

Such  a  plan,  I  admit,  is  open  to  objection.  It  must  rest,  very 
largely,  upon  the  good  faith  and  character  of  the  college,  and  it 
should  be  so  guarded  as  to  prevent  injury  to  the  three-years' 
schools.  I  have  now  in  my  possession  the  names  of  three  men 
who  were  graduated,  at  the  last  commencement  of  a  two-years 
school,  after  attendance  upon  only  one  term  of  a  three-years'  graded 
course  and  the  graduating  course  of  the  two-years*  school.  No 
examination  was  held  in  tliese  cases,  but  the  tickets  of  the  one 
term  at  the  three-years'  college  were  accepted  in  lieu  of  evidence  of 
attendance  upon  a  full  course,  without  question.    I  have  also  infor- 
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mation  from  good  authority,  that  these  gentlemen  had  not,  at  the 
date  of  graduation,  completed  the  usual  three-years'  course  of  study 
required  even  by  the  two-lecture-term  school.  The  granting  of 
diplomas  under  such  circumstances  must  be  held  to  seriously  invali- 
date the  claims  of  the  college  to  be  held  in  good  standing. 

Should  these  gentlemen  apply  for  certificates,  I  must  decline  to 
assume  the  responsibility  of  issuing  them  until  the  Board  has  de- 
termined whether  a  diploma  granted  in  direct  violation  of  the  pub- 
lished conditions  of  the  college  itself,  as  well  as  of  the  general 
usages  and  requirements  of  colleges  in  good  standing,  is  or  is  not 
''fraudulent,"  or  is  or  is  not  "lawfully  possessed,**  within  the  mean- 
ing and  intent  of  the  fourth  section  of  the  Medical-Practice  Act. 
If  the  Board  decide  adversely,  then  the  only  way  in  which  these 
gentlemen  may  legally  practice  medicine  in  Illinois  will  be  by  pass- 
ing the  examination  of  the  Board,  or  by  presenting  diplomas  granted 
after  completing  the  usual  curriculum  and  period  of  study  and 
otherwise  complying  with  the  conditions  of  graduation  exacted  by 
medical  institutions  in  good  standing.  If  such  laches  upon  the  part 
of  the  college  may  not  be  taken  cognizance  of,  the  question  still 
remains  whether  the  case  of  the  individual  does  not  come  within 
the  scope  of  the  tenth  section  of  the  Act. 

Concerning  the  professional  status  of  individuals,  inquiries  have 
been  received  from  Missouri,  Kentucky,  West  Virginia,  Mississippi, 
Texas  and  California,  as  well  as  many  from  various  parts  of  the 
State.  One  correspondent  writes  of  the  graduation  of  a  man  by  an 
Ohio  college  after  only  one  year's  study.  This  graduate  is  not 
practicing  in  Illinois,  and  the  information  is  furnished  the  Board 
as  throwing  light  upon  the  methods  of  the  college,  with  reference  to 
the  recognition  of  its  diplomas  in  this  State. 

I  have  also  been  applied  to  for  an  official  statement  as  to  the 
status,  before  this  Board,  of  a  reputable  regular  college,  for  use  in 
a  foreign  country. 

Various  sanitary  matters,  both  in  Illinois  and  in  other  States, 
have  occasioned  considerable  correspondence;  among  these  being 
the  appearance  of  the  Texas  cattle  fever  at  a  number  of  points,  the 
latest  being  at  Sedalia,  Mo. 

Chicago  Medico-Historical  Society. 
The  following  letter  explains  itself: 

Chicago,  Sept.  1st.,  1883. 

Dear  Doctor:    At  aBpecial  meetinfirof  the  Chicafiro  Medico-Historical  Society,  held 
June  28th.  18S3.  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved^  That  any  member  knowinc  any  "doctor"  or  *'doctorR"  practicing  In 
Chicago  not  mentioned  in  the  Report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  report  the 
names  of  snch  "doctor"  or  "doctorii"  to  the  Secretary  before  the  special  meeting  of 
the  C.  MH.  Society,  to  be  held  Tuesday  evening,  Oct.  9th,  1883. 

This  resolution  was  mloptcdin  order  that  this  Society  should  act  with  the  State  Doard 
OF  Health  in  its  legal  efforts  against  quackery.

I  replied  in  substance,  to  Dr.  Hayes*  letter  transmitting  this,  that 
I  fully  appreciated,  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  this,  the  first  system- 
atic, eifort  to  co-operate  in  our  attempt  to  suppress  quackery  in 
Chicago. 
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Other  State  Boards. 


The  Mi<«8ouri  State  Board  of  Health  has  been  organized  since  oar 
last  meeting,  and  during  the  month  of  July  its  Secretary,  Dr.  J. 
C.  Ilearne,  spent  a  day  in  the  Secretary's  oltice  for  consnltation, 
as  well  as  for  the  purpose  of  familiarizing  himself  with  the  office 
methods,  forms,  blanks  and  other  details.  Full  sets  of  the  publi- 
cations of  the  Board,  copies  of  blanks,  registers,  etc.,  have  been 
furnished,  and  whatever  information  seemed  likely  to  be  useful.  I 
attended  the  iirst  reguhir  meeting  of  the  Missouri  Board,  August  1, 
by  invitation,  as  the  representative  of  this  Board.  At  this  meeting 
the  Missouri  Board  passed  a  resolution  recognizing  the  efforts  of  the 
Illinois  Board,  and  pledging  the  fullest  co-operation.  Secretary 
Hoarne  was  also  instructed  to  invite  my  attendance  at  their  subse- 
quent meetings.  I  accordingly  met  witli  them  again  on  the  ?:Oth  of 
September,  and  on  the  2ud  and  8rd  of  October,  and  advised  with 
them  in  the  disposition  of  sundry  questions  which  had  arisen  in  the 
interims  between  their  meetings.  They  have  formally  endorsed,  and 
promulgated  as  their  own  standard,  our  schedule  of  minimum  re- 
quirements necessary  to  entitle  a  college  to  be  held  in  good  stand- 
ing. 

The  similarity  of  the  laws  under  which  the  two  Boards  operate, 
and  the  community  of  objects  in  view,  render  the  work  already 
done  by  this  Board  of  much  value  to  the  Missouri  Board,  as  estab- 
lishing precedents  and  formulating  the  principles  upon  which  to 
base  decisions  in  th-?  miuiy  difhcult  and  delicate  questions  which 
continually  present  themselves.  For  this  reason,  and  also  because 
the  work  of  our  own  Board,  in  its  efforts  to  improve  the  status  of 
the  profession,  and  to  elevate  the  standard  of  medical  education,  is 
facilitated  by  harmony  of  action  and  views  on  the  part  of  similar 
organizations,  I  have  felt  warranted  in  d(;voting  more  time  to  these 
first  meetings  of  the  Missouri  Board  than  I  should  otherwise. 

For  the  purpose  of  relieving  medical  men  in  good  standing  of  the 
trouble  of  obtaining  certilicates  from  both  Boards,  where  their  prac- 
tice extends  into  both  States,  and  as  a  matter  of  comity  between 
the  two  I3oards,  I  would  suggest  that  action  be  taken  by  this  Board 
looking  to  the  recognition  of  the  certificates  of  the  Missouri  Board, 
where  these  are  based  upon  examination,  or  upcm  the  diplomas  of 
colleges  in  good  standing. 

During  the  session  of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Science,  held  in  Minneapolis,  in  August,  I  also  met  with 
the  Minnesota  State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  and  with  mem- 
bers of  the  State  l^oanl  of  Health  of  Minnesota.  The  Minnesota 
Medieal  Practice  Act  is  very  similar  to  that  of  Illinois,  and  this  in- 
formal meeting  was  had  for  pur])oses  of  consultation  with  the  view 
of  securinp:  the  desired  concert  of  action.  The  Board  of  Examiners 
have  the  right  to  examine  non-graduate  candidates  for  certificates 
entitling  ti  practice,  and  are  authorized  to  pronounce  upon  the 
good  standing  of  medical  colleges,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  extent  as  is  this  Board.  They  have,  therefore,  agreed  to 
adopt  the  Illinois  schedule  of  minimum  requirements  as  their 
standard. 
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From  the  character  of  the  Board,  and  the  fact  that  the  only 
teaching  institution  in  the  State — the  Minnesota  College  Hospital — 
vfill  not  examine  its  own  candidates  for  graduation,  but  will  refer 
them  to  that  Board  for  examination,  and  will  grant  degrees  only 
in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  Board,  I  think  the  medical 
future  of  Minnesota  promises  well. 

In  this  connection  I  would  suggest  that  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing the  medical-practice  acts  and  legislation  of  the  different  States 
more  efficient  and  their  administration  more  uniform,  this  Board 
call  a  conference  of  those  charged  with  the  execution  of  these  laws, 
or  vested  with  authority,  duty  or  responsibility  under  them.  Dele- 
gates to  such  conference  to  be  appointed  by  the  State  Boards  of 
Health  or  of  Medical  Examiners,  where  such  Boards  exist,  and  else- 
where by  the  State  Executives  from  among  representative  medical 
men. 

Tlie  Public  Health. 

The  State  has  continued  gratifyingly  free  from  any  epidemic  di- 
sease of  a  serious  nature.  Scarlet  fever,  of  a  mild  type,  has  pre- 
vailed in  many  localities,  but  with  an  unusually  low  death  rate. 
In  response  to  many  requests,  an  edition  of  the  Preventable-Disease 
Circular,  No.  3,  on  Scarlet  Fever,  is  being  prepared  in  the  German 
language,  and  will  be  ready  for  distribution  in  a  few  days.  Diph- 
theria has  been  reported  from  a  number  of  places,  and  many  appli- 
cations have  been  received  for  the  pamphlet  concerning  its  prevention. 
Small-pox  cases  have  occurred  at  Chester,  Eandolph  county,  Aviston, 
Clinton  county,  and  near  Oakland,  in  Coles  county.  In  Chester 
there  were  two  cases  in  August,  resulting  from  a  St.  Louis  con- 
valescent who  removed  to  Chester  about  three  weeks  before  the  first 
-case  appeared.  Neither  had  been  vaccinated  but  both  recovered. 
Eeporter:  Dr.  W.  R.  McKenzie,  Chester,  attending  physician.  At 
Aviston,  the  disease  was  imported  from  St.  Louis  by  a  German 
visiting  his  brother-in-law  in  the  former  place.  He  had  been  living 
in  a  block  in  St.  Louis  which  was  infected  with  small-pox  when  he 
left  the  city,  and  had  had  a  "breaking  out  on  his  face  and  body  before 
leaving,  but  only  a  few  pimples."  This  man  infected  his  brother 
:8Bt.  45,  vaccinated  in  Germany  in  childhood,  not  revaccinated  until 
after  exposure, — mild  case  of  varioloid;  and  his  nephew,  ajt.  13,  no 
evidence  of  vaccination — typical  case  of  unmodified  small-pox,  con- 
fluent on  face;  both  recovered.  Precautionary  measures  of  the 
Board  were  enforced,  and  there  was  no  spread  of  the  disease.  Total 
cost  of  the  outbreak,  $602.  Eeporter:  A.  de  Buhrman,  M.  D.,  at- 
tending physician.  About  the  latter  part  of  August  a  man  returned 
from  a  visit  to  Cincinnati  to  his  home  near  Oakland,  Coles  county. 
September  10,  he  was  found  to  be  suffering  with  varioloid.  His 
wife  and  two  children,  all  unvaccinated,  contracted  the  disease,  the 
wife  and  one  child  dying.  All  known  to  have  been  exposed  were  at 
once  vaccinated,  but  two  of  the  attendants  had  mild  attacks  of 
varioloid.  No  other  cases  have  occurred.  Reporters :  W.  M.  Cham- 
bers, M.  D.,  Charleston,  consulting  physician;  W.  J.  Peak,  M.  D., 
Oakland,  attending  physician.

During  Jaly  there  was  a  severe  outbreak  of  dysentery  in  the  town 
of  Watseka,  Iroquois  county.  Dr.  D.  G.  Jewett,  in  response  to  a 
letter  from  the  Secretary,  reported,  August  14,  that  there  had  been 
about  one  hundred  cases,  with  twenty  deaths,  thirteen  of  which 
were  due  to  dysentery,  alone,  and  the  remainder  to  some  fatal  com- 
plication. The  disease,  however,  at  that  time  was  already  upon  the 
decline,  the  alarm  and  apprehension  subsiding,  and,  *'with  the  rigid 
sanitary  discipline  which  is  now  enforced  throughout  the  corpora- 
tion, we  anticipate  no  further  trouble.*'  (Extract  from  Dr.  Jewett's 
letter). 

Dr.  Jewett  ascribes  this  outbreak  to  the  result  of  the  inundations 
from  the  Iroquois  river  and  Sujxar  creek,  at  the  confluence  of  which 
the  town  of  Watseka  lies.  Lnst  spring  the  high  water  from  these 
two  streams  submerged  fully  one-half  of  the  town,  washing  out  the 
contents  of  privy  vaults,  cess-pools,  etc.,  and  polluting  the  wells. 
The  exhalations  from  the  wet  earth  under  the  summer  sun,  the 
poisoned  water  supply  and  malarial  influence  fully  account  for  the 
outbreak.  The  occurrence  is  another  illustration  of  the  evils  liable 
to  result  from  the  subterranean  storage  of  fa?cal  filth. 

Yellow  fever  has  l)een  entirely  es:cluded  from  tlie  Mississippi  val- 
ley during  the  past  summer,  for  the  first  time  for  many  j'ears.  To- 
what  extent  this  is  due  to  the  non-intercourse  quarantine  of  Louisi- 
ana, to  the  river  and  rail  inspeetiim  service,  to  the  exclusion  of  in- 
fected vessels  from  the  Mississippi  river,  to  improved  methods  of 
nanitation ;  and  to  what  extent  to  favorable  meteorological  and 
other  non-adjustable  conditions,  it  would  be  difficult  to  say.  Doubt- 
less all  had  some  influence  in  the  result.  As  among  the  measures 
in  which  the  Board  is  most  directly  interested,  the  following  details 
are  submitted  concerning  the 

lUver  and  Hail  Inspection  Service. 

In  accordance  with  the  statement  made  in  the  report  to  the  June 
meeting  of  the  Board,  supervision  of  this  Service  was  assumed  by 
the  executive  committee  of  the  Sanitary  Council  of  the  Mississippi 
valley,  on  July  1,  in  pursuance  of  the  action  of  the  Council  at  its 
Jackson  meeting.  I  found  it  necessary  to  visit  New  Orleans,  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties  as  executive  officer  of  the  Council  in  charge 
of  this  Service,  in  July  (5th— lOth)  and  August  (8th— IBth).  The 
maintenance  of  the  Service  by  the  National  Board  of  Health  ceased 
June  30,  for  want  of  funds,  but  the  Service  was  continued  uninter- 
ruptly,  until  all  danger  had  passed.  The  Sanitary  Council  main- 
tained one  inspector  at  the  Mississippi  river  (ju  a  ran  tine  station  be- 
low New  Orleans,  and  two  rail  and  two  river  inspectors  in  the  city 
and  port  of  New  Orleans ;  the  expenses  l)ein<^'  defrayed  by  contribu- 
tions from  the  railroad,  steamboat,  and  connnercial  interests  through 
a  committee  of  New  Orleans  merchants,  except  in  the  case  of  the 
railroads  who  paid  their  inspeetors  direct.  No  officer  or  member  of 
the  Sanitary  Council  received  any  coinpensaticm  for  his  services  in 
connection  with  this  work. 

In  addition  to  the  inspectors  above  enumerated,  Mississippi  main- 
tained a  station   at   Ft.  Adams,  and   Memphis  one   on   President's 
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Island.  The  Service  was  operated  at  all  these  points  according  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  National  Board  of  Health,  and  no 
change  was  made  by  the  Council  after  assuming  supervision. 

From  May  15th,  the  beginning  of  the  .quarantine  season,  up  to 
the  close  of  July,  there  had  arrived  at  the  Mississippi  river  quaran- 
tine station  below  New  Orleans,  seventy-three  vessels  from  foreign 
ports.  Of  these,  forty-seven  were  inspected  up  to  June  80,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  National  Board  of  Health,  and  during  July 
the  remaining  twenty-six  were  inspected  under  the  supemsion  of 
of  the  Sanitary  Council.  Of  these  latter,  eleven  were  from  ports 
infected  by  yellow-fever  at  the  date  of  departure,  and  three  of  them 
namely:  the  Berna,  July  8;  the  Merchant,  July  16;  and  the  Bute- 
shire, July  17,  arrived  with  cases  of  yellow  fever  on  board. 

Among  the  remaining  vessels  one  was  found  to  have  had  yellow 
fever  on  board  in  Havana  last  season,  and  in  seven  other  cases 
it  was  probable  that  they  had  been  infected  at  some  previous  time. 
The  sanitary  condition  of  the  vessel,  cargo,  crew  and  passengers  in 
twelve  cases  was  good,  and  in  the  remaining  vessels — with  the  ex- 
ception  of  the  Berna,  Merchant  and  Buteshire,  which  were  infected 
— the  report  of  the  inspector  was  qualified.  In  all  cases  the  vessels 
were  subjected  by  the  quarantine  authorities  to  a  thorough  general 
cleansing,  purification  of  bilge,  hold,  etc.,  and  disinfection  with  car- 
bolic acid  and  copperas,  and  the  cargoes  were  fumigated  with  sul- 
phurous-acid gas.  Coflfee-ships  from  Eio  de  Janeiro,  were  either 
not  allowed  to  proceed  up  to  New  Orleans  at  all,  or  only  after  re- 
moval of  cargo  and  thorough  fumigation  of  the  same. 

The  arrival  of  the  Merchant,  July  16,  and  of  the  Buteshire  the 
following  day,  both  from  Vera  Cruz  with  yellow-fever  cases,  led  the 
Governor  of  Louisiana,  July  20,  to  recommend  to  the  Louisiana 
State  Board  of  Health  that  no  infected  vessels  be  permitted  to  enter 
the  Mississippi  river,  and  that  all  infected  vessels  then  at  the 
quarantine  station  be  removed  out  of  the  river  at  once;  assigning 
the  reason  that  their  presence  at  that  point  had  practically  render- 
ed the  station  an  infected  port  in  dangerous  proximity  to  New 
Orleans,  and  threatened  a  stupendous  calamity  to  the  Mississippi  val- 
ley. At  its  meeting,  July  28,  the  Board  discussed  this  communica- 
tion,  and  finally  adopted  a  resolution  requesting  the  Governor  to 
issue  a  proclamation  enforcing  his  recommendations,  and  declaring 
non- intercourse  between  Louisiana  and  Vera  Cruz,  Eio  de  Janeiro, 
Havana,  and  other  infected  ports,  which  proclamation  was  made 
the  following  day,  July  24.  The  infected  vessels  were  ordered  to  be 
removed  from  the  river,  and  for  the  first  time  in  a  number  of  years 
the  Lower  Mississippi  was  freed  from  the  menace  arising  from  the 
admission  of  yellow-fever  ships  to  the  river. 

Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  information  of  this  action,  the 
request,  previously  preferred  to  Gov.  McEnery,  to  peniiit  the  Sani- 
tary Council  inspector  to  remain  at  the  quarantme  station,  was 
withdrawn  by  telegram  and  the  inspector  was  relieved  from  duty 
July  81. 

It  is  remarked,  in  this  connection,  that  while  the  National  Board 
of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Council  have  been  advocating  for  the 
last  four  years  the  exclusion  of  infected  vessels  from  the  Mississippi 
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during  the  dangerous  season,  and  the  use  of  Ship  Island  as  a  re- 
fuge station  for  such  vessels,  the  necessity  for  absolute  non-inter- 
course has  not  been  recognized.  The  plan  proposed  by  these  two 
bodies  contemplated  the  maintenance  of  an  inspection  station  at  or 
near  Pon  Eads.  All  vessels  entering  the  river  would  here  be  sub- 
jected to  a  rigid  examination.  Those  found  to  be  infected  would  be 
compelled  to  go  to  Ship  Island  refuge  station ;  healthy  vessels  from 
infected  ports  would  be  sul)jected  to  such  treatment  as  would  render 
it  safe  to  allow  them  access  to  New  Orleans,  while  all  others,  if 
found  in  a  good  sanitary  condition,  would  be  passed  without  deten- 
tion. In  this  way  it  was  believed  the  public  health  could  be  prop- 
erly protected  without  inflicting  any  serious  injury  to  the  commer- 
cial interests  of  New  Oiieans. 

During  August  the  operations  of  the  Service  were  confined  to 
New  Orleans,  Vicksbur^,  (at  Fort  Adams)  and  MeniphiB  (at  Presi- 
dent's Island).  With  tlie  exception  of  one  suspicious  case  in  the 
early  part  of  the  month  in  Jackson  county,  Miss.,  on  Fort  Bayou, 
near  the  coast,  there  was  a  very  unusual  absence  of  anything  Uke 
yellow  fever  in  the  area  in  which  the  Inspection  Service  was  main- 
tained. In  the  ease  alluded  to,  the  Mississippi  State  Board  of 
Healtli  acted  upon  the  hypothesis  that  tlie  disease  was  yellow  fever, 
although  the  diagnosis  was  confiicting  and  the  weight  of  opinion 
flj^'ftinst  that  conclusion.  An  inspector  was  at  once  put  on  duty  in 
the  district,  the  locality  was  placed  under  a  quarantine  of  isolation 
for  fifteen  days,  disinfection  was  resorted  to,  and  nothing  further  of 
a  sus])icious  nature  developed. 

New  Orleans  had  not  been  so  free  from  alarm,  or  cause  for  alarm. 
during  the  corresponding  months  of  many  years,  as  during  the  sixty 
dnys  ended  August  JU ;  and  on  the  18th  of  that  month,  immediately 
after  my  return  from  New  Orleans,  I  recommended  that,  "unless 
yellow  fever  should  appear  in  that  city  by  the  20th  inst.,  inspec- 
tions should  cease  on  the  31st."  Doubts  as  to  the  character  of  the 
Jackson  county,  iliss.,  sickness,  and  the  conditions  at  Pensacola 
and  vicinity,  prevented  the  adoption  of  this  suggestion;  but  on  the 
15th  of  September,  New  Orleans  and  the  valley  remaining  free  from 
any  suspicious  illness,  the  Service  was  delinitely  suspended  for  the 
season. 

From  May  1/5  to  September  15th,  during  which  period  the  Service 
was  maintained,  there  were  inspected  73  ocean  vessels  at  the  Mis- 
sissippi river  quarantine  staticm;  277  steamboats  and  other  craft  at 
the  port  of  New  Orleans ;  430  steamboats  and  other  craft  at  the 
stations  at  Ft.  Adams,  Miss.,  and  IVesident's  Island,  Tenn. ;  and 
1421  freight  trains  on  the  Illinois  Central  and  Louisville  and  Nash- 
ville railroads  at  New  Orleans.  Tlw  agcjregate  inspections  comprise 
2210  ocean  vessels,  river  <*raft  and  frei^^ht  trains,  v»r:tH  a  capacity 
of  2,534,870  tons,  and  carrying  HI>,1M7  officers,  crew  and  passengers. 

There  has  been,  practically,  no  trouble  with  regard  to  yellow 
fever,  during  the  past  summer,  in  any  portion  of  the  region  in  which 
the  Sanitary  Council  and  the  State  of  Illinois  are  directly  inter- 
ested. 
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Chicago  Sewage. 

During  the  past  summer  I  have  frequently  examined  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Chicago  river  and  its  branches,  and  of  the  Illinois  and 
Michigan  canal,  attracted  more  particnlarly  thereto,  from  time  to 
time,  by  the  reports  concerning  the  spread  of  Asiatic  cholera  abroad 
and  the  possibility  of  its  appearance  in  this  country.  In  July  I 
made  a  pretty  thorough  inspection  of  the  Ogden  ditch  and  dam,  the 
DesPiaines  river  at  the  dam  and  the  Bridgeport  pumping  works ; 
and  subsequently  submitted  the  following  report  on  the  same  to 
Governor  Hamilton: 

Illinois  State  Board  or  Health, 
Ofpicb  of  the  Secbetaby,  SprlDftfleld,  Aucr.  4,1883. 

* 

Sir:  In  accordance  with  your  request  I  have  recently  inspected 
the  **Ogden  Ditch,**  with  respect  to  its  influence  upon  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Chicago  Kiver  and  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal. 
I  found  that  the  dam  constructed  by  the  city  of  Chicago  some 
years  ago,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chicago  Board  of  Health, 
for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  flow  of  water  from  the  DesPiaines 
river  into  the  **ditch"  and  thence  into  the  South  Branch  of  the  Chi- 
cago river,  was  practically  worthless.  The  dam  itself  is  broken 
down,  and  the  approach  thereto  has  been  washed  away.  At  the 
time  of  my  examination  a  volume  of  water  was  pouring  through  the 
**ditch"  into  the  South  Branch  which  I  estimated  to  be  nearly  if 
not  quite  equal  to  the  flow  through  the  canal  on  that  day. 

Through  the  destruction  of  this  dam — or  the  failure  to  keep  it 
in  repair — the  DesPiaines  river  is  now  substantially  diverted  into 
the  South  Branch ;  and  the  area  drained  by  the  DesPiaines  west 
and  north  of  the  city,  and  at  times  as  far  southwest  as  Lemont,  has 
since  the  opening  of  spring  furnished  a  volume  of  water  much 
greater  than  the  capacity  of  the  canal  itself.  The  eifect  of  this  has 
been  to  obstruct  the  flow  of  the  main  Chicago  river  and  South 
Branch  to  the  canal,  and  frequently  to  reverse  the  flow  and  estab- 
lish a  current  outward  to  the  lake. 

During  the  period  of  my  recent  observations,  I  found  on  three 
occasions  a  decided  current  lakeward;  on  two  occasions  no  move- 
ment was  perceptible,  and  the  waters  of  the  main  river  were  foul 
and  stagnant.  Only  once  was  there  noted  any  current  toward  the 
«anal.  It  should  be  remarked  also  that  during  this  period  the  lake 
level  averaged  about  three  feet  above  the  Chicago  datum — its  fluc- 
tuations, the  influence  of  the  wind,  and  the  varying  sewage-produc- 
tion of  the  city  being  sufficient  to  cause  the  changes  in  the  direction 
of  the  current  above  noted. 

As  a  result  of  this  alternate  reversal  and  suspension  of  movement 
in  the  river,  the  South  Branch  was  found  to  be  in  a  very  offensive 
condition — in  fact,  since  the  water  was  let  into  the  **deep  cut"  in 
1871,  I  have  never  known  the  main  river  to  be  worse,  if  so  bad,  as 
I  found  it  at  Clark  street  bridge  at  this  time.  It  may  be  remarked 
that  the  non-operation  of  the  FuUerton  avenue  conduit — the  pumps 
of  which  were  not  at  work  for  about  forty-eight  hours  during  the 
week — had   some   share   in   this  result;    but,   since   the    caoacity  of 


these  pumps  is  only  about  18,000  cubic  feet  per  minute,  it  is 
obvious  that  their  suspension  had  little  to  do  m  prodacing  the 
existing  condition. 

An  adequate  explanation  is  aflforded  by  the  volume  of  water  inur- 
ing into  the  South  Branch  through  the  "Ogden  ditch,"  which^  with 
the  flow  from  the  South  and  West  forks  and  the  sewage  production  of 
the  city  proper,  is  suflficient  to  occasionally  overcome  the  head  of 
water  in  the  lake,  and  so  to  create  a  current  in  that  direction,  or 
to  practically  dam  up  the  contents  of  the  main  river  and  South 
Branch. 

Meantime,  while  the  sewage  of  the  thickly-settled  area  drained  by 
the  South  Branch  and  main  river  is  thus  '*  bottled  up/*  so  to  speak, 
between  a  "high  lake  level  at  the  one  end  and  the  DesPlaines  influx 
at  the  other,  the  canal  is  only  carrying  oflF  the  waters  of  the  Des- 
Plaines, plus  the  drainage  of  the  South  and  West  forks,  and  ocea* 
sionally  some  portion  of  the  contents  of  the  South  Branch.  If  the 
DesPlaines  were  excluded,  the  flow  in  the  canal  would  necessarily 
be  maintained  from  the  South  Branch,  and  any  increape  in  the 
height  of  the  lake  level  would  result  in  an  increased  access  of  lake 
water  into  the  river  from  this  natural  cause.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
only  once  since  the  opening  of  navigation  this  season  has  lake  water 
been  observed  at  Lockport.  This  occurred  for  a  short  time  after  the 
wind  had  been  blowing  from  the  northeast  for  several  days  in  suc- 
cession, and  forced  the  water  into  the  main  river  and  South  Branch 
in  sufficient  volume  to  overcome  the  influx  from  the  DesPlaines.  As 
nearly  as  1  can  ascertain,  it  is  probable  that  from  8), 000  to  32,(X)0 
cubic  feet  per  minute  passed  through  the  canal  at  this  time.  The 
appearance  of  lake  water  at  Lockport  with  this  amoimt  of  flow 
clearly  demonstrates,  therefore,  that  if  the  flow  of  the  canal  could 
be  maintained  at  about  40,000  cubic  feet,  the  sewage  dilution  would 
be  suflBcient  for  all  practical  puri)Oses  at  the  present  time. 

During  the  period  of  ray  investigation  the  average  stage  of  water 
in  the  canal  was  much  higher  than  usual.  For  a  period  of  fifteen 
consecutive  days — July  IG  to  July  30  inclusive — the  average  was  9.75 
feet — the  highest  level  being  10.4  feet  on  the  24th  and  25th,  and  the 
lowest  being  9.()  feet  on  the  KUh,  17th,  18th,  •20th,  2l6t  and  22d. 
The  flow  through  the  canal  during  the  season  thus  far  has  varied 
from  about  23,()C0  to  82,000  cubic  feet  per  minute,  the  variations 
being  due  to  the  same  causes  which  affect  the  movement  of  the 
Chicago  river. 

While  even  the  maximum  quantity  above  given— 82,000  cubic  feet 
per  minute — is  not  sufficient  for  thorough  dilution  of  the  sewage,  its 
value  as  a  means  of   purifying  the  Chicago  river  is  diminished  just 
in  proportion  to  the  extent  to   which  water  from   the  DesPlaines  is 
substituted  for  water  from  the  Lake. 

In  my  judgment  it  is  obvious  that  tlie  dam  at  the  entrance  of 
the  **Ogden  ditch"  should  be  immediately  repaired,  so  as  to  affect- 
ually  exclude  the  DesPlaines  from  the  South  i3rancli.  If  this  were 
done  the  present  flow  in  the  canal,  instead  of  being  mainly  Des- 
Plaines river  and  the  sewage  of  the  West  and  youtli  forks,  would 
be  largely  the  contents  of  the  South  Branch  and  main  river  diluted 
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i?ith  clear  lake  water.  With  the  present  high  lake  level  this  would 
speedily  establish  a  fair  sanitary  condition  of  the  main  river  and  the 
greater  portion  of  the  South  Branch. 

With  respect  to  the  operation  of  the  new  pumping  works  at  Bridge- 
port, it  appears  that  these  can  not  now  be  fully  utilized  on  account 
of  the  failure  of  those  interested  in  the  maintenance  of  bridges  across 
the  canal  along  "the  summit"  to  comply  with  the  notification  of  the 
Canal  Commissioners.  On  the  11th  of  September,  1832,  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  canal  notified  the  railroad  companies  and  all  otherrs 
concerned  to  raise  their  bridges  to  the  necessary  height  by  January 
1,  1883,  so  that  on  the  opening  of  navigation  a  higher  stage  of  water 
might  be  maintained  in  the  canal.  No  action  has  yet  been  taken  by 
these  parties. 

In  view  of  possible  contingencies  which  may  occur  to  affect  the 
public  health,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  first,  that  the  ''Ogden 
ditch"  dam  be  at  once  reconstructed;  next,  that  these  bridges  be 
raised  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  and  that  the  pumping  works 
be  placed  in  a  condition  to  do  the  work  for  which  they  were  intended. 
The  first  measure  will,  to  a  great  extent,  and  promptly,  improve  the 
condition  of  the  river ;  while,  should  a  sanitary  emergency  arise,  the 
other  will  make  it  possible  to  utilize  the  full  effect  of  the  pumps  and 
canal.  , 

A  good  sanitary  condition  of  the  Chicago  river  is  not  alone  one 
of  the  most  important  factors  in  the  welfare  of  Chicago,  but  it  also 
concerns  the  communities  along  the  entire  length  of  the  canal.

The  fall  in  the  DesPlaines  river,  which  occurred  soon  after  this 
inspection  was  made,  remedied,  to  some  extent,  the  condition  of  the 
Chicago  river,  by  causing  the  flow  in  the  canal  to  be  taken  more 
largely  from  the  South  Branch,  instead  of  from  the  DesPlaines. 

Aside,  however,  from  any  consideration  of  Asiatic  cholera  or  other 
extraordinary  menace  to  the  public  health,  the  present  sanitary  in- 
terests of  Chicago  and  of  the  territory  along  the  line  of  the  canal, 
imperatively  demand  some  prompt  and  satisfactory  solution  of  the 
Chicago  sewage  problem.    Upon  such  solution  hinges 

1st.  The  prevention  of  a  by  no  means  improbable  or  remote  epi- 
demic, constantly  threatened  by  the  pollution  of  the  city's  water  sup- 
ply from  this  sewage. 

2d.  The  abatement  of  the.  intolerable  nuisance  created  by  the 
frequent  conversion  of  the  main  river  and  the  South  Branch  into 
an  elongated  uncovered  cess-pool  of  the  filthiest  description,  stretch- 
ing out  through  the  city  for  miles. 

Sd.  The  relief  of  the  communities  along  the  banks  of  the  canal 
from  the  evils  caused  by  pouring  this  mass  of  filth,  in  varying  de- 
gree of  concentration,  down  past  their  doors  and  through  their  towns 
and  villages. 

From  a  sanitary  standpoint  the  problem  presents  one  or  two  fac- 
tors which  warrant  the  assertion  that  its  solution  is  neither  imprac- 
ticable nor  alarmingly  expensive.      Assuming  that  the  only  feasible 
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or  safo  line  of  disposal  lieB  through  the  canal  and  Illinois  river — a 
matter  which  I  have  heretofore  affirmatively  discussed  in  reports  to 
the  Board — it  remains  to  determine  what  degree  of  dilution  is  neces- 
sary in  order  to  render  this  sewage  harmless  and  inoffensive  as 
it  tiows  through  the  canal;  and  then  to  secure  the  means  for  such 
dilution,  always  under  control  and  regardless  of  the  varying  lake 
levels  and  the  amount  of  rainfall  and  drainage  from  the  circumjacent 
country.  From  the  ohservations  which  I  have  made  I  believe  the 
canal  is  of  sufficient  capacity  to  carry  oB,  without  serious  impedi- 
ment to  navigation,  the  volume  which  would  result  from  this  dila- 
tion, at  the  present  time.  If  this  is  not  the  case  the  fact  should 
be  demonstrated  at  once.  It  is,  therefore,  clearly  the  duty  of  the 
city  of  Chicago,  immediately  upon  the  close  of  navigation,  to  have 
the  Bridgeport  pumps  put  into  operation,  and  their  capacity  and 
the  capacity  of  the  canal  determined  by  actual  experiment. 

If  the  pumps  will  furnish,  and  the  canal  carry  off,  the  volume  of 
v^ater  which  would  result  from  the  adequate  dilution  of  the  sewage 
of  the  South  branch  of  the  Chicago  river,  this  wfll  relieve  the  com- 
munities along  the  canal  of  the  nuisance  and  menace  to  health 
caused  every  winter  by  the  diminished  flow  and  consequent  concen- 
tration of  the  contents  of  the  canal ;  it  will  keep  the  main  river  and 
South  branch  in  a  practically  good  sanitary  condition ;  and  it  v^ill  pre- 
vent the  usual  spring  pollution  of  the  Chicago  water-supply,  which  re* 
suits  from  the  washing  out  of  the  winter's  accumulation  of  sewage, 
by  the  spring  thaws  and  rains,  into  the  lowered  lake  level  which 
obtains  at  this  season  and  which  favors  the  How  of  the  sewage  out 
toward  the  crib. 

It  is  intimated,  on  the  one  hand,  that  the  canal  can  not  carry  off 
such  a  volume,  and,  on  the  other,  that  ^the  pumps  have  not  the 
capacity  to  furnish  it,  independent  of  the  lake  level.  Even  if  both 
of  these  statements  be  true  the  difficulties  are  certainly  within  the 
ordinary  scope  of  the  civil  engineer,  and  the  question  of  expense — 
no  matter  what  the  actual  figures  may  be — is  one  of  relative  insig- 
nificance. 

As  soon  as  practicable,  the  dam  at  the  entrance  of  the  Ogden 
ditch  should  also  be  put  into  condition  to  control  the  admission  of 
the  waters  of  the  DesPlaines  into  the  South  branch  and  canal. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading  of  the  Secretary's  report,  on 
motion  of  Dr.  Clark,  it  was  accepted,  the  recouimendations  and  ac- 
tions of  the  Secretary  were  approved,  and  the  report  was  ordered 
to  be  printed  in  the  account  of  the  proccodinj^s  of  the  meeting. 

Upon  the  request  of  the  Secretary  the  regular  order  of  business 
was  suspended  io  take  up  the  consideration  of  sundry  cases  affect- 
ing the  status  of  colleges  and  of  individuals,  in  many  of  which  the 
parties  were  already  in  attendance.  The  Board  thereupon  went  into 
executive  session,  at  the  conclusion  of  which,  the  following  action 
was  ordered  to  be  made  public: 
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Resoloed,  That  the  discretionary  power  heretofore  conferred  upon  the  Secre- 
tary, "to  act  for  the  Board  In  any  case  of  emerg'^ncy  which  may  arise  in  the  In- 
terims between  the  rei^iiiar  meetings,'*  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  specifically  to 
the  class  of  cases  under  con^iidf^ration.  to- wit:  questions  concerning  medical 
colleges  and  practitioners.— as  well  as  to  sanitary  necessities. 

The  consideration  of  the  Secretary's  report  was  resumed,  and  Dr. 
Haskell  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted: 

Jiesolvfid,  That  the  River  and  Rail  Inspection  Rervlce  in  the  Mississippi 
Yalley.  maintained  by  the  National  Board  of  Health  during;  the  past  sea- 
son up  to  the  close  of  June,  has  been  aeain  demonstrated  «o  be  of  signal  useful- 
ness in  protecting  commercial  interests  from  the  injurious  effects  of  unfounded  ru- 
mors and  unnecessary  local  quarantines  which  firrowoutof  such  rumors,  as  well 
as  in  ffuardinflT  the  sanitary  interests  of  the  valley. 

Resolo^d,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Sanitary  Council  of  the  Missis- 
sippi Valley  ha<«  discharged  the  duties  devolved  upou  it.  in  connection  with  said 
River  and  Rait  Inspection  Service  from  July  1  to  {September  15.  with  commendable 
wisdom,  moderation  and  elflciency. 

Resolved.  That  the  individual  members  of  the  Illinois  State  Boai^d  of 
Health,  colleafrues  of  Dr.  Ranch,  endorse,  in  the  fullest  sense,  his  actions  as  ex- 
ecutive officer  of  the  Sanitary  Council  in  charice  of  said  Inspection  Service. 

Dr.  Ludlam  offered  the  following,  which  was  also  adopted: 

Rfinohfid,  That  the  Secretary  transmit  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  proceedinsrs 
of  this  meetinj;  to  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  to  the  Health  Commissioner,  of  the 
City  of  Chicafco.  with  a  communication  to  each  of  them,  inviting  attention  especi- 
ally to  that  portion  of  his  Quarterly  Report  which  treats  of  the  Chicago-sewage 
question. 

The  Board  then  resumed^in  executive  session,  the  consideration  of 
cases  under  the  Medical-Practice  Act,  at  the  close  of  which,  the  Secre- 
tary was  authorized  to  communicate  the  decisions  in  all  adjudicated 
cases,  and  to  furnish  the  necessary  information  as  to  the  revocation  of 
certificates,  directly  to  the  individuals  interested.  At  six  o'clock* 
p.  m.,  the  Board  adjourned  to  10  o'clock,  Friday  morning. 

Friday,  October  20,  10  o'clock  a.  in. — Present:  Newton  Bateman, 
John  McLean,  B.  Ludlam,  W.  B.  EcKenzie  and  John  H.  Bauch. 

A  short  executive  session  was  first  held,  the  majority  of  cases 
being  disposed  of,  either  by  reference  to  the  Secretary  with  power 
to  act,  or  by  postponement  for  future  consideration. 

Under  the  call  for  reports  from  committees,  the  following  was 
submitted : 

Whebeas,  Our  late  associate,  John  M.  Gregory.  LL.  D..  long  and  honorably 
connected  with  the  work  of  tbn  Illinois  Htate  Boabd  of  Health,  and  for  a  con- 
siderable time  its  presiding  officer,  has  resigned  his  membership  in  this  Boabd,  in 
order  the  more  entirely  to  devote  himself  to  the  duties  of  his  oifiee  as  a  member  of 
the  United  States  Civil  Service  Commission:  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  recoenize  in  Dr.  Gregory  a  ^rentleman  of  a  hieh  sense  of 
honor:  of  broad  and  enllfirhtennd  views  upon  a  ran^e  of  questions  vitally  afteclinfi: 
miiny  important  interests:  and  a  conscientious,  capable  and  experienced  public 
officer. 

Resolved,  That  our  best  wishes  and  kindest  regards  follow  him  in  his  new  field 
of  labor. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Eauch,  the  preamble  and  resolutions  were 
unanimously  adopted. 

The  auditing  committee  reported  that  it  had  examined  and  audited 
accounts,  amounting  to  $2,757.30;  had  found  the  same  to  be  cor- 
rect, and  recommend  that  they  be  paid. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted,  and,  on  motion  of  the 
Secretary,  the  Board,  at  12:45  p.  m.,  adjourned. 
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SPECIAL  MEETINGS 


SUMMARY  OF  OFFICE  WORK  AND  MISCELLANEOUS. 


The  Board  has  held  live  special  meetings  during  the  year  18S8» 
namely,  on  November  3  and  10,  and  on  December  1,  8  and  15. 
These  meetings  were  of  a  purely,  executive  nature,  held  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  action  on  sundry  cases  under  the  Medical-Practice 
Act.  At  the  meeting  held  on  Saturday,  November  3,  the  certitieate 
of  Dr.  Frank  B.  Smith,  temporarily  of  Peoria,  formerly  of  Chicago, 
was  revoked  for  ^^unprofessional  and  dishonorable  conduct."  He 
was  proved  to  be  associated  with  the  notorious  '*K.  &  K.  surgeons," 
of  Detroit  and  elsewhere,  a  lirm  of  disreputable  and  fraudulent  ad- 
vertising quacks,  who  have  been  for  some  time  endeavoring  to  secure 
a  foothold  in  the  State,  from  which  they  are  themselves  excluded 
through  the  operation  of  the  Medical-Practice  act.  Smith,  who  is 
the  graduate  of  a  recognized  college,  and  obtained  a  certificate  from 
the  BoAiiD  as  such,  has  been  employed  by  the  **K.  &  K.'s,"  and  is 
advertised  as  the  **vice-pre8ident"  of  the  concern.  Following  the 
revocation  of  his  rertiticate,  he  instituted  a  suit  in  the  United  States 
District  Court  at  Detroit,  against  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  for 
§50,000  alleged  damages.  The  probability  is  that  this  suit  is  merely 
brought  for  advertising  purposes,  and  with  no  intention  of  pushing 
it  to  a  trial. 

Among  the  other  business  transacted  at  the  special  meetings,  the 
cases  of  eleven  practitioners,  holding  tho  certificates  of  the  Board, 
and  against  whom  various  charges  had  been  preferred,  were  satis- 
factorily adjusted,  the  offenders  agreeing  to  refrain  from  the  ob- 
jectionable practices  in  the  future.  In  a  number  of  other  cases  the 
parties  have  left  the  State. 

SUMMARY   OF   OFFICE   W^ORK. 

The  oflBce  correspondence  for  the  year  amounts  to  4,036  letters 
and  other  communications  received,  and  5,157  sent,  exclusive  of 
562  diplomas  submitted  for  verification  and  the  papers  accompany- 
ing the  applications  for  certificates  from  787  physicians  and  mid- 
wives.

Daring  the  same  period  2,712  copies  of  annual  reports  and  oifi- 
<jial  registers,  585  copies  of  the  advance  sheets  of  the  section  on 
Medical  Education,  and  73,287  copies  of  preventable  disease  circu- 
lars, quarterly  reports,  and  other  printed  matter,  making  an  aggre- 
gate of  76,584  copies  of  publications,  have  been  distributed. 

Certificates  and  Licenses. 

Certificates  entitling  to  practice  medicine  under  the  Medical- Prac- 
tice Act,  were  issued  to  515  graduates  upon  diplomas  from  legally 
chartered  medical  institutions  in  good  standing,  and  25  to  practi- 
tioners on  length  of  practice  in  the  State;  making  in  all  five  hun- 
dred and  forty  practitioners  of  medicine  admitted  to  practice  in 
Illinois  during  the  year  1883.  During  the  same  period,  163  appli- 
cations have  been  refused,  and  eleven  certificates  have  been  revoked ; 
thus  reducing  the  number  of  practitioners  by  174,  through  the  en- 
forcement of  the  provisions  of  the  Medical-Practice  Act. 

Among  the  causes  for  refusal  to  issue  certificates  were  the  fol- 
lowing: Presenting  diplomas  of  institutions  not  recognized  by  the 
Board  as  in  good  standing;  unsatisfactory  personal  or  professional 
antecedents,  habits  or  associations,  warranting  the  charge  of  un- 
professional and  dishonorable  conduct;  intent  to  practice  in  an 
unprofessional  and  dishonorable  manner,  as  by  claiming  to  cure 
incurable  maladies ;  to  possess  unusual  skill,  experience  or  facilities ; 
and  similar  claims  involving  deceit  and  fraud  upon  the  public.  The 
revocations  of  certificates  were  in  all  cases  based  upon  charges  of 
''unprofessional  and  dishonorable  conduct." 

A  total  of  fifty-one  midwives  have  been  admitted  to  practice  dur- 
ing the  year — twenty-five  upon  credentials,  seven  upon  length  of 
practice  m  the  State  and  nineteen  upon  examination.  In  all,  forty 
presented  themselves  for  examination,  of  whom  twenty-one  were  re- 
jected. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

In  addition  to  the  other  matters  which  have  engaged  the  Secre- 
tary's attention — and  which  are  detailed  in  the  abstracts  of  the 
various  quarterly  reports  for  the  year — may  be  mentioned  three 
outbreaks  of 

Trichiniaus. 

One  of  these,  resulting  in  three  deaths,  occurred  during  the  early 
part  of  November,  in  a  family  near  Gardner,  Grundy  county;  the 
second  and  third  during  December,  in  Woodburn,  Macoupin  county, 
and  in  Bloomington,  respectively.  The  Gardner  and  Bloomington 
cases  resulted  from  eating  uncooked  pork  and  sausage,  and  the 
Woodburn  cases  from  raw  smoked  sausage.  Specimens  of  the  meat 
from  Gardner  and  Woodburn  were  sent  to  the  Secretary  for  exam- 
ination, the  character  of  the  disease  being  only  suspected,  until  the 
microscope  showed,  in  one  case,  about  2,000,  and  in  the  other,  about 
8,000  trichinae  to  the  cubic  inch.  Dr.  A.  T.  Darrah  has  reported 
the  Bloomington  outbreak  quite  fully,  and  Drs.  Taxis  and  Reid,  of 
Gardner  and  Woodburn  respectively,  have  promised  detailed  reports 
of  their  cases.

The  matter,  however,  possesses  little  sanitary  importance,  except 
that  it  is  well  to  put  on  record  every  authentic  instance  of  the  oc- 
currence of  trichiniasis,  and  to  determine  its  cause.  Since  1866  the 
Secretary  has  noted  every  such  instance  in  this  State,  and  of  the  deaths 
resulting,  which  now  number  sixteen;  and  without  exception  they 
have  been  caused  by  eating  uncooked  or  imperfectly  cooked  pork  in 
some  form.  He  sees  no  reason  to  modify  the  opinion  expressed  in 
1881,  in  reply  to  an  inquiry  addressed  him  by  a  comoiittee  of  the 
Chicago  Board  of  Trade  and  the  State  Department  at  Washington, 
to- wit:  '*That,  as  a  sanitarian,  I  regard  the  danger  to  human  life 
from  trichina}  as  practically  amounting  to  nothing,  it  being  so  easily 
prevented  by  thorough  cooking." 

The  investigations  which  have  been  made  during  the  past  four 
years,  both  in  this  country  and  abroad,  show  American  pork  to  be 
freer  from  trichinous  infection  than  that  of  other  countries.  The 
hog  in  every  country  is  subject  to  the  ])arasite;  even  the  wild  swine 
in  European  forests  have  been  found  infected,  and  an  outbreak  of 
trichiniasis  in  18H1,  at  the  village  of  Khiam,  near  the  souri^es  of  the 
Jordan  in  Palestine,  was  caused  by  the  tlesh  of  a  wild  boar  slain 
in  the  woods  near  the  village.  Prof.  Virchow  is  recently  reported 
to  have  condeumed  the  outcry  against  American  pork,  as  utterly 
illogical,  unnecessary  and  unjustiliable  by  sanitary  reasons,  and 
adds  that  ''no  case  of  trichinae  in  American  hog  meat  has  been 
proved  to  exist  in  Germany  for  ten  years."  Neither  in  Switzerland 
nor  England  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  interfere  with  the  im- 
portation of  Anicrican  hog  pr()du(*ts ;  and  yet  in  these  countries  their 
reputation  is  lii«,'lier  tiian  ever  before.  It  is  only  where  the  custom 
of  eating  raw  pork  obtains  that  severe  or  extensive  outbreaks  of 
tricliinias  occur.  Such  an  outbreak  was  that  at  Emersleben,  in 
Saxony,  last  fall.  MM.  Bmujirdel  and  (Irancher,  who  made  an  in- 
vestigation, found  that  it  was  not  due  to  American  pork  at  all,  but 
that  the  trichinous  hog,  which  was  the  origin  of  the  disease,  was 
born  and  reared  in  a  stal)le  at  Pjinerslei)en,  the  oflFspring  of  an 
English  boar  and  a  native  sow.  Killed  on  the  12th  of  September. 
I.sh;),  a  slice  of  the  carcass  was  eaten  raw  on  tiie  18th  by  two  men, 
who  were  taken  ill  on  tlu^  lOth,  and  died  a  month  later.  Meantime 
the  rest  of  the  meat,  mixed  with  other,  was  minced  up  and  sold 
between  the  i:Uh  and  10th  ol  September.  Except  by  five  persons, 
who  cooked  it  a  littl*',  this  minced  meat  was  eaten  perfectly  raw, 
and  within  a  short  time  there  were  two  hundred  and  fifty  persons 
sick,  of  wliom  forty-two  ilicd  :  and  one  Innidred  and  twenty-six  more 
cases,  with  eleven  deatlis.  occurred  in  neij.diborin.Lj  villages  among 
])ersons  wjio  atf  sausu^'e  made  by  the  same  butclier.  Trichime  were 
found  in  abnndan(*c  by  MM.  Ihouardrl  and  Granidier  in  the  bodies 
of  two  of  the  victims.  This  is  tiie  most  extensive  outbreak  yet  re- 
ported;  but  as  previously  remark*. 1.  the  (|iifstion  is  one  of  eco- 
nomic and  commercial  importan<'e.  and  in  only  a  very  limited  sense 
has  it  any  sanitary  interest.  Prov)er  cooking  will  render  the  most 
badly  infected  piece  of  trichinous  nn^at  absolutely  innocuous.  Ex-. 
posure  to  a  temperature  of  ir)()-l()()  degrees,  E.,  is  fatal  to  the 
trichina. 
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During  the  month  of  February,  1838,  the  series  of  Preventable- 
Disease  Circulars  of  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Health  was  added 
to  by  the  publication  of  edrtions  of  twenty  thousand  copies  each  of 
Circulars  on  Diphtheria:  Its  Prevention  and  Control;  on  Typhoid 
Fever:  Its  Sanitary  Features — Prevention  of  Its  Spread;  and  on 
Scarlet  Fever  :  Its  Prevention  and  Control.  The  Diphtheria  circu- 
lar was  published  February  1;  the  Scarlet-Fever  circular,  February 
10 ;  and  the  Typhoid-Fever  circular,  February  17 ;  and  their  distri- 
bution was  followed  by  such  a  demand  for  editions  in  other  lan- 
guages that  the  Board  finally  authorized  their  translation  into 
German  and  the  printing  of  ten  thousand  copies  of  each  in  that 
language. 

diphtheria:  its  prevention  and  control. 

Prefatory. — Diphtheria  is  a  contagious  disease — that  is,  one  capa- 
ble of  being  conveyed  from  a  person  suflFering  with  the  disease  to  a 
healthy  person.  It  is,  therefore,  preventable,  and  the  success  of 
efforts  at  prevention  depends  upon  a  knowledge  of  the  modes  by 
which  it  may  be  conveyed. 

For  practical  purposes  these  are  as  follows: 

I.  By  immediate  contact  with  the  exhalations,  discharges,  etc., 
from  a  diphtheritic  patient. 

II.  By  contact  with  such  emanations  through  the  medium  of  air 
and  water. 

The  obvious  deductions  are,  on  the  one  hand,  to  destroy  these 
emanations,  or  to  render  them  harmless,  as  promptly  as  they  are 
produced ;  and,  on  the  other,  to  secure  the  utmost  attainable  purity 
of  air  and  water.  The  specific  instructions  which  follow  have  refer- 
ence to  these  two  modes  of  prevention,  and  should  be  carefully 
observed  by  every  family  in  any  community  where  Diphtheria  makes 
its  appearance. 

Because  Diphtheria  finds  the  majority  of  its  victims  amongst  chil- 
dren, there  is  not  the  same  attention  given  to  precautions  against  its 
spread  as  there  is,  for  example,  in  the  case  of  small-pox.  And  yet 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that — aside  from  the  specific  measure 
of  vaccinal  protection — the  spread  of  Diphtheria  may  be  as  efifectu- 
ally  controlled  l)y  a  scrupulous  observance  of  proper  precautions. 

A  preventable  disease  which,  not  infrequently,  causes  a  greater 
mortality  than  typhoid  fever,  small-pox,  scarlet  fever  and  measles 
combined;  which,  durinp:  1*80,  caused  51.83  out  of  every  1,000  deaths 
from  all  causes  in  the  United  States;  and  which,  during  the  past 
year,  1882,  caused  nearly  that  proportion  (51  out  of  every  1.000)  in 
the  State  of  Illinois — Diphtheria  certainly  demands  the  best  efforts 
of  all  interested  in  its  suppression ;  and  this  the  more  imperatively, 
since  its  treatment  is,  as  yet,  confessedly  unsatisfactory. 

I. — Its  Prevention, 

1.  If  one  Is  subject  to  catarrh,  or  inflammatory  affections  of  the  throat,  especial  care 
should  be  paid  to  the  condition  of  the  jceneral  health  and  to  the  general  hyjcienic  sur- 
rouDdings.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  Diphtheria  originates  spontaneously  in  such 
persons  when  the  system  is  debilitated  from  any  cause.

±  During  the  existenco  of  Diphtheria,  avoid  crowded  ffatheriiiffH  in  badly  ventilated 
rooms.  siH  in  theatres,  public  hullri.  and  c vt.*ii  ehtirchoc*.  This  i>  of  e8pec*lal  importauo« 
diiriDff  t.*old  weather. 

3.  Hocure  thoroufcli  vt>ntihition  aii<]  piMft'-t  ch^anlint^ss  of  iiiirHerie»«.  ktnderflrartt*ns. 
eclioolroouiH  and  otlu'r  pUurps  wlifr«>  r*hildnrii  are  cared  f«  >r.  Parent.'*  Hhould  make  it  tUtrir 
personal  business  to  se«Mire  thesi*  in  th<'  home  and  nursery:  and  to  nee  that  tbo^ein 
oharKe  of  schools,  etc..  are  also  niindrnl  ot  these  iinportant  matters,  (^hildren  are  more 
subJHCt  to  Diphtheria  than  adults,  and  the  filsease  is  more  fatal  with  them:  hence  the  ne- 
opssity  of  these  precaution.'*  on  their  belmlf. 

4.  DurinfT  the  existence  of  aca^eor  l>iphtheria  in  the  neighborhood  do  not  neglect  any 
soreness  of  the  throat,  however  sliiiht.  until  assured  of  its  harinle<»s  nature  b^  the  family 
physician. 

5.  Unless  absolutely  necessary,  do  not  eoniein  contact  with,  or  inhale  the  breath  of 
one  sick  with  sore  throat.  Avoid  kissing,  or  eat in»r  and  drinkini?  in  common  vrith  such 
siek  person. 

6.  Diphtheria  has  so  often  appeared  where  uncleanly  conditions  have  prevailed,  when 
it  could  not  be  traced  to  continuous  propagation  by  contat^ion.  that  its  rotation  to  filth  as 
a  cause  may  be  assumed  for  sanitary  purposes.  ▼ 

It  is  immaterial  whether  the  filth  exi.sts  in  visible  and  dlsKustin^  forms,  such  as  the 
irarbaee  heap,  the  cess-pnol  or  the  privv  vault,  or  in  the  invisible  and  possibly  inodorous 
gases  from  an  illy-constructeil  sewer;  from  deeayine  vecetables  in  the  cellar,  or  iu  the 
poisonous  exhalations  from  the  human  breath  and  body  in  unventilated  roomts.  All  these 
undoubted  causes  of  ill-health  should  be  at  un«re  abated. 

7.  Uecause  of  the  fact  stated  in  No.  3,  an  adult  may  venture,  when  necessary,  to  come 
in  contact  with  a  case  of  Diphtheiia;  but  no  child  should  ever  be  so  exposed,  either 
directly  or  indirectly.  Adults  who  are  compelled  to  visi^  sueh  cases  should  take  the  pre- 
caution to  bathe  and  chancre  clothine  before  K«^>inf;  near  a  child,  ('hildren  should  be  pre* 
vented  from  enterini?  the  water-closet  or  privy  into  which  Diphtheria  discharges  are 
thrown,  even  after  disinfection.  In  short,  they  should  be  removed  at  once  and  deflnitely 
from  any  possibility  of  contagion  during;  the  existence  of  a  case. 

s.  Ci\i^,  does.  cows,  swine,  and  some  other  of  the  lower  animals  are  known  to  be  sub- 
ject  to  Diphtheria,  and  fatal  cases  anions  human  beings  have  been  contracted  from  them. 
Avoid,  therefore,  havini;  anything  to  do  with  a  cat.  d<iff.  cow.  hot;  or  other  animal  suffer- 
ing from  any  throat  dlseji.'ie.  until  it  is  known  not  to  be  Diphtheria. 

9.  Outbreaks  of  Dlphih»^rla  have  l>eon  traci'd  to  the  earriajje  of  the  contacrinn  by  the 
wind.  Tlierefore,  it  is  advisable  to  i-I'»s4»  ttu' window?!  anil  iloor**.  and  avoid  as  much  as 
possible  the  side  of  a  house  tnwanis  a  known  inlected  housi*  or  locality,  especially  tlurinff 
the  prevabjiice  ut  hlnh  wimK  from  that  din?etion. 

V\  Tlu're  are  no  spe«"illcs  ur  antidotes  f<.»r  Diphtheria.  The  resort  to  such  can  do  no 
p|JS^ibIe  coo'l,  anil  may  lead  to  harin. 

IL—ItH  Control. 

1.  Diphtheria  is.  at  tlnie>.  as  virulent  and  c«.)nta^ious  as  small-pox.  Like  small-pox. 
too,  it  is  not  always  easy  to  detect  its  charactj.-r  iluriutf  the  early  stages.  Therefore,  when 
one  has  sfjre  throat,  foul  breath,  with  some  fev#»r  -and.  esiMM-ially.  if  there  is  Diphtlxeria 
in  the  n«MchV«orhood  -tin*  ^ulTen  r  should  Ih.»  at  once  separate*!  from  all  other  pt^rsons. 
except  the  neco?.sary  attendants,  until  it  is  as«;ertained  whether  the  <lisease  be  Diphtheria 
(or  other  eonta^ious  disea^o.  If  this  prov»«  to  be  tin*  ca*-»s  the  rollowin»;  precautions 
should  be  at  ou'-e  ailopteil.  Tlnisi'  are.  substantially,  th(;  >arn«.*  as  already  recommended 
by  the  Statl  i5oAKi»  «»k  Hkaltii  In  the  ('lr«'ular  on  Small-rux: 

Thf>  Sick- Hfumi. -Thi'  room  seleeti'il  fm-  the  !-iek  should  be  larue.t>asilv  ventilated. and 
as  far  from  the  living  and  slcM^pint:  rooms  of  otlH-r  meml>crs  of  the  family  at*  it  Is  practi- 
cable to  hav<»  it.  All  <unaments.  carpets,  drapery,  ami  articli's  nut  absolutely  neetted  in 
the  room,  should  be  removed.  A  fr«*o  cir«'ulation  of  air  fnuu  without  should  be  admitted 
both  l.»y  nisht  and  day- there  is  no  better  di**infeetant  than  pure  air.  Place  the  bed  as 
near  as  possible  in  the  mid<ile  of  the  room;  but  care  should,  of  course,  be  taken  to  keep 
the  patient  out  of  draughts. 

If  the  room  conn-M'ts  with  others  which  must  b«»  occupieil.  lock  all  but  one  door  for 
entrani'c  and  exit,  an<l  fallen  to  the  iloor  fram«'s— top.  bottom  and  sides— sheets  of  cheap 
cotton  cloth,  kei>t  wet  with  //<iy//i(W*/vi/»-/- or  chloride  of  zinc  solution— two  drachms  chlo- 
ride zinci  to  a  half  Kallon  of  water.  Over  the  door  to  be  used,  the  sheet  must  not  be  tacked 
at  the  bottom  nor  aloncr  tin*  full  Ien»:th  of  the  l(K'k-si«le  of  the  frame,  but  about  fl%*e  feet 
may  be  h^ft  free  to  be  pushed  aside;  this  sheet,  however,  must  be  lontr  enouffh  to  allow  ten 
or  twelve  inches  to  lie  in  folds  on  the  lloor,  and  must.also.be  kepi  wet  with  the  disin- 
fe«'rant. 

Prt'cauliDns  in  (In*  Sick-li(>ont.—A\]  discbartres  from  the  nos»«  and  mouth  of  the  patient 
should  be  reci»ivod  on  ratrs  and  immediately  burned.  Nit;ht-v«»sse|s  should  be  kept  sup- 
plied with  a  quart  or  so  of  tl'.e  r'o/>/>p/viy  /Hsinffrfant,  into  whii-h  all  discharf^es  should  be 
received.  .Ml  spoons,  dishes,  etc.,  used  or  taken  from  the  sick-room,  should  be  put  in 
boiiitifir  water  at  on<'e. 

.\  pail  or  tub  of  the  Zinc  JUsinft'ctanf  should  be  kept  in  the  sick-room,  and  into  this  all 
clothiuR.  blankets,  sheets,  lowcils,  ete.,  used  about  the  patient  or  in  the  room,  should  be 
dropped  immediately  after  use,  and  before  bein^  removed  from  the  room.  They  should 
then  bo  well  boiled  as  soon  as  practii-abU*. 

Attendntit.t.—yoi  more  than  two  persons— one  of  them  a  skillful,  professional  nurse,  if 
nosslble-should  be  employed  in  the  sick-room,  and  their  Intercourse  with  other  mem- 
bers of  the  family  should  be  an  much  restrlcte<l  as  possible. 
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Iq  the  event  that  it  becomes  necessary  for  an  attendant  to  so  away  from  the  house,  a 
complete  cbanse  of  clothing  should  be  made,  uslnff  such  as  has  not  been  exposed  to  infec- 
tion: the  hands,  face  and  hair  should  be  washed  in  thymol  water,  or  chloride  of  zinc 
solution. 

Miscellan^ou8.—So  inmate  of  the  house,  daring  the  continuance  of -the  disease,  should 
venture  into  any  public  conveyance,  or  assemblafire,  or  crowded  buildinfir.  such  as  a  church 
or  school:  nor.  after  its  termination,  until  permission  is  given  by  the  health  authorities. 

Letters  must  not  be  sent  from  the  patient,  and  all  mail  matter  from  the  house  should 
first  be  subjected  to  a  dry  heat  of  250-260  de^r.  F. 

Domestic  animals,  doffs,  oats,  etc.,  should  not  be  allowed  to  enter  the  room  of  the 
patient,  or.  better  still,  should  be  excluded  from  the  house. 

During  the  entire  illness  the  privy  should  be  thorouf^hly  disinfected  with  the  Copperas 
Disinfectant,  three  to  five  gallons  of  which  should  be  thrown  into  the  vault  everv  three  or 
four  days.  Water-closets  should  be  disinfected  by  pouring:  a  quart  or  so  of  this  disin- 
fectant into  the  receiver  after  each  use. 

Care  after  Reooverv.—HQoeut  authorities  pronounce  Diphtheria  patients  daneerons, 
and  liable  to  communicate  the  disease  by  their  breath  and  excretions  or  by  contact  with 
their  persons,  for  a  period  of  forty  days  from  the  beginninjar  of  the  disease.  In  any  event, 
such  a  person  should  not  be  permitted  to  associate  with  others,  nor  to  attend  school, 
church  or  any  public  assembly,  until  the  throat  and  any  sores  which  have  been  on  the 
lips  or  nose  are  entirely  healed:  nor  until,  in  the  judgment  of  the  attendinfi:  physician 
(who  should  certify  to  that  effect),  or  of  the  health  officer,  such  association  will  not  en- 
danger others.  Care  should  be  taken  that  the  clothinfc  worn  by  convalescents  has  not 
been  exposed  to  the  infection,  or  has  been  thorougrhly  disinfected.  The  eaiments  worn 
at  the  time  of  being  taken  ill  should  be  cared  for  at  once,  lest  others  contract  the  disease 
through  handling  them. 

2.  Cases  of  Diphtheria  should  be  promptly  reported  to  the  proper  health  authoritv, 
either  by  the  attending  physicians  or  by  the  householders.  Plain  and  distinct  notices,  in 
the  form  of  placards,  should  be  pla'^ed  upon  the  house  or  premises  where  there  is  a  case 
of  Diphtheria,  and  children,  especially,  should  not  be  allowed  to  enter  such  house.  No- 
tice should  also  be  given  to  all  public  schools,  of  the  locality  of  any  house  in  which  there 
is  Diphtheria,  and  the  scholars  should  be  cautioned  against  visiting  or  playing  on  the 
infected  premises. 

3.  Immediately  upon  receipt  of  notice  of  the  existence  of  a  case  of  Diphtheria,  the 
health  officer  should  visit  the  locality  and  secure  prompt  compliance  with  the  precautions 
above  set  forth.  He  should  see  that  the  proper  placards  are  duly  posted:  should  notify 
the  schools:  take  charge  of  funerals  of  those  dying  of  this  disease:  superintend  the  dis- 
infection of  rooms,  clothing  and  premises:  and.  finally,  give  official  certificates  of  recov- 
ery, and  of  freedom  from  liability  to  communicate  the  disease  to  others.  Until  these  latter 
are  issued  a  rigid  system  ot  isolation  or  quarantine  should  be  maintained  with  regard  to 
an  infected  house  and  its  contents— persons  and  things. 

Where  there  is  no  health  officer,  the  attending  physician  should  see  that  the  above 
precautions  are  carried  out. 

4.  In  the  event  of  death,  the  clothing  in  which  the  body  is  attired  should  be  sprinkled 
with  thymol  water,  the  body  wrapped  in  a  disinfectant  cerecloth  (a  sheet  thoroughly 
soaked  in  the  Zinc  Disinfectant,  double  strength)  and  placed  in  an  air-tight  coffin,  wfiich  is 
to  renhain  in  tfie  sick-room  until  removed  for  burial.  No  public  funeral  should  be  allowed 
either  at  the  house  or  church,  and  no  more  persons  should  be  permitted  to  go  to  the  cem- 
etery than  are  necessary  to  inter  the  corpse. 

5.  After  recovery  or  death  all  articles  worn  by.  or  that  have  come  in  contact  with  the 
patient,  together  with  the  room  and  all  its  contents,  should  be  thoroughly  disinfected  by 
burning  sulphur.  To  do  this,  have  all  windows,  fire-places,  fines,  key- holes,  doors  and 
other  openings  securely  closed  by  strips  or  sheets  of  paper  pasted  over  them.  Then  place 
on  the  hearth  or  stove,  or  on  bricks  set  in  a  wash-tub  containing  an  inch  or  so  of  water, 
an  iron  vessel  of  live  coals,  upon  which  throw  three  or  four  pounds  of  sulphur.  All  arti- 
cles in  the  room  and  others  of  every  descriptioa  that  have  been  exposed  to  infection, 
which  can  not  be  washed  or  subjected  to  dry  heat,  and  are  yet  too  valuable  to  be  burned, 
must  be  spread  out  on  chairs  or  racks:  mattresses  or  spring  beds  set  up  so  as  to  have 
both  surfaces  exposed:  window  shades  and  curtains  laid  out  at  full  length,  and  every 
effort  made  to  secure  thorough  exposure  to  the  sulphur  fumes.  The  room  should  then  be 
kept  tightly  closed  for  twenty-four  hours. 

After  this  fumigation— which  it  will  do  no  harm  to  repeat— the  floor  and  wood- work 
should  be  washed  with  soap  and  hot  water,  the  walls  and  celling  whitewashed,  or,  if 
papered,  the  paper  should  be  removed.  The  articles  which  have  been  subjected  to  fumi- 
gation should  be  exposed  for  several  days  to  sunshine  and  fresh  air.  If  the  carpet  has 
unavoidably  been  allowed  to  remain  on  the  floor  during  the  illness,  it  should  not  be  re- 
moved until  after  the  fumigation:  but  must  then  be  taken  up.  beaten  and  shaken  in  the 
open  air.  and  allowed  to  remain  out  of  doors  for  a  week  or  more.  If  not  too  valuable,  it 
should  be  destroyed:  but.  whenever  practicable,  it  should  be  removed  from  the  room  at 
the  beginning  of  the  illness. 

After  the  above  treatment  has  been  thoroughly  enforced,  the  doors  and  windows  of 
the  room  should  be  kept  open  as  much  as  possible  for  a  week  or  two.  Where  houses  are 
isolated  articles  may  be  exposed  out  of  doors.  The  entire  contents  of  the  house  should 
be  subjected  to  the  greatest  care,  and  when  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the  safety  of  an  arti- 
cle it  should  be  destroyed. 

All  this  work  should  be  done— both  the  disinfection  and  the  destruction  of  property— 
under  the  direct  supervi:iion  of  the  local  authorities. 
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6.  Such  artlcleR  of  clothine.  beddins.  etc..  as  c»q  be  washed,  should  flrst  be  treated 
by  dfppine  in  the  Zinc  Di^  infect  ant;  thoy  should  then  be  immediately  and  thoroughly 
boiled.  Tne  ticking  of  beds  and  pillows  used  by  the  patient  should  be  treated  in  the 
same  manner,  and  the  centents.  if  hulror  feathers,  nhoutd  be  thorouffbly  baked  in  an 
oven.  If  this  can  not  be  done,  they  should  be  destroyed  by  Art*,  as  should,  in  any  e%'enu 
all  straw,  husk.  moss,  or  "excelsior"  llUinK.  The  clothing  of  nurses  should  be  thor- 
oughly fumigated  and  cleaned  before  it  is  taken  from  the  house,  or.  better  still,  burned. 
if  feasible. 


SCARLET   FEVER:      ITS   rREVENTION   AND  CONTROL. 

Prefatory. — Scarlet  Fever  is,  pre-eminently,  the  contagious  disease 
of  childhood.  Although  all  ages  are  liable  to  the  disease,  the  chances 
of  attack  rapidly  diminish  after  the  tifth  year.  This  predisposition 
of  childhood  is  attributed  to  the  feeble  resisting  power  of  early  life. 
For  the  same  reason,  the  chances  of  recovery  and  of  escape  from 
its  serious  after-effects  increase  with  the  age  of  the  individual. 

These  considerations  should  lead  to  especial  care  in  guarding  young 
children  from  danger  of  exposure  to  the  contagion  of  Scarlet  Fever. 
The  common  theory  of  too  many  mothers  and  nurses — that  "the 
diseases  of  childhood  are  to  be  expected  anyway ;  there  is  no  use  in 
attempting  to  guard  children  from  their  distinctive  diseases'* — is 
mischievous  in  the  extreme,  and  should  be  refuted  by  all  sanita- 
rians, health  officers  and  family  physicians.  Because  a  certain  class 
of  diseases  are  more  prevalent  and  more  dangerous  in  early  life, 
and  grow  less  frequent  and  less  fatal  as  the  vigor  and  fullness  of 
adult  life  are  approached,  would  seem  to  be  common-sense  reasons 
why  the  infant  and  young  child  should  be  all  the  more  carefully  guarded 
against  exposure  to  them* — jind  this  is  especially  true  of  the  disease 
under  consideraticm. 

As  in  other  contagious  diseases,  there  are  two  important  matters 
demanding  attention  in  order  to  pn^vent  the  spread  of  Scarlet  Fever. 
The  first  is  to  isolate  the  patient — to  s(;parate  the  sick  from  the  well. 
The  second  is  to  destroy,  at  once  and  effectually,  everything  which 
comes  from  the  body  of  the  patient — before  it  can  infect  anything 
else,  if  i)Ossible ;  if  not,  then  to  subject  everything  likely  to  be  in- 
fected to  such  treatment  as  will  destroy  the  ])ois()nous  property. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  poison  is  contained  in  the  breath  and  discharges 
of  the  patient,  and  especially  in  the  skin  which  peels  off  at  the  close 
of  the  attack,  and  may  l>e  scattered  through  the  air  in  thiy  scales 
or  powder.  These  particles  may  settle  down  in  undusted  corners, 
or  lodge  in  clothing,  carpets,  bedding,  etc. ;  and,  as  they  retain  their 
poisonous  property  for  an  indetinite  period,  may  kindle  an  epidemic 
whenever  dislodged  to  (?ome  in  contact  with  susceptible  subjects. 

The  instructions,  which  follow,  with  reference  to  the  care  of  the 
sick,  and  especially  those  with  reference  to  the  means  of  destroying 
the  poison,  should  be  conscientiously  carried  out  in  every  household 
where  there  is  a  case  of  scarlet  fever.  In  a  sanitary  sense,  every 
person  is  his  brother's  keeper  where  contagious  disease  is  concerned. 
Concealment,  or  neglect  of  know^n  necessary  pnM'iiutions,  whereby 
contagi(m  is  spread,  may  be  as  murderous  in  etlect,  whatever  the 
intent,  as  the  club  of  Cain  itself. 

•Since  one  attack  of  Scarlet  Fever  usually  Hufll<*fts.  to  prevent  pubseauent  ones,  the 
Quostion  has  .sonuitimes  arisen  as  to  tiie  propriety  of  int«'ntionally  ex?>osinif  chilrlren  to 
tno  contagion  during;  ex<'eptionally  inil«i  epi«ifmi(^s  of  the  diseasi^    Thift  is  a  qiiestion 
whicii  niU8t,  in  all  ca-^os.  be  decided  by  the  family  physician.    A.nd  it  should  not  be  forgot- 
ten that  even  a  mild  case  in  one  child  may  communicate  a  malii^nant  attack  co  another. 
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If  the  instructions  herein  set  forth  were  faithfully  followed  in  every 
•case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  for  a  comparatively  brief  space  of  time,  its 
poison  could  be  entirely  eradicated,— and  this  scourge  of  childhood 
would  soon  cease  to  fill  mothers'  hearts  with  dread  and  anxiety. 

Its  Prevention  and  Control, 

1.  Durine  the  existence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  a  community,  all  cases  of  sore  throat,  with 
fever,  are  to  be  looked  upon  with  suspicion  until  their  innocent  character  is  established. 

2.  If  a  child,  who  has  not  previously  had  an  attack  of  Scarlet  Fever,  should,  unfor- 
tunately, be  exposed  to  a  case,  it  should  be  carefully  watched  durini;  the  foUowingr  two 
weeks.  Upon  the  first  symptoms  of  shiverini:.  lassitude,  headache,  frequent  pulse,  hot.  dry 
skin,  flushed  face,  furred  tongue,  with  much  thirst  and  loss  of  appetite,  the  child  should 
immediately  be  separated  as  completely  as  oossible  from  other  members  of  the  house- 
hold and  all  other  persons,  until  a  physician  nas  seen  it  and  determined  whether  it  has 
Scarlet  Fever.  All  persons  known  to  be  sick  with  this  disease  (even  those  but  mildly 
sick)  should  be  promptly  and  thoroughly  isolated  from  the  public.  This  is  of  quite  as 
much  importance  as  In  a  case  of  smaU-pox. 

3.  As  soon  as  it  is  determined  that  the  disease  is  Scarlet  Fever,  the  following  precau- 
tions shoilld  be  scrupulously  carried  out.  These  are  substantially  the  same  as  already 
recommended  by  the  Btatb  Board  of  Health,  in  the  circulars  on  small-pox  and  diph- 
theria. 

The  Sick- Room.— The  room  selected  for  the  sick  should  be  larffe.  easily  ventilated, 
And  as  far  from  the  living  and  sleepingr-rooms  of  other  members  of  the  family  as  it  is 

f practicable  to  have  it.  All  ornaments,  carpets,  drapery  and  articles  not  absolutely  needed 
n  the  room,  should  be  removed.  A  free  oirculation  of  air  from  without  should  be  admit- 
ted both  by  night  and  day—there  Is  no  better  disinfectant  than  pure  air.  Place  the  bed 
as  near  as  possible  in  the  middle  of  the  room;  but  care  should,  of  course,  be  taken  to 
keep  the  patient  out  of  draughts. 

If  the  room  connects  with  others  which  must  be  occupied,  lock  all  but  one  door  for 
entrance  and  exit,  and  fasten  to  the  door  frame— top.  bottom  and  sides— sheets  of  cheap 
cotton  cloth,  kept  wet  with  Thymol  Water  or  chloride  of  zinc  solution— two  drachms 
chloride  of  zinc  to  a  half  gallon  of  water.  Over  the  door  to  be  used,  the  sheet  must  not 
be  tacked  at  the  bottom  nor  along  the  full  length  of  the  lock-side  of  the  frame,  but  about 
five  feet  may  be  left  free  to  be  pushed  aside;  this  sheet,  however,  must  be  long  enough  to 
allow  ten  or  twelve  inches  to  lie  in  folds  on  the  floor,  and  must,  also,  be  kept  wet  with  the 
disinfectant. 

Precanfions  in  the  Sick- Room,— A\\  discharges  from  the  nose  and  mouth  of  the  patient 
should  be  received  on  rags  and  immediately  burned.  Night- vessels  should  be  kept  sup- 
plied with  a  quart  or  so  of  the  Copperas  Disinfectant,  into  which  all  discharges  should  be 
received.  All  spoons,  dishes,  etc.,  used  or  taken  from  the  sick-room,  should  be  put  in 
boiling  water  at  once. 

A  pail  or  tub  of  the  Zinc  Disinfectant  should  be  kept  in  the  sick-room,  and  into  this  all 
clothing,  blankets,  sheets,  towels,  etc..  used  about  the  patient  or  in  the  room,  should  be 
dropped  immediately  after  use.  and  before  being  removed  from  the  room.  They  should 
then  oe  well  boiled  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Attendants. Sot  more  than  two  persons— one  of  them  a  skillful,  professional  nurse^ 
should  be  employed  in  the  sick-room,  and  their  intercourse  with  other  members  of  the 
family  should  be  as  much  restricted  as  possible. 

In  the  event  that  it  becomes  necessary  for  an  attendant  to  go  away  from'the'house.  a 
complete  change  of  clothing  should  be  made,  using  such  as  has  not  been  exposed  to  in- 
fection; the  hands,  face  and  hair  should  be  washed  in  thymol  water  or  chloride  of  zino 
solution. 

Miscellaneous.— "So  inmate  of  the  house,  during  the  continuance  of  the  disease,  should 
venture  into  any  public  conveyance,  or  assemblage,  or  crowded  building,  such  as  a  church 
or  school:  nor,  after  its  termination,  until  permission  is  given  by  the  health  authorities. 

Letters  must  not  be  sent  from  the  patient,  and  all  mail  matter  from  the  house  should 
first  be  subjected  to  a  dry  heat  of  250-26U  deg.  F. 

Domestic  animals,  dogs.  cats.  etc..  should  not  be  allowed  to  enter  the  room  of  the 
Datient,  or,  better  still,  should  be  excluded  from  the  house. 

During  the  entire  illness  the  privy  should  be  thoroughly  disinfected  with  the  Copperas 
Disinfectant,  three  to  Ave  gallons  of  which  should  be  thrown  into  the  vault  every  three  or 
four  days.  Water-closets  should  be  disinfected  by  pouring  a  quart  or  so  of  this  disin- 
fectant into  the  receiver  after  each  use. 

Care  after  Recovery.-There  is  danger  of  communicating  the  disease  directly,  from  one 
recovering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  so  long  as  there  is  any  soreness  of  the  eyes,  nose  or  air- 

Sassages.  or  any  symptom  of  dropsy;  but.  more  especially,  so  long  as  the  skin  continues 
>  peel  olT.  Although  this  latter  process  is  usually  completed  within  about  forty  days 
from  the  beginning  of  the  sickness,  cases  happen,  sometimes,  when  it  lasts  even  seventy 
or  eighty  days.  No  matter  how  long  this  period  may  bo,  the  child  must  be  considered 
dangerous  until  all  scaling  or  peeling  of  the  skin  has  ceased.  Vaseline,  cosmoline,  olive 
oil  or  lard  should  be  used,  in  the  discretion  of  the  attending  physician,  to  anoint  the  skin. 
in  order  to  prevent  the  scales  from  being  scattered  about  and  so  spreading  the  contagion. 

When  recovery  is  complete,  and  the  skin  smooth  and  free  from  scales,  the  child  should 
be  bathed  all  over,  at  least  twice  or  oftener.  and  the  hair  thoroughly  washed  each    time 


before  beine  nllownd  to  loave  the  house.  This  bathing  should  bo  under  the  dlreotionnl 
the  family  nhy.-^iclan.  ai  such  timoB  and  in  such  manner  as  he  thinks  prudent.  The  addi- 
tion  of  a  Kill  of  Thymol  water  to  each  tcallon  of  the  bath  lit  leeonimonued. 

1.  No  pers-)n.  after  recoverinfr.  ntiould  appear  in  public  wearinfc  the  same  clothinir 
worn  wliih»sickorr"c«)VwiinK  from  Scarlet  Fcvlt. until  such  clothincr  has  been  thorousfaly 
disinfected,  and  this  without  regard  to  the  time  which  has  elapsed  since  recoverr.  ^'or 
should  a  person  from  premines  in  which  th<ire  is  or  has  been  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever 
attend  any  school.  Sunday  school,  chunrh.  or  public  lUHpenibly,  or  be  permttteil  by  the 
health  authorities  or  by  the  school  botiid  t;>  do  so.  until  after  disinfection  of  Huch  prem- 
ises and  of  the  clothing  worn  by  such  person  if  it  has  been  exposed  to  the  contai^onof 
the  disease. 

5.  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  shoidd  J»e  promptly  reported  to  the  proper  health  authority, 
either  by  the  attendinK  physicians  or  by  th^  householders.  Plain  and  distinct  notices,  id 
the  form  of jilacards.  sliould  be  placed  ui>on  the  house  or  promlsi^s  where  there  is  a  case 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  children,  especuilly,  should  not  be  allowed  to  enter  euch  bouse. 
Notice  should  also  he  fciven  to  all  public  schools,  of  the  locality  of  bny  houi«e  In  which 
there  is  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the  scholars  should  be  cautioned  against  vli«itlns  or  playinf 
on  the  infected  premises. 

6.  Immediately  upon  receipt  of  notice  of  the  existence  of  a  cane  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  the  health  officer  should  visit  the  locality  and  secure  prompt  com- 
pliance with  the  precautions  above  set  forth.  He  should  see  that  the  proper  placards  are 
duly  posted:  should  notify  the  schools;  take  charge  of  funerals  of  those  dsrins  of  this  dis- 
ease; superintend  the  disinfection  of  rooms,  clothinc:  and  premises;  and  flnaJIr.  five 
official  certificate  of  recovery,  and  of  freecom  from  liability  to  communicate  the  aisease 
to  others.  Until  these  latter  are  issued,  a  ri^ld  system  of  isolation  or  Quarantine 
should  be  maintained  with  regard  to  an  infected  house  and  its  contents—persons  and 
thingrs.

The 
articles  whicli  have  l»een  subjecti'd  to  luniigation  should  be  exposed  for  severai 
days  to  sunshine  and  fresli  air.  If  the  carpet  has  unavoiilahlv  been  allowed  to  remain  on 
the  floor  during  the  illness,  it  shouhl  not  be  removed  until  after  the  fumigation;  but 
must  then  be  taken  up,  beaten  and  siiaken  in  the  open  air.  and  allowed  to  remain 
out  of  <loors  for  a  week  or  more.  It  not  too  valualde.  ii  shouhl  be  destroyed;  but 
whenever  practicable,  it  should  bo  removed  from  the  room  at  th<?  beginninir  of  the 
illness. 

Aft  .-r  the  above  treatment  has  been  thonuighly  enforced,  the  <loors  and  windows  of 
the  room  should  be  kept  open  as  much  as  possible  for  a  week  «>r  two.  Wliere  houses  are 
isolated  articles  may  be  exposed  out  i>f  doors.  The  entire  contents  of  ^he  house  should 
be  subjected  to  the  greatest  care,  and  wlientlnMc  is  any  lioubt  as  to  the  safety  of  an  article. 
it  sffn/il  be  destroyed. 

All  this  work  should  be  dr»ne  —  both  the  disinfeetirm  and  the  destruction 
of  property  —  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  local  authorities,  or  attending 
physician. 

1».  Such  articles  as  elothing.  bedding,  etc,  as  can  be  washed,  should  first  be 
treated  by  dipping  in  the  Zinr  Disinfectant:  they  slmulil  then  be  immediately  and  thor- 
oughly boiled. 

The  ticking  of  bods  and  pillows  used  l»y  the  patient  should  be  treated  in  the  same 
manner,  and  the  conn^nts.  if  hair  or  feathers,  should  be  thoroughly  baked  in  an  oven.  If 
this  can  not  be  Mone,  they  slu.nM  be  desfn»yed  by  Are,  as  sliould.  in  any  event,  nil  straw, 
husk,  moss  or  "♦•xctelsior"  filling.  The  clothing  of  nurses  -.hould  oe  thorough  I  y  fumi- 
gated and  cleanecl  before  it  is  taken  from  the  house,  or,  better  •^1111.  burned  If  feasible. 
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TYPHOID   FEVER :     ITS   SANITARY   FEATURES — PRETENTION   OF  ITS    SPREAD. 

Prefatory — When  it  is  considered  tbat,  one  year  with  another,  over 
2,000  people  die  annually  in  the  State  of  Illinois  from  Typhoid 
Fever ;  that  upwards  of  14,000  more  are  disabled  by  it  for  an  aver- 
age period  of  three  months  each;  that  these  persons  are  taken 
from  all  classes  of  the  community,  and  at  all  ages  between  5  and 
40  years — a  large  proportion  during  the  productive  or  self-sustain- 
ing period;  and  when  it  is  further  considered  that  the  disease  is 
believed,  on  the  one  hand,  to  be  as  communicable  as  small-pox  or 
measles,  and,  on  the  other,  it  is  asserted  to  be  ''altogether  and 
easily  preventable,**  the  duty  of  health  oflScers,  sanitarians  and  med- 
ical men,  with  reference  to  its  suppression,  would  seem  too  obvious 
to  need  further  emphasis  or  explanation. 

Typhoid  fever  has  been  fitly  termed  *'the  type  of  the  filth-idis- 
eases.**  Without  reference  to  the  question  whether  it  may  originate 
in,  or  be  caused  by  the  gases  and  other  products  of  putrid  animal 
matter,  its  prevalence  unquestionably  bears  a.  constant  relation  to 
the  condition  of  the  sanitary  surroundings. 

Where  there  is  a  polluted  water-supply ;  where  there  is  undrained 
ground,  contaminated  with  excremental  filth;  where  foul,  over-flow- 
ing or  leaky  privy-vaults  soak  the  earth  for  rods  with  their  contents ; 
where  defective,  unventilated  sewers  and  ''skin"  plumbing  abound, 
there  does  Typhoid  Fever  find  its  most  numerous  victims. 

From  such  localities  the  contagion,  finding  its  way  by  various  un- 
suspected channels,  may  invade  the  most  cleanly  and  carefully- 
ordered  household.  The  frequent  mode  by  which  it  is  spread  is 
through  the  water-supply.  A  small  quantity  of  the  infectious  mat- 
ter of  the  disease  is  sufficient  to  poison  the  contents  of  a  well  or 
cistern,  and  thus  to  give  rise  to  an  outbreak  among  the  susceptible 
who  depend  upon  such  source  of  supply.  Or  this  water  may,  as 
has  frequently  been  proved,  be  used  for  dairy  purposes,  and  so  in- 
troduce the  infection  into  families,  supplied  with  milk  from  such 
dairy,  miles  away  from  the  source  of  danger. 

The  poison  of  Typhoid  Fever  exists,  principally,  in  the  discharges 
from  the  bowels  of  those  suflFering  wnth  the  disease;  and  so  well 
has  the  deadly  character  of  such  discharges  been  established,  that 
attempts  have  been  made  to  secure  legislation   enforcing   the   com- 

Sulsory  disinfection  of  the  intestinal  evacuations  of  all  Typhoid 
ever  patients.  This  is,  of  course,  impracticable;  and  whatever  is 
done  in  this  direction  to  limit  the  prevalence  of  the  disease,  can 
only  be  accomplished  through  the  spread  of  knowledge  concerning 
its  character  and  mode  of  diffusion.  In  this  work  boards  of  health 
can  do  little  unaided  by  the  family  physician.  Upon  him  rests  the 
responsibility  of  seeing  that  thorough  disinfection  is  carried  out  in 
every  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  he  may  be  called  to  treat. 

To  assist  in  the  discharge  of  this  responsibility,  the  following 
memorandum,  concerning  the  sanitary  aspects  of  T5T)hoid  Fever» 
and  the  instructions  as  to  disinfection,  etc.,  have  been  prepared, 
and  are  published  in  the  hope  of  making  more  effective  the  eflForts 
to  restrict  the  spread  of  a  disease  which  so  eminent  an  authority 
as  Dr.  Parkes  has  pronounced  "altogether  and  easily   preventable.*' 
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I. — Its  Sanitary  Features, 


1.  For  sanitary  purpoHOR.  Typhoid  Fever  is  a  oontaffious  dlAeafle.  It8  speoifle  poison 
will  produce  the  same  disease  if  introduced  into  the  syHtom  ot  a  susceptible  healtliy  in- 
dividual. 

2.  Like  small-pox.  scarlet  fever,  and  many  other  oontaffious  diseases,  one  attack  of 
Typhoid  Fever,  as  a  rule,  protects  from  subsetiuent  attacks. 

3.  The  specific  poison  of  Typhoid  Fever  is  contained  in  the  diarrheal  dischanres  (and, 
possibly,  in  other  excretions  and  the  exhalation*^.)  of  the  patient.  If  these  obtain  access 
to  a  water-supply,  or  to  articles  of  food  or  drink,  an  outbreak  of  Typhoid  will  follow 
amonfi:  those  partakineof  such  water  or  food.  Repeated  instances  of  this  kind  have  been 
traced  to  the  use  of  water  from  an  infected  well  and  to  infected  milk. 

4.  The  diarrheal  discharccs.  when  dry,  may  preserve  the  poison  as  efTectually  as  the 
crusts  of  small-pox.  the  scales  of  searlot  lever,  and  the  dried  membrane  of  diptheria  pre- 
serve the  specific  poisons  of  tliose  dis«»ases. 

5.  These  discharffes.  comlnc  into  contact  with  putrid  animal  matter,  as  by  beinc 
thrown  into  water-closets  and  privies,  are  capable  of  saturating  such  matter  with  the 
Typhoid  Fever  poison  in  its  mo^^t  concentrated  and  virulent  form. 

6.  Typhoid  Fever  may,  therefore,  be  propagated  In  either  of  the  followlni;  ways:  <«) 
By  poisoning;  the  water  supply  throutirh  direct  access  of  the  diAcharfires.  or  by  their  percola- 
tion through  the  soil,  [h)  By  the  aerial  dissemination  of  the  poison  in  dried  particles  of 
discharges  or  other  excretions,  iv)  By  exhalations  from  sewers,  water-closets,  privies, 
or  other  receptacles  of  these  discharges.— By  modes  (a)  and  ih),  articles  of  diet,  both 
litiuid  and  solid,  may  be  contaminated,  and  thus  give  rise  to  outbreaks  of  the  disease. 

7.  From  the  foregoing  the  deduction  is  obvious  that  the  important  sanitary  indica- 
tion, during  the  existence  of  a  case  of  Typhod  Fever,  is  to  subioot  the  intestinal  discharges 
and  other  excretions  of  the  patient,  to  such  process  of  disinfection  as  will  destroy  the 
speciHc  poison  contained,  anu  to  do  this  promritly  and  ef!lciently. 

II. — Prevention  of  its  Spread. 

1.  When  a  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  is  known  to  exist  in  a  neighborhood,  strict  examinsr 
tion  should  be  made  regarding  the  surroundings  and  character  of  the  water-supply  of  the 
locality.  If  there  be  any  reason  to  suspect  that  this  may  l»e  possibly  contaminated  from 
the  case,  its  use  should  be  forbidden  until  the  proper  measures  can  be  taken  to  protect  it 
against  such  contamination,  and  the  question  of  its  safety  be  dellnitely  settled.  The 
locittion  of  wells,  with  reference  to  the  privy  into  which  Typhoid  discharges  are  thrown. 
the  ini.^lination  of  the  ground  between  such  points,  and  the  character  of  the  soil,  should 
all  be  taken  into  consideration.  Wells  into  which  surface-washings  from  the  infected 
premises  might  find  their  way  by  the  natural  slope  of  the  ground,  and  wells  within  a 
given  distance  of  the  privy  of  such  premises,  should  be  at  once  abandoned.  The  con- 
taminating distance  varies  according  to  the  nutuPi  of  the  soil  and  the  depth  of  the  well,  in 
a  loose,  porous  soil,  a  well  :<<>  to  40  feet  deep  will  be  dangerous  if  within  UM)  feet  of  the 
Typhoid  premises. 

2.  If  the  case  exists  in  a  sewered  n^^ighborhood.  every  householder  whose  premises 
connect  with  a  sewer  in  common  with  the  infecte<l  house,  should  have  a  thorough  inspec- 
tion made  of  the  drainage  of  his  own  premise.s.  If  th^  s«nv«M- connection  be  not  broken  by 
a  proper  ventilating  shaft,  extending  above  the  highest  point  of  the  roof,  such  shaft 
should  be  provided  forthwith.  All  interior  plumbing  shouhl  be  examined,  defective 
joints  repaired,  traps  put  in  order,  and  the  flushing  devices  of  water-closets  made 
efTective. 

X  Scrupulous  cleanliness  in  every  portion  of  the  premises  should  bo  enforced  All 
decaying  animal  and  vegetable  matter,  and  «»very  kind  and  soun-e  of  flHh  in  and  around 
the  house  should  be  remove<l,  and  disinfectants  be  freely  used.  Hurface  drains  and 
gujters.  areas.  outWouses,  privies,  shelters  for  domestic  animals,  fowls,  etc..  nhould 
receive  close  and  constant  attention,  and  the  (.'opperas  J)ii<hifec(ant  be  used  freely  and 
regularly  in  every  such  place. 

4.  The  precautions  recommended  to  prevent  the  extension  of  the  infection  to  other 
localities,  are  of  even  more  importance  upon  th<»  premises  where  a  case  of  Typhoid  Fever 
exists.  Here  there  is  the  gieatest  danger  of  the  poison  finding  lodgment  in  the  soil 
which  favors  its  growth  and  intensity,  namely,  fllfli  in  any  form.  Therefore,  the  advice 
given  in  No.  '^  should  be  rigidly  carried  out,  in  its  every  detail,  upon  the  infected 
premises. 

5.  Within  the  infected  house  itself  the  important  matter  to  attend  to  is  the  prompt 
disinfection  of  the  discharges  from  the  patient,  and  of  every  thing  liable  to  come  in  con- 
tact with  such  discharges.    The?  following  details  should  be  observed:

II  necessary;  and.  in  his  dle- 
aretlon,  should  forbid  public  funerals  where  the  conditions— either  of  the  disease  as  to 
virulence,  or  of  the  sanitary  eutronndlnga— warrant  such  a  course. 
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11.  Painless  diarrhea,  or  simple  "looseneHs  of  the  boweU."  occurrinir.  in  one  who  has 
never  hu<l  Typhoid  Fever,  should  ex<'ite  suspicion  while  this  disease  exlBts  In  a  neiirbbor- 
hood.  The  disease  varies  in  the  intensity  of  itn  symptomH,  so  that  mild,  walking  eases 
are  not  uncommon.  It  Is  advisuMe,  th»*rofore,  that  all  diarrheal  discharges  sbonld  be 
disinfected  during  the  existence  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  a  community. 

*  Best  Disinfectants. — 

Sunliirht,  fresh  air,  soap  and  water,  thorouf^h  cleanliness— for  ereneral  use. 

For  special  purposes  the  foUowini;  are  the  most  efncient,  the  simplest  and  the 
cheapest: 

I.—Copperatt  Dinin/ectatit. 

Sulphate  of  iron  (copperas) one  and  one- half  pounds. 

Water oneffallon. 

A  convenient  way  to  prepare  this  is  to  suspend  a  basket  contalninir  about  sixty 
pounds  of  copperas  in  a  barrel  of  water.  The  solution  should  be  frequently  and  liberally 
used  in  cellars,  privies,  water-closets,  gutters,  sewers,  cess-pools,  yards,  stables,  etc. 

Il.—Sulpfiur  Disinfectant.  "* 

Roll  sulphur  (brimstone) two  pounds. 

To  a  room  ten  feet  square,  and  in  the  same  proportion  for  larger  rooms.  See  liule$,ot 
Section  II.  for  mode  of  use. 

III.— Zinc  Diitiuffvtant, 

Sulphate  of  zinc  (white  vitriol) one  and  one- half  pounds. 

Common  salt three-nuartorsof  a  pound. 

Water six  galfons.

IV -Thymol  Water, 

Made  by  adding  one  touspoonful  of  Spirits  of  Thymol  to  half  a  gallon  of  water.  Spirits 
of  Thymol  is  composed  of-

Alcohol ,  K> V  <^t three  ounces. 

May  bo  usoii  for  all  the  disinfectant  purpos^os  of  carbolic  aiMd:  it  is  (tuite  as  efficient  in 
this  strength,  and  has  an  agreeable  odor.  See  litdfs  't  and  8  for  application  and  uses. 
Where  thymol  is  not  available,  chloride  of  zinc  solution  may  be  used— half  an  ounce  of 
chloride  of  zinc  to  one  gallon  of  water.

Saditary  Council  of  the  Mississippi  Valley. 


The  followiiifr  is  the  full  text  of  the  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Sanitary  Council  of  the  Mississippi  Valley,  at  its  fifth  annual 
meetin^^,  Jaekson,  ^[ississippl,  A])ril  c  and  4,  1888,  referred  to  by 
the  Secretary  in  his  ijuarterly  n'port  suhniittoil  at  the  April  meet- 
ing of  the  State  I^oard: 

In  accordance  with  the  discretionary  ])()wer  conferred  upon  the 
Executive  Committee  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  to  call  together 
The  Sanitary  Covncil  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  **at  such  time 
and  place  as  may  seem  neressary,"  the  tiftli  annual  meeting  of  the 
Covncil  was  held  at  Jackson,  Missi88ii>pi,  hepinning  on  Tuesday, 
April  3,  1888. 
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In  addition  to  the  regular  members  of  the  Council,  representa- 
tives of  the  leading  commercial,  transportation  and  industrial  in- 
terests of  the  Valley  were  invited,  by  the  following  circular  letter, 
to  be  present:

Dear  Sik: 

The  suspension  of  some  of  the  most  important  functions  of  the  National  Board  of 
Health— espeolaUy  its  Sanitary  Inspection  Services;  the  attitude  of  the  Louisiana  State 
Board  of  Health  toward  the  New  Orleans  Auxiliary  Sanitary  Associatiori,  and  toward 
other  State  Boards  of  Health  in  the  Valley;  the  continuance  of  Asiatic  cholera  in  threat- 
ening proximity  to  lines  of  travel,  and  the  prolonged  existence  of  a  fatal  form  of  cholera 
nostra  in  some  parts  of  Mexico;— together  with  other  considerrttions  touching  the  public 
health,  combine  to  renew  the  interest  which  originally  attached  to  the  Sanitary  Council 
OP  THE  Mississippi  Valley. 

It  now  seems  probable  that  It  will  only  be  by  such  co-operative  action  as  can  be 
secured  through  the  Council  that  commerce  and  travel  in  the  Valley  will  escape,  during 
the  coming  summer,  the  interferences  from  conflicting  and  irresponsible  local  Quaran- 
tines, which  obtained  prior  to  the  inauguration  of  the  Inspection  Service  of  the  National 
,  Board  of  Health. 

At  the  forthcoming  session  of  the  Council,  to  be  held  at  Jackson.  Mississippi,  April  3. 
proximo,  these  matters  will  be  discussed,  and  an  attempt  be  made  to  secure  such  uni- 
formity of  action,  in  necessary  measures  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health,  by  local 
and  State  boards,  as  shall  be  least  onerous  to  commercial  intercourse,  travel  and  traffic. 

You  are  earnestly  invited  to  be  present  in  person  at  this  meeting  of  the  Council,  and 
to  secure  the  attendance  of  other  representatives  of  commercial,  transportation  and  in- 
dustrial interests.

The  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Dr.  Devron,  of 
Louisiana,  and  the  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 


*The  Mississippi  State  Board  of  Health  was  also  in  session  in  Jackson  at  the  same 
time,  and  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Council  in  a  body. 
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Jobu    Hunter;    after   which   his   E.'icellency,  Governor  Lowry,  wel- 
comed the  delegates  and  representatives  to  the  capital  of  his  State, 
and  expressed  the  belief  that  their  deliberations  would    be    charac- 
terized by  such  concert  of  action  as  would  inspire  confidence  among 
the  people  that  every  proper  measure  would  be  employed  to  prevent 
the  mtroduction  and'  spread  of  infectious   disease.     He  entirely  ap- 
preciated the  importance  of  the  deliberations  of  such  a  body,  com- 
posed alike  of  those  vested  with  autboiily  in  matters  of  tjuaVuntiue 
and  other  subjects  coiniected  with  ihe  ]>reservation    of    the    public 
health,  and  of  representatives  of  the  great  material  interests  of  the 
West    and    South — interests   so  quickly  and   profoundly  alfeoted  by 
quarantine  restrictions,  not  less  than  by  the  rumors,  often  baseless 
and  unfounded,  but  which  served,  nevertheless,  to    throw  communi- 
ties into  panic  and  alarm.    Mississippi  is  fully  alive  to  the  dangers 
arising  from  the  neglect  of  proper  precautions;   from  want   of    con- 
cert of  action  between   neighboring   States    and    communities ;   and 
from  the  absence  of  authoritative  and  trustworthy  information  from 
exposed  points.    With  imi)lieit   conlidenee    in   the  wisdom,  integrity 
and    ability  of  the  State   Hoard  of  Health,  which    is   clothed    with 
ample  power  and  supplied  with  abundant  means,  he   felt  warranted 
in  pledging  the  State  of  Mississippi  to  earnest  and  cordial  co-oper- 
ation in  the  objects  of  the  Council,  to  which  it  was  unnecessary  to 
add    assurances    of  his    own    personal    and    official  sympathy  and 
support. 

On  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Jackson  and  of  the  State,  the  Ciarion 
editorially  addressed  the  Council  in  the  following  terms,  given  in 
this  connection  as  clearly  outlining  the  situation  and  the  problems 
to  be  discussed :

As  the  means  of  rapid  intcrcommunioMion  bctweiMi  our  own  Jin<l  foreiirn  eoiintrlep 
have  increased.  th«  dangers  of  tlie  introduction  of  yrlJDW  fever  and  oth^r  pestilential 
diseases  liavc  frrown  proportionately.    Kxp«M;i«'iii-«'  lias  dtMuon^tratetl  that  Statv  antl  loeaf

I'nfurtun- 
atelv,  th«*  la-t  Contrress.  owing  to  p«try  .iealou>i«'s  of  t.ii»«  kitel  an«l  anotln'r  not  necei^^sary 
to  l»«'  mentioned  luM'e.  crippled  its  I'owi'r  and  depiivi'il  it  it  the  mcins  absolutely  needed 
for  rln.^  '-U'MM-^sful  extMMitioii  of  its  fuMftjons.  At  its  tlr>t  sj'v,v.i.,j,  ,,i|,.  hundred  thousand 
dollars  wer«'  pla<'ed  at  th**  dispos.il  i.f  thf  l*n*-i.lcnt.  iii>t"ail  of  tliM  i5t>ard:  it  was  diverted 
into  ollwr  hands  for  ilisbwrscment,  with  what  un-ati*-fa«'tory  result^-  the  c<»untry  is  biit  too 
well  infr)rm»Ml.  At  the  lat^  M'SKion  tin*  blumliM-  wa-  r»'p«*«ited.  and  no  jietion  was  taken  to 
continue  in  force  the  law  of  June,  li>7'.>,  which  will  expire  in  .Iiinr»  next— four  years  frona  the 
date  of  its  approval. 

In  this  grave  eniergency,  the  Samta!:v  i'oixcn,  has  met.  to  di»vise  mea»nres  for  sup- 
plying the  <»missions  ot  the  National  J-,i*gi'«lature,  ^o  fai-  as  in  it  lies,  and  to  suj^gest  a 
meth«»d  for  concerted  actloii  by  State  and  local  t>rganizaiions.  Also  to  appeal  to  the 
Trcsident  to  sidect  the  National  Health  Board  as  the  agent  for  the  disbursement  of  the 
mon«.'y  appropriated  by  Congress,  over  whi(rh  he  has  discretionary  control.  The  object  is 
commendable.  The  danger  is  imminent.  The  power  ami  tln-i  duty  of  the  National 
authority  to  '^xpend  moueV  according  to  tlie  sum  neiMied  to  ward  off  pestilential  diseases 
can  nor  bo  questioned.  If  the  power  to  "regulate  commerce"  confers  authority  to  clean 
out  harbors  and  improve  the  navigation  of  streams,  it  certainly  exists  to  divest  commerce

of  the  horrors  of  disease  which  carries  death  to  thousands,  and  spreads  desolation  and 
destruction.  If  the  government  has  power  to  appropriate  money  for  the  relief  of  suf- 
ferers by  Providential  dispensations  liKe  flood  and  famine,  who  will  question  Its  duty  to 
stand  sentinel  at  the  outposts  to  protect  the  country  from  the  ravages  of  the  horrible  dis- 
eases which,  on  repeated  occasions,  have  ravaged  communities?  We  bid  Qodspeed  to 
the  Sanitaby  Council.,  and.  in  the  name  of  Mississippi,  pledge  an  earnest  co-operation  in 
whatever  measures  it  may  adopt  to  accomplish  the  objects  of  its  assembling. 

Under  the  regular  order  of  business,  at  the  conclusion  of  Gov- 
ernor Lowry*8  address,  the  roll  of  members  was  called.  The  minutes 
of  the  fourth  annual  session,  held  at  Cairo,  Illinois,  April  19-20, 
1882,  and  of  a  special  meeting  held  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  Octo- 
ber 19,  1882,  during  the  session  of  the  American  Public  Health 
Association  in  that  city,  were  then  read  and  approved. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Eauch,  of  Illinois,  the  delegates,  in  posse^  whose 
names  had  been  signed  as  in  attendance,  and  had  presented  proper 
credentials,  were  elected  to  membership. 

On  behalf  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  President,  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  ex  officio,  addressed  The  Council  as  follows: 

Gentlemen: 

Those  members  who  have  been  previously  present  at  sessions  of  the  Sanitaby  Coun- 
cil OP  THE  Mississippi  Valley  may  recognize  in  the  presence  of  the  present  delegation 
representatives  from  the  commercial  and  other  interests  not  heretofore  represented,  they 
having  been  invited  by  the  Executive  Committee,  who  in,  tendering  such  invitations, 
deemed  the  present  convention  of  vital  importance  to  all. 

The  main  and  sole  object  of  this  body  is  the  protection  of  human  life  from  imported 
and  contagious  diseases  from  any  point,  and  this  object  is  to  be  attained  with  the  least 
possible  restriction  to  travel  and  commerce.  New  Orleans  has  been  considered  the 
source  of  pestilence,  producing  yellow  fever,  and  non-residents  as  well  as  residents  sus- 
tained this  view.  Non-residents  are  also  under  the  impression  that  the  city  is  the  source 
and  cause  of  danger,  while  the  citizens,  or  a  part  of  tnem,  recognized  no  necessity  for 
quarantine. 

Experience  has  taught  the  public  at  large,  as  well  as  the  medical  profession,  that  yel- 
low fever  does  not  originate  in  New  Orleans,  nor  will  it  it  ever  propagate  there  to  any 
excessive  and  dangerous  extent  if  that  citv  is  kept  clean.  The  experience  and  labors  of 
the  Sanitary  Association,  in  preserving  the  gutters,  canals  and  streets  in  complete  and 
good  eonditlon,  have  proven  the  above  assertion  beyond  a  doubt;  and  as  the  merchants 
of  New  Orleans  are  fully  aware  that  the  city  can  never  be  a  large  and  prosperous  com- 
mercial metropolis  so  long  as  it  is  supposed  to  be  a  center  for  the  distribution  of  yellow 
fever,  they  will  contribute,  freely  and  with  open  hands. funds  to  the  Sanitary  Association, 
and  thus  continue  the  good  work  of  keeping  the  city  clean  and  free  from  imported  dis- 
ease. Again,  though  the  Board  of  Health  of  Louisiana  is  not  represented  in  this  conven- 
tion, that  body  has  given  the  visiting  delegates  from  New  Orleans  very  positive  assurance 
that  a  strict  and  rigid  quarantine  shall  be  established  and  maintained,  from  May  I.  at  all 
ports  of  entry  in  the  State  of  Louisiana. 

If  any  case  of  yellow  fever  or  suspicious  case  should  occur  in  the  city  of  Now  Orleans, 
they  have  pledged  themselves  to  give  immediate,  accurate,  complete  and  truthful  infor- 
mation of  the  same  to  the  health  officors  of  this  Valley. 

In  order  that  this  statement  may  not  be  taken  as  the  opinion  of  a  member  of  that 
Board,  a  special  session  will  take  place  this  very  day,  if  It  was  not  held  within  the  past 
twenty-four  hours,  and  resolutions  will  be  passed  to  this  effect,  and  will  be  transmitted 
to  this  Convention  before  adjournment. 

Moreover,  if  any  nuestion  or  request  from  this  Council  be  transmitted  by  telegram  to 
the  President  or  Conference  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  Louisiana,  a  special 
meeting  will  be  held  and  the  answer  thereto  immediately  returned;  thereby  securing  a 
belter  understanding  than  can  result  from  the  assertion  of  any  delegate  from  that  body, 
who  can  not  bind  the  B«jar«i  of  Health  by  his  representation  or  acts.  The  Nfational  Board 
of  Health,  through  its  Socretary,  has  informed  those  interested  in  its  objects  that  it  yet 
continues  its  work  of  inspection  and  co-operation  with  the  State  and  local  authorities; 
but.  as  its  time  of  existence  is  limited  to  some  time  in  June,  the  successor  to  this  organi- 
zation must  be  created  by  the  Council  in  order  that  the  old  shotgun  and  other  unneces- 
sary quarantines  be  not  lepeated  as  they  existed  previous  to  the  creation  of  the  National 
Board  of  Health,  and  this  is  a  subject  of  importance  for  the  discussion,  consideration 
and  decision  of  the  Sanitaby  Council  of  the  Mississippi  Valley. 

Under  a  call  for  reports  from  special  committees,  Dr.  Raucb,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Immigrant  Inspection,  with  reference 
to  small-pox  importation,  reported  that  the  inspection  service  of  the 
National  Board  of  Health,  endorsed  and  recommended  by  the  Coun- 
cil at  its  Cairo   meeting,  was    begun  on  the   1st  of   June   last,  and 
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continued,  substantially,  up  to  the  dose  of  December.  Its  value  had 
been  amply  demonstrated,  alike  in  the  protection  of  our  own  people 
from  imported  contagion  over  a  vast  area  of  country,  especially  in 
the  interior,  extending  from  Minnesota  to  Texas;  in  protecting  the 
immigrant  from  the  results  of  his  own  neglect;  and  iu  relieving 
common  carriers  from  the  menace  of  local  and  State  quarantines  of 
exclusion.  The  committee  was  unanimous  as  to  the  desirability  of 
a  continuance  of  the  service,  of  which,  however,  there  was  little  pros- 
pect, in  the  present  crii)pled  condition  of  the  National  Board  of 
Health. 

Dr.  Hyer,  of  Mississippi,  moved  that  the  report  of  the  committee 
be  adopted.    Carried. 

Dr.  Salomon,  of  Louisiana,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Effects  of 
the  Mississippi  Overflows  on  the  Public  Health,  made  a  verbal  re- 
port of  progress,  and  referred  t3  an  elaborate  paper  of  Dr.  Stanford 
E.  Chaille,  of  New  Orleans,  on  this  subject,  in  which  the  data  of 
seventeen  inundations  of  New  Orleans,  between  1718  and  1881,  are 
studied.  The  conclusion  arrived  at  by  Dr.  Chaille,  from  the  facts 
and  views  cited  in  his  paper,  is  that  they  ''fail  to  indicate  that  the 
partial  inundations  of  >Iew  Orleans  have  ever  influenced  unfavor- 
ably its  mortality,  whether  by  yellow  fever,  by  cholera,  by  malarial 
fevers  or  diseases  generally." 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Jones,  of  Indiana,  the  report  was  received  and 
the  committee  granted  further  time. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  received  and  referred  to  the 
Auditing  Committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Chatfee,  Hadden  and 
Fenner. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Kedzie,  of  Michi»^an,  a  committee  of  one  from 
each  State  represented  in  the  CouNriL,  was  authorized  to  formulate 
the  new  business  for  the  meeting.  The  committee  was  composed  as 
follows :

To  this  committee  was  referred  the  President's  address,  reports 
of  various  committees  and  the  following  communication,  furnished 
by  Dr.  Thornton,  of  Tennessee : 

National  Board  op  Health. 

Washington,  March  26, 1883. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Purnell,  Secretary  Board  of  Health,  Memphis,  Tenn.: 

Dear  Sir— Inquiries  having  been  received  at  ihis  olflce  eoncerninff  the  aotion  to  be 
taken  by  the  National  Board  of  Health  during  the  yellow  fever  season,  I  have  been 
instructed  to  communicate  to  you  the  intentions  of  the  Board,  80  far  as  they  can  be 
formed  with  certainty  under  present  conditions. 

The  law  of  1879.  under  which  the  Board  maintains  its  refuge  stations  at  Ship  Island, 
Miss.,  Sapelo  Sound.  Ga.,  and  Elizabeth  river.  Virginia,  and  its  insi>(?ction  service  at  New 
Orleans  and  on  the  Missi8sir)pi  river,  will  expire  on  June  2«i  next. 

There  has.  however,  been  appropriated  b>'  the  sundry  civil  appropriation  bill  of  March 
3d  last,  the  sum  of  lluo.iKX)  to  bo  used  by  the  President  in  case  of  an  actual  or  threatened 
epidemic  in  aid  of  State  and  local  boards  or  otherwise,  in  his  discretion,  for  preventing 
or  Kupprossing  the  disease,  and  maintaining  quarantine  at  points  of  danger. 
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As  the  Board  has  the  aathority  and  the  means  to  open  itf^  stations  in  aid  of  State  and 
oeal  boards  for  the  prevention  of  the  introduction  and  spread  of  yellow  fever,  it  proposes 
to  do  HO  some  time  in  May  next,  to  co-operate  with  the  lo  'al  authorities  as  heretofore, 
and  to  continue  the  work  uatit  its  authority  shall  have  expired.  If,  in  the  meantime,  the 
President  should  come  to  the  asHistancft  of  the  Board  with  the  epidemic  appropriation 

g laced  at  his  disposal,  the  worlc  can  be  continued  until  the  close  or  the  season  of  dantrer: 
ut  should  the  Board  be  dlsai»pointe«l  in  thi'^.  I  «  power  to  aid  will  cea-^e.  and  State  and 
local  authorities  will  have  to  take  such  action  in  the  case  tis  may  seem  good  to  them.

Afternoon  Session — April  3. 

At  half-past  2  p.  m.  the  President  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Secretary  read  a  number  of  communications,  among  them 
regrets  at  unavoidable  absence  and  expressions  of  approval  of  the 
Council  and  its  objects  and  methods,  from  Dr.  J.  J.  Speed,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Kentucky  State  Board  of  Health;  Dr.  R.  B.  S.  Hargis, 
of  the  Pensacola,  Fla.,  Board  of  Hftalth ;  Dr.  Hillary  Ryan,  Cald- 
well, Texas ;  Dr.  A.  W.  Cintwell,  Health  Officer,  Davenport,  la. ; 
Dr.  Pinckney  Thompson,  of  Henderson,  Ky.,  member  State  Board 
of  Health ;  the  St.  Louis  Cotton  Exchange,  railway  officers  and 
steamboatmen  of  St.  Louis  and  Memphis,  arid  other  individuals  and 
organizations.  He  also  announced  that  Col.  Clarke  had  tendered 
free  transportation  to  members  of  the  Council  for  a  visit  to  New 
Orleans. 

Pending  the  report  of  the  Business  Committee,  Col.  Clarke  was 
invited  to  ad-lress  the  members  on  the  relations  of  sanitation  to 
commerce,  and  responded  in  a  terse,  vigorous  and  eminently  com- 
mon-sense speech.  He  dealt  especially  with  the  relations  of  sanitary 
work  to  railroads,  and  of  the  pecuniary  value  of  such  work  to  all 
classes  of  common  carriers,  whether  by  rail  or  river.  Its  import- 
ance to  the  Nation  was  dwelt  upon,  and  the  hope  expressed  that  a 
National  Health  Department  would  be  some  day  established.  He 
briefly  alluded  to  the  relations  of  the  Council  to  the  Louisiana 
State  Board  of  Health,  and  trusted  that  any  existing  diflFerences 
might  be  speedily  removed  and  harmony  between  all  health  organ- 
izations and  officials  prevail. 

Dr.  Outten,  for  the  Missouri,  Pacific  and  Southwestern  railway 
system,  followed  in  the  same  general  strain,  and  expressed  the  inter- 
est felt  by  the  general  transportation  officials  of  St.  Louis  in  the 
work  of  the  Council. 

The  Hon.  Edward  Fenner,  First  Vice-President  of  the  New  Orleans 
Auxiliary  Sanitary  Association,  detailed  the  objects  of  that  organiza- 
tion and  what  it  had  accomplished  for  New  Orleans. 

Mr.  T.  W.  Ryan,  of  the  New  Orleans  City  Council,  spoke  briefly 
on  behalf  of  the  municipal  authorities  of  that  city,  and  expressed 
their  sympathy  with  the  objects  of  the  Sanitary  Council. 

The  Hon.  D.  P.  Hadden,  President  of  the  Legislative  Council  of 
the  Taxing  District,  gave  an  account  of  the  working  of  the  Waring 
drainage  and  sewerage  system  of  Memphis^  and  stated  that  the  sani- 
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tary  condition  of  the  city  was  much  improved  by  this  and    by  the 
other  work   recommended  by  the  National   Board  of   Health  Com- 

nn'ssion. 

The  Secretary  read  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Louisiana  State  Board  of  Health,  transmitting  the  preamble  and 
resolutions  adopted  by  that  body  as  tlie  result  of  a  request  of  the 
State,  parish  and  New  Orleans  medical  societies,  "that  the  State 
Board  of  Health  ap])oint  immediately  a  committee  to  confer  with 
committees  from  said  socit'tics,  and  with  a  third  committee,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  New  Orleans  Auxiliary  Sanitary  Association,  for 
the  purpose  of  diKcussinjif  in  joint  meeting  such  subjects  as  are 
likely  to  come  up  before  the  meeting  of  the  Sanitary  Council  of 
THE  Mississippi  Valley,  which  is  to  take  place  on  Tuesday,  April 
3,  in  Jackson,  Miss/* 

The  pircamble  and  resolutions  of  the  Louisiana  Board  are  as  fol- 
lows : 

Wheueas.  At  a  conference  meeting  of  the  Koveral  delegations  of  the  medical. 
commen'iul  an«l  sanitary  orjfanlzalions  of  N<»'v  OrlcanB.  hold  on  the  thirt- first  ulti- 
mo, it  wa^  resuh'(>d  that  the  State  Board  of  H»*alth  of  LouiAitina  reafflm  and  set 
forth  itfl  i>rHvlousdo<daration»  in  njlrttion  to  mattorn  «'onnected  with  the  preven- 
tion of  the  introduction  of  contagious  dist'iiHOH  through  tlu*  maintenance  of  uriffid 
quarantine  through  the  summer  months:  be  it.  therefore, 

liesolret/.  That  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Louisiana  hereby  declares  as  fol- 
lows: 

I.  That  it  will  maintain  during;  the  summer  months  a  system  of  vMd  maritime 
uuarantini'  for  th«*  «'xelusion  of  contagious  disoases.  In  accordance  with  the  pro- 
cliiinatlon  of  the  Clovernor.  just  issued. 

•2.  That  it  will  >;ive  to  th**  boanls  of  h«»{ilth  of  surroundinfl:  States  prompt  infor- 
mation nf  th«>  apiiearance  of  y»'llow  fever  in  Xew  Orl»»ans,  and  in  no  manner  (In  the 
futun?,  as  in  tin*  past.)  wili  it  toh^rate  any  attempt  to  conceal  or  suppress  the 
knowledt:e  of  thw  t»xistence  of  any  cases  or  suspif'ious  rases  of  that  disease. 

'A.  That  it  will  permit  its  health  lecurds  to  1m»  exumintMl  by  any  citizen  of  Lou- 
isiana <.»r  by  any  fitizrn  of  any  other  State,  loraied  in  New  Orleans,  properly  dele- 
jrated  by  any  lviii<ln'«l  or>jani/.ati«»ii  lor  tn«»  p«'rf«»rnian<.*e  of  that  duty. 

4.  That  th»'  n'suuri'es  of  the  State  Board  of  Ileiilth  for<iuarantine  purposes  are 
fully  ad»«iiiati;  to  I'uable  it  to  jruarantet*  that  there  will  i)0  no  interruption  to  the 
sanir. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Austin,  of  Louisiana,  the  communication  was 
received,  anil,  after  some  discussion,  the  preamble  and  resolutions 
were  referred  to  the  Business  Committee. 

On  motion,  the  Council  adjourned  to  Wednesday  morning  at  i> 
o'clock. 

Wkdnksday,  April  4. 

Thk  Council  was  called  to  order  l)y  the  President  at  9:;);)  a.  m., 
and  immediately  proceeded  tn  the  consideration  of  the  following  re- 
port, submitted  by  Dr.  Kedzio,  Chairman  of  the  Bushiess  Commit- 
tee, and  which,  after  discussion  and  amendment,  was  adopted: 

Mr.   Pre  suit- lit: 

Th»<  eorarnittee,  consir.tinK  of  on**  member  from  eaoh  State  represented  in  the  8a.ni- 
TAHV  Council  of  thk  Missib.siiti  Valley,  to  fotmulati^  a  proieet  of  business  for  the 
c<»nHiilerati<;n  of  the  Cocncil,  i)res«nts.  as  its  report,  thti  following  preamble  and  resolu- 
tions, anil  recommends  their  adoption: 

Wheiseas.  Jt  is  th^  sense  of  Him  Sanitary  C'ocncil  of  the  Mihsishippi  Val- 
ley that  the  National  Board  c>f  H«'alth  possesst^s  to  tno  fullest  extent  tlie  oonfldence

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Resolved,  That  in  case  tbo  National  Board  of  Health  is  deprived  of  the  power 
of  making  inspections  of  persons  and  freight  when  demanded  by  the  local  boards 
of  health,  oertidcates  issued  under  the  supervision  of  a  representative  or  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Sanitary  CouNcrL  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  shall  be  accepted 
as  valid  by  the  boards  of  health  of  the  Mississippi  Valley,  provided  that  said  in- 
spections be  carried  on  under  the  rules  and  regulations  heretofore  prescribed  by 
the  National  Board  of  Health. 

Resolved,  That  the  Sanitary  Council  recommends  that  the  States  of  the  Val- 
ley make  voluntary  contributions,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  this  Council,  to  continue  river  and  rail  inspections  in  the 
event  that  no  funds  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  National  Board  of  Health  for 
that  purpose. 

Resolved,  That  the  Sanitary  Council  recommends  for  the  guidance  of  the 
health  organizations  of  this  Valley,  the  svstem  of  dnspection.  isolation,  disinfec- 
tion and  quarantine  heretofore  prescribed  by  the  National  Board  of  Health. 

Resolved,  That  the  communication  of  the  Louisiana  State  Board  of  Health  be 
received  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  tendered,  and  that  its  co-operation  with  the 
Sanitary  Council  op  the  Mississippi  Valley,  in  protecting  the  Valley  from  epi- 
demic diseases,  will  be  cordially  approved  and  acknowledged.

The  practicability  of  carrying  out  the  third  resolution  was  dis- 
cussed by  Drs.  Dibbrell,  Thornton,  Outten,  Spiegelhalter  and  Holli- 
day, and  by  Messrs.  Hadden  and  Schmidt.  Dr.  Rauch,  in  reply  to 
a  question  from  Dr.  Holliday,  said  he  was  satisfied  that  the  money 
could  be  raised  for  such  a  purpose ;  that  the  Illinois  State  Board  of 
Health  would  do  its  share;  that  he  knew  of  the  existence  of  one 
corporation  that  would  not  hesitate  to  assume  the  support  of  at  least 
one  inspector  in  New  Orleans,  and  called  attention  to  the  following 
passage  from  the  letter  of  Mr.  Thomas  H.  West,  President  of  the 
St.  Louis  Cotton  Exchange,  as  an  earnest  of  the  sentiment  of  com- 
mercial organizations  and  business  men:  **We  believe  such  meas- 
ures are  not  only  necessary  to  guard  the  public  health,  but  of  vast 
importance  to  the  commercial  interest;  and  this  Exchange  will 
gladly  use  its  influence  in  aiding  the  Council  in  carrying  out  any 
practical  system  of  quarantine  for  the  general  good  of  the  Missis- 
sippi Valley." 

Colonel  Clarke  decried  the  parsimony  of  the  General  Government 
in  withholding  the  few  thousand  dollars  necessary  for  the  protection 
of  the  health  and  business  welfare  of  thirty  millions  of  people,  and 
pledged  himself  to  further  the  purpose  of  the  resolution  in  every 
way  possible.

The  committee  was  instructed  to  secure  the  endorsement  of  the 
Governors  of  their  respective  States  for  the  memorial,  and  to  in- 
duce them  to  use  their  full  influence  in  its  favor. 

On  motion,  the  Council  took  a  recess  for  dinner. 
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Afternoon  Session — Apb:l  4. 

On  convening,  at  2  o'clock  p.m.,  Dr.  Ranch  moved  that  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Council  be  held  on  the  third  Wednesday  in 
March,  188-1,  unless  circumstances  arise  to  justify  the  Executive 
Committee  in  calling  it  for  an  earlier  date.    Adopted. 

He  also  called  attention  to  a  suspicious  cholera-like  affection 
prevailing  in  some  portions  of  Mexico,  and  suggested  the  necessity 
of  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  Gulf  and  llio  Grande  authorities 
concerning  its  spread. 

The  election  of  officers  being  next  in  order.  J)r.  Wirt  Johnston, 
of  Jackson,  Miss.,  was  nominated  for  President,  and  elected  by  a 
ballot  cast  by  the  Secretary  at  the  request  of  the  Council.  The 
Hon,  D.  P.  JSaddbn,    of    Memphis,  was  duly  elected  Vice-President. 

The  following  votes  of  thanks  were  tendered,  with  the  usual 
remarks : 

To  tlie  retiring  President,  Pr.  Devron,  for  the  dignity  and  ability 
shown  by  him  as  presiding  officer. 

To  Col.  J.  C.  Clarke,  for  the  courtesies  shown  by  him  to  the 
Council. 

To  the  press,  for  its  careful  and  exact  reports  and  the  aid  fur- 
nished by  it  in  the  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  the   Council. 

To  the  citizens  and  authorities  of  Jackson,  Miss.,  for  their  cordial 
reception  and  many  hospitalities. 

The  Auditing  Committee  reported  that  the  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  had  been  examined  and  found   correct. 

The  following  draft  of  the  memorial  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  authorized  at  the  morning  session,  was  submitted  by 
the  Committee: 

To  the  President: 

We.  a  committeo  appointed  by  the  Sanitary  Council  of  the  Mississippi  Valxet.  at 
Its  fifth  annual  raeetinfiT.  in  the  city  of  Jackson.  Miss.  April  8-4.  Iks:J.  do  humbly  but  sin- 
cerely petition  that  th«  fund  of  $1<»0.(»00.  to  bo  used,  with  your  approval,  in  the  event  of  an 
outbreak  of  yellow  fev^r  or  oth«'r  epidemic  <iisHa«e  on  the  coasts  of  our  country,  be  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  National  Board  of  Health. 

That  body  can  pive  confidence  to  the  ])eople  of  thc^  Valley  as  to  the  necessary  precau- 
tions and  saffguards  yearly  (leninndcd  by  the  j^xjosure  of  our  Southern  ports  to  the 
ravages  (^f  yellow  lever.  'J'hnir  inspe«'tioti  -tations  and  th»»  inodo  their  officers  have 
adopted  in  isolation  and  disintf'Ction.  t^'.tjjlilisliiti^r  <inarautii)o  only  when  emerurency  or 
occasion  demands  it,  havt^  earn»*d  fur  th»?  Nation, il  lioard  a  «h'«n'e  of  confidence  that,  of 
itself  alone,  is  worth  millions  of  df'kjlars  to  tin*  foiiimcrc*^  of  the  country. 

To  supplant  this  body,  or  withhold  frcni  it  tin*  necessary  funds  to  maintain  inspec- 
tion stations  at  allexj)Osed  points,  will,  in  our  hiuubi"  judgment,  ciotr  the  wheels  of  com- 
merce by  brint^'ing  about  a  feelin»r(>fdi>trn>t  on  the  first  a'arni,beittru«»orfalso. and  cause 
recourse  to  the  shot-«un  pili«'y  ot  <iuarantim'.  whii-h  can  but  prove  destructive  to  the 
comni'Mvial  interests  of  th»3  Mississippi  Valley,  wliicli,  in  a  mcjLsure,  affect  those  of  the 
entire  Union. 

WUh  these  views,  submitted  with  full  faith  in  your  judj^ment.  and  appreciation  of  the 
solieitU(ie  you  mu-it  f^:el  for  the  w»*lf<ire  of  tin"  public  iiealth,  we  herewith  subscribe  our- 
.»^clves,  your  most  humble  i)etitioner>. 

On  motion,  the  draft  of  the  memorial  was  approved,  and  it  was 
ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  signed  by  tlio  delegates  from  the 
States  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Kentucky,  Iowa,  Tennessee,  Mis- 
souri, Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Louisiana,  Arkansas  and  Mississippi, 
and  to  be  forwarded  to  the  President  at  Washington. 
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The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  introduced  and  nnan- 
imously  adopted: 

Whbbbas.  The  commendable  interest  of  the  Auxiliary  Sanitary  Association 
of  New  0riean8,  as  manifested  by  its  local  work,  in  practical  ^anitatiou  and  its 
effortft  to  maintain  a  hicrh  standard  of  public  health  In  that  city,  since  its  orean- 
izHtion  in  I8'i9.  as  well  as  to  restore  confldenco  In  comraunitins  outMde  of  New 
Orleans  havinfp  commercial  intercourse  with  it.bv  the  prompt  publication  of 
reliable  information  pertaininfi:  to  the  public  health  of  that  city,  entitle  it  to  the 
confidence  and  moral  support  of  this  Council,  and  the  whole  Mississippi  Val- 
ley; theretore, 

Kesolred,  That  this  Council,  rightly  appreciating;  the  objects  and  efforts  of 
the  Auxiliary  Sanitary  Association  in  the  delicate  and  responsible  duties 
it  has  assumed,  to  preserve  the  public  health  and  at  the  same  time  maintain  the 
inte};riry  of  the  business  interests  of  New  Orleans  and  those  havint;  commer- 
cial relations  with  it.  we  hereby  pledge  our  moral  support  to  the  Auxiliary  As- 
sociation as  its  just  due.  and  heartily  commend  it  to  the  confidence  of  all  hav- 
ing commercial  relations  with  New  Orleans. 

At  the  request  of  the  President,  the  Secretary  read  the  following 
letter  from  Dr.  Hargis,  of  Pensacola,  the  paper  therein  referred  to — 
On  the  Sanitary  Management  of  Yellow  Fever — being  received  too 
late  for  action  in  the  regular  order: 

Pensacola,  Fla..  April  2,1882. 
Mv  Dear  Dr.  Devron  : 

I  intended  to  leave  this  city  for  Jackson.  Miss.,  this  morning,  but  am  prevented  by  a 
fortuitous  circumstance.  I  deeply  retrret  it,  and  the  more  because  I  had  no  premonition 
until  a  moment  aeo.  and  now  have  not  time  to  say  what  I  would  like  to  say  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  on  the  occasion  of  the  present  meeting  and  its  importance  to  future 
sanitation  in  the  Houth.  and  especially  the  great  Valley  of  the  Mississippi. 

I  herewith  transmit  you  a  paper  which  I  proposed  to  read  to  the  Council  and  will 
thank  you  to  read  or  have  it  read  for  me  before  that  distinguished  body. 

As  the  mail  closes  In  a  few  minutes  I  have  scarcely  time  to  add.  that  although  I  am 
debarred  the  pleasure  and  gratification  of  meeting  the  Council  and  participating  in  its 
deliberations  in  propria  per  nana,  it  Is  gratifying  to  have  the  privilege  to  write  that  it  has 
my  warmest  sympathies  and  sincere  wishes  for  a  pleasant  and  fruitful  conference.

These  flcnirt*s  are  in- 
cluded in  the  tables  on  pp.  ix.  xi.  xiv.  and  xv;  but  were  received  too  late  for  insertion 
in  the  body  of  the  Conspectus  (p.  6).

COMMENTS  ON  THE  CONSPECTUS— SUMMARY  AND  TABLES. 


The  Schedule  of  Minimum  Requirements,  adopted  in  1880  by  the 
Illinois  State  Board  of  Health  as  its  standard  for  determining 
the  status  of  medical  colleges  under  the  Medical-Practice  Act,  took 
effect  at  the  close  of  the  lecture-sessions  of  1882-83.  Diplomas, 
issued  at  th6  close  of  the  sessions  of  1883-84,  are  accepted  uncon- 
ditionally— as  sufiBcient  warrant  for  the  certificate  of  the  Board,  re- 
quired by  law — from  all  colleges  which  give  evidence,  in  their 
Announcements  and  elsewise,  of  an  actual  and  bona-fide  compli- 
ance with  this  Schedule.  The  diplomas  of  colleges  which  do  not 
give  such  evidence  are  required  to  be  supplemented  by  an  examina- 
tion before  the  Board,  on  the  branches  or  subjects  o'  the  Schedule 
omitted  by  the  colleges  in  question. 

The  specific  publication  of  the  curriculum  of  study  and  of  the 
requirements  for  matriculation  and  for  graduation,  in  the  Annual 
Announcements  of  Colleges  is  desirable  on  many  accounts.  The 
omission  of  these  data,  or  their  obscure  and  imperfect  presentation 
— as  well  as  the  failure  to  publish  the  names  and  addresses  of 
matriculates  and  graduates— is  calculated  to  throw  doubt  upon  the 
character  of  the  work  of  the  school. 

Up  to  the  first  of  December,  1884,  the  diplomas  (session  of  1888- 
84,)  of  47  colleges  had  been  presented  to  the  Board  for  verification 
and  acceptance  by  applicants  for  certificates;  and  of  this  number, 
26  had  complied  with  the  Schedule,  and  their  Diplomas  were  accepted 
unconditionally.  In  the  remaining  21,  the  applicants  were  required 
to  undergo  an  examination  on  the  branches  or  subjects  omitted. 

The  following  is  the 

Schedule  of  Minimum  Requirements. 

I.  Conditions  of  admission  to  lecture-courses.  —  1.  Credible 
certificates  of  good  moral  standing.  2.  Diplomas  of  graduation  from 
a  good  literary  and  scientific  college,  or  high  school.  Or,  lacking 
this — a  thorough  examination  in  the  branches  of  a  good  English 
education,  including  mathematics,  English  composition,  and  ele- 
mentary physics  or  natural  philosophy. 

II.  Branches  of  medical  science  to  be  included  in  the  course 
OF  instruction. — 1.  Anatomy.  2.  Physiology.  8.  Chemistry.  4.  Ma- 
teria Medica  and  Therapeutics.  5.  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine. 
6.  Pathology.  7.  Surgery.  8.  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology.  9.  Hy- 
giene.   10.  Medical  Jurisprudence  (Forensic  Medicine).

III.  Length  of  regular  or  graduating  courses. — 1.  The  time 
occupied  in  the  regular  courses  or  sessions  from  which  students  are 
g  dua*;ed  sh:  1!  not  be  less  than  five  months,  or  twenty  weeks,  each. 
*JL.  Two  full  courses  of  lectures,  not  within  one  and  the  same  year 
of  time,  shall  be  required  for  graduation  with  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine. 

IV.  Attendance  and  examination  or  quizzes. — 1.  Regular  attend- 
ance during  the  entire  lecture-courses  shall  be  required,  allowance 
being  made  only  for  absences  occasioned  by  the  student's  sickness, 
such  absences  not  to  exceed  twenty  par  centum  of  the  course.  2. 
Regular  examinations  or  quizzes  to  be  made  by  each  lecturer  or 
professor  daily,  or  at  least  twice  each  week.  3.  Final  examinations 
on  all  branches  to  be  conducted,  when  practicable,  by  competent 
examiners  other  than  the  professors  in  each  branch. 

V.  Dissection,  clinics  and  hospital  attendance. — 1.  Each  stu- 
dent shall  have  dissected  during  two  courses.  2.  Attendance  daring 
at  least  two  terms  of  clinical  and  hospital  instruction  shall  be  re- 
quired. 

YI.  Time  of  professional  studies.  —  This  shall  not  be  less  than 
three  full  years  before  graduation,  including  the  time  spent  with 
a  preceptor,  and  attendance  upon  lectures  or  at  clinics  and  hos- 
pital. 

VII.  Instruction. — The  college  must  show  that  it  has  a  sufficient 
and  competent  corps  of  instructors,  and  the  necessary  facilities  for 
teaching,  dissections,  clinics,  etc. 

A  total  of  234  diflFerent  Medical  Institutions,  dating  from  the 
year  1765,  are  listed  in  the  pages  of  the  Conspectus.  Of  this  num- 
ber the  diplomas  or  licenses  of  132  have  been  presented  to  the 
Illinois  State  Board  of  Health  for  verification  and  acceptance — 
131  for  the  first  time  prior  to  the  session  of  1883-84,  and  one  other  for 
the  first  time  since  the  close  of  that  session.  There  are  now  re- 
maining in  existence  128  institutions  of  medical  education  of  all 
classes  which  are  empowered  to  grant  degrees— 110  in  the  United 
States,  and  12  in  Canada.  Among  the  extinct  schools  there  are  54, 
out  of  153  regular ;  7,  out  of  20  homeopathic ;  12,  out  of  24  eclec- 
tic; and  6,  out  of  10  physio-medical  and  miscellaneous.  Out  of  18 
fraudulent  institutes,  17  are  now  extinct.  The  **Boston  Bellevue" 
is  the  only  one  of  this  class  remnining,  and  this  exists  only  on  pa- 
per and  is,  probably,  incapable  of  harm ;  since  it  is  doubtful  if  any 
one  can  be  found  so  credulous  as  to  buy  its  **diploma."  (See  page 
46,  of  the  Conspectus,  concerning  this  institution.) 

The  recent  improvement  in  the  standard  and  methods  of  medical 
education  is,  to  some  extent,  indicated  by  the  following  figures : 

There  are  now  102  colleges  which  exact  an  educational  require- 
ment as  a  condition  of  matriculation ;  in  the  first  Conspectus  there 
were  only  45. 

Attendance  on  three  or  more  lecture-courses  before  graduation  is 
now  required  by  35  colleges,  as  against  22  heretofore;  and  pro- 
vision is  made  for  a  three-  or  four -years'  graded  course  by  56 
others. 


Hygiene  is  now  taught  in  80  colleges,  and  medical  jurispradence 
n  92;  as  against  42  and  61,  respectively,  heretofore. 

The  average  duration  of  lecture-term  has  increased  from  28.5 
weeks  to  24.5  weeks;  or  aggregates  of  2960  weeks  for  126  institu- 
tions, and  8185  weeks  for  123  institutions,  respectively ;  4  more  col- 
leges have  lecture- term 5  of  five  months  or  over,  and  11  more  have 
terms  of  six  months  or  over,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  ses- 
sion.

Review  op  Froorebs  in  Medioal  Education.* 

In  his  recent  report  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  the  Hon. 
John  Eaton,  takes  occasion  to  say  that,  in  view  of  the  overcrowded 
state  of  the  medical  profession,  the  time  has  now  come  when  the 
medical  student  p^s  to  the  medical  college  money  for  which  he 
receives  no  calculable  equivalent.  He  asks  for  bread  and  receives  a 
stone.  The  really  capable  graduate  is  jostled,  crowded,  shouted 
down  and  trampled  upon  by  a  horde  of  unwieldy  behemoths,  who 
not  only  intercept  most  of  the  work  that  he  only  is  able  to  do  sat- 
isfactorily, but  who  supplement  their  scant  incomes  by  arts  and 
devices  that  his  nature  and  training  forbid  him  to  join  in.  Having 
overcrowded  all  other  departments  of  medical  employment,  many  of 
these  physicians,  by  the  grace  of  a  diploma,  have  lately  taken  up 
the  work  of  opening  and  conducting  medical  colleges,  much  to  the 
wrath  and  confusion  of  the  older  schools,  who  would  dearly  like  to 
retain  their  monopoly  of  oversupplying  the  market  with  medical 
"spring  chickens.** 

INADEQUATE   REQUIREMENTS   FOR  PRACTICING   MEDICINE. 

The  position  assumed  by  these  older  schools  is  exquisitely  illog- 
ical ;  they  do  not  like  to  establish  effectual  entrance  examinations 
(which  might  force  some  candidates  to  defer  the  study  of  anatomy 
and  chemistry  until  they  had  mastered  the  simpler  mysteries  of 
reading  and  writing)  because  they  do  not  want  **to  limit  the  num- 
ber of  doctors  by  artificial  regulations.'*  This  phrase,  quoted  from 
a  recent  address  by  a  widely  known  and  much  respected  medical 
teacher  and  author,  teaches  us  that  ** artificial  regulations*'  mean 
all  rules  or  usages  that  may  or  can  hinder  any  young  white  man 
from  paying  money  twice  over  for  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  same 
course  of  lectures  during  two  courses  of  instruction.  The  **  regula- 
tions" that  forbid  the  faculty  from  receiving  the  money  of  a  white 
woman  or  that  of  a  black  man,  we  learn  by  inference,  are  not 
'*  artificial." 

This  same  medical  professor  and  author  says  that  *'the  law  of 
supply  and  demand  will  properly  control  the  professional  expansion.'* 
Assuming  that  this  is  true,  let  the  same  rule  be  applied  to  the 
schools  that  supply  the  human  integers  of  "the  professional  ex- 
pansion:" the  establishments  that  do  not  try  *'to  limit  the  number 
of  doctors"  by  long,  complicated,  and  difficult  courses  of  study  ob- 
viously should  become  the  most  frequented  and  best  attended,  because 
the  law  of  prompt  and  cheap  supply  is  as  much  an  axiom  as  the 
one  quoted  by  the  learned  professor  and  author.  When,  however, 
**the  law  of  supply  and  demand"  is  thus  supplied,  the  professor 
expresses  his  disapproval  of  the  result  in  the  following  words : 

Many  of  the  new  colleKfts  which  havft  sprunsr  un  »o  abundantly  over  the  country  have 
really  no  right  to  exist.  They  are  unprovided  witli  the  materials  for  teaehing.and  the 
fees  are  insulTlcient  to  procure  them:  they  have  no  hospitals  or  dispensaries  to  which 
they  can  resort  for  clinical  instruction;  the  faculties  are  without  rer-utation  or  experience: 
the  building  in  which  the  college  has  its  hahitat  is  some  temporary  structure  little  suited 
to  the  purpose.  The  lectures  are  mere  recitals  of  text  books,  which  the  student  could 
herter  read  for  himself.       •       ♦       ♦

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These  medical  schools  ffet  into  suoh  desperate  pecaniary  straits  that  they  must  em- 
ploy every  possible  expedient  to  obtain  students.  One  hears  of  personal  solieitatious. 
of  promises,  of  sendintc  out  drHmmer^  to  inceroept  students  on  the  trains  and  at  hotels, 
of  practices  in  short  which  seem  to  touch  ac  the  lowest  point  of  decrradation.  The  "ad- 
vantasT'^s"  of  these  Institution:},  besides  their  proximity  to  the  homes  of  students,  are  the 
low  foes,  or  no  fees  tv  all.  how  hif^h  soeverjthe  nominal  price,  and  the  certainty  that  a 
diploma  may  be  obtained  on  a  minimum  of  attendance  on  leciures.  Such  Institutions 
arn.  iadeed.  little  morn  than  "diploma  mills."  Tnese  medical  shops  hurt  our  position 
before  the  public  immensely.  They  unite  with  the  reputable  inedicai  schools  to  form  a 
national  association  of  medical  collef^es.  After  a  time  they  put  on  a  severely  virtuous 
air.  and  are  disposed  to  snub  newer  colleges  orflranizinflr  in  their  vicinity,  stiflrmatlzinff 
them  as  unnecessary,  crude,  and  inferior.  Having  thus  acqiiirBd  a  quasi-positlon  and 
assuminf?  a  tone  of  lofty  pretension,  they  carry  on  a  traffic  in  medical  dtplomas  the  profits 
of  which  enable  them  to  maintain  a  baleful  existence.  The  most  beneficent  n^form 
which  can  now  be  undertaken  is  to  close  the  doors  of  these  Institutions  engaired  in  flood- 
ing the  country  with  unqualified  doctors.* 

Denunciations  like  the  foregoing  are  of  little  value,  for  they  ac- 
complish nothing.  When  analyzed  dispassionately  they  are  reduced 
to  complaints  that  newer  competitors  are  underselling  **the  old  and 
well  known  stands."  Of  course  the  customers  at  the  cheaper  shops 
will  get  an  article  of  inferior  quality;  that  also  is  a  *'law"  of  trade. 
Even  if  the  respected  professor  could  have  his  wish  and  he  could 
**close  the  doors  of  these  institutions  engaged  in  iSooding  the  coun- 
try with  unqualified  doctors,"  the  evil,  so  injurious  to  the  profession 
at  large  and  to  the  guild  of  higher-priced  medical  colleges  in  par- 
ticular, would  not  be  corrected.  If  the  cheaper  schools  are  closed 
their  clients  "will  enter  some  diploma  shop  and  secure  such  train- 
ing as  its  meagre  resources  afford,"  together  with  the  coveted  di- 
ploma. In  this  direction  there  is  no  hope  of  relief.  Gazing  on  the 
prospect  before  him,  the  professor  can  well  adopt  Satan's  melan- 
choly words: 

In  the  lowest  deep,  a  lower  deep. 
Still  threatening  to  devour  me.  opens  wide. 

Some  medical  schools  and  many  medical  educators  have  chosen 
a  much  better  expedient:  they  have  adopted  a  preliminary  exami- 
nation to  test  the  would-be  medical  student's  general  intelligence 
and  knowledge.  Commissioner  Eaton  is  sorry  to  say  that  in  several 
cases  this  preliminary  test  is  a  "humbug,"  but  in  most  of  the  col- 
leges that  have  adopted  the  expedient  it  has  been  applied  in  good 
faith.  IntQ  these  schools  a  person  styling  himself  in  writing  "a 
Nachural  Practishuner"+  can  no  longer  enter  for  the  purpose  of 
being  crammed  with  medical  lore.  There  is  little  doubt  that,  either 
by  general  consent  or  the  passing  of  State  laws,  it  will  not  be  many 
years  before  an  entrance  examination  will  be  required  of  all  persons 
desiring  a  medical  training. 

Another  antiquated  and  obsolescent  practice  in  American  medical 
education  is  also  doomed  to  an  early  death,  to- wit:  the  practice  of 
requiring  less  than  the  usual  exertion  in  order  to  obtain  a  diploma 
from  the  man  who,  without  previous  lecture-courses,  has  dared  to 
trifle  with  the  lives  and  healtn  of  his  fellow  creatures  during  some 
"years  of  reputable  practice,"  so  called.  Formerly  it  was  quite 
common  to  offer  a  man  of  this  kind  a  degree  at  the  end  of  one 
course  of  lectures,  while  ypung  men  whose  records  and  consciences 
were  entirely  clear  of  professional  manslaughter  were  obliged  to  pay 
for  two  courses,  exactly  like»  each  other  in  subject,  length,  and  cost.

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This  practice  of  selling  the  same  article  twice  is  also  falling  into 
deserved  disrepute,  although  still  followed  and  defended  by  many 
jflourishing  medical  schools  and  "demanded"  by  the  large  body  of 
young  men  who  always  want  to  become  physicians  in  the  easiest 
way  that  is  considered  respectable.  These  clients  crowd  the  amphi- 
theatres of  the  schools  alluded  to,  well  knowing  that,  if  public  sen- 
timent were  once  thoroughly  informed  as  to  their  unwritten  bargain 
with  the  schools  they  attend,  such  haste  and  imperfect  preparation 
for  their  solemn  responsibilities  would  not  long  be  tolerated  in  a 
civilized  community.  Does  this  language  seem  harsh  and  ill-na- 
tured? Let  us  relieve  its  effect  by  quoting  the  following  wise  and 
witty  remarks  of  Surgeon  John  S.  Billings,  U.  8.  A.,  at  a  recent 
medical  college  commencement: 

Beinff  unable,  as  I  have  just  explained,  to  remember  what  was  said  to  me  by  way  of 
valedictory,  and  never  having  been  preseut  at  a  similar  ceremony  from  that  day  to  this.  I 
thoueht  it  would  l>e  prudent  to  consult  the  literature  of  the  subject  and  find  out  what  is 
usually  said  upon  such  occasions.  For  this  purpose  I  have  examined  about  a  hundred 
valedictory  addresses,  and  have  obtained  from  them  a  vast  amount  or  instruction  and 
some  little  amusement.  From  them  I  trather  that  this  is  an  epoch  in  your  lives,  that  you 
are  entering;  k  remarlcable  nxe  of  the  world's  history  (It  is  uuptomsry  here  to  allude  to 
steam  and  electricity),  that  you  live  in  the  most  wonderful  country  under  the  sun,  and 
that  the  eyes  of  the  world  are  upon  you.  All  are  a^rreed  upon  these  points,  and  also  as 
to  the  importance  and  dit^nity  of  the  science  and  art  of  medicine  and  ihe  necessity  of 
continued  study  on  your  part  to  keep  pace  with  its  advances.  But  the  addresses  are  not 
equally  harmonious  on  all  poinU*.  Home  of  them  assert  that  the  condition  of  medical 
education  in  this  country  is  not  altogether  satisfactory :  that  there  are  some  medical  coU 
leees  (not.  of  course,  the  collefse  of  the  graduates,  but  some  other  medical  collefire)  which 
ml(;ht  be  spared:  that  there  are  too  many  doctors  now  and  more  comintir.  and  that  some 
of  these  not  only  have  not  as  clear  ideas  about  the  precession  of  the  equinoxes  or  the 
authorship  of  the  book  of  Job  as  a  member  of  one  of  the  learned  professions  should 
have,  but  that  there  are  even  firraduates  in  medicln»^(of  other  schools  of  course)  to  whom 
the  addition  of  vulfiar  fractions  in  a  stumhllnff  block  and  correct  spelline:  a  vexation  of 
spirit.  On  the  other  hand,  I  find  some  who  assert,  Urst.  that  the  above  statements  are 
unfounded:  second,  that  it  is  not  ne<-essary  to  know  how  to  spell  correctly  in  order  to 
cure  the  chills  or  set  a  broken  leg:  »n<\,  third,  that  the  demand  for  hitrher  medloal  educa- 
tion is  essentially  a  pernicious,  at istocratlc  movement,  calculated  to  oppress  the  poor 
and  prevent  them  from  obtaining?  the  sheepskins  so  desirable  to  cover  their  nakedness. 
As,  however.  I  am  sure  that  alt  of  you  are  just  now  strongly  in  favor  of  higher  medical 
education  (without  regard  to  what  you  may  have  thought  about  it  a  few  weeks  ago.  or 
what  you  may  think  aibout  it  a  few  years  hence,  when  you  get  a  little  steam-hatching 
machine  of  your  own),  I  feel  that  I  shall  most  contribute  to  the  harmony  which  this  occa- 
sion demands  by  — entirely  agreeing  with  you.* 

NEED   OF   IMPROVED   STANDARDS  IN  MEDICAL  INSTRUCTION. 

The  more  thoughtful  and  less  self-seeking  members  of  the  medi- 
cal profession  unite  with  Dr.  Billings  in  his  desire  for  a  higher  and 
better  medical  training  than  has  hitherto  been  common  in  America. 
The  venerable  American  Medical  Association  has,  almost  since  its 
foundation,  tried  to  produce  a  better  condition  of  sentiment  on  this 
subject  in  the  profession,  and  learned  committees  of  its  members 
have  reported  at  different  times  important  recommendations.  Gen- 
eral Eaton's  first  annual  report,  fourteen  years  ago,  contained  an 
article  on  medical  education  as  it  was  and  as  its  writer,  Charles 
Warren,  M.  D.,  thought  it  should  be.  Some  of  the  recommenda- 
tions in  that  paper  have  been  almost  literally  carried  out  by  the 
recent  reforms  instituted ;  others,  which  the  Commissioner  believes 
to  be  as  useful  and  indispensable  to  both  public  and  professional 
well-being,  are  not  accomphshed  yet,  but  soon  may  be.  The  special 
form  that  reformed  meciical  education  should  assume  was  pointed 
out  in  that  article  and  it  was  recommended  that  the  lecture  courses 
be  graded  and  extended  through  three  years,  preceded  by  an  entrance 
examination  and  terminated  by  an  examination  conducted  under  the

auspices  of  the  State.  When  that  article  was  published  only  two 
medical  colleges  in  the  country  provided  a  graded  course  of  lectures 
occupying  three  winter  sessions,  the  Chicago  Medical  College  and 
the  Woman's  Medical  College  of  the  New  York  Infirmary.  Now, 
although  the  Chicago  school  has  not  yet  made  such  a  course  com- 
pulsory, many  others  have  done  so  under  the  leadership  of  the 
medical  departments  of  Harvard  University  and  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania. 

Harvard,  for  1871-72,  announced  an  extended  and  graded  course 
of  instruction.  The  University  of  Pennsylvania,  laboring  beside  a 
formidable  and  vigorous  rival  school,  was  obliged  to  proceed  more 
slowly :  a  university  hospital  was  opened  in  1874 ;  three  professors 
of  the  medical  faculty  and  three  lecturers  appointed  by  that  faculty, 
together  with  five  professors  appointed  by  the  trustees,  became  the 
teaching  staflF  of  the  hospital.  April  4,  1876,  four  of  the  hospital 
teaching  corps  became  permanent  members  of  the  medical  faculty  in 
the  university.  In  1877-78  a  compulsory  graded  course  of  instruction 
comprised  three  lecture- courses,  each  five  months  long.  Early  in 
1878  a  generous  woman  endowed  the  university  chair  of  surgery  with 
a  gift  of  $50,000,  and  a  like  endowment  of  the  other  chairs  in  the 
medical  faculty  is  progressing,  so  that  in  time  the  pay  of  the  facultv 
will  not  depend  on  the  size  of  the  attending  class  or  the  number 
graduated.  The  entrance  examination,  still  of  a  rudimentary  char- 
acter, was  instituted  in  1881.  The  lecture-term  was  lengthened  from 
five  to  six  months  in  1882,  and  a  further  prolonging  to  seven  months 
is  announced  for  the  session  of  1883-84.  Moreover,  a  fourth  year  of 
more  advanced  study,  recommended  and  advised,  but  not  as  yet  re- 
quired, has  been  arranged  to  begin  at  the  same  time.  The  graded 
scheme  has  thus  been  tried  for  six  annual  sessions,  at  which  the 
attendance  of  students  has  varied  from  378  to  363,  with  an  average 
of  367.0  per  session.  The  graduates  from  1878  to  1883,  six  years, 
have  been  670,  an  average  of  111.66  annually.  For  the  six  years 
before  the  adoption  of  the  graded  course  the  annual  attendance  was 
388.33,  and  the  average  number  of  graduates  was  108.33.  Thus, 
while  the  university  has  substantially  preserved  its  attendance,  the 
quality,  character  and  attainments  of  the  students  have  improved 
immensely.  The  longer  time,  more  thorough  teaching,  harder  work 
and  greater  expense  have  attracted  a  better  class  of  men,  while 
frightening  the  superficial,  the  lazy,  the  badly  prepared  and  the 
**  crammers."  The  advance  in  general  intelligence  and  education  is 
very  manifest,  and  the  proportion  of  students  possessing  literary  and 
scientific  diplomas  has  doubled  in  six  years. 

Harvard,  as  already  said,  adopted  an  excellent  scheme  of  three 
lecture-courses  properly  graded  in  1871,  and  candidates  for  degrees 
were  required  to  spend  at  least  the  last  entire  year  under  its  in- 
struction, besides  passing  the  oral  and  written  examinations  in  the 
studies  of  the  two  previous  years.  Of  late,  like  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  a  graded  course  of  four  years  has  been  provided  and 
is  strongly  recommended  by  the  faculty,  though  it  is  not  yet  obliga- 
tory. Men  graduating  in  three  years  at  Harvard  receive  the  degree 
of  M.  D. ;  those  who  study  the  fourth  year  and  pass  the  examina- 
tion with  credit  receive  the  degree  cum  laude,  and,  on  proper  appli- 
cation to  the  university  authorities,  may  also   receive  the  degree  of 


M.  A.  Space  is  wanting  here  even  to  mention  the  numerous  other 
schools  of  medicine  that  have  obligatory  or  alternative  graded 
courses  of  instruction. 

The  greatest  security  for  the  permanence  of  this  improvement,  the 
Commissioner  believes,  would  be  the  endowment  of  the  medical 
chairs  with  sums  sufficiently  large  to  afford,  by  investment,  a  decent 
income  to  the  incumbents.  He  would  not  recommend  paying  an 
absolutely  fixed  sum  per  annum  to  university  professors  of  any  fac- 
ulty, but  would  compensate  tbem  by  a  fixed  minimum  salary  (which 
would  prevent  the  professors'  minds  from  being  harassed  and  weak- 
ened by  financial  worry)  and  an  additional  amount,  depending  upon 
the  number  of  students  who  should  study  in  that  faculty.  The  very 
great  importance  of  endowing  the  medical  chairs  is  well  set  forth  by 
Dr.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  in  the  following  remarks: 

Medical  science  is  only  n  special  proviace  of  bioloflry.  the  science  which  deals  with  the 
laws  of  life.  It  borrows  much  from  the  other  divisions  of  this  flrretu  realm  of  knowledfire. 
It  levies  contributions  from  orher  realms,  from  physics,  from  chemistry:  it  accepts  a  use- 
ful hint  from  whatever  source  it  may  come.  A  medical  scbool  has  to  tnach  much  that  is 
incidental  to  medical  practice,  but  only  in  this  way  can  It  send  forth  fully-equipped  prac- 
titioners. It  beflrinn  with  chemistry,  anatomy.  Dhysioloflry.  and  thus  prepares  its  students 
for  study  at  the  bedside  and  in  the  operatinsr  room.  All  this  taken  time  and  the  coopera- 
tion of  different  experts,  each  of  whom  should  be  a  master  in  his  speoiai  department. 
There  Is  a  firenerai  tendency  in  this  country  to  hurry  tbroush  a  student's  medical  educa- 
tion. YounfiT  men  are  impatient  to  be  at  work,  and  they  will  flock  to  a  school  which  will 
ffive  them  a  decree  after  a  short  period  of  study  and  a  slight  t^xaminatioD,  which  they  are 
almost  certain  they  can  pass  succesfsfully.  In  this  way  ereat  multitudes  of  practitioners 
are  sent  forth  not  thoroughly  fitted  for  their  work,  and  the  community  has  to  suffer  the 
consequences.      •       •       • 

A  school  which  depends  for  existence  on  the  number  of  Its  students  cannot  be  expect- 
ed to  commit  suicide  in  order  to  satisfy  an  ideal  demand  for  perfection.  Any  institution 
which  is  essentially  dependent  on  the  number  of  paying  students  it  can  draw  mu^^t  be 
tempted  to  sacrifice  its  higner  alms  to  popularity.  No  high  standard  can  be  reached 
undersucn  circumstances,  and  the  only  way  to  insure  the  independent  action  of  a  school 
which  aims  at  teaching  the  whole  country  by  example  is  to  endow  its  professorships  so 
that  the  very  best  and  highest  grade  of  instruction,  and  not  that  which  is  popular  because 
it  is  easy  and  superficial,  may  niways  be  given  from  its  chairs,  whether  the  classes  be 
large  or  small.  A  small  number  of  thoroughly  accomplished  medical  graduates,  their 
knowledge  based  on  sound  scientific  acquirements  and  made  practical  by  assiduous  clin- 
ical observation  and  teaching,  will  be  worth  more  to  the  country  than  twice  or  thrice  the 
number  of  half-taught,  hastily-taught  practitioners*  A  series  of  such  classes  will,  in  the 
course  of  a  single  generation,  elevate  the  whole  professional  standard,  as  they  go  forth, 
year  after  year,  missionaries  in  the  cause  of  health,  soldiers,  and.  if  need  be,  martyrs,  in 
the  unending  battle  with  disease  and  its  cause.* 


MEDICAIi   LICENSES   AND  THE   CONTliOL   OF   MEDICAL  SCHOOLS. 

Having  reviewed  some  topics  connected  with  the  preliminary  quali- 
fications of  persons  desiring  to  study  medicine  and  with  the  amount 
and  method  of  the  medical  instruction  demanded  by  the  nature  and 
conditions  of  our  present  life,  General  Eaton  passes  to  the  consid- 
eration of  the  best  way  to  license  persons  desiring  to  practice  medi- 
cine, as  follows:  **The  old  and  common  way  of  allowing  any  one 
who  chose  to  announce  himself  as  a  physician  or  surgeon  is  fast 
passing  away.  The  later  habit  of  being  satisfied  if  the  candidate 
for  public  favor  could  show  his  '  diploma  *  has  been  fatally  injured 
by  the  labors  of  John  Buchanan  and  other  proprietors  of  medical 
*  steam-hatching  machines.'  The  device  of  throwing  the  responsi- 
bility of  licensing  upon  voluntary  associations  of  physicians  called 
'medical  societies'  has  succeeded  only  on  the  condition  that  hom- 
eopathists,  eclectics,  etc.,  are  not  numerous  or  noisy  enough  to  make 
an  effective  resistance.      The  State  of  Illinois  seems  to  have  solved

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the  problem  of  protecting  the  public  without  assailing  the  right  of 
personal  medical  judgment ,  by  the  estabhshment  of  its  State  Board 
OF  Health.  This  Board  contains  representatives  of  at  least  three 
systems  of  medical  doctrine  and  practice  and  two  lay  members;  its 
method  of  procedure  has  been  to  ascertain  not  what  system  or  doc- 
trine a  candidate  believes  or  wishes  to  practice,  but  whether  he  has 
studied  the  human  body  in  health  and  disease  and  has  investigated 
the  action  and  results  of  medical  interference  with  sufficient  thor- 
oughness to  enable  him  to  act  understandingly  when  he  uses  a 
scalpel  or  administers  a  remedy.  Under  such  a  rule,  it  is  obvious 
that  men  of  inferior  attainments  will  be  forced  to  prosecute  their 
studies  till  they  have  acquired  a  sufficient  amount  of  knowledge  to 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Board  ;  that  medical  colleges  in  the 
State  and  surrounding  commonwealths  will  be  stimulated  to  in- 
creased exertions  in  order  to  prepare  their  students  for  the  ordeal; 
and  that  quacks,  pretenders  and  rascals  will  be  gradually  forced  out 
of  the  State.  Such  have  been  the  results;  and  if  the  Board  had 
done  nothing  else  for  pubHc  health  in  Illinois  it  would  deserve  the 
gratitude  and  hearty  support  of  every  good  citizen;  its  severer  la- 
bors about  questions  of  public  hygiene,  prevention  of  epidemics,  and 
similar  subjects,  are  additional  reasons  for  public  gratitude,  but 
cannot  here  be  discussed." 

General  Eaton  then  passes  to  the  questions  respecting  the  regu- 
lation and  control  of  medical  colleges,  and  remarks  that  the  experi- 
ence of  the  last  decade  is  enough  to  warn  any  sensible  man  of  the 
dangers  attending  entire  absence  of  public  control  over  the  conduct 
of  these  corporations.  We  have  seen  unscrupulous  and  infamous 
men  unhapily  in  control  of  the  charters  of  American  medical  schools, 
advertising  and  sellmg  their  wares  in  three  continents,  disgracing 
the  profession  of  medicine,  and  soiling  the  reputation  of  the  country 
which  sheltered  them.  We  have  seen  even  the  officers  of  justice 
conniving  with  these  scoundrels  to  shield  them  from  punishment  for 
some  of  their  guilty  deeds.  We  have  seen  tardy  justice  at  last  over- 
whelm the  most  conspicuous  of  these  offenders,  the  charters  of  his 
schools  impeached  and  repealed,  himself,  a  pretended  suicide,  flee- 
ing from  justice  to  a  neighboring  country,  and  even  then  and  there 
finding  dupes  stupid  enough  or  rascals  vain  enough  to  buy  his  worth- 
less wares.  We  have  seen  him  captured  and  inadequately  punished 
for  his  long  career  of  knavery  by  a  short  imprisonment.  We  have 
seen  the  short  pause  of  bewilderment  and  dismay  that  overtook  the 
diploma-selling  industry  at  this  blow  succeeded  by  renewed  activity 
in  another  State,  the  laws  of  which  permitted  them  to  hope  that 
medical  colleges  might  be  chartered  in  sufficient  numbers  to  supply 
the  diploma  market.  We  have  seen  the  new  crop  of  medical  mush- 
rooms sprouting  up  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  while  the  law 
seems  inadequate  to  deal  with  the  offenders.  The  correction  for  this 
condition  of  affairs  is  qaite  evident,  but  it  will  be  difficult  to  attain 
it  at  once. 

For  its  remedy  he  recommends  that  every  State  and  Territory,  and 
Congress  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  should  pass  a  law  ordering 
every  school  teaching  medicine  or  surgery  in  any  fashion  whatever 
to  furnish  unquestionable  bonds  or  other  like  security  for  the  speedy 
acquirement  of  a  fund   amounting  to  not  less  than  $300,000;  the 


laws  should  direct  that  this  sum,  as  fast  as  any  part  of  it  is   col- 
lected, shall  be  invested  in  United  States  bonds  or   productive    real 
estate,    or  interest- bearing   loans   on   real-estate   security;   the  laws 
should  also  prescribe  that  the   corporations  so   endowed  shall  dis- 
tribute the  income  derived  from  sucn  investment   equitably  between 
at  least  ten  professors ;  that  these  professors  shall  teach,  didactically 
or  clinically,  at  least  one  hundred  hours  apiece   in   each   calendar 
year,  the  instruction  by  each  professor  to  be  progressive  in  subject 
and  character;  that  no  students  shall  be  admitted  to  these  courses 
of  medical  instruction  before  passing  a  satisfactory  examination  in 
the  elements  of   language,  mathematics,  physics,  and  biology ;   that 
no  candidate  shall  be  finally  examined  for  degrees  by  a  State  board 
till  they  have  studied  three  years,  during  each  of  which  they  must 
have  studied  at  least  one-third  of  the  course  of  instruction  provided 
by  the  ten  professors   and  the  thousand   hours   of   teaching  above 
mentioned,  ^and,  in  addition,  performed  such  an  amount  of  dissect- 
ing, laboratory  work  and   hospital   attendance  as   the  faculty  shall 
deem  necessary;    two  or  more  schools  desiring  to  unite  their  forces 
under  the  provisions  of  the  acts  should  be  allowed  to  do  so,  retain- 
ing one  of  the  charters  and  names  already  in  existence  if  they  choose, 
but  surrendering  the  others ;  and  all  charters  not  thus  fortified  and 
regulated  within  two  years  after  the  passage  of   the  acts  should  be 
declared  null  and  void. 

Under  a  law  like  this,  any  ten  gentlemen  who  possessed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  of  the  public  confidence  could  begin  a  new  medical 
school  whenever  and  wherever  it  was  thought  best ;  the  public  would 
be  protected  from  charlatans ;  and  medical  students  would  have  some 
assurance  that  the  money  and  time  they  spent  would  be  of  some 
value  to  them  afterwards.  The  plan  is  perfectly  practicable ;  and  it 
is  absurd  to  say  that  it  is  unjust  to  vested  interests,  etc.  The 
higher  courts  of  New  York  found,  a  few  years  ago,  that  admission 
to  the  bar  in  that  State  had  become  so  easy  and  that  the  number 
of  young  men  desiring  to  become  lawyers  was  so  much  in  excess  of 
the  legal  business  and  legitimate  increase  of  the  legal  profession, 
that  they  must  take  measures  to  restrict  the  supply;  and  they  did 
this  by  a  pre-arranged  order  that  only  graduates  of  specified  law 
schools  should  after  a  certain  date  be  eligible  for  examination.  The 
other  law  schools  in  the  State  promptly  closed  their  doors,  and  the 
profession  cheerfully  upheld  the  courts  in  this  wise,  lut  certainly 
unusual,  exercise  of  their  authority  in  this  matter.  Medical  men, 
unlike  lawyers,  are  not,  ipso  facto,  officers  of  a  department  of  the 
State  government ;  but  they  are,  or  should  be,  equally  guarded  by 
the  State  governments  from  the  competition  of  incompetent  men 
and  from  the  injurious  effects  of  over-productton  by  the  medical 
schools. 

The  full  text  of  General  Eaton's  report  is  well  worth  reading  by 
every  one  interested  in  the  status  of  the  medical  profession,  alike 
as  it  concerns  the  welfare  of  the  public  and  the  individual  members 
of  that  profession  to  which  the  public  looks  for  the  prevention  and 
the  limitation  of  disease.

Faculty  embraces  twelve  chairs,  two  adjuncts  and  a  demonstrator  of  anatomy. 

Course  of  Instbuction:  Three  annual  courses  of  lectures  are  required  to  complete 
the  curriculum.  The  regular  course  begins  June  2.  and  ends  November  1:  the  intermedi- 
ate course  begins  January  14,  and  ends  May  3.— During  the  first  year  the  student  attends 
all  didactic  lectures,  but  gives  special  attention  to  descriptive  anatomy,  physiology, 
chemistry,  surgery  and  microscopy,  and  is  examined  in  these  branches  at  iheend  of  the 
term.  In  the  second  year  all  lectures  and  clinics  must  be  attended,  and  examinations  in 
all  branches  are  held  at  the  close,  those  in  def^oriptive  anatomy,  physiology  and  chenfis- 
try  being  final.  All  lectures  and  clinics  must  be  attended  during  the  third  year,  except 
lectures  on  chemistry  and  physiology,  if  examination  in  ihese  has  been  successfully 
passed.    Final  examinations,  written  and  oral,  in  the  third  year. 

The  principal  branches  taught  are  principles  and  practice. of  medicine;  clinical  medi- 
cine and  diagnosis;  surgery,  surgical  anatomy,  clinical  and  operative  surgery;  descrip- 
tive and  practical  anatomy;  microscopy  and  histology;  pathology  with  practical  illustra- 
tions: obstetrics,  diseases  of  women  and  children;  gynecology;  theoretical  and  practical 
phyniology;  ophthalQK>logy.  otology,  didactic  and  clinical;  chemistry;  toxicology;  mate- 
ria medica  and  therapeutics;  hygiene;  insanity;  medical  jurisprudence;  phys^aV  diag- 
nosis; laryngoscopy. 

Rbquibements:  For  admission,  an  examination  in  English  composition,  physics, 
arithmetic  and  Latin  rudiments  (declension  of  nouns  and  grammar.)  Graduates  of  literary,

—the  result  of  such  examination  determininiir  their  admission.

OBGAinzED  July.  1877.  This  Boabd.  in  accordance  with  the  Medical  Practice  Act  of 
Illinois,  grants  licenses  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  within  the  State. 

The  Arst  examination  of  applicants  for  licenses,  was  held  November  1. 1877.  Exami- 
nations are  now  held  in  Chicago  or  Springfield  onoe  annually. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  act  conferring  this  power— see  full  text  ante: 

The  State  Board  of  Health  *  *  *  shall  receive  through  its  secretary  applications 
for  certificates  and  examinations.  *  *  *  *  If  not  a  graduate,  the  person  practicing 
medicine  in  this  State  shall  present  himself  before  said  Board,  and  submit  himnelf  to 
such  examination  as  said  Board  shall  require:  and  if  the  examination  be  satisfactory 
to  the  examiners,  the  said  Board  shall  issue  its  certificate  in  accordance  with  the  facts, 
and  the  lawful  holder  of  such  certificate  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
herein  mentioned. 

It  shall  prepare  two  forms  of  certificates,  one  for  persons  in  possession  of  diplomas  or 
licenses,  the  othor  for  candidates  examined  by  the  Board;  and  shall  furnish  to  the  county 
clerks  of  the  several  counties  a  list  of  all  persons  receiving  certificates. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  may  refuse  certificates  to  individuals  guilty  of  unpro- 
fessional or  dishonorable  conduct,  and  may  revoke  certificates  for  like  causes.  In  all 
cases  of  refusal  or  revocation  the  applicant  may  appeal  to  the  body  appointing  the 
Board. 

i  8.  Candidates  for  examination  shall  pay  a  fee  of  five  dollars,  in  advance,  which 
shall  be  returned  to  them  if  a  certificate  be  refused. 

$  9.  Examinations  may  be  made  wholly  or  in  part  in  writing,  and  shall  be  of  an  ele- 
mentary and  practlcal'character.  but  sufllciently  strict  to  test  the  qualifications  of  the 
candidate  as  a  practitioner.  • 

All  examinations  of  persons  not  graduates  or  licentiates  shall  be  made  directly  by 
the  Board,  and  the  certificates  given  by  the  Board  shall  authorize  the  possessor  to  prac- 
tice medicine  and  surgery  in  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Where  the  candidates  have  any  special  views  of  theory  and  practice  of  medicine  or  of 
therapeutics,  respect  is  paid  to  such  views,  and  they  are  allowed,  upon  request,  to  appear 
before  individual  members  of  the  Board  for  special  examination  in  such  branches.  Ex- 
aminations are  conducted  in  the  English  language.  If  made  in  another  language,  inter- 
preters muFt  be  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant. 

All  candidates  must  pass  a  preliminary  examination,  such  as  is  indicated  in  the  "min- 
imum requirements,"  and  must  fill  out  the  following:

If  the  applicant  is  a  grad- 
uate of  a  literary  or  scientific  collefi^e.  or  presents  the  certificate  of  having  passed  the 
entrance  examiuation  of  such  an  institution,  or  tho  certificate  of  graduation  from  a  high 
school  or  academy,  it  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  an  examinaiion.  In  any  other  case,  the 
candidate  must  pass  an  examination  before  a  committee  of  the  faculty,  as  follows:  A 
written  composition,  not  to  exceed  a  page  of  foolscap,  on  a  given  subject,  which  will  be 
the  test  of  orthography,  grammar,  etc.:  an  examination  in  common  arithmetic,  history 
of  the  United  States,  in  geography  and  elementary  physios,  or  natural  philosophy.

EXCELSIOR  MEDICAL  COLLEGE. 

The  exposure,  ia  November.  1882.  by  the  Illinois  State  Boabd  op  Health,  of  the 
fraudulent  Bellevue  Medical  College  of  Massachusetts,  led  to  the  correction  of  a  flu«rant 
abuse  In  connection  with  the  issuing  of  medical  diplomas  in  Massachusetts.  The  "Belle- 
vue** was  organized  under  the  "Public  Statutes  relating  to  Manufacturing  and  other  Cor- 
porations." and  its  officers,  on  the  trial  which  resulted  from  the  exposure  referred  to, 
pleaded  that  they  were  legally  incorporated,  and  were  empowered  by  the  laws  of  Mas- 
sachusetts to  issue  diplomas  and  confer  d*>Krees  without  any  restriction  as  to  course  of 
study  or  professional  attainments.  The  United  States  Commissioner,  before  whom  the 
trial  was  had,  held  the  plea  to  be  valid,  and  dismissed  the  case,  with  the  followiuff  re- 
marks:— 

**The  State  has  authorized  this  collesre  to  issue  decrees,  and  it  has  been  done  accord- 
ing t.o  legal  right.  *  «  *  t^^^  j^^  makes  the  faculty  of  the  college  the  sole  judses 
of  eligibility  of  applicants  for  diplomas.  There  is  no  legal  restriction,  no  legal  reaufre- 
meuts.  If  the  facaUy  choose  to  issue  degrees  to  incompetent  persons,  the  laws  of  Matfaa^ 
chusetts  authorize  it" 

Ah  a  result  of  this  decision,  the  "\raerican  University  of  Boston."  and  the  "First 
Medical  College  of  the  American  Health  Society,"  were  incorporated  under  the  same  au- 
thority as  I  he  "Bellevue":  and  the  "Excelsior  Medical  College"  and  others  were  pro- 
jected. The  r)ass»ige.  (June  30,  l8S:i).  of  an  a«*t  forbidding  any  corporation.  or*ranized  under

In  connec- 
tion with  materia  medica.  diseases  of  women  and  children,  obstetrics  and  their  ellnlcal 
work,  materia  medica.  qualitative  chemistry  and  analysis  of  urine,  pathological  anatomy, 
principles  and  practice  of  medicine  (including  hygiene  or  preventive  medicine),  principles 
of  surgery,  and  ophthalmologv  and  otology.  The  materla-medica  work  of  this  year  will 
consist  of  special  analyses  ana  syntheses  of  drug-provlngs.

This  department  is 
organized  by  the  regents  of  the  University,  under  their  charter  empowering  them  to 
grant  degrees  in  medicine.  The  law  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Minnesota 
makes  this  faculty  also  the  State  Medical  Examining  Board,  with  powers  and  duties  sini- 
lar  to  those  conferred  upon  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Illinois  by  the  Illinois  medical 
practice  act— that  is,  to  examine  into  the  qualifications  of  those  practicing  medicine  in 
the  State  not  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  act  by  reason  of  length  of  practice,  and 
to  issue  certificates  entitling  to  such  practice:  I)  to  those  who  establisn  the  fact  of  gradu- 
ation from  a  legally  chartered  medical  institution  in  good  standing;  and  2)  to  those  who. 
not  being  graduates  of  such  institutions,  puss  a  satisfactory  examination  by  said  board. 

As  the  faculty  of  the  medical  department  of  the  University,  they  examine  and  recom- 
mend to  the  regents  candidates  for  the  University  degrees  in  medicine  and  surgery.  No 
instruction  is  oiTered  in  this  college.  The  faculty  is  un  examining  body  only.  Examina- 
tions include:  1)  the  entrance  examination;  2)  the  scientific  examination;  H)  two  or 
more  professional  examinations. 

"I.  The  entrance  examination  embraces  the  English  language,  including  writing, 
spelling,  grammar,  analysis  and  composition,  arithmetic,  elementary  algebra,  plane 
geometry,  geography,  United  States  history,  general  history.  Latin  grammar  and  reading, 
or  an  equivalent  knowledge  of  German.  French  or  Scandinavian. 

"II.  The  scientific  examination  embraces  physical  geography,  natural  philosophy, 
elementary  botany,  chemistry,  drawing— free-hand  or  mechanical. 

"III.  The  professional  examinations  embrace  anatomy,  physiology,  pathology, 
materia  medica.  therapeutics,  medical  chemistry,  preventive  medicine,  practice  of  medi- 
cine, surgery,  obstetrics,  diseases  of  women,  diseases  of  children,  diseases  of  the  nervous 
system,  medical  jurisprudence." 

Degrees:  All  candidates  who  pass  the  entrance,  scientific  and  professional  examina- 
tions, including  the  appropriate  clinical  and  experimental  tests  incidental  thereto,  and

Whenever  the  examinations  in  any  case  evince  a  high  degree  of  proficiency  in  the 
literature,  theory  and  practice  of  medicine,  the  faculty  of  the  college  permit  the  candi- 
date to  present  and  defend  a  thesis;  this  being  done  to  their  satisfaction,  they  recommend 
the  candidate  to  receive  ai  once  the  full  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  (M.  D.) 

Any  Bachelor  of  Medicine  of  this  University  who  furnishes  satisfactory  evidence  that 
he  has  been  actively  engaged  in  professional  practice  for  three  years  after  his  gradua- 
tion, and  who  presents  and  defends  a  thesis  in  the  manner  prescribed,  is  recommended 
to  receive  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  (M.  D.) 

Doctors  of  Medicine  of  other  colleges  of  medicine  recognized  by  the  board  of 
regents,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  faculty  of  this  college,  are  recommended  to 
receive  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  of  this  University,  upon  successfully  defending 
a  thesis  in  the  manner  prescribed. 

All  candidates  for  the  first  degree  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  have 
severally  pursued  the  study  of  medicine  for  four  years  in  the  offloo  of  and  under  the  per- 
sonal direction  of  a  physician  in  active  practice,  who  is  a  graduate  of  some  college  or 
school  of  medicine  recognized  by  the  board  of  regents,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
faculty  of  this  college.    Provided,  however,  that—  ^.^ 

(1.)  One  course  of  lectures,  with  other  work  incidental  thereto,  in  a  college  of  medi- 
cine recognized  as  above,  shall  bo  reckoned  as  equivalont  to  eight  months  of  such  study. 

(2.)  One  term  of  six  months  in  a  school  of  medical  instruction,  organized  and  con- 
ducted in  conformity  with  the  by-laws,  shall  be  equivalent  to  one  year  of  such  ^tudy 
under  a  preceptor. 

(3.)  Three  courses  of  lectures,  with  work  incidental  thereto,  in  colleges  of  medicine 
recognized  as  above,  shall  be  equivalent  to  three  years  of  study  under  a  preceptor;  one 
year  at  least  must,  in  all  cases,  have  been  passed  in  a  preceptor's  office. 

(4.)  Graduates  of  colleges  and  universities  receive  a  oredft  of  one  year  on  profes- 
sional study,  in  consideration  of  superior  literary  and  scientific  attainments. 

The  faculty  of  this  college  have  authority  to  provide  examinations  for  candidates  for 
licenses  in  sanitary  science,  dental  surgery  and  other  specialties.  Only  Bachelors  or 
Doctors  of  Medicine  can  become  such  candidates.  All  theses  must  be  upon  subjects 
approved  by  the  faculty,  must  be  founded  on  original  work,  and  certified  as  the  unuded 
productions  of  the  candidates.

Its  faculty  liave  full  power 
to  ts8n«  diplomas  of  medicine  and  surcrery.  and  are  possessed  of  all  rights  and  priyileffes 
cnnted,  or  that  may  be  granted,  to  colleges  in  the  country.*' 

It  Is  also  stated  that  "the  qualiflcationR  requisite  for  graduation  from  this  college  will 
be  of  the  highest  standard,  and  efforts  will  be  constantly  mude  to  render  the  course  of 
loetmetlon  still  more  thorough  and  comprehensive."  AVhat  is  considered  the ''highest 
standard"  of  aualifloations  requisite  for  graduation  is  shown  in  the  following  paragraphs 
from  the  announcement: 

"ProTlded.  however,  since  many  States  have  legalized  the  status  of  practitioners  by 
#xmminlng  boards,  therefore,  any  person  otherwise  qualified,  and  holding  certificates  of 
lltnese  or  anthority  to  practice  from  any  State  board  of  health,  may  become  an  applicant 
for  graduation  by  attending  a  single  course  of  lectures  in  this  college,*' 

"Likewise,  practitioners  of  five  years  of  reputable  and  consecutive  practice,  upon 
fomishlDg  a  certificate  of  the  fact  from  the  county  clerk  and  three  good  and  reputable 
dtfsens,  according  to  the  following  form,  may  become  applicants  for  the  honors  of  the 
aohool,  npon  attendance  of  one  full  term  of  lectures  and  passing  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation.^ 

Upon  this,  and  other  evidence  of  Irregularities,  the  Illinois  State  Boabd  of  Health 
has  refused  to  recognize  the  diplomas  ofthis  institution;  and  its  methods,  the  personnel 
of  the  faonlty  and  general  character,  were  fully  exposed  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  to 
the  Board,  at  its  regular  quarterly  meeting  in  June.  1883.  Since  that  exposure,  the  Attor- 
ney General  of  Wisconsin  has  taken  steps  to  cause  the  charter  of  this  college  to  be  de- 
elared  forfeited  for  fraudulent  and  illegal  practices,  and  the  institution  is  now  extinct.  It 
has  also  been  known  by  the  name  of  "The  Coney  Medical  Institute."

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PREFATORY  NOTES  CONCERNING  THE  OFFICIAL  REGISTER 

OF  1884. 


There  are  embraced  in  this — the  third  edition  of  the  Official 
Register  of  Physicians  and  Midwives  in  Illinois,  revised  up  to 
December  1,  1884 — the  names,  postoffice  addresses,  and  other  data 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  identification,  of  5,585  physicians  to 
whom  certificates  have  been  issued  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 
under  the  act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine,  approved  May 
29,  1877;  and  who  comprise  the  great  majority  of  those  now 
engaged  in  practice  in  this  State.  To  this  number  are  to  be  added 
some  800  practitioners,  who  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the 
law  by  reason  of  having  practiced  ten  years  in  the  State  prior  to 
July  1,  1S77.  So  that  the  total  number  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
medicine  in  Illinois,  at  the  close  of  1884,  is  5,885  of  all  classes."^ 

Of  the  5,585  certificated  practitioners  there  are  4,780  who  hold 
certificates  from  the  State  Board  of  Health,  based  upon  **  satis- 
factory proof  of  having  received  diplomas  or  licenses  from  legally- 
chartered  medical  institutions  in  good  standing;"  102  others  are 
,  practicing  under  the  certificates  of  the  Board  issued  after  satisfac- 
*  tory  examination :  and  the  remaining  703  are  non-graduates  who 
have  taken  out  certificates  based  on  years  of  practice,  although  not 
required  so  to  do  by  the  law. 

A  number  of  the  4,780  certificated  graduates  are  also  exempt  by 
reason  of  length  of  practice  before  the  passage  of  the  act,  but  have 
obtained  certificates  from  the  Board  for  the  pui-pose  of  establishing 
their  professional  status.  In  the  first  Register  published  by  the 
BoABD,  June  14,  1880,  tliere  were  the  names  of  5,079  physicians, 
and  in  the  second,  published  December  20,  1881,  there  were  5,^87 — 
the  number  of  those  engaged  in  medical  practice  dm^ing  the  last 
four  years  showing  on  the  whole,  a  slight  absolute  reduction,  not- 
withstanding the  increase  of  population.  For  purposes  of  compari- 
son the  following  totals,  from  each  of  the  three  Registers,  are  here 
presented :

From  the  above  tabular  statement  it  will  be  seen  that,  while  the 
aggregate  number  of  practitioners  has  not  materially  varied,  there 
are  some  notable  changes  in  the  numbers  of  the  different  classes. 
Thus,  there  has  been  a  gain  of  498  graduates  and  licentiates  of 
medical  institutions — these  now  forming  over  80  per  cent,  of  the 
total  number,  as  against  about  70  per  cent,  in  1880;  the  number 
of  licentiates  upon  examination  of  the  State  Board  has  been 
diminished  nearly  one-half— mainly  by  their  transfer  to  the  number 
of  graduates,  very  many  of  them  having,  subsequent  to  their  exam- 
ination, attended  lectures  and  obtained  diplomas.  Both  classes  of 
exempts  show  heavy  losses,  due  mainly  to  death,  graduation,  aban- 
donment of  practice  and  removal  from  the  State. 

The  following  summary,  from  the  first  Register,  and  correspond- 
ing figures  from  the  present  vohime,  exhibit  these  changes  for  the 
whole  period  since  the  Medical-Practice  Act  went  into  operation  :

MEDICAL  PRACTICE  IN  ILLINOIS. 


THE  ILLINOIS  MEDICAL   PRACTICE  ACT. 


An  Act  to  Regulate  the  Practice   of  Medicine   in   the  State  of 
IiaUNOis.    Approved  May  29,  1877.    In  force  July  1,  1877. 

Admission  to  practice  medicine  :  Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by 
the  People  of  the  State  of  IlUnois,  represented  in  the  General  Assembly, 
That  every  person  practicing  medicine,  in  any  of  its  departments, 
shall  possess  the  qualitieations  required  by  this  act.  If  a  graduate 
in  medicine  he  shall  present  his  diploma  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health  *  *  *  for  verification  as  to  its  genuineness.  If  the 
diploma  is  found  genuine,  and  if  the  person   named   therein  be  the 

S^rson  claiming  and  presenting  the  same,  the  State  Board  of 
EALTH  *  *  *  shall  issue  its  certificate  to  that  effect,  signed  by 
all  of  the  members  thereof,  and  such  diploma  and  certificate  shall 
be  conclusive  as  to  the  right  of  the  lawful  holder  of  the  same  to 
practice  medicine  in  this  State.  If  not  a  graduate  the  person  prac- 
ticing medicine  in  this  State  shall  present  himself  before  said  Board, 
and  submit  himself  to  such  examinations  as  the  said  Board  shall 
require ;  and,  if  the  examination  be  satisfactory  to  the  examiners, 
the  said  Board  shall  issue  its  certiti(fate  in  accordance  with  the 
facts,  and  the  lawful  holder  of  such  certificate  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  herein  mentioned. 

Sec.  2.  [This  section  is  omitted  as  void,  by  reason  of  the  pas- 
sage, at  the  same  session,  of  the  act  establishing  a  State  Board  of 
Health,  which    see    following.     The    section    refers  to  the  mode  of 

Providing  boards  of  examiners  in  the  absence  of  such  State  Board. 
'he  omissions  indicated  by  asterisks  in  section  1,  and  in  the  remaining 
sections,  also  have  reference  to  this  provision  for  other  boards.] 

Organization,  duties  and  power  ok  State  Board:  Sec.  3.  The 
State  Board  of  Health  *  *  *  shall  organize  within  three 
months  after  the  passage  of  this  act;  thoy  shall  procure  a  seal,  and 
shall  receive  through  their  Secretary  applications  for  certificates  and 
examinatiotis ;  the  President  *  *  *  shall  have  authority  to  admin- 
ister oaths,  and  the  Board  to  take  testimony  in  nil  matters  relating 
to  their  duties;  tliey  shall  issut^  ci'rtificates  to  all  who  furnish  sat- 
isfactory proof  of  having  received  diplomas  or  licenses  from  legally 
chartered  medical  institutions  in  good  standing;  they  shall  prepare 
two  forms  of  certificates,  one  for  persons  in  possession  of  diplomas 
or  licenses,  the  other  for  candidates  examined  by  the  Board;  they 
shall  furnish  to  the  county  clerks  of  the  several  counties  a  list  of 
all  persons  receiving  certificates.  In  selecting  places  to  hold  their 
meetings  they  shall,  as  far  as  is  reasonable,  accommodate  appli- 
cants residing  in  difiForent  sections  of  the  State,  and  due  notice 
shall  be  published  of  all  their  meetings.  Certificates  shall  be  signed 
by  all  the  members  of  the  Board  granting  them,     *    *    * 


71  THE  ILLIN0I8  MEDICAL  FRAOTIGB  ACT. 

Yebification  of  diplomas  ;  fee  akd  penalty  :  Sec.  4.  Said  State 
Board  of  Health  *  *  *  shall  examine  diplomas  as  to  their 
genuineness,  and  if  the  diploma  shall  be  found  genuine  as  repre- 
sented, the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  *  *  *  shall 
receive  a  fee  of  one  dollar  from  such  graduate  or  licentiate,  and  no  fur- 
ther charge  shall  be  made  to  the  apphcants ;  but  if  it  be  found  to  be 
fraudulent,  or  not  lawfully  owned  by  the  possessor,  the  Board  shall 
be  entitled  to  charge  and  collect  twenty  dollars  of  the  applicant 
presenting  such  diploma.  The  verification  of  the  diploma  shall  con- 
sist in  the  affidavit  of  the  holder  and  applicant  that  he  is  the  lawful 
possessor  of  the  same,  and  that  he  is  the  person  therein  named. 
Such  affidavit  may  be  taken  before  any  person  authorized  to  ad- 
minister oaths,  and  the  same  shall  be  attested  under  the  hand  and 
official  seal  of  such  officer,  if  he  have  a  seal.  Graduates  may  pre- 
sent their  diplomas  and  affidavits  as  provided  in  this  act,  by  letter 
or  by  proxy,  and  the  State  Board  of  Health  *  *  *  shall  issue 
its  certificate  the  same  as  though  the  owner  of  the  diploma  was 
present. 

EiAMiNATioN  OF  NON-GRADUATES :  Soc.  6.  All  examinations  of  per- 
sons not  graduates  or  licentiates  shall  be  made  directly  by  the 
Board,  and  the  certificates  given  by  the  Board  shall  authorize  the 
possessor  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  State  of   Illinois. 

Gbrtifigates  must  be  recorded:  Sec.  6.  Every  person  holding 
a  certificate  from  the  State  Board  of  Health  *  *  *  shall 
have  it  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he 
resides,  and  the  record  shall  be  endorsed  thereon.  Any  person  re- 
moving to  another  county  to  practice,  shall  procure  an  endorsement 
to  that  efifect  on  the  certificate  from  tha  county  clerk,  and  shall 
record  the  certificate,  in  like  manner,  in  the  county  to  which  he 
removes,  and  the  holder  of  the  certificate  shall  pay  to  the  county 
clerk  the  usual  fees  for  making  the  record. 

Record  book  to  be  kept  by  county  clerk:  Sec.  7.  The  county 
clerk  shall  keep,  in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose,  a  complete 
list  of  the  certificates  recorded  by  him,  with  the  date  of  the  issue. 
*  *  *  If  the  certificate  be  based  on  a  diploma  or  license,  he  shall 
record  the  name*  of  the  medical  institution  conferring  it,  and  the 
date  when  conferred.  The  register  of  the  county  clerk  shall  be  open 
to  public  inspection  during  business  hours. 

Fee  for  examining  non-oraduates  :  Sec.  8.  Candidates  for  ex- 
amination shall  pay  a  fee  of  five  dollars,  in  advance,  which  shall 
be  returned  to  them  if  a  certificate  be  refused.  The  fees  received 
by  the  Board  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury.    *    *    * 

Character  of  examination:  Sec.  9.  Examinations  may  be  in 
whole  or  in  part  in  writing,  and  shall  be  of  an  elementary  and  prac- 
tical character,  but  sufficiently  strict  to  test  the  qualifications  of  the 
candidate  as  a  practitioner. 

Certificates  may  be  refused  or  revoked:  Sec.  10.  The  State 
Board  of  Health  *  *  *  may  refuse  certificates  to  individuals 
guilty  of  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct,  and  they  may  re- 
voke certificates  for  like  causes.  In  all  cases  of  refusal  or  revoca- 
tion, the  applicant  may  appeal  to  the  body  appointing  the   Board. 
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Definition  op  "practicino  medicine":  Sec.  11.  Any  person  shall 
be  regarded  as  practicing  medicine  within  the  meaning  of  this  act, 
who  shall  profess  publicly  to  be  a  physician,  and  to  prescribe  for 
the  sick,  or  who  shall  append  to  his  name  the  letters  of  ''M.  D.** 
Bat  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  students  from 
prescribing  under  the  supervision  of  preceptors,  or  to  prohibit  gra- 
tuitous services  in  cases  of  emergency.  And  this  act  shall  not  apply 
to  commissioned  surgeons  in  the  United  States  army  and  navy. 

License  to  itinerant  venders  :  Sec.  12.  Any  itinerant  Vender  of 
any  drug,  nostrum,  ointment  or  appliance  of  any  kind,  intended  for 
the  treatment  of  disease  or  injury,  or  who  shall  by  writing  or  print- 
ing, or  any  other  method,  publicly  profess  to  cure  or  treat  diseases, 
injury  or  deformity  by  any  drug,  nostrum,  manipulation  or  other 
expedient,  shall  pay  a  license  of  one  hundred  dollars  a  month,  to  be 
collected  in  the  usual  way. 

Penalties  for  non-compliance  with  this  act  :  Sec.  13.  Any  per- 
son practicing  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  State  without  compl3ring 
vrith  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  thirty 
days,  nor  more  than  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment,  for  each  and  every  offense;  and  any 
person  filing,  or  attempting  to  file,  as  his  own,  the  diploma  or  cer- 
tificate of  another,  or  a  forged  affidavit  of  identification,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  subject  to  such 
fine  and  imprisonment  as  are  made  and  provided  by  the  statutes 
of  this  State  for  the  crime  of  forgery,  but  the  penalties  shall  not 
be  enforced  till  on  and  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  December, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven:  Frovided,  that  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  those  that  have  been  practicing  med- 
icine ten  years  within  tnis  State. 


An  Act  to  Create  and  Establish  a  State  Board  of  Health  ik 
THE  State  of  Illinois.  Approved  May  28,  1877  ;  in  force  Jnly 
1,  1877. 

Appointment  of  members  ;  term  op  office  ;  tacakcibs  :  Bbction  1, 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of_  lUinoia,  represented  in  the 
Oejieral  Assembly,  That  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  seven  persons,  who  shall  constitute  the 
Board  of  Health.  The  persons  so  appointed  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  seven  years :  Provided,  that  the  terms  of  office  of  the  seven  ticst 
appointed  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  term  of  one  shall  expire 
on  the  thirtieth  day  of  December  of  each  year,  and  the  vacancies 
so  created,  as  well  as  all  vacancies  occurring  otherwise,  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate: 
And  provided,  also,  that  appointments  made  when  the  Senate  is  not 
in  session  moy  be  confirmed  at  its  nest  ensuing  session. 

Powers  and  authority  of  the  board  :  Sec.  "2.  The  State  Board 
OF  Health  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  interests  of 
the  health  and  life  of  the  citizens  of  the  State,  They  shall  have 
chargeof  all  matters  pertaining  to  quarautine;  and  shall  have  authority 
to  make  such  rules  and  regulations,  and  such  sanitary  investiga- 
tions, as  they  may  from  time,to  time  deem  necessary  for  the  pres- 
ervation or  improvement  of  public  health;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  all  police  officers,  sheriffs,  constables,  and  all  other  officers  and 
employes  of  the  State,  to  etrfftree  "fiueh  rules  and  regulations,  so  far 
as  the  efficiency  and  auceess  of  the  Board  may  depend  upon  their 
official  co-operation. 

Beoistration  OF  BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS:  Sec.  3.  The  Board  op 
Health  shall  have  supervision  of  the  State  system  of  registration 
of  births  and  deaths  as  hereinafter  provided;  they  shall  make  up 
such  forms  and  recommend  such  legislation  as  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  for  the  thorough  registration  of  vital  and  mortuary  sta- 
tistics throughout  the  State.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  be 
the  superintendent  of  such  registration.  The  clerical  duties  and  the 
safe-keepiug  of  the  bureau  of  vital  statistics  thus  created  shall  be 
provided  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Physicians  and  accodcherb  to  reoister  and  report:  Sec.  4.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  all  physicians  and  accouchers  in  this  State 
to  register  their  names  and  postoffice  address  with  the  county  clerk 
of  the  county  where  they  reside ;  and  said  physicians  and  accouch- 
eurs shall  be  required,  under  penalty  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  State,  at  suit  of  the 
county  clerk,  to  report  to  the   county   clerk,  within  thirty  days  from 
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date  of  their  occurrence,  all  births  and  deaths  which  may  come 
under  their  supervision,  with  a  certificate  of  the  cause  of  death, 
and  such  correlative  facts  as  the  Board  may  require,  in  the  blank 
forms  furnished  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Report  of  birth  or  death  in  absence  of  physician  or  accouch- 
KtJB :  Sec.  5.  Where  any  birth  or  death  shall  take  place,  no  phy- 
sician or  accoucheur  being  in  attendance,  the  same  shall  be  reported 
to  the  county  clerk  within  thirty  days  from  date  of  [its]  occurrence, 
with  the  supposed  cause  of  death,  by  the  parent,  or  if  none,  by 
the  nearest  of  kin,  not  a  minor,  of  if  none,  by  the  resident  house- 
holder where  the  death  shall  occur,  under  penalty  as  provided  in 
the  preceding  section  of  this  act. 

Coroners  to  report  deaths:  Sec.  6.  The  coroners  of  the  sev- 
eral counties  shall  be  required  to  report  to  the  county  clerk  all 
cases  of  death  which  may  come  under  their  supervision,  with  the 
cause  and  mode  of  death,  etc.,  as  per  forms  furnished,  under  pen- 
ally as  provided  in  section  four  (4)  of  this  act. 

Disposition  op  penalties  :  Sec.  7.  All  amounts  recovered  under 
the  penalties  herein  provided  shall  be  appropriated  to  a  special  fund 
for  the  carrying  out  of  the  object  of  this  law. 

County  clerks  to  keep  registers  and  records:  Sec.  8.  The 
county  clerks  of  the  several  counties  in  the  State  shall  be  required 
to  keep  separate  books  for  the  registration  of  the  names  and  post- 
office  address  of  physicians  and  accoucheurs,  for  births,  for  mar- 
riages, and  for  deaths;  said  books  shall  always  be  open  to  inspec- 
tion without  fee ;  and  said  county  clerks  shall  be  required  to  render 
a  full  and  complete  report  of  all  births,  marriages  and  deaths  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Health,  annually,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  the  Board  may  direct. 

Board  to  prepare  forms  for  reports:  Sec.  0.  It  shall  be  the 
daty  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  prepare  such  forms  for  the  record 
of  births,  marriages  and  deatlis  as  they  may  deem  proper ;  the  said 
forms  to  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  said  Board  to  the  county 
clerks  of  the  several  counties,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish 
them  to  such  persons  as  are  herein  recjuired  to  nuike  reports. 

Mebtinos  of  the  Board  :  Sec.  10.  The  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  shall  be  within  fifteen  days  after  their  appointment,  and 
thereafter  in  January  and  June  of  eacli  year,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  the  Board  shall  deem  expedient.  The  meeting  in  January 
of  each  year  shall  be  in  Springfield.  A  majority  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  They  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to  be  President, 
and  they  may  adopt  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  government,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Officers  and  compensation:  Sec.  11.  They  shall  (»lect  a  Secre- 
tary, who  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  the  Board  and  by 
this  act;  he  shall  receive  a  salary  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board; 
he  shall  also  receive  his  traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred  in 
the  performance  of  his  ofiicial  duties.  The  other  members  of  the 
Board  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  tlieir  services,  but  their 
traveling  and  other  expenses,  while  employed  on  business  of  the 
Board,  shall  be  paid.    The  President  of  the  Board  shall   quarterly 
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certify  the  amount  due  the  Secretary,  and  on  presentation  of  his 
certificate,  the  Auditor  of  State  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
Treasurer  for  the  amount. 

Annual  rbpobt:  Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Health  to  make  an  annual  report,  through  their  Secretary  or 
otherwiEC,  in  writing,  to  the  Governor  of  this  State,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  and  such  report  shall  include 
80  much-  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  such  information 
concerning  vital  statistics,  such  knowledge  respecting  diseases,  and 
such  instruction  on  the  subject  of  hygiene,  as  maybe  thought* use- 
ful by  the  Board  for  dissemination  among  the  people,  with  such 
suggestions  as  to  legislative  action  as  they  may  deem  nece8sar>\ 

Approprution  :  Sec.  13.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000) 
or  so  much  thereof  as  maybe  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  to 
pay  the  salary  of  the  Secretary,  meet  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  office  of  the  Secretary,  and  the  expenses  of  the  Board,  and  all 
costs  for  printing,  which,  together,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  hereby 
appropriated ;  said  expenses  shall  be  certified  and  paid  in  the  same 
manner' as  the  salary  of  the  Secretary. 

Office  room:  Sec.  14.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  provide 
rooms  suitable  for  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  office  room  for 
the  Secretary. 


CONCERNING  PRACTITIONERS  AND   MODE  OF  PROCEDURE 

UNDER  THE  MEDICAL  PRACTICE  ACT. 


Under  the  Act  to  regulate  the  Practice  of  Medicine  in  the  State 
of  Illinois,  all  persons  practicing  medicine  in  any  of  its  depart- 
ments are  divided  into  two  classes: — First,  practitioners  who  had 
been  practicing  medicine  ten  or  more  years  within  the  State,  prior 
to  July  1,  1877.  Second,  those  who  have  been  practicing  medicine 
in  the  State  for  a  period  of  time  less  than  ten  years,  prior  to  July 
1,  1877. 

This  second  class  is  sub-divisible  into  two  others — those  who  are 
practicing  medicine,  in  any  of  its  departments,  who  have  neither 
a  diploma  nor  license,  and  who  are  required  by  law  to  undergo  ex- 
amination by  the  State  Board  for  its  certificate  entitling  them  to 
practice  medicine  and  surjjjery  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  And,  second, 
those  who  can  furnish  satisfactory  proof  of  having  received  diplomas 
as  graduates  in  medicine  or  licenses  from  legally-chartered  medical 
institutions  in  good  standing. 

To  BE  HELD  IN  GOOD  STANDING  in  Illinois,  colleges  must  comply 
with  the  following  schedule  of  requirements.  This  schedule  took 
effeet  at  the  close  of  the  session  of  1882-83.  No  diploma  issued 
since  that  date,  is  accepted  as  the  basis  for  a  certitieate,  unless 
the  diploma  was  issued  in  accordance  with  the  schedule.  The  only 
other  mode  of  obtaining  a  certificate  is  through   an  examination  by  the 

BOABD. 

SCHEDULE   OF  REQUIREMENTS. 

I.  Conditions  of  admission  to  lecture  courses. — 1.  Credible  cer- 
tificates of  good  moral  standing.  2.  Diplomas  of  graduation  from 
a  good  literary  und  scientific  <'ollege  or  high  school,  or  a  first-grade 
teacher's  certificate.  Or,  lacking  this — A  thorough  examination  in 
the  branches  of  a  good  English  education,  including  mathematics, 
English  composition,  and  elementary  physics  or  natural  philosophy. 

II.  Branches  of  medical  science  to  be  included  in  the  course  of  in- 
stnwtion, — 1.  Anatomy.  2.  Physiology.  8.  Chemistry.  4.  Materia 
Medica  andTlierapeutics.  o.  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine.  ()• 
Pathology.  7.  Surgery.  8.  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology.  1).  Hygiene. 
10.  Medical  Jurisprudence. 
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III.  Length  nf  regular  or  {fradtiating  coureea. — 1.  The  time  occu- 
pied in  the  reRiiUr  coiireeB  or  Bpasionfl  from  which  Htudeots  are 
graduated  ehall  not  be  less  thjui  five  months,  or  twenty  weeks, 
each,  2,  Two  full  courses  of  lectures,  not  within  one  and  the 
same  year  of  time,  shall  be  required  for  graduation  with  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medinine. 

IV.  Attendance  and  exaviimitions  or  quizzes. — 1.  Begular  attend- 
ance during  the  entire  lecture  courses  shall  be  required,  allowance 
being  made  only  for  absences  occasioned  by  the  student's  sickness, 
such  absences  not  to  exceed  twenty  per  centum  of  the  course.  '2. 
Begular  examinations  or  quizzes  to  be  made  by  each  lecturer  ot 
professor  daily,  or  at  least  twice  each  week.  3.  Final  examinations 
on  all  branches  to  be  conducted,  when  practicable,  by  competent 
examiners  other  than  the  professors  in  each   branch. 

V.  Dissections,  clinics  and  kogpital  attendance. — 1.  Each  student 
shall  have  dissected  during  two  courses.  2.  Attendance  during  at 
least  two  terms  of  clinical  and  hospital  instruction  shall  be  re- 
quired. 

VI.  Time  of  professional  studies. — This  shall  not  lie  less  than 
three  full  years  before  graduation,  including  the  time  spent  with 
a  preceptor,  and  attendance  upon  lectures  or  at  clinics  and  hos- 
pital. 

VII.  Instruction. — The  college  must  show  that  it  has  a  sufficient 
and  competent  corps  of  instructors,  and  the  necessary  facilities  for 
teaching,  dissections,  clinics,  etc. 

Concerning  the  proviso  by  which  physicians  are  exempted  from 
the  penalties' of  the  Act,  the  Attorney  General,  J.  K.  Kdsall,  in  tin 
opinion  dated  November  9,  1677,  says:  "The  proviso  in  question  is 
in  these  words:  'Provided,  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  sbaU  not 
apply  to  those  who  have  been  pi'acticing  medicine  ten  years  within 
the  Btate.'  I  have  no  question  that  the  effect  of  this  proviso  is  to 
exempt  all  persons  who  fall  within  its'  terms,  from  the  penalties 
imposed  by  the  Act  la  question.  But,  considering  the  entire  scope 
of  the  Act,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that   the   duty  is    incumbent  upon 

Jour  Board  to  ascertain,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  names  of  all, 
iiose  who  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  that  proviso ;  and  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  those  who  have  thus  practiced  medicine  ten  years 
within  the  State  to  furnish  you,  on  request,  evidence  of  the  fact 
by  affidavit,  or  otherwise.  Your  Board  may,  with  propriety,  issae 
in  return  some  proper  certificate,  which  will  show  their  right  to 
practice  under  that  proviso  of  the  law." 

It  is  the  duty,  therefore,  as  well  as  to  the  interest  ot  all  who 
claim  exemption  from  the  penalties  of  the  Act,  in  consequence  of 
the  fact  of  their  having  practiced  medicine  in  this  State  for  ten 
years  previous  to  July  i>  1877,  and  who  have  not  procured  certi- 
ficates, to  make  affidavit,  concerning  their  period  ot  practice,  and 
file  the  same  with  the  Board,  thus  establishing  their  status  legally, 

Secticn  four  of  the  State  Board  of   Health   Act   requires  (hat  all 
physicians  and  midwives,  without  exception,  practicing  in  this  State,  i 
'shall  reguiter  their  names  and  post  office   addresses  with  the  county  i 
clerk  of   the  county   where  they  reside.     This   registration   is  addi- 
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tional  to,  and  independent  of,  the  record  of  the  certificate  issued  by 
the  Board,  and  is  obligatory  in  each  county  into  which  the  physician's 
or  midwife's  practice  extends. 

Afpbnded  is  all  needful  information  as  to  the  course  of  procedure 
to  be  observed  in  applying  for  a  State  certificate  and  complying 
with  the  law. 

1.  Applications  for  certificates,  etc.  :  Applications  for  certifi- 
cates, or  for  blank  affidavits,  should  be  made  to  the  Secretary  at 
Springfield.  The  county  clerks  are  also  furnished  with  blank  affi- 
davits, or  may  obtain  the  same  on  application  to  the  Secretary. 

A  special  form  of  affidavit  has  been  prepared  for  those  who  have 
lost  their  diplomas  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  may  be  had  on  appli- 
cation as  above. 

Diplomas  or  licenses  for  verification,  and  affidavits  properly  filled 
out  and  acknowledged,  together  with  the  necessary  letters  of  recom- 
mendation and  fees  for  certificates,  should  be  sent  to  the  Secretary. 

For  convenience,  diplomas  may  be  presented  to  any  member  of 
the  BoABD  for  verification.  In  such  case  the  affidavit  should  be 
endorsed  ''Diploma  verified,"  with  the  signature  of  the  member, 
before  being  forwarded  to  the  Secretary. 

2.  Diploma  or  license  to  be  presented  for  verification:  In 
regard  to  practitioners  of  medicine  who  have  been  practicing  in  this 
State  less  than  ten  years,  the  law  requires  that  those  who  are 
graduates  in  medicine,  or  who  have  licenses  from  legally  chartered 
medical  institutions  in  good  standing,  must  actually  present  for 
"verification,  to  the  State  Boaud,  their  diplomas  or  licenses;  and, 
in  addition,  such  other  satisfactoiy  proofs  as  may  be  necessary. 
Graduates  may  present  their  diplomas  or  licenses  and  affidavits  by 
letter  or  proxy. 

3.  Affidavits  REcn-niED :  Affidavit  must  be  made  that  the  person 
presenting  the  diploma,  or  licc^nse,  is  the  lawful  possessor  of  the 
same.  The  affidavit  should  state  date  and  place  of  graduation,  and 
name  of  medical  college ;  length  of  practice  in  this  State,  as  well 
as  present  place  of  residence. 

4.  Fee  for  certificates  :  The  fee  for  a  certificate  of  graduation 
is  fixed  by  law  at  one  dollar. 

5.  Examination  of  non-^jradcates  :  It  is  required  by  law  that  all 
persons  practicing  medicine  less  than  ten  years  in  any  of  its  de- 
partments, who  are  not  graduates  in  medicine  or  licentiates,  shall 
be  examined  directly  by  the  Board,  which  is  authorized  to  issue 
certificates  to  those  passing  the  examination. 

.  6.  Application  for  examination  :  The  candidate  for  examination 
must  till  out  a  blank  form,  which  may  be  obtained  on  application 
to  the  Secretary.  This  must  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Board, 
and,  if  approved,  the  candidate  will  be  notified  when  and  where  to 
appear  for  examination. 

7.  Tke  for  examination  :  Candidates  for  examination  are  required 
to  pay  a  fee  of  live  dollars,  in  advance— to  be  returned  if  the  certi- 
ficate be  refused. 

8.  Character  of  examination:  Examinations  may  be  made,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  in  writing  or  orally ;  and  shall  be  of  an  elementary 
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and  practical  cliRracter,  but  sufficiently  strict  to  test  tho  qualiiica^ 
tiou»  of  the  cauilidate  as  a  prai-titioner. 

9.  EXAMINATIONS  TO  BE  MADE  IN  PROPRIA  PEftsoNA :  Candidates  for 
examination  mast  present  themselves  in  person  before  Om  Board. 
No  examination  papers  can  be  sent  out  to  individuals;  and  no 
examination  can  be  limited  to  any  one  or  two  special  topics,  or 
branches  of  study  or  practice.  The  examinations. will  be  conducted 
by  the  entire  Board,  and  upon  all  branches  usually  taught  in  med- 
ical schoolB. 

10.  Schools  of  practice  :n  examination  :  Questions  relating  to 
special  methods  or  forms  of  practice  or  therapeutics  will  be  referred 
for  examination  to  the  various  individual  members  of  the  Board,  as 
may  be  indicated. 

11.  Examination  in  a  foreign  lasouaqe:  Those  desiring  to  be 
examined  in  any  other  but  the  English  language  may,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Board,  be  examined  through  an  interpreter,  furnished 
at  their  own  expense  and  approved  by  the  Board. 

1'2.       NON-ORADUATES  MUST   HAVE   STUDIED  THREE    YEARS:      Candidates- 

for  examination  must  present  evidence  that  they  have  studied  med- 
icine at  least  three  years. 

13.  Evidence  of  moral  and  professional  standing  :  All  appli- 
cants for  certificates,  whether  holding  diplomas  or  not.  are  required 
to  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  and  professional 
standing;  such  evidence  (letters  of  recommendation,)  to  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Board  as  part  of  the  applicant's  professional  record. 

14.  Certificates  to  be  recorded  in  office  of  county  clerk  : 
Physicians  are  required  to  have  recorded,  in  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk,  the  certificate  which  may  be  received  from  the  State  Board 
OF  Health  ;  and  in  case  of  removal  to  another  county  in  the  State, 
to  have  the  certificate  recorded  in  that  county  also. 

15.  Physicians  to  register  in  EAcn  county:     In  case  a  physician 

Eractices  in  any  other  county  than  that  in  which  he  Uves — he 
aving  recorded  his  certificate  in  hia  own  county — it  is  not  required 
that  be  have  his  certiticate  recorded  in  such  other  county  or  coun- 
ties. He  must,  however,  register  bis  name  in  the  county  or  counties 
in  which  his  practice  extends,  and  make  his  returns  of  births  and 
deaths  occurring  in  those  counties  to  the  respective  county  clerks. 
In  cases  of  professional  consultation  only,  witii  resident  physicians, 
such  registration  is  not  required. 

Ifi.  Non-rebidekt  physicians  practicino  in  this  state,  amknablb 
TO  THE  law:  Physicians,  residents  of  adjoining  States,  who  practice 
in  this  State  in  counties  adjoining  the  one  in  which  they  reside, 
are  required  to  take  out  certificates  of  practice,  as  required  of  resi- 
dents of  this  State.  They  must  record  the  same  in  the  office  of 
the  county  clerk  of  the  county  or  counties  in  which  their  practice 
extends;  make  returns  of  births  and  deaths  in  those  counties  to  the 
county  clerks,  and  in  every  respect  conform  to  ail  the  requirements 
of  the  law  incumbent  upon  residents  of  this  State. 

17.  Certificates  to  exempt  graduates  :  Certificates  of  gradua- 
tion will  be  issued,  upon  payment  of  the  usual  fee,  to  graduates 
who  have  practiced  medicine  ten  or  more  years  in  this  State,  with- 
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out  their  being  required  to  send  diploma  to  the  Boabd  for  verifica- 
tion, upon  their  making  an  affidavit  to  that  effect,  at  the  same 
time  giving  name  of  college,  place  and  date  of  graduation.  It  is 
not  obligatory  upon  this  class  of  practitioners  to  take  out  a  certifi- 
cate, but  experience  has  shown  the  utility  of  such  a  step,  in  legal 
questions  arising  in  practice,  as  well  as  in  many  matters  involving 
the  professional  status  of  the  practitioner. 

18.  Gertifigates  to  exempt  non-graduates  :  Certificates  will, 
when  desired,  be  issued  to  non-graduates  of  ten  or  more  years^ 
practice  in  this  State,  on  affidavit  of  such  practice,  supported  by 
evidence  of  good  standing  in  a  medical  society,  or  the  recommenda- 
tion of  reputable  professional  or  other  men,  who  have  known  them 
during  their  term  of  practice. 

Such  certificates  differ  from  those  granted  to  graduates,  and  are 
issued  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 

19.  What  constitutes  "ten  years*  practice  :"  It  is  not  required 
that  the  ten  years  of  practice  in  this  State  shall  be  consecutive 
years;  but  the  sum  total  of  practice  in  this  State  must  amount  to 
ten  years  before  July  1,  1877.  No  allowance  is  made  for  the  time 
si)ent  in  practice  in  any  other  State,  or  in  service  in  the  army  or 
navy. 

20.  Change  of  location:  It  is  important  that  when  a  change 
of  location  is  made,  it  be  promptly  reported  to  the  Board.  Unless 
this  is  done,  the  Official  Begister  will  necessarily  be  incorrect. 

21.  Professional  acts  illegal  prior  to  record  of  certificate: 
No  one  belonging  to  the  second  class,  as  defined  in  the  beginning 
of  this  section,  has  a  right  to  practice  until  the  certificate  of  the 
Board  is  placed  upon  record  in  the  county  in  which  the  individual 
lives.  All  professional  acts,  prior  to  this  being  done,  are  illegal  and 
render  the  delinquent  liable  to  prosecution. 

22.  What  constitutes  ''practicing medicine**  under  the  statute: 
The  eleventh  section  of  the  act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine 
in  the  State  of  Illinois,  approved  May  29,  1877,  contains  the  fol- 
lowing: Any  person  shall  be  regarded  as  practicing  medicine  within 
the  meaning  of  this  act  who  shall  append  to  his  name  the  letters 
of  **M.  D.'*— [Laws  of  1877,  page  156,  section  11.] 

Independently  of  the  statutory  definition,  the  terms  import  and 
embrace  the  pursuit  and  vocation  of  one  who  holds  himself  out  to 
the  public  as  possessing  the  requisite  skill  to  treat  disease,  and 
accordingly  prescribes  for  or  treats  patients  as  a  physician.  [Opin- 
ion of  Attorney  General  Edsall,  July  23 y  1880. 

23.  Gratuitous  practice  does  not  exempt  from  the  law  :  If  a 
person  **  practices  medicine,"  as  defined  by  the  statute,  without 
complying  with  the  law,  it  is  wholly  immaterial  whether  he  charges 
for  his  services  or  not.  He  is  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  law,  and 
liable  to  prosecution.  This,  however,  does  not  apply  to  gratuitous 
services  rendered  in  a  case  of  emergency  by  a  non-qualified  person.
